The Sanitation Sub-(]!ommittee may fix the number of persons who may occupy any 
such house. 

4. Every keeper of a lodging-house shall afford every facility for the insjiection of such 

house by the authorised officers of the Mutii(!jpal Committee. • 

5. Every keeper of a lodgiiig-liousc shall provide it with a sufficient and good supply of 
drinking water. • 
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6. | Every keeper of a lodging-house shall provide it with sufficient latrine accommodaMo^. 

7. Every keeper of a lodging-house shall keep it and every room therein clean and shall 
limewash them at least twice every year in the months of March and September and oftencr^ 
)f .required. 

* 8. Every keeper of a lodging-house as soon as it comes to his notice^ shall give imme- 

diate notice of the occurrence of any infectious disease in the house to the Health Officer. 

n. Every keeper of a lodging-house shall comply with every reasonable order of the 
Health Officer of the Committee to promote the ^sanitation and cleanliness of the lodging- 
house and to give effect to the bye-laws above. 

10. Every keeper of a lodging-house shall keep a register in the form prescribed by the 
Committee in which he shall cause to J)o entered the names and addresses of all resident and 
inmates of his lodging-lioiise and their date of arrival and departure, and such other informa- 
tion as the Committee may prescribe. 

11. Every keeper of a lodging-house committing a breach of any of bye-laws 4, 6, 6, 7, 
S, and 10 above or allowing more persons to occupy liis lodging-house than the maximum 
fixed by the Municipal Committee under bye-law 3 sluill be liable, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, to a fine which may cxttmd to lifty rupees and if the breach is a recurring one, tf» 
a further fine whicli may amount to five ruj)ees for every day after the first during which the 
breach continues.

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
2nd October, 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Rainfall occurred chiefly in Burma and the south of the Peninsula. A depression 
which appeared over the centre of the Bay on the 27th moved northwards and occasioned 
a temporary recrudescence of rainfall in northeast India, giving very heavy rain on the 
Arakan and Chittagong coasts. It was however shortlived and by the close of the week 
it had ceased to affect the weather. 

2. Burma. — Rainfall was fairly general on most days in Lower Burma, and on the 
28th September and ist October in Upper Burma. 

Northeast India^ including Orissa. — There was fairly general rain in Assam 
throughout the week, and in Bengal, and Bihar and Orissa on the 28th September# 
Twenty-three inches of rain fell at Chittagong during tlic forty-eight hours ending at 8 
hrs. on the 2nd October. 


The United Provinces, Central India and the Central -Falls of rain 

occurred at Chakrata^ Gorakhpur, Bahraich, Amraoti and Jagdalpur. 

Northwest India. — Light showers were reported from Rajkol, Surat and Gilgit. 

The Peninsula. — Nearly general rain fell on the 29th September in the Konkan, on 
the 26th, 28th and 2gth in Mysore, on the 27th in southeast Madras, on the 26th and 
2gth in the Madras Deccan and from the 27th September to the 1st October in Malabar#

4. The rainfall of the week was 2,0 per cent or more in excess in Lower Burma, 
Bengal, Mysore, Malabar, Madras Southeast and the Madras Deccan ; and differed from 
the normal by less than 20 per cent in the Bay Islands, Upper Burma, Assam, Orissap 
Gujarat and the Konkan. It was 20 per cent or more in defect in all the remaining divi- 
sions, except Baluchistan and Sind, where the absence of rainfall is^ normal feature at this 
time of year. 


The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Bengal, Bihar, the 
Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat. It is 20 per cent or more in defect in the United 
Provinces West, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Rajputanai 
Central India East, Hyderabad South, Madras Southeast and the Madras Deccan ; and is 
within 20 per cent of the normal elsewhere.

Season and Crop Prospeets for the week ending Saturday, 

27th September 1913. 

Burma,— During the week the rainfall was generaP over Lower Burma and light to 
moderate over Upper Burma. Cultivation of winter rice and miscellaneous crops is 
progressing. Cattle are healthy. The price of unhusked rice continues slightly above 
normal but tends to fall. 

Assam. — During the week slight to moderate rain fell in all districts which some- 
what improved the condition of the standing crops but the area under transplanted 
rice in Cachar and the central districts of the Brahmaputra Valley is likely to be less 
than it should be on account of previous want of rain. Harvesting of autumn rice and 
jute and transplantation of winter rice are nearly finished. The outturn of autumn rice 
is fair. Prospects of winter rice are fair to poor. The crop has been damaged by insects 
in parts of Sylhet, Goalpara and Darrang. Manufacture of tea is in progress and pro- 
spects are good. The average price of common rice has risen slightly. Cattle disease is 
reported from six districts. Fodder is insufficient in Sylhet, Kamrup and Darrang. 

Bengal.— During the week light to moderate rain fell over the Province, More 
rain is wanted in some districts for winter rice. Transplanting of winter rice and 
harvesting of autumn rice are almost finished. Cutting and steeping of jute are still 
in progress and are nearing completion. Preparation of lands for spring crops has just 
commenced in places. The prospects of standing crops are on the whole fair in Western 
Bengal and tliose in Eastern Bengal are fairly good. The condition of cattle in the areas 
affected by the floods is still reported to be bad. Cattle disease i.s reported from five 
districts only. Want of fodder is felt in six districts. The price of rice has fallen 
slightly as compared with that of the previous week. 

Bihar and Orissa. — Light rain was fairly general except in the districts of the 
Patna and Tirhut divisions where there was practically no rain. More rain is wanted in 
parts of Orissa. Transplantation of winter rice in the flood affected areas of Cuttack 
and Balasore is almost completed. Weeding of winter rice and harvesting of autumn 
crops continue. Preparation of lands for spring crops has commenced in some districts. 
Prospects of standing crops are good so far except in the flood affected areas of Cuttack, 
Balasore, Patna and Gaya where agricultural prospects are, however, gradually improving. 
The average price of common rice has fallen slightly in comparisen with that of the 
previous week. The supply of fod.der is sufficient except in parts of Patna. Cattle 
disease is reported from lo districts. Agricultural prospects in the Feudatory States of 
Orissa are on the whole good. 

United Provinces.— The week was rainless. Mor? rain is urgently needed 
throughout the Provinces. Damage to standing crops by drought is reported from 
all but the eastern districts. Harvesting and weeding of autumn crops and of millets, 
sowing of gram, picking of cotton, and preparation of land for the sowing of spring 
crops continue. Irrigation from wells and canals has been resorted to wherever practi« 
cable. Cattle disease has decreased considerably throughout the Provinces. Fodder is 
scarce in the central districts and in Bundelkhand but sufficient elsewhere. Prices 
have risen further. 

Punjab.— during the week the weather was dry and rain is badly wanted in the 
Ambala division where unirrigated crops are withering from drought. Elsewhere 
the condition of standing crops is average to good. Picking of cotton and harvesting of 
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.other antunan crops continue with outturn average to good. Ploughing for and sowings 
of spring crops are proceeding. Sowings are normal and in time. Cattle are generally 
iheatthy. Prices are generally close to normal. 

North-West Frontier Province.— The week was rainless and the weather mode- 
rate. The condition of standing crops is good in the Bannu tabsil, average in Peshawar 
except on unirrigated areas in Swabi and fair on irrigated areas and average on unirrigated 
areas in Dera Ismail Khap. Irrigation from the Paharpur Canal commenced from 17th 
September. The condition of cattle is good. Fodder and water are sufficient except in 
the Swabi tahsil of the Peshawar district where fodder is insufficient. Prices are high but 
stationary. 

Jammu.— No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from 10 to 15 and maize from 12 to ao seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in one tahsil. Fodder is sufiBcient. 

Kashmir. — No rain fell during the week. Standing crops are in fair condition. 
Cattle disease prevails in the ^Baramula and Anantnag districts. Prices are normal. 
Reaping of autumn crops and ploughing for spring crops are in progress. 

Rajputana.— The weather was clear. The rainfall in Udaipur was 50 cents. Slight 
falls were also reported from isolated parts in Rajputana. Good general rain is very 
urgently needed in the Eastern States, Central Rajputana, including Ajmer-Merwara, 
and in parts cf Kotah and Jhalawar where standing crops on dry lands have withered 
from drought. In these areas fodder is also insufficient. Harvesting of autumn crops 
is in progress and land is being prepared for sowings. Cattle are in good condition. 
Water is generally sufficient. Prices are high and fluctuating. Cattle emigration con- 
tinues in Ajmer-Marwara. 

Central India.— During the week the rainfall was nil in Bundelkhand, Baghel- 
khand and Bhopal, partial in Gwalior and Indore, good in Malwa and Bbopawar, In- 
sufficient in Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and the Gwalior division of Gwalior, and in 
the Alampur pergana of Indore. The weather continues to be seasonable. Weeding of 
autumn crops and preparation of land for spring crops are going on. Operations have been 
stopped in parts of Bundelkhand for want of rain. Standing crops are good in Malwa> 
Bhopal and Bhopawar, and bad elsewhere. The crops have been damaged by want 
of rain in Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand, the Gwalior division and the Alampur 
pergana of Indore. Cattle disease prevails in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand and 
Bundelkhand. The supply of fodder is bad in the Gwalior division, Baghelkhand and 
Bundelkhand. Prices are rising in some districts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand and Bundel- 
khand, are normal in Bhopal and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces.— During the week the weather was clear, hot and occasionally 
cloudy. Chhindwara and Amraoti received light rain not exceeding 20 cents. More 
rain is required. The break is causing damage to autumn crops in parts of several 
districts. Cotton so far is faring well. Preparation of land for spring crops was in 
progress but rain is required to facilitate the operation. The supply of fodder and water 
is adequate. Agricultural stock is in good condition. The price of gram rose from two 
to four seers per rupee in Saugor, Damob, Narsinghpur and^ Hoshangabad. Elsewhere 
prices remained fairly steady or fluctuated slightly exhibiting a tendency to rise. 

• 

Feudatory During the week seven States had rain ranging from 15 cents 

to 1 4 inches. Prospects are generally good but more rain is needed. Prices are almost 

steady. 

Bombay.— The rainfall during the week was moderate in parts of the Konkan, 
the Deccan, the Karnatak, Kathiawar, Savantvadi and Kolhapur and slight elsewhere 
except in Sind, Ahmedabad, the Panch Mahals, Palanpur and Catch. The rain has been 
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beneficial but is still insufficient in the Konkan, the Decican, Belgaum and Kcdhapur. 
Standing crops have been slightly damaged by locusts and insects in parts of Sind, 
by insects in parts of Ahmedabad and Bijapur and by rats in Karachi and Eewa Kantha. 
They are withering in parts of Ratnagiri, Ahmednagar, Poona and Satara.' Harvesting of 
autumn crops generally continues. Preparation of lands for spring crops is progressing. 
Soaring has coinmenced in parts. The supply of fodder is sufficient. Agricultural stock 
is generally in good condition and sufficient except in parts of Ahmednagar and Poona. 
Prinking water is adequate. Water for irrigation is sufficient except in parts of 
Shpiapur and Oharwar. Prices arc falling in parts of Sind, fluctuating in the Deccan 
and steady elsewhere. The public health is generally good. Stocks of grain ate suffi* 
cient* The numbers on gratuitous relief for the week ending S7th September were 
Poona, Sbolapur and Bijapur 306. 

Hytierabad.— During the week the rainfall was general but light to moderate, 
the average being 1 inch 4 cents. Autumn crops are fair to good but have suffered 
somewhat from want of rain in the Raichur, Gulbarga and Mahbubnagar districts 
and have been damaged by insects in parts of the Raichur and Mahbubnagar districts. 
Early rice is being irrigated. The crop is fair except in parts of the Gulbarga, Mahbub* 
nagar and Karimnagar districts. Lands are being prepared for spring crops and sowings 
are progressing but more rain is awaited in parts. Scarcity of fodder and water prevails 
la five and cattle disease in six talokas. There has been no variation in the prices of 
grains. The highest price in districts is 8 seers per rupee |^in Mahbubnagar, Nalgonda 
and Karimnagar and the lowest 18 seers in Usmanabad and Bidar. 

Mysore.— ‘During the week the rainfall was good in Bangalore, Kolar, Tumkur 
and Mysore and fair elsewhere. The price of Ragi has fallen slightly in Bangalore and 
Kolar and risen in Chitaldroog and the price of rice has fallen in Tumkur. The markets 
are well supplied. Standing crops are improving under the recent rains. The prospects 
of the season are generally good but more rain is required in parts of Hassan and Kadur. 
Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

. Coorg^.— During the week the rainfall was light but general. Rice is in good con. 
ditipn.. Picking of cardamoms continues. Prices of food grains are high. The public 
health is fair. Water and fodder for rattle are sufficient. 

Madras. — The rainfall during the week was very heavy in South Arcot, heavy 
in Chingleput, Salem, Trichinopoly, Taojore and Pudukkottai, ntl in Sandur, light in 
tbe Vixagapatam Agency, Madras and Tinnevelly, and fair to good elsewhere. Standing 
crops are fair to good and have benefited by tbe recent rains in parts but require rain in 
many places. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy over small areas is proceeding with 
outturn generally fair. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are proceeding normally for 
tbe most pi^rt. The condition of cattle is generally good. Fodder and water are generally 
sufficient. Pasture is scanty in many places. Prices show a slight upward tendency.

Memorandum of Agreement made this 15th day of .Tuly 1913 between Messrs. 
Kilbiirn and Company, Managing Agents, India General Navigation and Railway Company 
Limited a Joint Stocik Company incorporated under tho English Companies Atft and having 
its Registered Oflice at Orient House, New Broad Street in the City of London E. C. and 
its principal office at No. 4- Fnirlie Place in the town of Calcutta and Messrs. Macncill and 
Company, Agents, Rivers Steam Navigation Company Limited incorporated under tho 
English Companies Act and having its Registered Office at Winchester House, Old Broad 
Street, London and its principal oflice at No. i Clive Ghat Street in the town of Calcutta, 
Merchants (liereinafter called the Companies) of the one part and the Secretary of State 
for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of State) of the other part. 

Whereas for the purpose of the construction of a steamer station tho Companies have 
applied to the Government of Bengal for the acquisition under the provisions of the Land 
Acquisition Act, 1&94 of the pict^e or parcel of land containing four bighas six cottahs 18 
chittneks or thereabout situate in tho village of Gopinathpur in tho District of Tipperah 
and more particularly described in the Schedule hereto and delineated in the plan hereunto 
annexed. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal being satisfied by an enquiry held under 
Section 40 of the said Act that the proposed acquisition is needed for the aforesaid purpose 
and that the said work is likely to prove useful to the public has consented to acquire on 
behalf of the Companies the piece or parcel of land hereinbefore described. 

And whereas the said Government of Bengal has required the Companies under the 
provisions of Section 41 of the ahoveinentioned Act to enter into the Agreement with the 
Secretary of State hereinafter contained. Now this Indenture witnesseth that it is hereby 
jjgreed and declared fts follows 

1. On demand the Companies shall and will pay to the said Government of Bengal all 
and ever}' compensation in respect of the said land tendered, paid or awarded or to be 
tendered paid or awarded by the Collector under tho Laud Acquisition Act 1894, or by the 
Court to which a refureiice under Bart III of the said Act may he made, or by the Court or 
Courts to which an appeal from the award of the said Court may he preferred, and all oostsi, 
charges and expenses of the proceedings in the aforesaid Courts or otherwise incidental to 
tho proposed acquisition or payable in respect thereof under the provisions of the said Act. 

2. On demand made by the said Collector the obligations of the Comi)anie3 under the 
last preceding Clause not being thereby limited the ComjKinies shall and will deposit with 
the said Collector such sum or sums of money as in his discretion the said Collector may in 
anticipation estimate to he necessary for tho purposes mentioned in the last preceding 
Clause. 

8. On payment by the Companies of all demands under the foregoing Ist Clause, or in 
the discretion of the said Government of Bengal (on deposit by the Con«)anie8 of all esti* 
mated amounts as provided in the 2ud Clause) but not before possession shall have been taken 
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under the provisions of the abovementioned Act, the Secretary of State shall make over 
positosBien of the said land to the Companies and shall execute and do all snch acts aud deeds 
as may be necessary and proper for effe^nally vesting thh same in the Companies. 

4. The said land shall be held by tbe Companies for the purposes of such a Steamer 
Station as is hereinbefore mentioned and without the sanction in writing of the. said 
Government of Bengal first had and obtained for no other purpose whatsoever. 

5. The said Steamer Station shall be completed (and fully equipped in all respoots ready 
for use) within two years from the date on which possession of the said land shall have been 
given the Companies. 

6. Should the said Steamer Station not be completed (and fully equipped in all respects 
ready for use) including a Rest House being protection from wind and weather for the 
convenience of passengers within the period stated in the last preceding Clause or within 
such further )»eriod as in its discretion may be prescribed or allowed by the said Government 
of Bengal, or should the said land at any time thereafter cease for a period of twenty-jour 
consecutive months, to be held and used, or cease to be required for the purpose or purposes 
provided for in the foregoing fourth Clause then and in any such casp, the said Government 
may summarily re-enter upon and take possession of tbe said land, and thereupon the interest 
of the Company in the said land shall absolutely cease and determine. 

7. On taking such possession the said Government may sell or otherwise deal with tbe 
said land as it may think proper. Sliould the said Government sell the said land, the said 
Government after deducting the ex{)en8es incurred in connection with the said taking of 
possession and with such sale shall pay the proceeds to tbe Companies. Should the said 
Government, on taking possession, decide not to sell tbe land it shall repay to the Companies all 
sums received from tbe Companies in respect of all and every compensation as provided in tbe 
foregoing first.

8. The Station shall be open to tbe reasonable use of all tbe bona fide passengers, their 
servants, friends and relatives for such time before and after the Scheduleil and advertised 
time for arrivals and dejiartures of tbe steamers as the varying conditions of Kavigation and 
individual cases of passengers may require and at all hours to those who have business to 
transact with the Companies as regards shipping and taking delivery of goods aud cargo and 
also to those making enquiries relating thereto. 

Provided that the Company may make rules fixing and regulating their hours of business 
a copy of which shall be affixed to a conspicuous place on the premises but ajiy rules framed by 
the Companies in restriction, of the general right of admission, shall be iiio]icr:itive against the 
public unless assented to iu writing by the Secretary of State or his accredited ageuts tbe 
Government of Bengal.

W HEREAS by treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, or other lawful means, His Majesty the 
King has jurisdiction within China : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the powers in this behalf by 
the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, itgo, or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by ana 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows 

I. This Order may be cited as “ The China (Amendment) Order in Council, 1913, 
and shall be read as one with the China Order in Council, 1904, hereinafter referred to as 
the '■ Principal Order, " and this Order and the China Orders in Council, 1904 to 1910, 
may be cited together as “ The China Orders in Council, 1904 to 1913. ” 

2 . In ifiis Order, unle.ss the context otherwise requires 

‘‘ Judgment ■” includes decree, order, sentence, or decision ; 

“ Record ” m‘'ans the aggregate of papers relating to an Appeal to His Majesty in 
Council (including the pleadings, proceedings, evidence and judgments) 
proper to be laid before His Majesty in Council on the bearing of the 
Appeal ; 

“ Registrar ” includes the officer having the custody of the record* in the Supreme 
Court. 

3. (i) Any person committing a breach of any International Regulations approved 
by ti;e Secretary of State under article 74 of the Principal Order shall, on conviction, be 
liable to the punishment, forfeiture, or fige therein prescribed, or, if no such punishment 
or fine is prescribed, he shall be liable, on conviction, to imprisonnent with or without 
hard labour for a period not exceeding one month, or to a fine not exceeding £ 20, 

(2) Where a fine is recovered for breach of such Regulations, and the Regulations 
contain no provisions as to the manner in which it shall be disposed of and applied, it shall 
be disposed of and applied in such manner as the Minister may direct. 

4. In the application of the Perjury Act, 191 1, by the Court, i a the exercise of its 
criminal jurisdiction on the principles of, and in conformity with. English law for the time 
being under article 35 (2) of the Principal Order, the words ” judicial proceeding ” in the 
.said Act shall be deemed to include a proceeding before a Chinese Court, or a Court in 
China of any State in amity with His Majesty. 

5. If any person subject to the jurisdiction of the Court does any act in relation to 
proceedings in a Chinese Court, or before a Chinese judicial officer, or in a Court or before 
a judicial officer in China of any State in amity with Hi* Majesty, which, if done in the 
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In relation to^ any proceedings in the Coart, would have been punishable as 
^ gnlltyof an offence, and shall be liable, on conviction, to 
w fj^^onld have been liable to if the offence had been committed in the 
in ^'itio^ to, prbceedings in the Court. 

f a Britrsh subject is accused of an offence, the cognizance whereof appertains 
|0 any Court established under the Principal Order, and it is expedient that the offence be 
'ihouired of, tried, determined, and punished in a British possession, the accused may 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, ’* section 6) be sent for trial to Lahore, and 
Chief Court of the Punjab shall be the authorized Court for the purposes of that

The Court may, where it appears to be sq expedient, by warrant under the hand of a 
Judge and the Seal of the Court, cahse the accused to be sent for trial to Lahore ac- 
cordingly. 

The warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to whom it is directed to 
receive and detain the person therein named, and to carry him to and deliver him up at 
Lahore, according to the Warrant.

Nothing in this article shall affect the operation of article 50 of the Principal

Appeals in Criminal Cases. 

7. Any person who is convicted of an olTcice on a trial under article 45 of the Prin- 
cipal Order, or who is sentenced on a conviction for an offence under a tide 48 of the 
Principal Order, ti be imprisoned without the option of a fine, may appeal to the full 
Court— 

(i) Against his conviction— 

(«) On any ground of appeal wliich involves a question of law alone ; or 

(A) With tlie leave of the Full Court, or upbh the certificate of the Court which 
tried him, that it is a fit case for appeal, against his conviction on any 
ground of appeal which involves a qaestion of fact al >ue, or a question of 
mixed law and fact ; or 

(f) With the leave of the Full Court on anv other ground which appears to the 
Full Court to be a sufficient ground of appeal. 

(ii) With the leave of the Full Court, against the sentence passed on his conviction, 

unless the sentence is one fixed by law. 

8. After the hearing and determination at a summary trial under article 48 of the 
Principal Order of any information or complaint, either party to such summary trial may, 
if dissatisfied with the said deterinin.ilioa as being erroneous in point of law, appeal to the 
Full Court. 


9. — '(i) When a person desires to appeal to the Full Court under articles 7 or 8 he 
shall give nitice of his Appeal, or of his .application for leave to appcsal, to the Court 
against whose judgment or sentence he desires to appeal, in such manner as may be pres- 
cribed, within 7 days of the date of his conviction or of the determination of au information 
or complaint. 

(2) An appellant may, in such manner as may be prescribed, present his case and 
his argument in writing, and deliver the same to the Registrar of the Court before which 
the trial took place. The respondent may in like manner present his case and argument in 
writing, and deliver the same to the Registrar of the said Court. 

(3I Such Court shall thereupon send uiKicr the seal of the Court to the Registrar of 
the Supreme Court the notice, the case, and the argument, if any, and a report by the Judge 
who presided at the trial, together with such other papers and in such manner as may be 
prescribed. 

(4) Where the trial took place before a Judge of the Supreme Court, sitting elsewhere 
than at Shanghai, the papers may be transmitted to the Registrar of the Supreme Court 
through the Provincial Court of the district. 

10. Where notice is given under article 9, the Court before which the trial was had 
may, as it thinks fit, either postpone judgment on the conviction or respite execution of 
the judgment, and either commit the person convicted to prison or take security for him 
to come up for judgment or to deliver himself for execution of the judgment (as the case 
may require) at an appointed time and place.

(4) The Full Court shall not award costs to either side in an App-al under this part of 
the Order save in an appeal under article 8. 

13. The power of the Judge of the Supreme Court, under article 1 19 of the Principal 
Order, to make rules of Court shall extend to rules for the purpose of regulating the 
manner of presenting Appeals, as to the papers which arc to be sent to the Full Court, and 
the transmission of the same, and generally as to the conduct of Appeals and all matters 
connected therewith. 

14. Article 53 of the Principal Order shall apply to all proceedings before tbc Full 
Court under this Order. 

15. When notice has been given of any Appeal or application for leave to appeal, the 
Judge of the Supreme Court shall, save where the trial took place before himself, have 
power, for reasons to be recorded in the minutes, to order that it shall be heard and deter- 
mined or dealt with, in the manner provided iu this Order by himself alone instead of by 
the Full Court. 

1 6. Where a person is convicted of any offence before any Court, if the Judge of such 
Court thinks fit to reserve for the consideration of the Fail Court any questioo of law 
arising at the trial, he shall state a case, setting out the facts and the grounds of the con- 
viction, and the question of law, and send or deliver it to the Registrar of the Supreme 
Court. 

The jurisdiction of the Full Court under this article shall be exercised subject to tbe 
provisions of this Order. 

17. There shall be no Appeal in a criminalcase to His Majesty the King in Council 
from a decision of the Full Court or from a decisiou of the Judge alone under article 15, 
except by special leave of His Majesty in Council.

Appeals to His Majesty in Council, 

19. Subject to the provisions of this Order, an Appeal shall lie to His Majesty in 
Council — 

(1) As of right, from any final judgment of the Supreme Court made in a civil action, 
where the matter in dispute on the Appeal amounts to or is of the value of £ 500 or 
upwards, or where the Appeal involves, directly or indirectly, some claim or question to or 
respecting p(t)perty or sjme civil right amounting to or of tbe value of £ 500 or upwards ; 
and* 
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(a) At the discretion of the Supreme Court,' from any other judgment of the Supreme 
Court, whether final or iiiterlocutorv, if, in the opinion of the Supreme Court, the question 
involved in the Appeal is one which, by reason of its great general or public importance 
or otherwise, ought to be submitted to Hi-i Majesty in Council for decision. 

30. Applications' to the Supreme Court for leave t') appeal shall be made by motion 
within fifteen days from the date of the judgment to he appealed from, and, unless the 
application is made in Court at the time when such judgment is given, the applicant shall 
give the opposite party notice of his intended application. 

31. Leave to appeal under article 13 shall only he graited by the Supreme Court in 
the first instance— 

(a) Upon condition of the appellant within two months from the date of the hearing 
of the application for leave to appeal, giving security, to the satisfaction of 
the Court, to an amount not exceeding £ 500, for the due prosecution of the 
Appeal, and for the payment of all such costs as mav become payable to the 
respondent in the event of the appellant’s not obtaining an order granting 
him final leave to appeal, or of the Appeal being dismissed for non-prosecu- 
tion, or of His Majesty in Council ordering the appellant to pay the respond- 
ent's costs of the Appeal (as the case may be); and 

(3) Upon such other conditions (if any) as to the time or times within which the 
appellant shall lake the necessary steps for the purpose of procuring the pre- 
paration uf the Record and the despatch thereo f to England as the Court, 
having regard to all the circumstauces of the case, may think it reasonable 
to impose. 

33. Where the judgment appealed from requires the appellant to pay money or per- 
form a duty, the Supreme Court shall have power, when granting leave to appeal, either to 
direct that the said judgment shall be carried into execution or that the execution thereof 
shall be suspended pending the appeal, as to the Court shall seem just, and in case the 
Court shall direct tlie said judgment to be carried into execution, the person in whose 
favour it was given shall, before the execution thereof enter into pood and sufficient 
security, to the satisfaction of the Court, for the due pciformance of such Order as His 
Majesty in Council shall think fit to make thereon. 

23. The preparation of the Record shall be subject to the supervision of the Supreme 
Court, and the parties may submit any disputed question ari-ing in connection therewith 
to the decision of the Court, and the Court shall give such directions thereon as the justice 
of the case may require. 

34. The Registrar, as well as the parties and their legal agents, shall endeavour to 
exclude from the Record all documents (more particularly such as are merely formal) 
which are not relevant to the subject matter of the Appeal, and generally, to reduce the 
bulk of the Record as far as practicable, taking special care to avoid the duplication of 
documents and the unnecessary repetition of headings and other merely formal parts of docu* 
ments ; but the documents omitted to be copied or printed shall be enumerated in a list 
to be placed after the index or at the end of the Record. 

25. Where in the course of the preparation of a Record one party objects to the inclu- 
sion of a document on the ground that it is unnecessary or irrelevant, and the other party 
nevertheless insists upon its being included, the Record, as finally printed, shall, with a 
view to the subsequent adjustment of the costs of and incidental to such document, indi- 
cate in the index of papers, nr otherwise, the fact that, and the party by whom, the inclu- 
sion of the document was objected to. 

26, The Record shall be printed in accordance with the rules in the Schedule to this 
Order, and may be printed either locally or in England. 

37. Where the Record is printed locally the Registrar shall, at the expense of the 
appellant, transmit to the Registrar of the I*rivy Council forty copies of such Record, one 
of which copies he shall certify to be correct by signing his name on, or initialling, every 
eighth page thereof, and by affixing thereto the seal of the Supreme Court. 

38. Where the Record is to be printed in England, the Registrar shall, at ibe expense 
of the appellant, transmit to the Registrar of the Hrivy Council one certified copy of such 
Record, together with an index of all the papers and exhibits in the case. No other cer- 
tified copies of the Record shall be transmitted to the agents in England by or on behalf of 
the parties to the Appeal. 

39. Where part of the Record is printed locally and part is to be printed in England, 
articles ai and 22 shall, as far as practicable, apply to such p-arts as are printed locally and 
such as are to be printed in England respectively. 

30. The reasons given by the Judge, or any of the Judges, for or againsf any judgment 
pronounced in the course of ihe proceedings out of which the Appeal arises, shall, unless 
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they aro included in the Record, be communicated in writing fay such Judge or Judges to 
the Registrar, and shall by him be transmitted to the Registrar of Uie Privy Council 
at the same time when the Record is transmitted. 

31. Where there are two or more applications for leave to appeal arising out of the 
same matter, and the Supreme Court is of opinion that it would be for the convenience of 
the Lords of the Judicial Committee and all parties concerned that the Appeals should be ' 
consolidated, the Court may direct the Appeals to be consolidated, and grant leave to 
appeal by a single order. 

33. An appellant, who has obtained an order granting him conditional leave to appeal, 
may, at any time prior to the making of an order granting him final leave to appeal, with- 
draw his appeal on such terms as to costs and otherwise as the Supreme Court may direct. 

33. Where an appellant, having obtained an order granting him conditional leave to 
appeal, and having complied with the conditions imposed on him by such order, fails 
thereafter to apply with due diligence to the Supreme Court for an order granting him 
final leave to appeal, the Court may, on an application in that behalf made by the res- 
pondent, rescind the order granting conditional leave to appeal, notwithstanding the 
appellant's compliance with the conditions impospd by such order, and may give such 
directions as to the costs of the Appeal and the security entered into by the appellant as 
the Court shall think fit, or make such further or other order in the premises as, in the 
opinion of the Court, the justice of the case rc(]uires. 

34. On an application for final leave to appeal, the Supreme Court may inquire 
whether notice, or sufficient notice, of the applicatioa has been given by the appellant to all 
parties concerned, and, if not satisfied as to the notices given, m.iv defer the granting of the 
final leave to appeal, or may give such other directions in t!ie m itter as, in the opinion 
of the Court, the justice of the case requires. 

35. An appellant who has obtained final leave to appeal siiall prosecute his Appeal in 
accordance with the rules for the time being regulating the general practice and procedure 
in Appeals to His Majesty in Council. 

36. Where an appellant, having obtained final leave to appeal, desires, prior to the 
dispatch of the Record to England, to withdraw his Appeal, the Suprem • Court may upon 
an a{)plication in that behalf made by the appellant, grant him a certificate to the effect 
that the Appeal has been withdrawn and the Appeal shall thennipm be deemed, as from 
the date of such certificate, to stand dismissed without express Order of His Majesty in 
Council, and the costs of the Appeal and the security entered into by the appellant shall be 
dealt within such manner as the Court may direct. 

37. Where an appellant, having ol>1aincd final leave to appeal, fails to show due 
diligence in taking ail necessary steps lor the purpose of procuring the dispatch of the 
Record to England, the respondent may, after giving the appellant due notice of his 
intended application, apply to the Supreme Court for a certificate that the Appeal has not , 
been effectually prosecuted by the appellant, and if the Court sees fit to grant such a 
certificate, the Appeal shall be deemed, as from the date of such certificate, to stand dis-i 
missed for non-prosecution without express Order of His Majesty in Council, and the costs 
of the Appeal and the security entered into by the appellant shall be dealt with in such 
manner as the Court may direct. 

38. Where at any time between the order granting final leave to appeal and the dis- 
patch of the Record to England the Record becomes defective by reason of the death, or 
change of status, of a party to the Appeal, the. Supreme Court may, notwithstanding the 
order granting final leave to appeal, on an application in that behalf made by any person 
interested, grant a certificate showing who, in the opinion of the Court, is the proper person 
to be substituted or entered on the Record in place of, or in addition to, the party who' 
has died, or undergone a change of status, and the name of -such person shall thereupon 
be deemed to be so substituted or entered on ^e Record, as aforesi.id without express 
Order of His Majesty in Council. 

39. Where the Record subsequently to its dispatch to England becomes defective by 
reason of the death, or change of status, of a party to the Appeal, the Supreme Court shall, 
upon an application in that behalf made by any person interested, cause a cenlficatc to be 
transmitted to the Registrar of the Privy Council showing who, in the opinion of the Court, 
is the proper person to be substituted, or entered, on the Record, in place of, or in addition 
to, the party who has died or undergone a change of status. 

40 The Case of each party to the Appeal may be printed either locally or in England

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41. The Case shall consist of paragraphs numbered consecutively, and shall stale, as 
corcisely as possible, the circumstances out of which the Appeal arises, the contentions to 
be urged by the party lodging the same, and the reasons of appeal. References by page 
and lirfe to the relevant portions of the Record as printed shall, as far as practicable, be 
printed in the margin, and care shall be taken to avoid, as far as possible, the reprinting in 
the Case of long extracts from the Record.

43. The Supreme Court shall execute any Order which His Majesty in Council may 
think fit to make on an Appeal from a judgment of the Supreme Court in like manner as 
any original judgment of the Supreme Court should or might have been executed. 

CoHsu/ar Registers of Companies, 

44. A register of companies incorporated or registered in the United Kingdom or in 
any British possession and carrying on business in China shall be kept in the office of every 
consulate in China. 

45. The consulate at which companies shill he registered shall be that in the district 
of which their chief local office is situated, or their business is chiefly carried on, and notice 
shall be given at the consulate of any other district in which the company is also carrying 
on business as to the place at which the company is so registered. 

46. On the registration cf a company at a consulate there shall be deposited and filed 
in the office of the consulate a copy ot the certiiic lie of incirporation of the company, or 
other document corresponding tliereto, a copy of the memorandu n .and articles of associa- 
tion or other documents corresponding thereto, a statement showing the nominal capital of 
the company, and the amounts thereof which have been subscribed and p.iid up respe rtive- 
Iv, and, if the company has been incorporated under a law which provides for the periodical 
filing of a list of the shareholder.s, a copy of the last list so filed. 

47. The consular officer shall, on the registration of a company at the consulate, issue 
to the person making the registration a certificate, signed and sealed with Ike consular seal, 
that the company has b(en so registered. 

— (i) Kvery comp.any registcre<i under this Order .slrdl register the name an.l 
address of the manager or other chief local representative in China and shall from tim? to 
time, as may he ncccss.ary, re pster any alteration of the rcprcsentitive of the cnmp.any or 
in his address. Names and addresses so registered shall be open to the inspection of the 
public. 

(*•) Rules of Court made under article 1 19 of the Principal Order m.ay provide that 
service of writs, notices, or other documents upon the person registered under this article, 
or at his address, shall be good set vice of such documents upon the company. 

49. Registration of a company under this Order shall not require to be renewed annual- 
Iv, but may be renewed from time to lime .as the parties may desire, and must be renewed 
when any change takes place iu the name of the company. 

50. On every registration of a company under this Order, and on every renewal there- 
of, there shall be payable a fee of ;Ci, and on every registration under article 41 there shall 
be payable a fee of 2 s. 

51. (i) A company shall not be cn'iUcd be roc )gaiscd or protected as a British 

compiny unless it is registered under this Order, but shall, although not so registere 1 , be 
subject to the jurisdiction of His Maiesty’s Courts iu China. 

(2) Nothing in this article shall affect the right of the Secretary of .State to direct that 
Briti h protection shall not be accorded to accompany, even though it has been registered 
under this Order. 

Orders of a Court of Consuls. 

52 (1) Where by agreement among the diplomatic representatives in China of fore- 

ign States, Regulations have been, or are, made for the establishment, control or procedure 
of a Court' of Consuls, or other like Court, to deal with disputes or suits relating to the 
property or proceedings of any board, committee, association or other like group of persons 
which has been appointed for public purposes at any treaty port or fo.eign settlement or 
concession in China, and on which other nations besides Great Britain are represented and 
such Regulations have been or are approved by the Secretary of State, the jurisdiction of 
the said Court shall not, so far as persons subject to the Principal Order are concerned, be 
deemed to conflict with article 6 of the Principal Order, and the Court shall enforce on all 
petsons subject to its jurisdiction the orders and decrees of such Court of Consuls or other 
like Court.

RESOLUTION. 

The annual rcpints receivijd from the various local Governments and Adminis- 
trations show that 2,060 perstuis Avere killed by wild animals in British India 
during the ye ar 1912. Although this figure is somewhat in excess of that reported 
for the year 1911, it compares favourably with the statistics for each of the three 
preceding yet’.rs. Inrevdewiiig tlie Oguves for 1911 it was noticed that the mor- 
tality attributable to this cause, both amongst human beings and cattle, was 
considerably higher in B<mgal than in any other province. Conditions have 
bien i'.ltered by the territorial re<listribution of 1912, and in that year the largest 
number of deaths was reported from th<i province of Bihar and Orissa which, with 
807 victims (about one-half of whom belonged to the Chota Nagpur Division) 
returned more than a third of the total number. At the other extreme, the North- 
West Frontie.r Province showed a blank return, as in 1911, Avhile in the Punjab 
the previous year's record of 0 victims Avas exceeded only by 2. Au’.ong the 
other proA'inces, there Avas an increase of 32 in Burma, where 95 deaths Avere report- 
ed. In the I Initial Pro \ inces Avith 160, an; I the Central ProA’inces Avith 123 deaths, 
there was little variation from the results of the previous year. 

pitt* 2. Tigers, as usual, claimed the largest number of Auctims, and the munber of 
persojis killed by them rose from 762 in 1911 to 885 in 1912. Of tliese no less 
f bao 396 persons Avori; killed in Bihar and Orissa, all of Avhom, with the exception 
of 9, Averc iidiabitants of the ( 'hot a Nagpur and Orissa Divisions. It is luiticeable 
that in the United ProA’inces the number of deaths caused by tigers rose from 18 
in 1910 to 36 in 1911 and to 71 in 1912. Of tliese 71 deaths, 61 occurred in tAvo 
districts, Naini Tal and Ahuora. In the former district a single man-eater is 
regarded as ri'-sponsible for some 41 deaths, and although a special reward of 
Rs. 500 hc.s been offensd for its destrmdhm it was still at large at the end of the 
year. In the Madras Presidency tigers Avere responsible for 164 deaths, in 
Bengal for 117, in Burma for 44. in Assam for 45, and in the Central Provinces 
and Berar for 40. Leopards caused a total number of 261 deaths, against 253 in 
1911, while the number of pevs uis killed by woh es rose from 190 to 255. 
Of the 255 deaths for Avhich the kilter animals Avere responsible, 197 occurred 
in Bihar and Orissa, nAostly i]i the }If./.aribsAg]i •And Ds,Tbh.^nga districts. There 
was a slight decrease in the number of deaths attributed to animals not classihed 
under any specific head, the number being 498 as compared Avith 537 reported 
in 1911. 

3. The total mortality due to snake-bite among human beings fell from 24,312 
in 1911, to 21,461 in 1912. Bihar and (Drissa with 5,816, the United Provinces 
with 5,214, and Bengal Avitli 4,471 deaths were the provir.ces whiph suffered 
most severely iu this respect. Of the deaths attributed to Miake-bite in 
Bihar and Oris^, nearly 2,6(K) aa'cic reported from the Tirhut Dhdsion. The 
returns under this head sIioav a general decrease in all provuioes, except in 
the North-West Frontier Province, where the mortality rose from 30 to 32 and 
in Coorg, AA-here oim death was reported against a blank return lor the previous 
year. Ifte information furnished as to the use of Sir L. Bruntons’ lancets in certain 
provinces does not afford material for any general conclusion of value on the 
efficacy of this method of treatment of snake-bite.

4 . The number of cattle reported to have been killed by wild animals wa 

94,87^ or some 3,000 more than in the previous year. The 
by all provinces except Assam where, it is reported, there was a deohne, thou^ 
even this province reports a total mortality of over 14,600. As previously stat6( 
the pjpovirice of Bihar and Oriasa retui‘ned the largest number of kills, most o. 
which occurred in the Chota Nagpur Division. About half the total number o 
cattle-kills, were, as usual, attributed to leopards, but more than 29,000 fell victinu 
to tigers and over 11,000 to wolves, kills by the latter being most in evident 
in the Bombay Presidency. As in 1911, slightly over 10,000 head of cattle 
were reported to have succumbed to anake-bite. 


5. During the year, 24,612 wild animals were destroyed ; in 1911 the numboi 
reported was 22,406. A sum of Bs. 1,83,720 was disbursed as rewards for the 
destruction of animals, which exceeded the amount so paid in 1911 by about 
Rs. 16,600. The rewards paid for snakes killed amounted to Rs. 7,421 only, and 
fell short by over Rs. 30,000 of the sum paid in the provioiis year although the num* 
her reported as having been killed, 1 71,976, was not proportionately smaller. This 
decrease in disbursements occurred wholly in Burma, but it is reported that there 
was probably no falling off in the actual number of snakes killed, although the 
villagers in several districts did not trouble to come forward and claim the small 
rewards offered. The ffict that the rate of reward was reduced in certain districts 
also contributed to the decrease. 


6. The number of fresh licenses issued under the Indian Arms Act, 1878,. 
in forms XVI, XVII and XVIII, rose from 21,448 in 1911 to 27,058 in 1912. But 
the total number of licenses in force in the year under report was 180,639 agaiirst 
182,014 in 1911.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

4th Oetober 1913. 

BWmsu— The week was generally wet. Cultrvation of winter rice and upland 
cropa and harvesting of cotton .are progressing normally. Cattle are healthy. The 
price of unhusked rice has risen in Rangoon. 

Assam.— During the week the weather was seasonable with moderate rain which 
improved the condition of the standing crops, but more rain is still wanted in Kamrup 
for transplantation of winter rice. Harvesting of autumn rice and jute and transplant- 
ation of winter rice are practically hnished. The outturn of autumn rice is fair. The 
prospects of winter rice on the whole are fair and those of tea are generally good. The 
average price of common rice is stationary. Cattle disease is reported from four dis- 
tricts. Fodder is insufficient in Sylhet and Kamrup. 

Bengal. — During the week moderate rain fell nearly all over the. Province doing 
much good to the standing crops, the condition of which is generally favourable, except 
in the flood affected areas. Weeding of winter rice and harvesting of autumn rice and 
jute are still proceeding. Lands are being prepared for spring crops but the sowings 
have not yet begun. Cattle disease is reported in five districts. Want of fodder is 
felt in three districts. Agricultural loans are being issued to people in the flood affected 
areas of the Burdwan division. Th 're is no demand for gratuitous relief on a large scale 
at present. 

Bihar and Orissa. — During the week light rain fell in most districts of the Pro- ■ 
vince. More rain is wanted in parts of Orissa. Weeding of winter rice and harvesting 
of autumn crops continue. Preparation of lands for spring crops has commenced in some 
districts, I'he standing crops are doing very well except in the flood affected areas 
where however agricultural prospect.^ are graJuaily improving. The average price of 
common rice has slightly risen in comparison with that of the previous week. The 
supply of fodder is sufficient except in parts of Patna. Cattle disease is reported 
from some districts. Agricultural prospects in the Feudatory States of Orissa are on 
the whole good. 

• United Provinces.— -During the week no rain fell save showers in the south- 
eastern and eastern districts, parts of South Oudh, the central submontane and Himala- 
yan districts and in the Tehri and Benares States. More rain is urgently needed 
throughout tite Provinces except in the hill districts. Damage to crops by drought is 
reported from all but the eastern districts. Harvesting of autumn crops and of millets 
continues and in some places is nearing completion. Picking of cotton, sowing of 
pulses, preparation of land for spring crops and irrigation of crops are in progress 
wherever practicable. Cattle disease has almost disappeared. Fodder is scarce in the 
'central Doab and the north central districts and in parts of the Himalayao, western sub- 
montane, Lower Doab and Bundelkhand districts, but at present is sufficient elsewhere. 
Prices have risen further. 

Punjab.— The weather was dry during the week. Rain is badly wanted in the 
south-eastern and submontane tracts where unirrigated crops are withering from 
'drought. Elsewhere standing crops are generally average to good. Picking of cotton 
and harvesting of other autumn crops continue. Outturn is average to good save in 
tiie unirrigated tracts of the Southeast Punjab where it is below average. Ploughines 
for and sowings of spring crops are proceeding. Sowings are normal except in the 
Affibala division here they are seriously restricted on unirrigated lands for want of 
moisture. Cattle are generally healthy, prices are generally close to normal. 

North-West Frontier Province.— The week was rainless and the weather mode- 
rate. The condition of standing crops is generally good on irrigated areas and average on 
' unirrigated lands except jn the Swabi Tahsil of the Peshawar district. Irrigation from 
the Paharpur Canal continued. The condition of cattle is good. Fodder and water are 
sufficient except in Swabi where fodder is insufficient. Prices are generally high but 
are falling in Dera Ismail Khan. 

Jammu. — No raiu fell daring the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
^rem lo to ij and maize from 12 to 20 seers per rupee. The condition of the stanciiM 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in one tahsil. Fodder is sufficient; 

BkMhmir.— During the week no rain fell throughout the Province. Reaping of 
, imtiimn and sowing of spring crops are in progress. Cattle disease is reporttgd in some 
villages of the Valley. Crops are in fair condition. Prices are normal. . 

!U^piitliUl.-»DuriDg the week the weather was generally clear and hot. 54 cents of 
. rMu fell in partabgarh and slight showers in parts.of Jhalawar and Ajmer. Rain is vexy 
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and parts of Bundi and Kotah where standing crpps on dry landis have withered front 
drought. Fodder is generally insufficient. Cattle are generally doing well. Water is 
generally sufficient. Harvesting of autamh crops is in progress and lands are being 
prepared for spring sowing. Prices are high and are rising. Cattle emigration con- 
tinu'es'in Ajmer-Merwara and a few States. 


Central India.-~During the week the rainfall was partial in Gwalior, Mlalwa and 
Bhopawar. Elsewhere no rain fell. The weather was abnormally hot and more rain is 
wanted in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and in the Rainpurabhanpur 
district and the Alampur pergana of Indore. Lands are being prepared for spring crops 
in Indore, Bhopal, Malwa and Bhopawar. Operations have been retarded in parts 
of Gwalior and Bundelkhand for want of rain and in Baghelkhand for want of sufficient 
moisture. Standing crops are bad in parts of Gwalior, Ipdore, Bundelkhand and Baghel- 
khand and good elsewhere.' The crops have been damaged in parts of Gwalior, Indore, 
Bundelkhand <ind Baghelkhand. The condition of agricultural stock and pasturage are 
bad in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand and Bundelkhand and are good elsewhere. Prices 
are rising in the Gwalior division of Gwalior, Bhopal and Bundelkhand, are above normal 
in Baghelkhand and steady elsewhere. 

Central Proitrinces.— The weather continues to ber clear and hot and occasionally 
cloudy. The week was rainless and the continued drought is causing further damage to 
autumn crops (except cotton). In the districts of the Central Provinces rain is urgently 
required to improve the condition of standing crops and ensure successful germinating 
of spring crops. Harvesting of rice, kodon and til has begun in several districts. Fodder 
and water are sufficient except in Saugpr. Cattle are doing well. In Drug, Akola 
Amraoti and Buldana the price of food grains remains stationary, elsewhere prices 
rose from J to 2^ seers per rupee. 


Feudatory 5 /«/«.~No rain fell during the week and rain is badly needed to im- 
prove crop prospects. Prices rose iii five States ranging from i to 4 seers per rupee. 

Bombay. — During the week good to slight rain fell in the Konkan, the Deccan, 
the Karnatak and Kathiawar. The week’s rain was useful but more is still needed in parts. 
Standing crops have been slightly damaged by locusts and insects in parts of Sind, by 
insects in parts of Broach, West Khandesh, Alimednagar, Bijapur and Kolhapur and by rats 
in Karachi, Hyderabad and Rewa Kantha. They are withering in parts of the Deccan and 
Kolbapurl Autumn harvesting continues generally. Preparation of lands for the sowing 
of spring crops is progressing. Sowing continues except in parts of the Deccan where it 
has been retarded. The supply of fodder is generally sufficient. Agricultural stock is 
generally in good condition and sufficient except in parts of Ahmednagar and Poona. 
Drinking water is adequate and water for irrigation sufficient except in parts of 
Sholapur, Bijapur and Dharwar. Prices are rising' in parts of Sind, and have fallen in the 
Deccan and the Karnatak. The public health is generally good. Stocks of grain are 
sufficient. The numbers on gratuitous relief for the week ending 4th October were 
Poona, Sholapur and Bijapur 459. 

Hyderabad. —Little rain fell during the week, the average being 15 cents. Autumn 
crops are fair to good but require rain in the Raichur, Gulbarga, Mahbubnagar and 
Karimns^r districts. They have been damaged somewhat by insects in Raichur and 
Mahbubnagar. The early rice crop is fair and is being irrigated except in parts 
where water is insufficient. Lands for spring crops are being prepared and sow- 
ings are progressing generally except in parts for \yant of moisture. Fodder scarcity 
prevails in one, water scarcity in seven and cattle disease in five talukas. The prices 
of grains are almost stationary. White juar sells for ten seers per rupee in Hydera- 
bad City. The highest price in districts is ei^ht seers per rupee in Mahbubnagar, Nal- 
gonda and Karimnagar and the lowest 24 in Adilabad. 

Mysore.— During the week the rainfall was fair in Kadur and good elsewhere. 
Prices are steady in Mysore and Hassan, have risen slightly in Tamkar and show a down- 
ward tendency elsewhere. The markets are well supplied. Standing crops are in good con- 
ditbn. The prospects of the season are genejally good but more rain is wanted in parts 
of Kadnr and Shimoga. Water and fodder are available. Cattle are generally healthy. 


Coorg.— The rainfall during the week was 3 inches 5 cents. Rice is in good con- 
dition. Picking of cardamoms continues. Prices of food grains are high. The public 
heaHh is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

lAaxiras,— During the week the rainfall was veiy heavy in Travancore, ^avy in 
Cbittoor, North Arcot, Salem, Malabar and South Canara, light to fair in Kurnool, 
Netlore and Tinnevelly and good elsewhere. "Standing crops are fair to good but require 
rain in some places. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy over small areas is 
ing with outthm poor to normal. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are pfoce^ing 
no^aHy for the most part. The condition of cattle is generally good. Jhe su^ ol 
water is insufficient for cultivation in many places. Fodder is generally sufficient. Pasture 
is scanty in many places. Prices are stationary*

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
9th October 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. A depression which formed dver the south of the Bay caused an increase of rainfall 
in the southern half of the Peninsula and gave some heavy falls on the east coast. It 
crossed the coast near Nellore on the 8th and passed out into the Arabian Sea near 
Ratnagiri on the 9th ; moderately heavy rain fell along its track. 

A disturbance of the winter type gave light local falls of rain in northeast Baluchistan, 
Upper Sind and the North-West Frontier Province. 

2. Burma, — ^Thcre was fairly general rain on the 7th, but on the remaining days 
'only a few falls occurred. 

Northeast India, including Orissa. — Rainfall was fairly general in Assam and 
Bengal on the first four days of the week, and nearly general in Urissa on the and. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central /’r<?w«cej'.~Bahraich and 
Dehra Dun had light falls of rain. 

Northwest India. — Falls of rain were reported from Fort Sandeman, Jacobabad, 
Drosh, Parachinar and Sonamarg. 

The Peninsula, — Rainfall was nearly general in Mysore on the 2ud, in southeast 
Madras on the 5th, on the north Madras coast on the 6th, in the Madras Deccan on the 
-6th, 7th and 8th, on the west coast on the 7th acd 8th, and in the south of the Bombay 
Deccan and of Hyderabad on the 8th.

4. The week'’s rainfall was 20 per cent or more in excess in Assam, the North-West 
Frontier Province, Sind, the Konkan, Malabar, Madras Southeast, the Madras Deccan 
and the Madras Coast North ; and differed from the normal by less* than 20 per cent in 
Upper Burma, Bengal, Hyderabad South and Mysore. It was 20 per cent or more in 
defect in all the remaining divisions, except the Punjab Southwest, Baluchistan and 
Rajputana West, where the absence of rain is a normal feature at this time of year. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is ac^per cent or more in excess in Bengal, Bihar, the 
Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat. It is 20 per cent or more in defect in the United 
Provinces West, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Rajputana, 
Central India East, Hyderabad South and the Madras Deccan ; and is within 20 per cent 
of the normal in the rest of the

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the Indian Telegraph 
Department for the official year 1912-13. 

• 2. The administration of the department was in the hands of Sir Charles 
Stewart- Wilson, K.C.I.E., up to the 17th February 1913 when he proceeded on 
leave. I held charge for the remainder of the year. 

3. The number of persons on the establishment on the 31st March 1913 was 
11,401 of w'hom 47 were women. 

During the year 15,764,265 telegrams were transmitted over the lines of the 
department representing a revenue of Rs. 1,10,02,277, giving, with receipts 
from other sources such as rent of railway and private lines, a total revenue of 
Rs. 1,52,79,958, as compared withw'orking charges amounting to Rs. 1,28,21,644. 

New radio offices were opened at Karachi and Butcher Island, Bombay, 
with a working range of 600 miles, for the exchange of public correspondence 
with ships at sea, and the temporary radio office at Bombay was closed. With 
these exceptions no departmental telegraph offices were opened or closed during 
the year, but three such offices were transferred to the agency of the Post Office 
and converted into combined post and tfflegraph offices, while 160 new combined 
post and telegraph offices were opened and 16 were closed, making at the close 
of the year a total number of 10,118 telegraph offices of all kinds in India and 
Burma of which 7,854 were open for public business. Of these 255 were depart- 
mental offices, a, 860 were combined offices, 4,732 were railway telegraph offices 
and 7 were canal telegraph offices. Fifty-two of the Government telegraph 
offices were also meteorological observation offices. There' were also at the 
close of the year 4,650 post offices which are receiving offices for telegrams. 

The telegraph system was extended during the year by the erection of 
2,284 milfs of line and 11,691 miles of wire and cable, and at the cl(^se of the 
year consisted of 78,86a miles of line and 31 1,034 miles of wire and* cable, of 
which 96,587 miles of wire and cable were used by railways, 9,361 for canals, 
19,249 for telephone exchanges and private lines and 185,837 miles f— — *• 
montal purposes.

The number of instruments of all kirids rented from the department at the 
close of the year -was 23,854, of which 7»‘7® were on railway, 1,125011 canal 
and 15,557 on private lines. 

The total number of signalling operations entailed in the transmission of all 
telegrams from the office of origin to the office of destination increased from 
75,451,192 to 78,200,879, giving an average number of operations per sent 
telegram of 4*96 as compared with 5 06 at the close of the year 1911*12. The 
statistics of 85 principal offices show that 53 07 per cent of the total traffic was 
in course of transmission within 10 minutes, and 73 08 percent within 20 minutes 
of receipt of the messages in the offices of origin, and that 79*55 per cent of the 
total traffic was sent out for delivery within ten minutes of receipt in the offices 
of destination. 

4. In their resolution in the Department of Commerce and Industry 
No. 830-833, dated the 24th January 1912, referred to in the conclusion of 
paragraph 4 of the report for 191 i-i 2, the Government of India announced their 
decision to bring the administration of the Post Office and the Telegraph 
Department under one head with the intention that the officer appointed to hold 
charge of both departments should, after he had gained some experience of the 
working of both departments, report whether a complete fusion of the postal and 
telegraph services was feasible and advisable ; and, if so, that he should prepare 
a scheme for their gradual amalgamation. 

Accordingly, on the 1st April 1912, Sir Charles Stewart-Wilson, K.C.T.E., 
assumed charge of the Telegraph Department, in addition to his duties as 
Director-General of the Post Office, and I was placed on special duty from the 
same date to assist him in administering the two departments and in preparing 
at the same time a workable scheme of amalgamation. The Government of 
India had announced that the general interests involved were of such importance 
that they considered it desirable that the public should be given a full opportunity 
of expressing their views on the question of amalgamation, and that the adoption 
of any experiments that might be made would afford a convenient means of 
forming an opinion. Proposals were accordingly placed before the Government 
of India towards the end of May 1912 for the experimental amalgamation of the 
postal and telegraph services in the Bombay and Central Circles from the ist 
July 1912. The fundamental principles of this experimental scheme, which 
followed closely the systems in force in the United Kingdom and several other 
European countries, were the separation of the traffic from the engineering work 
of the Telegraph Department and the transfer of the telegraph traffic work to 
the Postmasters-General of these circles while the engineering work of both 
circles was entrusted to the charge of one officer, styled the Superintending 
Engineer, Telegraphs. It was considered essential that the circles chosen for 
the purpose of the experiment should adjoin each other and the Bombay and 
Central Circles were selected, partly because they represented different types of 
country in relation to both telegraph and postal work, and partly because the 
Postmaster-General of the former circle was a postal officer, while the officiating 
Postmaster-General of the latter was a telegraph officer, w^ho had then been 
officiating as Postmaster-General for sorne time and had become acquainted 
with ti>e system of Post Office administration. The experiment was approved by 
Government and introduced in July 1912. Its progress was most carefully 
watched departmentally, and was freely«discussed with all the senior and many of 
the junior officers and subordinates of both the Post Office and the Telegraph 
Department. Full details of the experimental arrangements were communicated 
to the commercial bodies in the two circles, and the general public were also 
invited by means of a press communique and notices exhibited at all telegraph 
and postal offices to express their views regarding their suitability. The general 
^opinion expressed at the end of October was decidedly in favour of the experi- 
ment. By that time Sir Charles Stewart-Wilson had come to the conclusion 
that the advantages of separating the traffic from the engineering work of the 
Telegraph Department were unquestionable, and that the separation could best be 
effected by the application to the whole of India as a permanent measure of the 
arrangements that had been in force m the Bombay and Central Circles from 
the 1st July. There had ceased to be, so far as could be ascertained, any feeling 
on the part of the officers or the subordinate staff of either the Telegraph Depart- 
ment or the Post Office against the permanent amalgamation of the two depart- 
ments} provided that the interests and prospects of officers of all grades already 
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setvrng in the departments were adequately protected, and it was ascertained 
that the leading comntercial bodies and the public in India and Burma had no 
objection to amalgamation carried out on this basis. A complete scheme was 
accordingly prepared and submitted to the Government of India in November 
1913. This scheme follows generally the lines of the experimental arrangements 
adopted in the case of the Bombay and Central Circles, and provides in detail 
for the transfer of traffic work to the control of Postmasters- General, the 
recruitment of engineers for engineering work only, and the abolition of dual 
control. 

Under the scheme greater telegraph and telephone facilities will be afforded 
to the public, and the telegraph service generally will be improved in conse- 
quence of the closer control which it will be possible to exercise over the traffic 
arrangements, especially in the larger towns where all the telegraph offices will 
be placed under the control of the officer in charge of the central office. 

The scheme was under consideration by the Government of India at the 
close of the year under review, and its details cannot therefore be furnished in 
this report, but the experimental arrangements were still in force in the Bombay 
and Central Circles and continued to work satisfactorily throughout the year. 
Towards the end of the year the Postmaster-General, Central Circle, reported 
that the traffic arrangements of the circle w'ere without doubt better than 
they were in July 1912, and he attributes this to the excellent work of his 
traffic officers and to (he fact that his traffic staff at the head-quarters of 
the circle had their attention concentrated on purely traffic wotk. Equally 
satisfactory results are reported by the Postmaster- General, Bombay 
Circle, and there can be no doubt that the provision of a separate traffic staff has 
done much to improve the working of these two circles and has facilitated the 
training of the staff both in departmental and combined offices. Superintendents 
of post offices are gradually being instructed in telegraph traffic matters so that 
they can supervise the w'orking of combined offices propeily, and they now take 
much greater interest in telegraph questions than before the experimental 
anralgamation, while their inspections of combined offices with the assistance of 
a specially designed form of inspection report have had a marked effect on the 
working of these offices. The newly organised traffic branch of the Central 
Circle was put to a severe test during the autumn tour of His Excellency the 
Viceroy in Central India from the 6th November to 20th December igia. 
'I'wenty-one telegraph and seven booking offices had to be opened and, in addition 
to these, ten camp offices were opened for His Excellency the Coinmander-in- 
Chief. The organisation for the disposal of traffic was most efficient, and the 
heavy volume of additional traffic was handled without delay or difficulty. 

Reports submitted by the officers responsible for the telegraph engineering 
in these two circles show that, owing to the separation of this branch from traffic, 
it is now possible for the engineers to spend far more time than formerly on tours 
of inspection and to exercise closer supervision over the line staff, with the result 
that this branch of the work is performed efficiently. The arrangement under 
which officers are employed solely on one class of duties promises to be as 
successful in the case of the engineering as of the traffic branch. 

The Kashmir Division was abolished with effect from the 15th Juno 1912, 
and from that date a Superintendent was attached to the traffic branch of niy 
office. 

The head-quarters of the Ambala Division was transferred to Delhi with 
effect ft om the 1st December 1912 and that division was designated Delhi 
Division ". 

Many measures of decentralisation of work were carried into effect and 
the procedure of the department was greatly simplitied, with the result that it 
w’as found possible to dispense with the services of 34 temporary clerks employed 
in circle and divisional offices. • , 

At the beginning of the official year the arrangements for the storage and 
issue of standard forms were found to be defective and stocks of such forms were 
generally far in excess of requirements. The whole position was carefully 
examined, with the result that the indents on the printing contractors during the 
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latter part of the year for fresh supplies of standard forms were very small 
and a considerable saving was effected under the head ''Stationery and 
Printir*g 

The construction by the department of the three large wireless stations at 
Karachi, Nagpur and Lahore was successfully completed during the year, and 
the new station on Butcher Island, Bombay, was almost finished. The delay in 
regard to this station was due to the breakage of some accumulator plates, 
which had to be replaced from England. Arrangements have been made to erect 
four more wireless stations at Madras, Secunderabad, Peshawar and Quetta 
during the current year. 

The system of calculating guarantees for combined offices, which are un- 
likely to pay their way, has been thoroughly revised with the object of keeping 
guarantees as low as possible. Guarantors will also benefit greatly by the arrange- 
ments which have been made recently to use light and cheap material for 
combined office lines. 

The old Delhi telegraph office was closed in November 1912, and a new 
Central Telegraph Office was opened near the Imperial Secretariat with every 
facility for dealing expeditiously with the increased traffic due to the presence 
of the head-quarters of the Government of India at Delhi during the cold weather. 
Local offices wfere opened at Kashmir Gate, Timarpur and Kingsway to deal 
with the traffic of certain local areas and reduce the pressure on the central 
office, and the Chandni Chowk office was made a delivery office for the city 
area. 

The attempt on the lives of Their Excellencies the Viceroy and Lady 
Hardinge on the 23rd December 1912 caused an abnormal pressure of traffic in 
the Delhi office for some time, but ;he staff of the office proved equal to the 
occasion and disposed of all the messages without undue delay. 

The Unattached List of the Telegraph Department consisting of twenty 
warrant and non-commissioned officers has been placed on a time-scale of 
promotion, by which sergeants attain the rank of sub-conductor after 9 years 
departmental service, and sub-conductors the rank of conductor after 16 years 
departmental service. Appointments to this list have, however, been discontinued 
since the ist April 1913 and it will be abolished when the present incumbents 
complete their service. In its place it has been arranged to appoint annually to 
the establishment of civil telegraphists six qualified time-expired military tele- 
graphists. The selected men are transferred to the civil establishment as Gene- 
ral Service telegraphists from the date of their transfer to the Army Reserve or 
discharge from the Array, and their pay under the time-scale of pay sanctioned 
for civil telegraphists is fixed by the period for which they have rendered con- 
tinuous service in the Telegraph Department as military telegraphists. This 
period will also count as service towards leave and pension under civil rules. 

With effect from the ist September 1912 the rate for telegrams exchanged 
between India and Burma on the one side and Ceylon on the other was reduced 
in the case of private telegrams from three annas a word to the rate for Indian 
inland express telegrams, vis., one rupee for the first twelve words and two annas 
for each additional word, with a proportionate reduction in the charges for 
press telegrams and telegraphic money orders. It is too soon to form an 
accurate estimate of the effect, of these deductions, but from the beginning of 
September 1912 to the end of March 1913 the number of telegram^ exchanged 
over the Madras-Colombo circuits was 189,043 as compared with 163,683 
during the corresponding period in 191 1-12, or an increase of i5‘5 per cent. 
The increase in traffic during the same period in 191 i-i a over the traffic of 
1910-1 T was 14,240 messages or 9’5 per cent. It may therefore be concluded 
t hat the reduction in rates will lead to an appreciable increase in telegraphic cor- 
respondence to and from Ceylon. 

From the ist October 1912 the charge for press telegrams exchanged 
vi& the Eastern Telegraph Company’s cables between India and Burma on the 
one side and *the United Kingdom on the other was reduced from nine to 
four annas a word. A corresponding reduction was made at the same time in 
the rate for other countries in Europe by this route, and the reduction was applied 
with effect from the 1st February 1913 to press telegrams exchanged with 
Aden« P«‘ian and Egypt. 
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The system of requiring security deposits from members of the signalling 
establishment, native inspecting telegraphists and signal office clerks was 
abolished except in the case of a few appointments, the holders of which are 
responsible for large sums of money. 

. The staff of the central telegraph office at Calcutta decided to start a 
Co-operative Credit Society so that members would be able to obtain loans at a 
reasonable rate of interest. The movement was well supported from the first, 
and the Society started on the ist July 1912 with 144 members holding 764 
shares of Rs. . 10 each. Five months later the membership had grown to 213 
with a subscribed capital of Rs. 1 1,140 in 1,1 14 shares, and 78 loans had been 
granted aggregating Rs. 10,480. The- annual report just published for the year 
ending 30th Jime 1913 shows that the authorised capital of Rs. 20,000 has been 
subscribed and that during the year 260 loans were granted aggregating 
Rs. 32,729. The success of the Society is now assured and it has already done 
much to relieve the telegraph, staff from debts contracted at high rates of interest. 

It is probable that the example of the Calcutta office will be folio. ved by other 
offices and that before long similar societies will be started in other large centres. 

. The thanks of the Department are due to Mr. G. W. Talbot, who was at the 
time Superintendent in charge of the Calcutta Central Telegraph Uffice, for the 
great trouble he took in founding the Society at Calcutta.

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The year’s working shows a decrease of 2*49 per cent in number and 9*64 
per cent in value under state telegrams, attributable mainly to the fact that the 
totals under this head were abnormally large during 191 1 *12 owing to the visit 
of Their Imperial Majesties to India. The percentages of increase were ’6*ot 
in number and 7*65 in value under private, and 14*40 in number and I2'4i in 
value under press. The large increase under press is due to increased activity 
on the part of news agencies and the growing demand for early information on 
passing events in India.

There is a slight increase in the percentage of private telegrams in the 
express class, but under state and press there is a decrease as was to be expected 
after the abnormal rise in the number of these telegrams sent during 1911-12 in 
connection with the Coronation Durbar. 

6. The number of inland telegraphic money orders dealt with during the year 
was 5^,436 and the telegraph charges on these amounted to Rs. 2,42,174 as 
compared with 435, 697 and Rs. 2,06,337 during the previous year, the increase 
amounting to 16*23 per cent and 17*36 per cent respectively. The number under

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. 7. In consequence of the Wee numter of complaints regarding the 

nlritv of envelopes closed with gum it has been decided, in deference to the p*™,. • 
opini™ expressed by the various Chambers of Comm^ce, to revert to the 
oractice in force prior to the submission of the administration report for 1908-09, 
of closing envelopes by means of eyeletting. The principal reason for 
substituting gummed envelopes for envelopes closed with eyelets was the 
comparative slowness of the latter process, but it was found that this objection 
could be removed to a great extent by the introduction of improved eyeletting 
machines. These machines have been manufactured in the Telegraph work- 
shoDS at Alipore but have not yet been issued to telegraph offices as, owing to 
the non-arrival of some machinery, the contractors have not yet been able to 
supply envelopes of the new pattern. For the present, therefore, telegrams are 
still being delivered in gummed envelopes. 

With effect from July 1913 telegrams re-directed to a second address, 
out orders for transmission to the new destination by telegraph, are posted as*»‘»« • 

unregistered letters free of charge, and a remark to this effect is added to the 
notice of non-delivery sent to the senders of the telegrams. 

8. The Baudot system of working has been further extended. An additional inH^oAiciion^ 
set has been fitted at Calcutta and Bombay to meet the increasing demands of 

traffic. A new terminal set has also been fitted at Madras for communication 

with Colombo. 

Among the improvements and new apparatus tried the following may be 
mentioned : — 

The standard connections for terminal Duplex Simplex sets were modified 
and greatly simplified during the year. 

A stopping device for Wheatstone Automatic working was tried with such 
satisfactory results that its use is being extended. This device enables a 
receiving station to stop the sending station in the middle of a message, when 
signals are not being properly recorded, without the use of a second wire and 
thus considerable delay to traffic is often obviated. 

A keyboard perforator and automatic transmitter for Baudot working were 
also tried but these did not prove successful.

These figures show a decrease under state of 32*73 per cent in the number 
of telegrams and 39*02 in the number of words, with an increase of 11*34 per 
cent in value, due largely to a revised method of accounting for (preign conces- 
sional telegrams. Under private there is an increase of 4*88 per cent in number 
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and 4*65 in words, with a decrease of 1*13 per cent in value, and this difference 
in percentages is due mainly to the introduction of deferred foreign telegrams 
and the reduction in the rates for telegrams to and from Ceylon. The increase 
under press is 22‘78 per cent in number and 39’44 in words with a decrease of 
1^*76 in value owing to the reduction of the rates for press telegrams exchanged 
with Europe. 

S atiitict of 10. There were 24,673 telegraphic money order advices exchanged between 
)ow”order8r** India and Ceylon during the year as compared with 21,684 in the preceding 
•year, the increase! being i3‘78 per cent. The telegraph charge for these advices 
was reduced, from the I St September 1912,10 one rupee for the first twelve 
words and two annas for each additional word. 

om^n”wat?on with Europe OK*’ Sucz by the Eastern Telegraph Com- 

w*ig«i'"idininistra- pany’s route was maintained without interruption throughout the year. Two of 
the Company’s cables were, however, taken for repairs, one from tlie 22nd July 
1912 to the i6th September 1912 and the other from the 22ncl July 1912 to the 
4th October 1912, and ail continental traffic had to be sent by the third cable 
and the Indo route during this period. The Teheran or Indo route was inter- 
rupted for 224 as against 342 hours in the previous year. The Turkish route was 
interrupted for 616 as compared with 1,519 hours in the preceding year. 

Communication between India and Siam over the Moulmein-Bangkok line 
via Kanburi w'as interrupted beyond the Indian frontier for 225 hours, as against 
262 in the previous year. Within the Indian frontier the line w'as interrupted 
for 132 as against 85 hours in the previous year. The line via Raheng w'as 
interrupted for 489 hours beyond, and '15 hours witliifi, the Indian frontier as 
compared w'ith 631 and 117 hours, respectively, during 1911-12. 

Communication with Australia and China by the Eastern Extension, 
Australasia and China Telegraph Company’s cables was inainiained uninter- 
ruptedly throughout the year. The cables from Madras to Penang were inter- 
rupted Irom the 16th to 24th December 1912, but during this period the traffic 
was forwarded via Bombay and Cocos. 

Communication with China via Bhamo was interrupted for 2,673 hours 
beyond the Indian frontier, as compared with 3,251 hours in 1911-12. Within 
the Indian limits the route was interrupted for 48 hours only, as against 295 
hours in the previous year.

Foreign The syslem of deferred foreign telegrams in plain language at half the usual 
rates for private telegrams, referred to in paragraph 4 of the last Annual Report 
on the Indian Telegraph Department, was extended to practically all European 
administrations besides a nutnber of administrations in the extra-European 
regime. The number of deferred telegrams exchanged during the year rose to 
28,666 with a total value of Rs. 30,166 as compared with 3.720 of a total value 
of Rs. 3,798 for January, February and March 1912. The system meets a 
long-felt want, and is certain to be largely used when its existence becomes 
more widely known. 


Mii«d postal Md 12. The usc of the mixed postal and telegraph service between India and 
indfa^'a^ tlie United Kingdom, referred to in paragraph 12 of the report for 1911-12, con- 
M United Ringdom. tinues to be neglected. The number of telegrams dealt with since the service

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The introduction of the reduced cable rates for deferred telegrams will 
probably cause a further decrease in the number of these telegrams and, if a 
proposal now under consideration to extend to India the sysiein of week ecd 
cablegrams is adopted, it is possible that the combined postal and telegraph 
service will gradually fall into disuse.

Section IV.— VTRELESS TELEGRAPHS. 

14. Besides the erection by the department of the four I-irge Marconi . Pragw*'* »»•»• 
Statioiis at Karachi, Nagpur, Lahore and Bomh.ay already alluded to, 

principal cv<. nt of interest in India under this head has been the large increase 
which has taken place in llie number of ships fitted for wireless telegraphy. 

This result is largely due to the Titanic disasloT, and most of the passenger 
steamers plying regularly in Indian waters are now filled with wireless apparatus. 

The increased demands made l)y ships on the coast stations have been 
met bv opening a new station at Karachi, and by arrmiging that Calcutta, 

Diamond Island, Mergui and X’ictoria point should operate by niglit as well as 
by day. 

There are now around liie Indian coast six wireless stations which keep 
open permanently to receive distress and oilier signals from ships. These 
stations have working ranges sullioiimt to cover a large portion of the Bay of 
Bciigai and the Nortli-ltasterii ponioi) of the .'.rabi in Sea and, as soon as the 
Madras station is opened, practically the whole of tlie Bay of Bengal will bo 
within range of a coast wireless slatiofl. 

.Arrangements have been made whereby the Meteorological Department fur- storm telegram 
nishes the coast wiredess telegrapli stations with a short telegram daily 
regarding the weather conditions likely to be met with in the Arabian Sea and 
the Bay of Bengal, and this telegram is supplied by the wireless station to any 
ship requiring it. No weather telegram for the Bay of Bengal is, however, ' 
ordinarily published between the 14th January and the tst .April as experience has 
shown that during this period the Bay of Bengal is not liable to storms. 

15. The total number of wireless stations has risen from nine to fifteen Statistics of wti 
during the year, and of these five are situated inland. The latter have in a 

small degree assisted in the disposal of the ordinary trciflic of the depart- 
ment, but it is as yet impossible to afford them regular work so that the 

74GI 
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actual number of messages dealt with by them affords no idea of their capacity. 
Special trials have, however, shewn that Calcutta is capable of exchanging with 
Simla about 1,600 words during each watch of eight hours, including repetitions 
at Allahabad and Delhi. Two stations working direct with each other can, 
however, deal with a heavier volume of traffic.

'***®"- of April, May and June when the atmospheric disturbances were exceptionally 

troublesome. There have been no serious breakdowns of apparatus during the 
year. . 
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|8, During the past winter the newly-opened Karachi station was frecjuently Extent of com« 
able at nigltt to read the signals of a station in Northern Europe. On occasions 
press messages which were being despatched to foreign warships in European 
waters were taken down by that office. 

19. The total staff employed on the 15 stations was 7 mechanists, 32 tele- 
graphists and 31 engine drivers. All the stations, except Bombay, are techni- TuTions. ‘*"*'*‘’'* 
cally under the control of the Electrical Engineer-in 'Chief and are periodically 
visited by his officers. During the year the entire control of the Bombay station 
was transferred from the Electrical Engineer-in-Chief to the Superintending 
Engineer, Telegraphs, Bombay and Cenfral Circles, and the Burma stations were 
transferred to the Burma Circle, except as regards technical matters. 

Section V.— TELEPHONES. 

20 On the 31st December 1912 the number of telephone exchanges eslab- statuticx of tele- 
lished by the department was 183, the total number of connections being 4,313, 
as against 179 exchanges and 3,485 connections on the corresponding date 
last year. In addition, there were t63 non-exchange circuits with 1,248 offices, 
the figures for the preceding year being 629 and 1,144, respectively, and 129 
operators were employed in the exchanges w'orked by the department. The 
subscriptions for telephone and similar ser^ces increased markedly during the 
calender year 1912. 

21. 1 he telephone lines both at Delhi and Simla were 1 laced underground, ** tei" honia 

1 he oldKotwali exchanj,e at Delhi wit'i a .system of 60 connections was closed communication. ° '* 
and a departmental excliange was opened in the new central telegraph office 

building on ist October 1912 with 90 connections, which had risen to over 300 
by the end of March. 1 he connections to the Simla exchange increased during 
the year from 325 to 325 and arrangements have been made to instal an automatic 
switchboard there next winter. In Lahore a 3oo lines central battery switch- 
board was installed and the lines were thoroughly overhauled. New exchanges 
were also opened at Maymyo, Banga'ore and Narayangunj. 

Great care is being taken to afford the public an efficient telephone service, stitUtics of tele 
and it is evident from the expansion which is taking place in the system that the 
public appreciate the efforts of the department in this direction. p“niL ^ " 

22. At the close of the year the number of telephone exchanges established 
by Telephone Companies was 13 with 7>^99 connections, compared with 14 
exchanges and 6,876 connections at the close of the preceding year, and the 
royalties paid to the Telegniph Department by the Companies during the year 
amounted to Rs. 72,540, as compared with Rs. 63,570.

Tlie electric light and fan installa- 
tions of the Agra and Madras central tclegrapli ollices were renewed and brought 
up to date. An accumulator plant was inslajled at the Ca vnpore office. New 
signal offices were fitttcd up at Cawnpore and Uelhi and tlie Lahore office was 
completely re-fitted, the latest paUern of tables apparatus and wiring being used. 
The Bclgaum, Manickganj, Rajbari and^ilchar offices were also re-l'itted. 

Section VIL— STORKS AND WORKSHOPS. 

26. S/orcs . — The value of the stock at the begiiming of the year was 
Rs. 48,96,000 and stores to the value of Rs. 32,81,000 were received during 
the year, of which Rs. 12,49,000 represented the value of stores imported from 
England ready for issue, Ks. 9,13,000 the value of stores transferred from the 
Workshops, and Rs. 1,93,000 the cost of stores purchased in India. The issues 
during the year amounted to Ks 33,77.000, of wliich Rs. 1,52,000 worth was 
transierred to other Government departments, or sold to the public. The value 
of the stocic in hand on 31st March 1913 was Rs. 48,00,000. 

The total number of indents dispo.scd of was 18,013 as compared with 16,263 
in 1910-11 and 17,046111 1911-12. The Calcutta dep6t dealt with 66 percent 
of these indents as against 67 per cent in J91 1*12 and 73 per cent in 1910-11. 
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All indents for instruments continue to be dealt with at Calcutta, the number 
during the past year being 3,072, as compared with 2,306 and 2,239, res- 
pectively, in 1910-1911 and 1911-12.

27. Workshops . — The year’s outturn frorn the Workshops rose from vvork don« by th 
Rs. 9,32,000 to Rs. 10,25,000. The value of the instruments made and repaired 
was practically the same as during the previous year but the value of line con- ^ ****’ 
struction stores manufactured was greater by Rs. 97,700. 

95,780 galvanised tubes for telegraph poles were made as against 32,600 
last year. 

1,700 tons of castings, consisting principally of parts of telegraph poles, 
were manufactured at an average cost of Rs. 5’56 per cwt. 

51 steel masts ranging in height from 70 ft. to 200 ft. were turned out for 
wireless stations and for supporting telegraph wires over rivers. 

Excluding small articles, 5,890 instruments were manufactured and 16,488 
were repaired during the year. 125 motors and dynamos other than those of 
the Workshops were repaired. 

A nickel plating plant from which a very substantial saving is expected 
was installed in February. Gas for healing purposes was laid on to the instru- 
ment shops during the year. 

The value of stores consumed was Rs. 7,85,000, of which the sum of 
Rs. 2,50,000 represents approximately the value of pig iron coke coal and other 
stores purchased locally. Of English stores 1,523 tons of steel sheets and 
276 tons of zinc spelter were used in making and galvanising telegraph poles. 

The staff working under the control of the Superintendent of Workshops 
consisted of a Works Manager, six foremen, an instrument tester, three 
draughtsmen and a clerical staff of 34. 859 workmen were employed, of whom 
441 w'ere piece workers.

30. The amount shewn above under revenue charges Includes gratuities, 
Itfave allowances paid out of India and the average capitalised value of pensions 
paid lo Telegraph department employes; and the amount shown under receipts 
includes the proformd value of the news free and concessional traffic shown in 
Appendix B. The percentage of net revenue on capital expended, which amounts 
to 2‘o8 cannot be regarded as entirely satisfactory so long as it falls short of 3'5 
per cent per annum, the average rate of interest which should be charged on 
capital expenditure , and the additional amount required for this purpose would 
be Rs. 16,1 1,927. This figure does not, however, take into account the services 
rendered by the Department in the care and maintenance of large quantities of 
mobilisation telegraph stores which are kept at the disposal of the military 
authorities at various centres, nor does it take into account the loss, which there 
is every reason to believe, results from the arrangement by which railways are 
permitted to retain the whole of the receipts on account of public messages 
booked at their offices, irrespective of the fact that such telegrams are transferred 
to the departmental lines at the nearest transfer office and that the traffic received 
from the railway telegraph systems is generally greater than the traffic trans- 
ferred to these systems. Of recent years too the department has had to incur 
very heavy expenditure, both initial aijd recurring, in connection with the erec- 
tion and upkeep of wireless telegraph stations, for which there is little or no 
monetary return.

[ RESOLUTION. 

The question of prescribing a uniform system of weights and measures for 
the whole of India has been under the consideration of Government from time 
to time since the passing of the Indian Weights and Measures of Capacity Act, 
1871 (XXXI of 1871), by section 8 of which the Governor General in Council is 
empowered to introduce a system of weights and measures of capacity consist- 
ent with the statutory unit prescribed by section 3. Although the Act has been 
on the statute book for more than 41 years no notifications have yet bqpn 
issued under it, as it was hoped that weights and measures based on the 
statutory unit would be gradually and generally adopted without further inter- 
vention on the part of Government. This hope has not, however, been realised. 
The Indian Railways and the Government Departments have it is true, adopted 
as standards the tola of 180 grains, the seer of 80 tolas and the maund of 40 
seers ; but no general tendency has manifested itself on the part of Indian 
Commercial Circles to follow the lead given them by Government. 

2. The whole question was examined very carefully between the years 
1890 and 1894 by the Government of India in consultation with Local Govern- 
ments and Administrations, and the policy since followed has been to prescribe, 
as necessity arose, standard weights and measures for particular districts or 
groups of districts similar to those adopted by the Indian Railways and the 
Government Departments. Some of the Local Governments have taken action 
in this direction, but the general .state of affairs is at present far from satisfac- 
tory, for the systems of weights and measures in use vary considerably, not 
only in different Provinces, but also in different areas of the same Province. 
The Government of India are iully alive to the difficulties which beset attempts 
to impose a uniform system of weights and measures for adoption throughout 
British India. At the same time they are satisfied that the existing .lack of 
uniformity is seriously prejudicial to trade, and they have reason to believe 
that the development of railway communications and commerce in this country, 
the formation of Chambers of Commerce and the advance of municipal and 
trade organizations have gone far to remove objections formerly felt, to the 
introduction of a single uniform system. 

3. The Government of India haVe, therefore, decided to re-open the question 
of the feasibility of securing the use of uniform weights and measures in India, 
and to appoint a Committee to enquire into the whole subject. The Committee 
will assemble at Bombay on the 10th of November 1913, and will proceed to 
such places as it may consider desirable to visit in order to obtain the opinion of 
the Chambers of Commerce and leading merchants and others. The Govern- 
ment of India trust that Local Governments and Administrations will afford the 
Committee all the assistance which it may require, and will comply with any 
request for information and advice which may be addressed to them by it. The 
Committee will submit its report in six months and the report will then be 
referred to Local Governments and Administrations for consideration before 
action is taken upon it.

Proceedings of the Hon'ble the Chief Commissioner of Delhi Province in the Educa- 
tion Department^ No. 7462, dated the 30th September 1913. 


Read — 

Letter No. 18G0, dated the 13th August 1913, from the Deputy Commissioner, Delhi, 
forwarding the report of the Delhi Municipality for the year 1912-13. 

llemarhs. — 1. ConHitniion and working . — The Deputy Commissioner of Delhi has^ 
in his letter of 13tli August 1913, with which he forwards the report on the working of the 
Delhi Municipality for the year 1912-13, giVen an interesting account of the development 
of the Mnnieij)al Committee of Delhi from small beginnings into the organization which 
now controls municipal affairs at the Capital of India. 1 he dignity which has fallen on 
Delhi City by tlio. Royal desire of the King-Km])oror has brought heavy responsibilities in 
its train, and municipal affairs have now to bo administered not only to suit local standards 
but in accordance with ideals befitting the control of the Municipality of the Capital of 
India. The census results of 1911 sJiow a growing local population with needs to be provided 
for; the lesson of the malaria opideiriii* of 1908, the high death rate*- which still obtains in 
the City, and the notable prevalence of tubercular disease make it clear that the Committee 
has before It an arduous but ne<*(‘ssiirv 'programme of sanitary rcforiri. This programme must 
rank prior to the jmivision of miiuu’ amenities; but when such amenities come to bo con- 
sidered \i must be confessed that the roads, schools and lighting of Dellii fall short of the 
standard whicli a Capital City miglit be exjMicted to (‘xhibit. Tlic Municipal Committee 
have thus a task of great, magnitude^ before them. This task i.s not likely to be accomplished 
unless the trammels of petty local considerations and parochial ideas are cast aside and there 
is a whole-hearted concentration on ])rogrcss and efficiency. 

2. The municipal machine at, first, appeared unlikely to adapt itself readily to the great 
changes for whicli provision liad tu bo made on the formation of the New Capital. Steps 
have, howevi'r, been laken to reiiiedy thi*4. The appointment of an Additional District 
Magistrate lias given the I)e])utv Commissioner adecpiate time to devote to his duties as 
President of the Committee. The appointment of a wliolctimo City Magistrate has enabled 
a ])roiH.ir enforeement of fho municipal law and of Section 3t of the Police Act, while it has, 
by setting free the Aesistaiil Comniissiouei acting as Secretary of the Municij)ality from all 
case Work, allowed him to s]>end his wliole lime on muni<*ipal administration. Government 
has sanctioned a wliolo time Ileallh Oflicor for the City and given financial assistance to 
defray the expenditure con‘«ocpieiit on the apjiointment. It has also sanctioned the constitution 
of a separate Nolilled Area for the jjorlion of the Municipality in whicli the temporary 
offices of tlic tiOV(^rnmont of India ainl residences of olHcials are situated, thus relieving the 
Committee of an aiea which would have proved expensive to administer and have caused a 
considerable tax on the activities of the management. 

3. The Chief Commissioner is glad '•*» acknowdedge the fact that the Committee have, 
tm their side, iiiailc earnest and well directed efforts to iinjirove the machinery of their ad- 
ministration. The year^s record is one of real ]»rogress. The Sanitary, Engineering, Pinanco 
and 'J"ax Departments liavc been reoroaiilz(‘d, and a new exceutive Department has been 
created. In regard to tlie latter, the Cliie'f Commissioner wishes to offer some remarks. The 
departure from the system by which the Ward Members xverc su])])osed to be in charge of 
the executive work in their Wards, has, in some jdaccs, foruu'd the subject of comment as a 
rctiograde measure tending to curl ail the direct interest of the members in the furtherance 
of tilt* work and interests of tlie Committee. 

The objection a})pears to be bastnl on a misconception of tin* proper position of the 
members of a Municipal Commitlee. In th8 first place, inaferial considerations prevent ^heir 
becoming really offieient executive ollicers. Most <»f tliom are professional or commercial 
men, with a busy daily life of t heir own ; many are in addition prevented by family reasons, 
by ago or by enforced absences from t*ontiniied apjdication to executive work. But" the case 
goes further than this, l^'he true funt'tion of the Municipal Member is to advise, direi'.t and 
control the municipal organization, the actual \vork of which is best executed by an efficient 
executive staff serving under the Committee. To ontrunt him with pi*tty functions in con- 
nection with the sweeping of streets or the removal of obstructions, is to involve a confusion 
of functions which cannot fail to imiiair his value as a rciircsontative of the publitr. The Chief 
Commissioner takes this opportunity^oi noting that an im^rease of the Executive Department 
would apjiear to be necessary in order to provide for the speedier disposal of ajiplications under 
the building bye-laws, and requests that the matter may engage the attention of the Com- 
mittee. 

4. The Chief Commissioner is gratiiied by the returns of the attendance of members both 
at the meetings of the Committee ajul at the meetings of sub-committees. Delhi has beenpro- 
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minent in recognition of the ability of the snb-oommitteo system in the past and it is on the 
efficient working of this system that success in the task before the Municipality largely de- 
pends. 

5. The Municipal Committee lo.st three members daring the year — Mirza Surayn Jah, a 
Commissioner for twenty years, R. B. Jowahan Lai and Gopi Nath. There were six elections 
during the year ; but in only two cases was there any contest. In the other cases the out- 
going member was unopposed or the other candidates retired before the matter came to the 
bastings. 

6. Taa^aftoft.— Octroi accounts for fis. 5,81,787 of tlie total taxes amounting to 
Rs, 7,08,106. The actuals for 1011-li wore abnormal on .account of the dabar ; and the 
figures in the present report may be couijiared with, the figujxjs for 1910-11, which are 
Rs. 4, 91, .368 and Rs. 0,11,829 respectivelv. The.se are gross figures. Part of the increase 
may be put down to influ-x of population connected with the building operations of the tem- 
porary capital and tlie advent of the Government of India, and put to better assessment and 
collection. The octroi dc|>nrtinenl is one of the muuieipal def>artinenta of which the reorga- 
nization has not been com])lcted ; it is not, however, jwedicted by the Presi<lent that any 
large increase in receipts are to be anticipated. The octroi refunds now amount to 11 per 
cent of the gross income, and the steady growth of refunds, together with the complaint that 
the refund system is comi)licatcd and unequal in its working, make it necessary for the 
Committee to face at an early date the nc*‘essit 3 ' for reconsidering the whole position regard- 
ing octroi. The objections miginally formulated by the Goveiaiment of India against a 
terminal tax have now been withdrawn, and the Committee should consider at an early date 
the arguments for and against the substitution of this tax. 

7. The taxes on|land, houses and buildings for the year amount only to Rs. 83,459 ns 

compared with Rs, 86,(iS3 in .and Its. in 1910-11. " The house-tax is the 

only dii-ect tax paid by the inhabitants at large, and averages the low figure of only just 
over five annas per annum per head of population and Rs. 3-4 }>er annum per house. This 
tax only forms 11 per cent, of the total taxation. The low receii>ts appe.ai- wholly incompati- 
ble with the rise in price and renting value of liou.se property in the Municipality. There is 
a small increase in the receipts from taxes on vehicles and animals and tolls. These two 
taxes only brin^ in alwut Rs. 45,900 and are obviously incapable of any material development. 
This subject is further dealt with in a succeeding paragraph (No. S). 

8. I'inancial Position,. — Omitting (iovernment grants, the linancial position of the Muni- 
cipal Committee in view of the work which has to ho done is not very tavourahlo. Taking 
the year 1912-13 as a uormal year the rcceii>tB are :

If is somewhat difficTilt to extract from the .accounts .as now i>resentod the figures of 
normal cxi>endlture, sincts the annual iigures imdude expenditure of a (!a]>ital nature out of 
special gmnts and contributions. But if as stated in paragraph t> of the; Deputy Commis- 
sionerie letter, the normal exiM-nditnre on “the payment of cshiblishment and ni>kee]i of 
municipal ])ropertics” is llj lakhs, it is clear that in order to < ariy on ordim ry municipal 
administration and repay loans, without any si>ecial expenditure on imjaovements or large 
works, a normal deficit of about three-ejuarters of ’a lakh has to la* faced. Thei’e a])pears no 
possibility of curtailing the expenditure on jnaintcnance. While the Municipality may 
normally antiei])ate some assistiince from Government for largo works of iniproveinent 
and sanitary reform, they »'annot look to general revenues to finance a I’ecnrring annual 
deficit. The amount Involves an increase of t:ixatiot> of five annas ptw head <)f population 
per annum. It is not at all certain that octroi will bring in an appreeiahh* increase. The 
nazul properties cannot he counted on as giving an increased incoint! for some years to come. 
Some of these proi>ertie8 will he resumed by Government for the ms'd of the new Imperial 
City, resulting in an immediate loss of income to the Ciimmittec. Th<! latter assessment 
and collection of rents on other plots may lead to a hotter income in special cases ; hut the 
Chief Commissioner thinks that much of this will be discounted for some time to come by 
immediate expenditure on previding such area with I’oads, water and drainage in order to 
convert them into really valuable property. The conclusion ai)pears to be inevitable that the 
deficit must he made up by an increase in the house tax. 

9, General — The Chief Commissioner Las read with interest the report of the various 
Departments which arc enclosed with the municipal report. At present the ^Municipal 
Committee makes a profit of 38 jicr cent, on its expenditure on work done for private indi- 
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viduals in connection with water supply. Apparently this admits a possibility of favourable 
developments. The total receipts for the sale of water are given as lls. 1,73,^12 against an 
expenditure (excluding capital charges) of Rs. i, 19, 484. The rates have lately been revised, 
but it is clearly necessary by careful administration to do all that is possible to make up for the 
heavy interest charges on the capital outlay on the water works. The drainage system is in 
the crucible and awaits the event of the wide investigation now being carried out. Mr. 
Salkield^s remarks on the road problem have been read with great interest and his whole note 
on the engineering branch is an excellent summary of the activities in store for this branch 
of the Municipality. 

Major Cook Young gives an interesting summary of the difficulties of sanitation in Delhi 
and the steps that are being taken to combat tJie prevalent insanitary condition. With the 
help received from the Government of India, it has been posBil)le to make considerable head- 
way with reforms. 

10. The detailed reports, and the reiiuirks of the President, make it clear that the 
Committee have considered the programme of immediate re(|iiirements and have in hand a 
number of sanitiiry and other works of the most pressing urgoiKi V. While recognizing this, 
the Chief Commissioner wishes to indicate to the Committee the following items which have, 
in liis opinion, a paramount claim on their attention during the coming twelve months 

(1) The formulation of adequate building bye-laws ; if may bo said that at present Delhi 

has no building bye-laws at all. 

(2) The extension of public latriii(‘ accommodation of a revised type. 

(3) The regulation of the milk supply. Land will shortly be available for grazing 

grounds across tlio Jumna, and it will be necessary to transfer to these grounds 
a large number of the milch cattle now stabled in the city. 

(4) The improvement of arriingements for vaccination. 

(bj The improvement of the* conditions in which meal is sold. 

11. In regard to tlic remarks of tJie Presidtmt with respect to tlie necessity for provision 
of room for the extension of Delhi eity, the Chief Commissioner h.as given the whole question 
his earnest attention and eoniprehensivo ])roposais will shortly be snl>milted to the Govern- 
ment of India dealing with the provision of areas for the extension of the city for many years 
to come.

Rainfall Summary far the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
i6th October 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

An advance of monsoon winds to.ik place in the Arabian Sea in connection with the 
depression which cross<'d the Peninsula from the Bay on the 8th October, and moderate to 
heavy rain fell in the west of tlie Peninsula until the 13th. 

A storm formed in the Bay and crossing the coast near Puri on the 13th advanced into 
Bengal and gave widespread and in places heavy rain in Bihar and Orissa, Bengal and 
Assam It also occasioned some heavy rain on the north Madras coast and a few falls in 
the south of the Central Provinces. 


Weather was practically dry in the rest of India outside Burma. 

2. Fairly general rain fell on most days in Lower Burma, and on the lath 

and 14th in Upper Burma.

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Bengal, Chota 
Nagpur, Bihar, the Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat, and is 20 per cent or more in 
defect in the United Provinces West, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, 
Baluchistan, Rajputaua, Central India East and Hyderabad South. In all the remaining 
divisions it differs from the normal by less than 20 per cent.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

inh October 1913. 

Burma,— 'During the week the rainfall was moderate but uneven. The cultivation 
of winter rice and the harvesting of cotton are making normal progress. Cattle are 
healthy. The price of unhusked rice is stationary and is a little above normal. 

Assam — During the week the weather was generally dry and unfavourable for 
standing crops in Kamrup and Darrang. Harvesting of autumn rice still continues in 
Darrang. Cutting of jute and transplantation of winter rice are practically over. 
Sowing of pul*es is in progress. Ploughing ,lor mustard has commenced. The pros- 
pects of winter rice are fair on the whole and those of tea are generally good. The 
average price of common rice is stationary. Cattle disease is reported from two 
districts. Fodder is insufficient in the Surma Valley and Kamrup. 

Bengal. — During the week light rain fell nearly ail over the Province. More rain 
is wanted in some districts for winter rice. Harvesting of autumn paddy and jute is 
almost over. Ploughing of lands for spring crops is going on and sowings have just 
been commenced in some places. The condition of winter rice is generally good and 
its prospects are hopeful. Cattle disease i.s reported from three districts only. Want of 
fodder is felt in one district and a report of injury by insect pests has also been received 
from one disirict. The price of rice has fallen slightly as compared with that of the 
previous week. Gratuitous relief and agriculturist loans to the people in the flood affect- 
ed areas of •the Burdwan division were paid during the week on a comparatively 
moderate scale. 

Bihar and Orissa. — During the week light to moderate rain was general in 
Orissa, Clicta Nagpur and in the Bhagalpur division. There was practically no rain in 
the Patna and Tirhut divisions and more rain is wanted for winter paddy particularly 
in those divisions. Harvestingof autumn crops still continues. Preparation of land’* for 
the sowing of spring crops has commenced in some districts 1 he standing crops 
are d dug well except in the flood afTt-cted areas where agricultural prospects are 
liowever gradually improving. I he average price of common rice has fallen as com- 
pared with that of tne previous week. The sijp|)Iy of fodder is suflicient except 
in parts of Patna. Cattle disease is reported from six districts. Agricultural pros- 
pects in the Feudatory States of Orissa are good on the whole. 

United Provinces. — No rain was received during the week except slight showers 
in eight districts. More rain is badly wanted all over the Provinces. Crops on unirri- 
gated tiacis are ^uffering from want of rain except in the Eastern districts. Prospects 
are uncertain Harvesting of autumn crops and picking of cotton continue. Fields 
are being watered where practicable and prepared for the sowing of spring crops. Cattle 
disease continues in twelve districts. Scarcity of fodder is being increasingly lelt 
especially in Bundelkhand where water is also lunning short Prices are still rising. 

Punjab. — During the week the weather was dry and rain is badly wanted in the 
Ambala and Lahore divisions. In the Ambala division standing unirrigated crops are 
withering and solvings of spring crops are seriously restricted for want of rain. Elsewhere 
standing crops are generally average to good. Picking of cotton and harvesting of other 
autumn crops are proceetling with outturn generally average to good. Ploughings for 
and sowings of spring crops continue and are normal. Cattle are generally health v. 
Prices of whcdt are generally below normal and of other grains close to normal. 

North-West Frontier Province. — The week w^as cloudy and the weather tem- 

f ierate. Slight rain fell in Peshawar. The condition of standing crops is generally fair, 
rrigation from the Paharpur Canal continues. The condition of c.attie is good. Fodder 
and water are generally sufficient. The prices of wheat in Uannu and of barley in 
Peshawar are rising and of grain in Peshawar and wheat in Dera Ismail Khan failing. 

Jammu. — No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from lo to 15 and maize from 1 1 to 20 sceAt per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in a few tahsiis. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — During the week insignificant rain fell in some place's. Harvesting of 
autumn crops and s >wings of spring crops are in progress. Crops arc in fair condition. 
Damage to crops is reporfed by hailstonrs in some villages in the Baramula district. No 
cases of cattle diseas>e arc reported. Prices are normal. 

Rajputana.— No rain fell during the week and the weather was cloudy and hot. 
Rain is wanted everywhere especially in the Eastern States and Central Rajputani 
including Ajmer-Merwara^ where standing crops on dry lands have withered and 
fodder is generally insufficient. Cattle are generally doing well. Water is generally 
snfficient. Harvesting of autumn crops is in progress and land 13 being prepared 
for spiing sowing. Prices are high and are rising. Cattle emigration continues in 
Ajmer«Merwara and Jaipur, Kisfaengarh, Eharatpur and Karauli. 

Ceotral lodia.— -No rain fell during the week and the weather was cool. More 
rain is wanted in Bundelkhand, parts of Baghelkhand, Bhopal and the Rainpura ^anpura 
district of Indore. Preparation of land for the sowing of spring crops. U in progress in 
Indore, Bhopal^ Malwa and Bhopawar. The operations have been stopped in parts of 
Bundelkhand for want of rain. Standing crops are bad in Bundelkhand indifferent in 
Baglelkhand and good elsewhere. Crops have been damaged in Ei^^helkhand and 
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Bundelkhand. Cattle diseas«^ prevails in parts of Indore, Baghrlkhand and Bundel- 
khand. The supply of fodder is indifferent in Baghclkhand, scarce in Bundelkhand 
and sufficient elsewhere Prices are rising in Bhopal and Bundelkhand, are above 
normal in Baghelkhand and are steady elsewhere 

Gwalior reports rainfall nil during the week. The rainfall is insufficient except in 
the’Malwa division and the districts of lUiilsa and Isagarh of Gwalior. Agricultural 
operations have been retarded in til'* Gwalior division for want of rain. Weeding of 
autumn crops and preparation of fiel is for spring crops are in progress in M.ilvva. Sugar- 
cane and cotton are being irrigated where practicable. Slanding crops and outturn are 
bad in the Gwalior division except in the districts of Bhilsa and Isagarh and the Malwa 
division. Crops have been damaged by drought except in the districts of Bhilsa and 
isagarh of Gwalior and the Malwa division and by locusts in two pc gauahs of 
the Gwalior divisi )n The condition of agricultural stock is bad in the northern distri^ ts 
owing to scarcity of water and fodder. The fodder suppiv is bad in the Gwalior division 
and good in the Malwa division except in the Sangoli t.ihsil of Mandasiir wncrc fodder 
scarcity is felt. Prices are rising in the Gwalior division and are steady in Malwa 

Central Provinces. — Ouring the week the W'*ather has been hot and occasionally 
cloudy In the Vindhyin districts, the Nerbudda Valley districts (except in pirt of Nar- 
fiiughpur), Akola and Buldana no rain fell during the week. Drug and Chanda had 

1 and inches of rain respectively, elsewh^ re the quantity registered ranged from lO 
cents in Bhandara to 87 cents in Balagliat. The rainfall has greatly iienefited thi stand- 
ing crops and has facilitated the sowing of spring crops More rain is, however, required 
every wdierc especially to save crO])S on light soils from withering. Germination of spring 
crops already sown is not very satisfactory for want of sufficient moisture in the seed 
beds. Reaping of autumn crops continues in a few districts. The supply of fodder 
and water is generally adeejuate except in Saugor and Dam di. Agricultur.al stock is in 
good condition. The price of jiiir remaine i stationary in 20 districts, rice in 19, gram 
in 16 and wheat in twelve districts. The price of gram fell and that of juar rose 
in Buldana by 3 seers |)cr rupee. Ot’uer variations are unimportant but generally 
indicate an upward tendency. 

Feudatory States. — During the week four States had a sprinkling of naiii not 
exceeding 56 cents. More rain is urgently required everywhere to push on the sowing of 
spring crops and to ameliorate th*" condition cf autumn crops. The price of wheat and 
kodon in Kawardlia. of rii:c in Saraiigarh and of wheat, gram and rice in Korea rose from 

2 to 5 seers, while gram in Udaipur and wheat and gram in Jashpur fcdl from 2 
to 4 seers per rupee. 

Bombay. — Good rain fell during the week in parts of the Konkan, the Deccan, 
the Karnatak, Kathia\Yar and Kolhapur and slight elsewhere except in Sind. The rain has 
been beneficial but more is still necd<*d in parts of the Deccan and Belgaum. Stan ling 
Ciops have been slightly damaged by locusts, rats and inse rts in parts of Sind, and ly 
insects in parts of Broach, the Deccan, Bijafnir and Kolh ipiir. flarvcsting of autumn 
crops g-iierally continues. The sowing of spring crops is progressing in parts. Tlie 
supply of fodder is generally sufficient. Agricultural stock is in good condition ami 
su licient except in parts of Ahmednagar and Boona. Water for drinking and for 
irrigation is generally adequate, IVices are high but stationary. The public health is 
geiu rally good. Stocks of grain are sufficient. 

Hyderabad. —During the week the rainfall was light to moderate and bene- 
ficial to the autumn crojis in the Gulbarga, Raichur and Mahbubnagar districts. Very 
little or no rain fell elsewhere. I lu autumn crop is fair to good except in pirts of 
the Karimnagar district and in a few isolated parts but has been damaged bv insects in 
parts of the Raichur, Mahbiihiiagar and .Nalgonda districts. Early rice is generally fair 
and is being irrigated except in i^arts where water is insufficient. Lands are being pre- 
pare I for the sowing of spring crops and sowing is in progress. Scarcity of fodder and 
water and cattle disease prevail in a few talukas. Prices of grains are almost siaiionary. 
White juar sells at ten and half seers per rupee in Hyderabad City. The highe.st price 
in districts is 8 seers per rupee in Mahbubnagar, Nalgonda and Karimnagar and 
the lowest 24 in Adilabad. 

Mysore.— During the week the raiidall was good in Kolar and fair elsewhere. 
The price of ragi and rice h«is fallen In Tumkur and is steady in other parts. The 
maikets are well supplied. St inding crops arc in good condition, but more rain is wanted 
tn Shimoga. The prosp/cls of the season are good. Cattle are g*nerally healthy. 
Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— During the week the rainf.ill w^as general throughout. Rice is in good 
condition. The picking of cardamoms continues. The prices of food giains are high. 
The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras. — During the week the rainfall was light in the Vizngapatam Ag^^ncy 
and l innevelly and good to very heavy elsewhere. Standing crops arc fair to good and 
have benefited by the recent rain but require rain in sosne places. Harvesting of dry 
crops and paddy over small areas is proceeding with outturn poor to normal. Sowings 
of dry crops and paddy are proceeding normally for the most part. The condiiion 
cattle ia generally good. The supply of wmter is insufficient for irrigation in some 
places. Fodder is generally sulfivicnt. Pasture is scanty in some places. Prices are 
stationary.

RESOLUTION. 

The following Rules and Regulations which have been prescribed for carry- 
ing out the provisions of the United Slates Plant Quarantine Art of 20th August 
191 2 as amended by the Act of March 4th, 1913, are published for general 
information , in supersession of the rules published with the Revenue and Agri- 
culture Department’s Resolution No. 17 — 40 — 3, dated the ist April 1913. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR CARRYING OUT THE PLANT 

QUARANTINE ACT. 

Rules and Regulations. 

Regulation i. Shoti Title of the Act. 

The art “ To regtilaie the importation of nursery stodc and other plants 
and plant products; to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to establish and 
mai: tain quarantine distacis for plant diseases and insect pests; to permit and 
regulate the movement of fruits, plants, an<l vegetables therefrom, and for ether 
pijrpi>ses,’' approved August 20, 1912 (37 Stat., 315), as amended March 4, 
1913 shall be known and rtferred to as " 1 he Plant Quarantine Act.” 

Regulation 2. Definitions. 

For the purpose of this act the term ” nursery stock ” includes all field- 
grown florists' stock, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, fruit pits, 
and other seeds of Iruit and ornamental trees or shrubs, and other plants and 
plant products for propagation, except field, vegetable, and flower seeds, bedding 
plants and other herbaceous plants, bulbs, and roots. 

The following classes of plants are included in nursery stock as defined 
above: Fruit tiees, Iruit-tree stocks, ^lut trees, grapevines, bush fruits, roses, 
rose stocks, forest and ornamental trees and shrubs (both deciduous and ever- 
green), field-grown florists’ stock, cuttings, scions, or seedlings, fruit pits and 
other seeds of fruit and ornamental trees or shrubs, and other plants and plant 
products for propagation not otherwise listed, except as noted above. 

All woody plants and parts thereof for propagation or planting are included 
within the term ” nursery stock ” as used in this act. 

“ Field-grown florists' stock ” is all florists’ stock which is usually grown 
outside of greenhouses for all or part of the year. 

“ Herbaceous plants ” are plants which perish annually dowm to (sometimes 
including) the root ; that is, soft, succulent plants. 
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Regulation 3. Applications for Permits for Importation of Nursery Stock, 

Persons contemplating the importation of nursery stock shall first make 
application to the Federal Horticultural Board fora permit stating in tha applica* 
tton the name and address of the exporter, the country and locality where grown, 
the port of entry, and the name and address of the importer in the United States 
to whom the permit should be sent. 

Applications for permits should be made in advance of the shipment of the 
nursery stock, but if, through no fault of the importer, stock should arrive before 
the issue of a permit the stock will be held in customs custody at the risk and 
expense of the importer for a period not exceeding 20 days pending the issue of 
a permit. 

Applications may be made by telegraph, in which case the information 
required above must be given. 

The port of entry is the port where the stock is cleared from customs and 
the duty paid, and is therefore not necessarily the port of arrival. 

Seeds and plants not included in ** nursery stock,” as defined in regulation 3 
and not under specific quarantine, may be imported without permit or compliance 
with other provisions of the plant quarantine act. 

Permits are not required for nursery stock entering the Onited States for 
immediate transportation in bond to foreign countries. 

Permits for nursery stock entering the United Stales for immediate trans- 
portation to inierior points in bund are required only at port of entry. 

Two forms of application are provided: (i) for importation of nursery 
stock from countries which maintain nursery slock inspection in accordance with 
regulations 6 and 7 ; and (2) for importation from countries which do not 
maintain nursery stuck inspection in accordance with regulations 6 and 7.

Regulation 4. Delivery in Bond. 

If the required permit be not at hand at the time of the arrival at port of entry 
of the nursery stock, such stock may be delivered to the importer, consignee, or 
agent for the proper care thereof upon the filing of a voluntary bond with approved 
sureties in doable the invoice value of the property (the amount of the bond in 
no case to be less than $20), conditioned upon the redelivery thereof to the 
collector within 20 days from the date of arrival, and providing that the sam^ 
shall not be removed from the port of entry within such period or until the 
pr< s2ntation of the prop» r permit ; or, if the importer, consignee, or agent shall 
so elect, the goods may be retained in customs custody pending the isiuance 
of the permit, wholly at the risk and expense of the importer. 
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Regulation $, Permits for entry of Nursery Stock. 

On approval by the Secretary of Agriculture of an application for the import- 
ation of nursery stock from countries vvhich maintain nursery stock inspection 
a permit will be issued in triplicate. One copy of the permit will be furnished 
to the applicant to be retained by him for presentation, on the arrival of the 
imported stock, to the customs olTicer at the port of entry named in the permit ; 
one copy will be mailed to the collector at the port of entry ; and the third filed 
with the application. The beginning of the period for which a permit will be 
valid will be expressed in the permit. Ail permits will expire on the 30th day 
of June next after they become valid. . 

Permits may be cancelled, and further permits refused, for the importation 
of the products of any grower or t xpf)rter who has knowingly shipped into the 
United States any nursery stock, or other plants or plant products, the im- 
portation of which is forbidden by the Secretary of Agriculture under the authority 
conferred by section 7 of the plant quarantine act.

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Regulation 6 , Entry of Nunery Stock. 

•Entry of nursery stock fro-n countries wliich maintain nurse;)’ s ock ir.snec' 
tion will not be allowed unless the invoice is accompanied by an ori^'iinl 
certificate, and unless each container bears a copy certificate, issued by a duly 
authorized official of the country from which it is exported, stating; that tlie 
nursery stock covered by the ce.tilicaie has been thoroughly inspected by him 
or under his direction and found, or is believed to be free from injuiiaus plant 
diseases and insect pests. Nursery stock exported between October 1 and 
May 31 shall be inspected 0:1 or after the ist of October, and stock exported 
between June i and September 30 shall be inspected at the time of packing. 

Nursery stock from countries which do not maintain nursery stock inspec- 
tion will be admitted into the United Slates only for experimental purpose.s and 
in limited quantities under special permit through parts designated therein. (See 
regulation 5.) Such nursery stock shall not be delivered to the importer or con- 
signee until it has been examined by an inspector of the Department of .Agricul- 
I 'are and found to be free from plant diseases and insect pests; Provided 
hoii<ever, I hat nursery stock which, in the judgment of the Federal Horliculiural 
Board, can be cleaned by disinfection or other treatment maybe delivered to the 
importer, consignee, or agent for the proper care and treatment thereof upon the 
filing of a voluntary bond, with approved sureties in double the invoice value of 
the property (the amount of the bond in no case to be less than $20 nor le.ss 
than §1 per plant in case of date palms and date-palm offshoots), conditioned 
upon the redelivery thereof to the collector of customs within 40 days from date 
of arrival, and providing that the same shall not be removed from the port of entry 
until a written notice is given to the collector of customs by the inspector of the 
Depcartment of Agriculture that the nursery stock in question has been properly 
treated. Nursery stock inspected, as provided herein, which is found to be 
carrying any plant disease or insect pest, and which, in the judgment of the 
Federal Horticultural Board, cannot be cleaned by disinfection or treatment, 
shall be refused entry. All charges for storage, cartage, and labor incident to 
inspection, other than the services of inspectors, shall be paid by the importer. 

If a package of nursery stock offered for entry includes any prohibited 
article, the entire package will be refused entry. 

Each case, box, or other container or covering of nursery stock offered for 
entry shall be plainly and correctly marked to show the number of permit, the 
general nature and quantity of the contents, the district or locality and country 
where grown, the name and address of the exporter, and the name and address of 
the consignee. 


Regulation y. Foreign Certificate of Inspection. 

Each certificate and copy certificate shall give the date of inspection ; name 
of the grower or exporter ; the district or locality and the country where grown ; 
a statement that the stock has been inspected by a duly authorized official and 
lound, or believed to be, free from insect pests and plant diseases. The original 
certificate shall be signed and sealed by, and the copy certificate shall bear the 
seal of, the responsible inspection official for the country of origin. 

Lists of officials in foreign countries authorized to inspect nursery stock, 
giving their names and official designations, will be furnisiied to collectors of 
customs through the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Regulation 8 . Notice of Shipment by Permittee. 

Immediately upon the entry and before removal from the port of entry of 
nursery stock, for each separate shipment or consignment thereof, the permittee 
shall notify the Secretary of Agriculture through the collector of customs where 
entry is made on forms provided for that purpose, staling the number of permit, 
the general nature and quantity of the nursery stock, the country and locality 
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Avhtre jEjrown, the dale of entr)’, and the name and address of the consignee to 
whom it is proposed to forward the nursery stock, together with the probable 
date of delivery for transportation. 

At the same time a copy of the notice to the Secretary of Agriculture sha'I 
be sent by ihe permittee to the duly authorized inspector or at her officer of the 
State, Territory, or Di<;(ii( t to which the nursery stock is to be shipped, f.ists 
of such inspectors and officers'may be obtained on application to the collector of 
cu.stoms or the Federal Horticultural Board, Washington, H. C. 

Permits may he cancelled and further permits rcfusfrd if a permittee fails *o- 
give either of .said notices, or gives a false notice, f'r knowing'y mi'laljCls any 
mirsery stock wiiFi intent to evade any provision of the plant quarantine act or 
of any regulation thereunde’’. 

Should a consignee nan ed in fiich a no* ice thip or deliver for shioment to 
any other State, Toiritorv, or Histritt such nursery stfx k befoie it has bcct» 
inspected by a duly autliorized State. Territorial, or District inspector or officer, 
he shall prior to su' h sliipmcnt give like notice to the Secretaiy of Agriculture 
and ro the duly a(ithori.n.'d inspector or other officer of the Stale, Territory, or 
District to w hiclt thy nursery stock is to be resliij)peil.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Pept esentatives of the United States oj 
America in Conjfrrss as:enibfed, I hat it shall be unlaw ful for any person to import o.r 
offer for entry into the United States any nurs- ry stock unless and until a permit shall 
have b' en issued therrfor by the Secretary of Agriculture, under such conditions and 
regulations as the said Secretary of Agrii u'ltiire may prescribe, and unli.ss such nursery 
stock sliall be ai compar.iccl by a ccrtil'.cate of inspection, in manner and form as required 
by the Seerr tary of Agriculture, of the proper official i f tlic country from which the 
importation is made, to tVe vHctt tliet the itock has been thoroughly inspected aud is 
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believed to be free from injurious plant diseases and insect pests : Provided, That Ihe 
Secretary of Agriculture shall issue the permit for any particular imj^orlalion of nursery stock 
when the conditions and regulations as prescribed in this act shall have been comf lied 
with : Provided Jurther^ That nursery stock may be imported for experimental or s( ieniitic 
purposes by the Department of ► Agriculture upon such conditions under such regulations as 
the said Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe : And provided further, I'hat nursery 
stock imported from countries where no official system of inspection for such stock is 
maintained may be admitted upon such conditions and under such regulations as the 
Secretary of Agriculture may prescribe. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury promptly to 
notify the Secretary of Agriculture of the arrival of any nursery stock at port of entry; 
that "the person receiving such stock at port of entry shall, immediately upon entry and 
before such stock is delivered for shipment or removed from the port of entry, advise 
the Secretary of Agriculture or, at his direction, the proper State, 'rerritorial, or District 
official of the State or Territory or the District to which such nursery stock is destined, or 
both, as the Secretary of Agriculture may elect, of the name and address of the consignee, 
the nature and quantity of the stock it is proposed to ship, and the country and locality 
where the same was grown. That no person shall ship or offer for shipment from one State 
or Territory or District of the United Slates into any other State or Territory or 
District, any nursery stock imported into the United States without notifying the 
Secretary of Agriculture or, at his direction, the proper State, Territorial, or District 
official of the State or Territory or District to which such nursery stock is destined, 
or both, as the Secretary of Agriculture may elect, immediately upon tK'e delivery of the 
said stock for shipment, of the name and address of the consignee, of the nature and 
quantity of stock it is proposed to ship, and the country and locality wliere the same w'as 
grown, unless and until such imported stock has been inspected by the proper official 
of a State, Territory, or District of the United States. 

Section 3. That no person shall import or offer for entry into the United States 
any nursery stock unless the case, box, package, crate, bale, or bundle thereof shall be 
plainly and correctly marked to show the general nature and quantity of the contents, 
the country and localitv where the same was grown, the name and address of the shipper, 
owner, or person shipping or forwarding the same, and the name and address of the 
consignee. 

Section 4. That no person shall sinpor deliver for shipment from one State or Ter- 
ritory or District of the United States into any other State or 'ferritory or District any 
such imported nursery stock the case, box, package, crate, bale, or bundle whereof is not 
plainly marked so as to show the general nature and quantity of the contents, the name 
and address of tlie consignee, and the country and locality where such stock was grown, 
unless and until such imported stock has been inspected by the proper official of a State, 
Territory, or District of the United States. 

Section 5. That whenever the Secretary of Agriculture shall determine that the 
unrestricted importation of any plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other 
plant products not included by the term “nursery slock" as defined in section six of this 
act may result in the entry into the United States or any of its Territories or Districts of 
injurious plant diseases or insect pests, he shall promulgate his determination, specifying 
the class of plants and plant products the importation of w'hich shall be restricted" and 
the country and locality where they are grown, and thereafter, and until such promulga- 
tion is withdrawn, such plants and plant products imported or offered for import into the 
United States or any of its Territories or Districts shall be subject to all the provisions 
of the foregoing sections of this act : Provided^ That before the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall promulgate his determination that the unrestricted importation of any plants, fruit?, 
vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds or other plant products not included by the term “nursery 
stock*'' as defined in section six of this act may result in the entry into the United States 
or any of its Territories or Districts of injurious plant diseases or insect pests he shall, 
after due notice give a public hearing, und^r such rules and rei^iilations as he shall pres- 
cribe, at which hearing any interested party may appear and be heard, either in person 
or by attorney. 

Section 6. That for the purpose of this act the term ^'nursery stock" shall Include 
all field-grown florists' stock, trees, slirubs, vines, cuttings, grafts, scions, buds, fruit pits 
and other seeds of fruit and ornamental trees or shrubs, and other plants and plant pro- 
ducts for propagation, except field, vegetable, and flower seeds, bedding plants and other 
herbaceous plants, bulbs, and roots. 

Section 7. That whenever, in order to prevent the introduction into the United 
States of any tree, plant or fruit disease or of any injurious insect, new to or not there- 
tofore widely prevalent or distributed within and throughout the United States the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture shall determine that it is necessary to forbid the importation into 
the United States of any class of nursery stock or of any other class of plants, fruits, 
vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products from a country or localitv where 
such disease or insect infestation exists, he shall promulgate such determination, specifying

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the country and locality and the class or nursery stock or other class of plants, fruits, 
vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products which, in his opinion, should be 
excluded. Following the promulgation of such determination by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, and until the withdrawal of the said promulgation by him, the importation of the 
class of nursery stock or of other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, 
or other plant products specified in the said promulgation from the country and locality 
therein named, regardless of the use for w'hich the same is intended, is hereby prohibited; 
and until the withdrawal of the said promulgation by the Secretary of Agriculture, and 
notwithstanding that such class of nursery stock, or other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, 
roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products be accompanied by a certificate of inspf'ction 
from the country of importation, no person shall import or offer for entry into the United 
States from any country or locality specified in such promulgation, any of the class of 
nursery stock or of other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds or other plant 
products named therein, regardless of the use for which the same is intended : Provided, 

1 hat before the Secretary of Agriculture shall promulgate his determination that it is 
necessary to forbid the importation into the United Slates of the articles named in this 
section he shall, after due notice to interested parties, give a public hearing under such 
rules and regulations as he shall prescribe, at which hearing any interested party may 
appear and be heard, either in person or by attorney : Provided further^ That the 
quarantine provisions of this section, as applying to the white-pine blister rust, potato 
wart, and the Mediterranean fruit fly, shall become and be effective upon the passage 
of this act : Provided further^ That herealter any class of nursery stock or of any other 
class of plants, fruits, vegr tables, roots, bulbs, seeds, or other plant products of which 
the importation may be forbidden from any country or locality under the provisions of 
section seven of the Plant Quarantine Act approved August twentieth, nineteen hundred 
and twelve (Thirty -seventh Statutes, page three hundred and fifteen), may be import- 
ed for experimental or scientific purposes by the Department of Agriculture upon 
such conditions and under such regulations as the said Secretary of Agriculture may 
prescribe. 

Section S, That the Secretary of Agriculture is authorized and directed to quaran- 
tine any State, 1 errilory, or District of the United States, or any portion thereof when 
he shj-.ll d‘ terminc the fact that a dangerous ])lant disease or insect infestation, to 

or not llieretoforc widely prevalent or distriijuled within and throughout the United 
States, exists in such State or t erritory or District ; and the Secretary of Agriculture 
is directed to give notice of the establishment of such quarantine to common carriers 
doing busint'ss in or through such quarantined area, and shall publish in such newspapers 
in tiie quarantined area as- he shall select notice of the establishment of quarantine. 

'i hat no person shall ship or offer for shipment to any common carrier, nor shall any 
common carrier receive for transportation or transport, nor shall any f)erson carry or 
transport from any quarantined State or Territory or District of the United States, or fiom 
any quaraniined portion thereof, into or through any other State or Territory or District 
any class of nursery stock or any other class <>f plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds, 
or other plant products specified in the notice of quarantine except as hereinafter provided. 
That it shall be unlawful to move or allow to be moved any class of nursery stock or any 
other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, seeds or other plant products specified 
in the notice of quarantine hereinbefore provided, and regardh ss of the use for which the 
same is intended, from any quarantined State or Territory or District of the United States, 
or quarantined portion thereof, into or through any other Stale or Territory or District, 
in manner or method or und«'r conditions other than th^ se prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 1 hat it shall be the duty of the Secretary of Agriculture to make 
and promulgate rules and regulations winch shall permit and govern the inspection, 
difinfcciion, certification, and method and manner of delivery and shipment of the 
class of nursery stock or of any other class of plants, fruits, vegetables, roots, bulbs, 
seeds, or other plant products specified in the notice of quarantine hereinbefore pro- 
vided, and regardless of the use for which the same is intended, from a quarantined 
State or Territory or District of the United States, or quarantined portion thereof, 
into or through any other Stale or Territory or District ; and the Secretary of Agriculture 
shall give notice of such rules and regulations as hereinbefore pn>\ided in this sec- 
tion for the notice of the establishment of quarantine : Provided^ That brfore the 
Secretary of Agriculture shall promulgate his determination that it is necessary to 
quarantine any State, Territory, or District of the United States, or portion thereof, 
under the authority given in this section, he shall, after due notice to interested parties, 
give a public ht^aring under such rules and regulations as he shall prescribe, at which 
hearing any interested party may appear and be heard, either in person or by attorney. 

Section 9. That the Secretary of Agriculture shall make and promulgate such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary for carrying out the purposes of this act. 

Section 10. That any person who shall violate any of the provisions of this act, or who 
shall forge, counterfeit, alter, deface, or destroy any certificate provided for in this act 
or in the regulatiins of the Secretary of Agriculture, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and shall, upon conviction thereof, ht punished by a fine not exceeding five 
hundred dollars of by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both sucb fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the court : Prov%ied% That no common carrier shall be kerned 
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to have violated the provisions of any of Ihe foregoing sections of this act on proof that 
such carrier did not knowingly receive for transportation or transport nursery stock or other 
plants or plant products as such from one State, Territory, or District o,f the United States 
into or through any other State, Territory, or District ; and it shall be the duty of the 
United States attorneys diligently to prosecute any violations of this act which are brought 
to their attcution by the Secretary of Agriculture or which come to their notice by other 
means. 

Section 11. That the word person ” as used in this act shall be construed to import 
both the plural and the singular, as the case demands, and shall include corporations, 
companies, societies, and associations. When construing and enforcing the provisions 
cf this act, the act, omission, or failure of giny officer, agent, or other person acting for 
or employed by any corporation, company, society, or association, within the scope of 
his employment or office, shall in every case be also deemed to be the act, omission, or 
failure of such corporation, company, society, or association as well as that of the person. 

Section 12. That for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act there shall 
be appointed by the Secretary of Agriculture from existing bureaus and offices in the 
Department of Agriculture, including the Bureau of Entomology, the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, and the Forest Service,* a Federal Horticultural Board consisting of five members, 
of whom not more than two shall be appointed from any one bureau or office, and who 
shall serve without additional compensation. 

Section 13. That there is hereby appropriated, out of the moneys in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to be expended as the Secretary of Agriculture may direct, for 
the purposes and objects of this act, the sum of tw'cnty-five thousand dollars. 

Section 14. That this act shall become and be effective from and after the first day of 
October, nineteen hundred and twelve, except as herein otherwise provided.

1 have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the Post Office of India 
for the year which ended on the 31st March, 1913. The report deals with the 
last of the aeven years of Sir Charles Stewart-Wilson’s tenure of office which 
was marked throughout by progress and reform in every direction. 

2. The administration of the Department was in the hands of Sir Charles Charge of the 

a Post Office 

Stewart- Wilson up to the 1 6th February, 1913, and in my charge for the rest 
of the year. 

3. The following figures give some idba of the magnitude of the business Ma^mtadc of 
of the Indian Post Office at the present time. At the close of 1912-13 the num- "*'”'^** 
erical strength of the staff was 92,870, the number of post offices open was 18,789, 

and the mileage of maU Uues was 1 541493. During the year i ,qi 4 millions of 
articles, iopluding 22 millions of reigist^ed articles, were given Qut for deliv^ ; 
stamps worth 1,788, 000 were sold for postal purposes; 29^ million money orders 
representing a total value of 34^ million pounds sterling were issued ; a sum of 
over 7^ million pounds was reialised on behalf of tradesmen and pthers through 
the value-payable system ; nearly 2} million insured articles representing a total 
insured value of 44 mUltpn pounds were posted, while the amount which had to 
be paid as compensation was only 1,538 ; pensions to the amount of f i9i,8cx> 
were disbursed to Native Military pensioners ; a sum of 74,084 was collected 
by the Post Office on account of customs duty on parcels and letters from

abroad ; 10,694 lbs. of quinine were sold to the public ; and nearly 8^ millions of 
telegraph messages were sent from telegraph offices under the control of the 
Post Office, representing a total revenue of ;^3o8,352. On the 31st March, 1913, 
there were 1,566,860 accounts in the Savings Bank with a total balance of 
million pounds sterling and 23,388 active Postal Life Insurance 
policies with an aggregate assurance of ;^2,i4ii769. The total revenue and 
expenditure for the year, after making the various administrative aj^ustments, 
amounted to ;^2,286,526 and ;^a,099,664, respectively. 

Prindfai 4. The most important event of the year unde^ report was the amalgama> 

tion of the Traffic branch of the Telegraph Department with the Post Office in 
the Bombay and Central Circles. In each of these Circles the telegraph traffic 
staff was placed under the Postmaster-General with effect from the 1st July, 191a, 
and the arrangement has worked smoothly and efficiently. 

Manoeuvres in which 45,000 men were engaged were held from the 8th to 
the 12th December, 1913. Special postal services were employed and a travel- 
ling base office was established which controlled a large camp office at Sonepat 
and 1 5 field, offices at various points between Sonepat and Delhi, according to 
the movements of the forces. The postal service was highly praised by the 
officei^ in command. 

Two postal motor services were established during the year — one in Rangoon 
and the other between Trichinopoly and Tirumayam, a distance of 45 miles. 
Both have proved successful. 

It is satisfactory to note that the number of deaths from plague has greatly 
declined. The figure for I9i2>i3 is 46 as compared with 194 for the previous 
year and 171 for 1910*11. 

A large measure of reform resulting in a substantial saving of expenditure 
was effected by the abolition of the system of duplicate Savings Bank ledgers. 
Previously ledgers were maintained in each head post office and a duplicate set 
in the Audit offices. From the ist July, 1912, the Audit office ledgers were 
discontinued and the work of preparing the annual interest statements was 
transferred to head post offices. 

The number of combined offices increased from 2,713 to 2,860 and steps are 
being taken to provide telegraph offices wherever they are likely to prove remu- 
nerative. Particular attention is being devoted to the larger towns where 
arrangements are being made to enable the public to book telegrams at all but 
the smallest post offices. 

Special postal arrangements had to be made for Imperial Delhi during the 
winter months, a large post and telegraph office being opened near the 
Imperial Secretariat. The staff of the Delhi head office was considerably 
strengthened in order to cope with the itlditional work, and a service of tongas 
was introduced for the conveyance of mails between the Secretariat and the head 
office. 

A special train to convey the outward foreign mails from Madras was 
introduced from December, 191 2, and has proved a great boon to the residents 
of that Province. 

The Kalka-Simla tonga line was finally abolished on the 31st March, 1913, 
and all the mails for and from Simla are now conveyed by train. 

incrcMcs In 5 * Increases in pay w:ere sanctioned in the case of 30 head postmasters,. 5 
pnjr o( posui jeputy postmasters, 537 sub-postmasters, and 417 branch postmasters. The 
*“^*“‘*’ pay of 692 clerks and sorters, 1.838 postmen and village postmen, 1,639 runners, 
and 448 other inferior servants was also raised. 
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6. The letter postage to the New Hebrides including the Banks and Torres Principal 

Islands was reduced to one anna the ounce. lonign post. 

The value-payable system was made applicable to postal articles exchanged 
with the Straits Settlements. 

The fees for telegraphic money orders issued in this country for payment 
in Ceylon were reduced, and arrangements made to enable the remitter to 
include a private communication to the payee in the official telegram advising the 
remittance. 

7. The Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company’s steamers working of 
carrying the mails from Europe were due in Bombay at 6 A. M. on Friday of f,'*, 

each week. During the year 52 weekly mails were received, and the steamers conSai. 
arrived at Bombay 0051 occasions on Friday and once on Saturday. In the 
case of the Friday arrivals the contract time was exceeded on five occasions. 

On one of these occasions the steamer was signalled at 7*41 a.m. and anchored 
off the Apollo Bunder two hours later, but owing to heavy cyclonic weather 
in the harbour it was found impracticable to land the mails at the Ballard Pier 
and they had, therefore, to be sent to the Victoria Dock where owing to the 
heavy weather landing was not completed until a late hour at night. The 
solitary instance of a Saturday arrival was due partly to the mail train having 
left Calais 8 hours late, and partly to the connecting steamer “ Isis ” having 
encountered extremely rough weather between Brindisi and Port Said. 

The shortest time occupied in the transit of the mail from London to 
Bombay was 13 days, 6 hours and 49 minutes, while the average time (or the 
year was 13 days, 8 hours and 34 minutes. In the opposite direction the 
quickest transit was 12 days, 21 hours and 5^ minutes, the average time for 
the year being 13 days, 10 hours and 5 minutes. 

Section I. — Post offices and postal communications. 

(I) Post offices and letter-boxes. 

8. Appendix I shows the number of post offices, letter-boxes, and village 
postmen in each circle at the end of the year, compared with those in boxes, 
existence on the 31st March, 1912. The decrease of 12 in the number of 
post offices is due to the closing of a number of unremunerative branch offices 

in the Madras Circle. There was an increase of 402 letter-boxes. The number 
of post offices in charge of schoolmasters and other persons who are not regular 
servants of the Department rose from 12,269 to 12,279. The decrease in the 
number of village postmen is due to the fact that with improved delivery 
arrangements many of these officials have been designated postmen.

It will be seen that there was a large increase in respect of all classes of 
articles except registered letters and packets, in the case of which there was a 
slight decrease of 1*43 per cent. ^ 


The diagram opposite this page shows graphically the growth . of postal 
traffic in its principal brandies since 1879-80, as indicated hy the figures given 
in the various Annual Reports. 

1 1. Baring the season of 1912-13 the total number of fresh fruit parcels 
dealt with by the Post Office was 16,750. Out of the total sum of R 23,270 
received as postage, the Department bad to spend no less than R 19,738 to 
convey them to the rail-head, leaving a sum of only R 3,532 to*meet the cost 
of the vest of their transit to destiaatien.

1 3. The foreign correspondence received for delivery in India is included in the 
total figures contained in Appendix II. No estimate can, however, be given of the 
number of letters, postcards, and other articles received from the United Kingdom 
during the year. In previous years these figures have been calculated from 
statements furnished by the British Post Office showing the actual weight of each 
week’s mail but, on account of the labour involved, the British Post Office has 
found it necessary to discontinue the system of weighing the mails. The mails re- 
ceived from the United Kingdom were, therefore, weighed by the Bombay-Aden 
Sea Post Office on two occasions, once in June and once in January, but the figures 
obtained from calculations based on the weight of these two mails are so largely 
in excess of those of the previous year that they cannot without further examina- 
tion be taken as accurate. The estimated number of letters and postcards 
despatched to the United Kingdom was a little over 12^ millions as compared 
with about 12^ millions during 191 1-12, and the number of newspapers, book- 
packets, and samples was a little over 2 millions as compared with 2J,- millions 
during 191 1*13. The decrease under the latter head is attributed to a large 
falling-off in the number of cotton samples sent from India to Manchester and 
Liverpool. 

As regards correspondence exchanged w'ith countries other than the United 
Kingdom the figures for the year under report are based on the fresh statistics 
recorded in October, 1912. The estimated number of letters and postcards 
received in India from such countries was nearly 6^ millions while that of 
newspapers, book-packets, and samples received was about 5I millions. The 
estimated numbers of (1) letters and postcards and (2) newspapers, book- 
packets, and samples despatched to such countries were 7I millions and 4f 
millions, respectively. 

14. The total number of parcels sent by the foreign post from this country PoraiK* 
was 366,942 as compared with 334,812 during the previous year, and the number p"®*'** 
of parcels received was 522,839 against 474,912 in 1911-12. There was thus 

an increase of 9*60 per cent, in the number of foreign parcels despatched and of 
10*09 per cent, in the number received. 

Of these, 133,707 were sent to and 361,490 received from the United 
Kingdom as compared with 127,010 and 333,603, respectively, duiing 
1911-12. 

15. The total number of letters, postcards, newspapers, packets and parcels Deiirerr 
dealt with and money orders issued for payment amounted to 1,044,136,150 as rhe*yMr. 
compared with 992, 362,407 in 1911-12. Of these articles it is estimated that 
99*75 per cent, were actually delivered or paid. 

16. The total number of postal articles, excluding money orders, that work of 
reached the Dead Letter Offices was 9i 294i* 68 as compared with 9,459,627 

in the previous year. 
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Detailed information showing the distribution among the Dead Letter 
Offices and the manner of disposal of the articles which reached them is given 
in Appendix III. 

Of the articles received 37 per cent, were redirected to the addressees, 
while 42 per cent, were issued for return to the senders. Only a little more than 4^ 
per cent, of the total number of articles issued by the Dead Letter Offices came 
back to them undelivered, and the total number of articles finally deposited 
as “ Dead,” that is as undeliverable to either the addressees or the senders, was 
2,281,494. This last figure includes a large number of articles which bore no 
address. In Bengal, Madras and Bombay alone, 142 articles were posted every 
day on the average with no address whatever, and many of these contained money 
or valuables. In articles opened in the five larger Dead Letter Offices, cheques, 
hundis, currency notes, bills of exchange, coins and other property of the nominal 
value of more than seven and a half lakhs of rupees were found. The great 
majority of these articles w’ere successfully delivered to either the addressees or 
the senders. 

(2) Postage Stamps. 

17. Details of the issues from treasuries of ordinary and service postage 
stamps and stationery will be found in Appendix IV. The total value of ordinary 
postage stamps and postal stationery issued during the year amounted to 3 
crores and 81 lakhs of rupees, showing an increase of more than 19 lakhs. The 
total value of service stamps and stationery issued exceeded 53^ lakhs, being 
an increase of nearly lakhs upon the last year’s figure. 

The quarter-anna ordinary adhesive stamp continued to command the highest 
sale, the total number sold being 238 millions as compared with 223 millions in 
the previous year. The half-anna ordinary adhesive stamp had the next largest 
sale with a total of over 135 millions. Then came the quarter-anna single 
postcard with a tot.^! sale of 1 13 millions as compared with 1 16 millions in the 
previous year, the decrease being due chiefly to the public using in its place 
halves of the new Georgian inland reply postcards, which, owing to a shortage in 
the stock of the old reply cards, had to be placed on sale before the new single 
cards. This was followed by the i anna ordinary adhesive stamp with a sale 
of 79^ millions. Of the small half-anna envelope, which is sold for the face 
value of the stamp, over 67J millions were issued, the number for the previous 
year being nearly the same. The sales of 25 rupee ordinary stamps declined. 
They were not available at all treasuries during the greater part of the 
year, as the fresh supplies bearing the portrait of His Majesty King George 
V which had been indented for in 1910 were not received from England in time. 
There was also a slight decrease in t!ie issue of Rio ordinary and R i and 
R15 service stamps, but this was more than balanced by the increase in the sale 
of the other high value stamps. The remaining denominations of ordinary and 
service stamps showed a general increase. 

In addition to postage stamps, non- judicial and court fee stamps are sold 
by many post offices but, except in Burma, postmasters act as private vendors 
in respect of these stamps, which do not form part of the Post Office balance. 
In Burma, where general stamps are kept by postmasters in the same way as 
postage stamps, the sales amounted to R 1,00,298, 
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New postage stamps and postal stationery cf the •marginally noted 

denominations bearing the portrait 
of His Majesty King George V were 
issued from treasuries and post 
offices in India and Burma during 
the year. The new registration 
envelopes are of the same sizes 
as those previously in use but of a 
greatly improved quality, being of 
the same pattern as the British 
registration envelopes, while the face value of the embossed stamp has been 
raised from 2 annas to 2| annas, so as to cover both the registration fee and the 
initial rate of letter postage. The Georgian inland postcards are larger than the 
old In’and cards, are printed in the same shade of grey as the quarter-anna 
postage stamps, and are provided with space on the address-side for the writing 
of coi.ununications.

The increase w'as due mainly to the fact that from the ist October, 1911, 
insurance was made compulsory in the case of inland postal articles containing 
currency notes. 


The average amount for which each letter was insured w-as R 25 a as com- 
pared with R268 in the preceding year, and the average amount in the case of 
parcels was R235 against Ra30 in 1911-12. 

19. Three hundred and thirty-seven claims for compensation were made in Claims for 
respect of insured articles as compared with one hundred and sixty-two in 
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191 1*12. One hundred and eleven claims were admitted, the loss* having been 
caused in ninety-five cases by fraud or negligence on the part of postal servants, 
and in the remaining sixteen cases by highway robbery. The total amount 
paid in satisfaction of these claims was 823,072-12-3 against 816,364-3-0 
in 1911-12. Of the sum paid 811,060-15-3 was however recovered, so that 
the actual net loss to the Department was 812,011-13-0 against 8 6,257-8-6 in 
the previous year. 

The following cases are of special interest : — 

A parcel insured for 8500 was posted at the Palghat City post office. The 
addressee called at the Ernakulam post office and took delivery of the parcel 
on a clear receipt, after satisfying himself that it bore no sign of having been 
tampered with. He, however, took the precaution of opening the parcel in the 
presence of the sub-postmaster as some of the jewels which it was supposed to 
contain were intended for the sender’s wife, and it was then found that the parcel 
contained a piece of gunny cloth and some -scraps of paper, instead of five gold 
ornaments and four sovereigns. The Police prosecuted the sender who was 
sentenced to a long term of imprisonment. 

In another case the addre.ssee of a parcel insured for 81,000 found that 
it contained rubbish, which the sender afterwards acknowledged having des- 
patched as a practical joke. The case was referred to the Legal Remembrancer, 
Punjab, and on his advice no action was taken against the sender. 

There was a series of cases in which insured parcels posted in Bombay 
and alleged by the senders to contain gold were found, after delivery to the 
addressees, to contain lead or stones. In every instance the parcel was delivered 
in good condition with seals intact, and as the Post Office was free from all res- 
ponsibility the claims of the senders were not admitted. There is no reason 
to believe that a system of fraud was attempted by the senders, who belong to 
respectable firms. It is possible that the persons whom they employed to pack 
the parcels in tin cases substituted worthless materials for the gold before the 
parcels were sealed and taken to the Post Office. In one instance a broker 
employed by the sender confessed to having perpetrated the theft and was 
punished for the offence. 


(2) Value-payable post 

le-payabl* 20. The total number 6f value-payable articles of all kinds sfnt through 
""** the post was 8,815,915 as compared with 7,984,292 in the previous year, and 
the total amount declared for recovery rose from 9J to nearly 11 crores of 
rupees. There was an increase of 10*42 per cent, in the number of articles and 
of 14*26 per cent, in the amount specified for recovery. The number of value- 
payable articles posted in Calcutta rose from 2,251,074 to 2,441,087, and the 
Department realised for the tradesmen of that city a total sum of 82,93,95,610, 
or nearly 2 million pounds sterling. 'Fhe number of value-payable articles posted 
in the city of Bombay increased from 1,180,138 to 1,219,345 and the amount 
paid to the senders was 81,54,13,515, or a little over a million pounds sterling. 

The increase extended to all classes of value-payable articles. The average 
value of a value-payable article posted was Bi 2-7-4 as compared with 812-0-7 
in 191 1-I2, 
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The number of value-payable articles despatched from India to Ceylon was 
116,446 of the aggregate value of 610,80,672 as compared with 101,225 articles 
valued at 69,90,256 in 191 1*12. 

Section IV.— Money orders. 

2r. Appendix V {a) shows the entire money order transactions, including 
value-payable money orders, year by year for the past ten years, separate figures 
being given for inland and for foreign money orders. The total number of 
money orders issued during 1912-13 was 29,618,584 as compared with 27,243,409 
in the previous year, and the total amount remitted exceeded 52J crores as 
compared with 48^ crores in 1911-12. Foreign money orders constitute, as 
usual, a very small percentage (3‘36) of the entire transactions. 

22. Appendix V (^) shows the issues and payments of inUnd money orders 
by postal circles and compares the results of the year with those of the previous 
year. More than a8|f million inland money orders, ordinary and telegraphic, of 
the aggregate amount of nearly 47 J crores of rupees were issued, on which 
commission amounting to 55 lakhs of rupees was realised. There was an 
increase over the transactions of the previous year of 8*75 per cent, in the 
number of inland money orders issued, of 7*00 per cent, in their amount, and of 
6'82 per cent, in the commission realised. The average amount of an inland 
money order was H16-8-10 as compared with R 16-13-2 in 1911-12. 

23. Appendix V {b') also gives separate figures for telegraphic money orders. Telegraphic 
There was an increase both ill the number and in the amount of such orders 
issued, as well as in the postal commission realised which amounted to 64,39,692 

as compared with 63,91,028 in the preceding year. The average amount of a 
telegraphic money order was 678-12-2 against 680-3-8 in 1911-12. 

34. The special classes of money orders for the payment of land revenue, Spedai 
rent, and miscellaneous Government dues are included under inland money orders 
in Appendix V (ft). Separate figures for these classes of orders are given in 
the table below

Kingdom and its colonies and with foreign countries generally and (2) the 
rupee money order exchanges which are in force chiefly with countries and 
places in the Far East and East Africa, These figures call for no special 
remark, 

26. The popularity of the British postal order for making small remittances 

is steadily increasing, and 417,529 orders representing a value of ;^268,o84 were 
sold as compared with 381,804 of the value of £ 2 ^ 1,664 191 1-12. Of the 

total number sold, more than half were of the values of ten and twenty shillings. 

The number of British postal orders paid in India was 133,701, amounting 
to ;^9i,47o. Of these only 18,012 of the value of were both issued and 

paid in this country, thus showing that the public have not yet appreciated the 
i.sefulness of this means of remitting small sums of money by the inland post. 
The net commission realised on the sales was Ri6,537 as compared with 
814,856 in the previous year. 

Section V. — Post Office Savings Bank. 

27. Appendix VT shows in detail, according to circles, the Savings Bank 
transactions of the year as compated with those of 1911*12. There were 
Ij565,86o active accounts in existence on the 31st March, 1913, a net increase 
of 66,026, or 4'39 per cent., over the figure for 1911-12. The total amount 
at the credit of depositors at the close of the year exceeded 20 crores 61 lakhs, 
which is higher by I crore 71 lakhs, or 906 percent., than the balance at the 
close of the preceding year. 

The deposits and withdrawals, exclusive of all transfers, eyccedel those 
for the previous year by over 86 lakhs and » crore iS lakhs, respectively, and 
the interest paid was higher by 54- lakhs. 

28. The number of Government promissory not^ s purchased through the 

Post OlTice was 3,461 of the nominal value of 823,07,200 as compared with 
2,600 of the nominal value of 817,55,300 in the previous year. The number sold 
was 807 of the nominal v.alue of 86,62,700 against 595 of the nominal value 
of 80,27,400 in 191 1-12. The nominal value of the Government promissory 
notes held in the custody of the Accountant-General, Post Office and Telegraphs, 
at the close of the year on account of depositors in the Post Office Savings Bank 
was 889,39,700 as compared with 877,57,300 on the 31st March, 191 2. 946 

investment certificates for fractional amounts of Government promissory notes 
of the nominal value of 83,43,279 were purchased as compared with 868 such 
certificates of the nominal value of 83,02,388 purchased in the previous year. 
The number sold was 7 16 of the nominal -value of 82,38,430 as compared with 
754 of the nominal value of 81,85,934 in 1911*12,

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There were 66 cases of misappropriation of office cash, 1 72 money order 
frauds, 12 savings bank frauds, and 146 cases of theft from mails and post 
offices. Most of the remaining offences were committed in respect of letters, 
parcels, or other postal articles entrusted to the Post Office for conveyance. 
Among the offenders convicted or departmentally punished were 28 departmental 
postmasters and 31 clerks, 69 extraneous agents in charge of post offices, 196 
postmen and village postmen, 19 runners and 27 officials of the Railway Mail 
Service. The defalcations and losses amounted to R|i, 070-8-8 as compared 
with R58, 073- 15-8 in the previous year. Of.thissum R26, 558-7-6 was recovered 
from the offenders or their sureties, Ra, 502- 1-0 was decreed against the 
Post Office Guarantee Fund, R54-3-0 w'as written off as irrecoverable, and 
Ri2,i55-i 3-2 had still to be adjusted when the year closed. 

ciTenceaby 33. The offenccs against the Post Office that were committed by persons not 
wothcrpcnpjis, belonging to the Department included seventeen cases of money order fraud, involv- 
ing a sum of R3, 925-1 2-0 and six cases of fraudulent withdrawal from the Sav- 
ings Bank representing a total sum of fi974-5-2. There were also one hundred 
and hfteen cases of theft of Government money from mails and post offices besides 
the cases of highway robbery which are dealt with separately. The total amount 
stolen was R32,934- 7-2 of which R5, 175*0-3 was recovered ; a sum of R2, 90 ^-12-5 
was written off as finally lost; and R24,849-io-6 remained unadjusted 
at the close of the year. The bulk of the loss was due to a series of burglaries 
in the United Provinces. Five head post offices were broken into and cash to 
the amount of R19, 494- 15-9, insured articles of the value of R2,237 and 
British postal orders of the value of R3, 863-0-6 were carried off. It is believed 
that the burglaries were committed by a gang of professional thieves from 
Baluchistan. The Police have not traced the offenders nor recovered any of the 
valuables stolen, notwithstanding the oiler of a large reward. 

The following case show's the advantage of vesting the Postmaster-General 
with the pow'er to withhold the payment of money recovered on a value-payable 
^ticle w'hen he is fully satisfied that the article was sent with the intention of 
defrauding the addressee. A person calling himself the agent of “ The Backer- 
ganj fine rice Co., Ltd.*’ sold two lottery tickets to two persons residing in differ- 
ent places in the Jessore district. His accomplice, who posed as Secretary of 
the bogus Company, telegraphed to the ticket-holders that they had each won a 
prize of a thousand maunds of rice in the lottery. The telegrams were followed 
by two value-payable Railway Receipt Notes, on each of- which R500 was 
marked for recovery, advising the despatch by rail to each of the ticket-holders 
of the rice won by him. 'The addressees took delivery of the value-payable 
Railway Receipt Notes on payment of tl^p money specified for recovery, but 
when they went to the Railway stations to take delivery of the goods they 
discovered that no goods had arrived and that a fraud had been committed 
on them. They complained immediately to the Post Office and payment of the 
money orders was stopped. Information was given to the Magistrate of Barisal 
and an enquiry was instituted which disclosed the fact that the Company 
was non-existent. The sw'indlers could not, however, be traced. 

Highway rob- 34, There were 19 cases of highway robbery of mails as compared with 28 

iS the previous year. Of these, 12 occurred in British territory and 7 in Native 

Stales. 
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Of the robberies that occurred in British territory, there was one in each of 
the Provinces of Bengal, Bombay, Burma, Bihar and Orissa, the Punjab, and 
the ‘United Provinces; four in Madras ; and two in Baluchistan. 

Two cases were attended with loss of life. A runner carrying mails from 
Morvi to Bagathla in the Morvi Native State was murdered and the whole mail 
was carried off, but the Police succeeded in tracing the robbers and recovering 
most of the stolen property. Two men were prosecuted and one of them was 
sentenced to death, the other being acquitted. 

On the 31st August, igi2, a mail contractor and his servant while conveying 
mails on a mule near the Lawari Pass on the Malakand frontier were both killed 
by outlaws from across the border. The whole mall consisting of three packet 
bags and 19 parcels was plundered. The Political levies succeeded in recovering 
the packet bags and some of the parcels, but failed to trace the offenders. 

Particulars with regard to two other cases may also be noted. On the 8th 
August, 1912, a large gang of robbers attacked the ihutka conveying mails from 
Tirumayam to Kanadukathan in the Pudukota Native S‘ia':e, The mail guard 
was overpowered .and wounded, but managed to escape and conveyed the news 
to 1 irumayam. The sab-postmasters of Tirumayam and Kanadulcathan and 
the Magistrate and rolico of Tirumayam proceeded to the s?ene, and, with the 
assistance of the villagers, pursued the robbers who were obliged to abandon 
most of their booty. The g.-eatcr part of the plundered mails was thus recovered, 
including insured parcels to the value of over R 14,000. The State Poli^.e have 
not concluded their enquirie s. 

On the 17th September,, 1912, the runner carrying mails on the Nepal- 
Paxaul line was attacked in Nepal territory by robbers who wmunded him 
and carried off a portion of the mail. The remainder of the mail was recovered 
and forwarded to Nepal, and was found to contain, among other articles, two 
letters wdiich had been insured for the aggregate sum of R3,8oo. When the 
insured letters were delivered nothing of value was found in them. The sender 
was suspected of having planned the robbery with tlie object of claiming compen- 
sation for the loss of the contents of the insured letters, and was prosecuted 
together with two accomplices in Nepal. The Nepal Durbar sentenced the 
sender to imprisonment for life and his accomplices to rigorous imprisonment 
for twelve years each. 

In nine of the cases of robbery of the mails Government suffered a loss of 
R3, 198-4-6. Of this sum, R 11 1-12-6 represents cash and R3, 086-8-0 
the amount of compensation which had to be paid for the loss of registered and 
insured articles. The entire mail was recovered In four cases, and part of the 
mail in ten cases. In the remaining ftj^e cases the whole mail was lost. The 
offenders were prosecuted in eight cases, in four of which convictions were 
obtained. 

35. There were several mishaps during the year resulting in the death of 
Post OfTice officials. 

A postman w’as drowned while crossing a stream in flood, and a village post- 
man lost his life owing to the capsizing of a boat. Another postman was killed 
by lightning. 

A runner was carried off by a tiger on the Ranchi- Daltonganj line, another 
died from snake bite in the Ratnagiri District, and two lost their lives in an 
avalanche on the Sikkim-Tibet line.

During the year 163 combined post and telegraph offices were opened and 

graph offices, closcd. There was, therefore, a net increase of 147 in the total number of 

such offices against an increase of 136 during ! 91 i-ia. Of the 163 new combined 
offices, 1 56 were opened at places which had previously been without a Govern- 
ment telegraph office and 126 at places Where there had previously been neither 

a Government nor a Railway telegraph office. The total number of combined 
offices open on the 31st March, 1913, was 2,860 as compared with 2,713 on the 
31st Match, 1912. The number of postal servants who qualified as signallers 
was 286 and the total number of signallers was 4,443 as compared with 4,307 
at the close of 1911-12. There were 1,135 boys Employed as messengers in 
these offices, the number at the close of the preceding year being 1,149. 
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39. In Appendix IX will be found the traffic statistics of combined offi ces. Traffic st'tii- 
which show that there was an increase over the previous year’s figures of 738, biTOd^’oflic^* 
742,' or g'62 per cent., in the number of messages sent, of 561,021, or 8 51 per 
cent., in the number received, and of £14,14,242, or 984 per cent., in the revenue 
realised on sent messages. The revenue from telegrams booked at combined 
offices was ft46,23,789 against 842,09,547 during the preceding year, while the 
total number of telegrams sent, excluding free messages, was 8,415,8*7 and the 
number received 7,152,269.

Of these 1,920 
policies, 379 of the aggregate value of 8 5,89,800 were Life Insurance policies 
while 1,541 for 8 29,95,200 were Endowment Assurance policies, against 440 Life 
ln.surance policies for 8 6,78,237 and 2,056 Endowment Assurance policies for 
R 23,70,640 issued in the previous yea# The falling-off, which is more rra'-ked 
under Endowment Assurance policies, is apparently due to the fact that the 
scope of the General Provident Fund was extended during the year with the 
result that a number of Government servants joined that Fund instead of the 
Post Office Insurance Fund. 


The total sum realised on account of premia amounted to 8 12,97,673 as 
compared with 812,22,937 for the previous year. Claims to the extent of 
85,99,666 were discharged as compared with 85,41,297 in 191 1-12; while 
eighty-two Life Insurance policies representing a gross sum of B i ,00,300, two 
hundred and ninetyseven Endowment Assurance policies representing 83,36,696 
and one monthly allowance contract for 8 6 lapsed, were surrendered or can- 
celled« 
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Of the 1,920 persons to whom policies were issued during the year, 1,843 
were pure Asiatics by race. Three women employed under Government were 
insured so that there are now twenty-five female policy holders in all. 

Three new contracts for monthly allowances were entered into during the 
year, the total amount of the monthly allowances secured being li 40. 


Two Life Annuities were purchased from the Post Office under Article 807 
of the Civil Service Regulations.

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
23rd October 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. During the greater part of the week weather was dry everywhere, except in Burma 
where alone rainfall was of daily occurrence. Assam and north Bengal had rain on the 
i6th and showers were reported occasionally from the south of the Peninsula. A feeble 
disturbance on the northwest frontier caused a few light falls of rain in east Baluchistan 
and the hills of the North-West Frontier Province. 

2. Burma . — Rainfall was fairly general on the t7th, 19th and 20th. 

‘Northeast India, including Orissa . — There was nearly general rain on the l6th in 
north Bengal and Assam, but during the rest of the week weather was dry, except for a 
few falls in Assam. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Pr evinces . rain fell. 


Northwest India. — Kalat, Quetta, Drosh and Parachinar had light rain. 

The Peninsula . — Occasional falls of rain were reported from south Madras.

It differed from the normal by less than 20 per cent in Lower Burma and Baluchistan, and 
was 20 per cent or more in defect in all the remaining divisions, with the exception of 
the following where the absence of rainfall is a normal feature at this time of year : the 
Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province, ^nd and Rajputana West. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Bengal, Bihar, 
the Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat ; and is 20 per cent or more in defect in the 
United Provinces, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Rajputana, 
Central India East, Hyderabad South and the Madras Deccan. It is within so per cent 
of the normal in the rest of the country.

Season and Crop Prospects "for the week-ending Saturday, 

18th October 1913. 

Burma.— During the week the rainfall was moderate in Lower Burma and uneven- 
ly distributed in the dry zone. Cultivation of winter rice and harvesting of cotton 
and groundnut are proceeding normally. Cattle are healthy. The price of unhusked 
rice is a little above normal and is rising. 

Assam. — During the week heavy to moderate rain fell in all districts which benefit- 
tid winter rice and the cultivation of mustard except in Kamrup. Ilarvestiug of jute and 
autumn rice continues in a few places. FI )ughing for mustard and the showing of pulses 
arc in progress. Vhc. prospects of tea are generally good. The average price of rice has 
fallen sliglitly. Cattle disease is reported from three districts. Fo:lder is iasulTicicnt in 
Sylhet and Kamrup. 

Beng^al. — During the wc^ek general rain fell throughout tlie Province doing 
immense good to the winter rice crop and facilitating ploughing operations for spring 
crops. Th.'t sowing of spring crops has also b<-gun in places. The prospe cts of winter 
rice and ot* er standing crops are promising except in parts of the flood .ilTected areas. 
The condition of agricultural stock is fair. Cattle disease is reported from six districts. 
Want of fodrer is felt in two districts. The average price of common rice has fallen 
sliglitly a> compared with that of the previous week. A small amount was given 
in gratuitous relief in some of the flood affected districts of the I’urdwan division. Agri- 
culturists loans were paid during the week in Midnapur only, 

Bihar and Orissa. — During the we k rain was genet al tlironghont the Province. 
The fall was mostly moderate and very henelicial to the standing paddy crop and for 
the sowing of sj>ring ciops 'I hc harvesting of autumn crops is nearing completion. 
The sowing of .spring crops l.as commenced. I hi*, standing crop*? are d'dng very well. 
Pros[)ect.s^ in the il nid alTccled area.s are improving but some damage has been done to 
sjiring crops in parts of {. ufi.iek by floods caused by the recent rainfall. Slight floods 
arc also reported from parts of I^alasore, but no damage appears to have been done by 
them. I lu^ price of common rice, has fallen as comjiared witli that of the previous 
week. The supply of fotlder is sulTicient except in part.s of Patna. C.attle disease is 
reported f:om ten districts. Agricultural prospects in the Feudatory States of Orissa 
are good. 

United Provinces. — No rain fell during the week c.xccpt showers in the Central 
Submontane, .*>01^11 (Judh, Lower Doab, the siuth-easterii and eastern district.s and in the 
Benares Statt . More rain is urgently needed throughout the Provinces. Standing crops 
are sufTeiing from drought in most parts of the Provinces. Harvesting of autumn crops, 
picking of ro»ton and preparation of land for spring crop.s continue. Sowing of spring 
crops has commenced in some places with, the aid of irrigation. Cattle disease is spread- 
iug slightly. Scarcity of fodder i.s increasing and in i^undclkhand water is also running 
short Prices have risen further. 

Punjab. — During the week the weather was practically dry. Conditions are 
reported to be unfavourable in the Ambala division where autumn crops are withering 
in Tinirrigated tracts and the outturn is expected to be below the average. Sowings of 
spring crops are seriously restricted and the necessity for rain i.s badly felt. Irrigated 
crops are doing well in parts of the division. Klscwhere standing crops arc generallv 
average to good. Picking ol cotton and harvesting of other autumn crops continue and 
the outturn is average to good. PlouglAigs for and sowings of spring crops are 
normal. C.ittlc are generally health v throughout the F’rovincc. 1 ‘Iie prices of wheat 
and other grains arc close to the normal. 

North-West Frontier Province. — The week vv.as rainless. The weather was 
temperate and at times cloudy, 1 he condition of standing crops is generally average 
except in the Swabi tahsil of the Peshawar district. Sowing of spring crops is in progress. 
Irrigation from the Paharpiir Canal continues. Cattle aie in good condition. Fodder 
and water are generally suflicient. Prices of food grains arc high but are stationary 
in Peshawar. The price of maize is falling. 

Jammu. — Rainfall;///. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from lo to 15 and 
maize from 12 to 20 seers per rupee, rhe condition of standing crops is fair. 
Cattle disease of mild type prevails in th:^ Kishtwar tahsil. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — No rain fell during the week. Harvesting of autumn crops and 
sowing of spring crops are in progress. Cattle disease is reported in the Baramula 
district. Crops are in fair condition. Prices are normal. 

Rajputana.— No rain fell during the week. The weather was generally clear 
and the days hot. Rain is much needed. Crop prospects are unfavourable in the Eastern

States and Central Rajputana including Ajmer-Merwara. Fodder also will soon be 
insufficient in these areas. Damage by locusts is reported in parts of Marwar and 
Jaisalmer, Cattle are generally doing well. Water is generally sufficient. Harvest- 
ing of autumn crops is in progress and spring sowings have commenced in some 
places. Prices are high and rising in a few places. Cattle emigration continues in 
Ajmer*Merwara, Jaipur, Kishengarh, Bharatpur ind Karauli. 

Central India.-— No rain fell during the week. The weather is seasonable. More 
rain is wanted in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and the Rainpura Bhan- 
pura district and the Alampur pergana of Indore. Land is bt^ing prepared for spring crops 
in Indore, Bhopal, Baghelkhand, Maivva and lihopawar. Operations have been stopped 
in parts of Gwalior and Bundelkhand for want of rain. Standing crops are bad in 
parts of Gwalior, Indore, Baghelkhand and Bundelkhand and are good elsewhere. Crops 
have been damaged for want of rain in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand and Bundelkhand. 
Cattle disea'^e prevails in parts of Gwalior and Baghelkhand. The condition of cattle 
in the nr^rthern division of Gwalior is deteriorating. The fodder supply is bad in 
parts of Gwalior, indifferent in Baghelkhand and scarce in Bundelkhand. Prices 
are rising in the Gwalior division of Gwalior, Bhopal and in parts of Bundel- 
khand. They are above normal in Baghelkhand, fluctuating in parts of Indore and 
steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces.— The w^^ather continues to be* hot and occasionally cloudy. 
Except for a sprinkling of rain in the interior of Bctul and the districts of Chittisgarh, the 
week passed rainless Harvesting of autumn crops and sowing of spring crops were in 
progress. The autumn crops on poor soil, particularly in the Jubbulpore division, have 
deteriorated owing to the prolonged drought* The damage to rice and Kodon in the 
Jubbulpore, Damoh and Seoni districts is apparently considerable. Where rain fell in 
the previous week, prospects have improved but more rain is necessary for the successful 
germinating of spring crops- Fodder and water are generally sufficient except in parts 
of the Vindliyan districts. Cattle are doing well. Variations in prices of food grains are 
insignificant but generally exhibit a ten<lcncy to rise. 

Feudatory States . — During ihc week nine States received rain ranging from 18 
cents in Sakti to four inches in Baslar. This has imi)roved the condition of standing 
crops but more rain would be welcome everywhere. Rice in Udaipur and gram in Jash- 
pur rose by two and four seers per rupee respectively. 

Bombay. — Good rain fell during the week in parts of the Konkan, the Deccan, 
the Karnatak, Kathiawar, Savantvadi and Kolhapur. The rainfall was beneficial but . 
more rain is still needed in parts of the Deccan and Belgaum. Standing crops have been 
damaged slightly by locusts, rats and insects in parts of Sind, by rats in Kaira, Palan- 
pur and Rewa Kantha, by insects in parts of Broach, the Deccan, iiijapur and Kolhapur, 
and by heavy rain in Kanara. Harv(*sting of autumn crops and sowing of spring crops 
continue. The fodder supply is generally sufficient. Agricultural stock is good and 
sufficient exct‘pt in parts of Ahrnednagar and Poona. Drinking and irrigation water 
is adequate. Prices are high but are fluctuating. The public health is generally good. 
Grain stocks are sufficient. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was general and moderate and bene- 
ficial to autumn crops. Mahbubnagar, Gulbarga and Karimnagar received good showers. 
The average for the Domini )ns was i inch 32 cents. Autumn crops are generally fair to 
good but have been damaged by locusts in parts of the Gulbarga, Raichur and Nalgonda 
districts. Early rice is being irrigated and the crop is fair, but is suffering in parts of the 
Karimnagar district and in a few is^dated parts. Lands are being prepared for spring 
crops and sowings are progressing briskly. Fodder scarcity pre vails in one taluka, water 
scarcity in five and cattle disease in five. The price of grains remains consta it. White 
juar is selling at 10 seers per rupee in Hyderabad City. The highest price in districts is 
8 seers in Mahbubnagar and Karimnagar and the lowest 2o seers in Adilabad. 

Mysore .— 1 he rainfall was good in Kadur and Shirnoga and light to fair else- 
where. The price of yagi has risen slightsi^r in Bangalore and lias fallen in Kadur. 
Markets are well supplied. Standing crops are in good condition, but more rain is 
needed in parts of Hassan. Prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally 
healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— The rainfall was general throughout the Province. Rice is in good 
condition. Picking of cardamom continues. Prices of food grains are high. The 
public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras.— During the week the rainfall was very heavy in Gan jam, the Vizaga- 
patam littoral, Malabar and South Canara, heavy in the Vizagapatam Agency, Sandur 
and Cochin, light in South Arcot, Salem, Coimbatore, Trichinopoly and the South 
and fair to good elsewhere. Standing crops arc fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops 
and paddy over small areas is proceeding with outturn fair to normal. Sowing of dry 
crops and paddy is proceeding normally (of the most part. The condition of cattle is 
generally good. The supply of water is insufficient for irrigation in some places. 
Fodder is generally sufficient. Pasture is scanty in some places. Prices are 
Btationaiy*

Notification in the Department of Finance and Commerce, No. 1354, dated the 14th 
March 1869. 

Notification in the Home Department, No. 1902- (Sanitary), dated the 14th October

Schedule A to Notification, No. 94 E , dated the 18th March 1886. 

As a result of the enquiries set on foot after the loss of the ‘ Titanic ’ the 
Board of 1 rade made a comprehensive revision of the scale of boats and life- 
saving appliances to be provided on board ships in the United Kingdom and 
appointed Committees of experts to deal with collateral questions arising in the 
same connection. 

Meanwhile the maritime Local Governments have been consulted as to the 
necessity for revising the rules which govern vessels in British India, particularly 
those under the Native Passenger Ships Act, 18S7, the Pilgrim Ships Act, 1895, 
and the Indian Emigration Act, 1908, which are read in the notifications detailed 
above. The replies show that, while revision is undoubtedly necessary, there is 
great divergence of opinion as to the extent to which it is required and the lines 
on which it should proceed. 

The subject is one of considerable diiTiculty and complexity involving a 
number of technical and other questions which need careful scrutiny. The Cjov- 
vernment of India have therefore decided to appoint a Co n mi t tee repre.sentative 
of official and non-official interests which will enquire generally into the .sufficiency 
of the existing rules and report its views to Government. The Committee will 
consist of the following President and Members : —

It will submit its report to the Government of India on the 1st 
March 1914. The report will be accompanied by drafts of the rules which it 
recommends for adoption.

RBPORT UPON TBS pPRRATIOlVS OF THE CURRENCY DEPARTMENT 

DURING TBE YEAR 1912-13.

I HAVE tho honour to submit my report on the operations of the 
Currency Dopartment, the inovemcni. of funds and on tlie resource operations 
of Government during tlie year 1912-13. 

The mairi features of general interest of tlie report are the following : — 
the large increase in the cash balances in tho Government treasuries 
during the year was not produced by withdrawing funds from 
circulation in India (paragrajih 13) : 
the demands for rupees in financing the jute trade were very heavy, 
and Government wore obliged to undertake new coinage of rupees 
by purcha.sing silver worth £7,000,000 (paragraphs 6 and 18) : 
the absoi*ption of* currency of all kinds in the year amounted to 24^ 
crores against an average of 21| evores in tho preceding three 
years (paragraph 21) : 

the absorption of gold increased in every province save Madras, tho 
total for all India being 15^ crores, out of a total absorption of all 
forms of currency of 24i2 crores (paragraphs 25 and 37) : 
the analysis of this absorption by circles, trade seasons and denomina- 
tions of currency, and the inferences drawm therefrom, in paragraph 
2f» coiiiain several matters of interest : 

• the use of gold as currency is extending, specially in Northern India 
and Bombay (paragraph -Id ), and in those parts at least gold has to 
soiiKj (ixtcait replaced in circulation rupees (paragraj)h 44) and 
small notes (jmragrai)!) 59). The part which gold jdays in the 
circulation is discussed in some detail in paragraph 41 : 
the rate of dcvelojnucnt in active note circulaliou was well maintained 
in 1912-13 (paragraph 61) and there was a steady increase in the 
circulation of small value notes used for everyday transactions 
(paragraph 53). But the growth of the circulation of small notes 
seems to have' receivcxl a check owing to the more extended use of 
gold as currency (paragraph 59). The use of notes for remittance 
purp<*-ses is increasing (paragraphs 56 and 67). 

I would iiivif i' special attention to the statements and remarks in 
paragraph 26, which, 1 venture to think, indicate more clearly than has 
hitherto been altemjded, the correlation of the various forms of currency in 
the internal financial operations of tlie country.

Although there are considerable varinlions in tlu! inontlily details, the 
progressive totals for the year show that, while the bank balances remained 
high, the valiuj of the exjjorts was allowed to exceed the iujj)orls, but that, as 
soon as the busy season lon ered those l)alauces, the j)rogressi\ e value of the 
impoi'ts rapidly caught up that of the exports. The reduction of the balance 
of the Bank of Bombay by crorcs during the year was mainly due to a 
temporaiy look up of funds in cotton at the close, 

Mer- 3. Exports are steadily increasing. In 1912-13 there was a total increase 
of 18,06 lakhs over 1911-12 to which the following important variations 
mainly contributed : —

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Under juto and jute manufactures the year poyed the most prosperous on 
record. In spite of the fact that the production of juto in the year was con- 
siderably in excess of the average of recent years, the demands for both the raw 
article and the manufactured goods were so great that a much higlier level of 
price was maintained and the value of the exports beat all jiast records. 

The increase under wheat and wheat flour occurred mainly in the United 
Provinces and the Punjab and partly in the Central Provinces. The exports 
from India appear to have been stimulated to some extent by a contraction of 
shipments from Russia due to the Balkan War. 

Of the increase of 3,61 lakhs under rice, Burma contributed 2,63 lakhs 
and Bengal 69: Prices were unusually high in Burma in the early months of 
the year owing to shortage of crops in the Further East and the total exports 
from all India amounted to 2,763,000 tons against 2,624,000 tons in 1911-12 
and 2,328,000 tons, the average of the previous three years. 

The imx)rovemcnt in the exports of cotton twist and yarn was almost 
entirely in Bombay and raw hides and skins showed an increase chiefly in 
Bengal. 


The increase in the groundnut trade took place in Madras. 

The trade in linseed was abnormal in 1911-12 and in 1912-13 it returned 
to its usual level. The ex])()rts of pulse, millets and cereals Avere also un- 
preccd<*ntcdJy high in 1911-12. The exj)orts of raw cotton from Bombriy 
suffered a decline, owing to the failure of the monsoon of 1911 in the Guscarat 
districts coujded with the existence of larg{^ suj)plies of American cotton. The 
shortage at Bombay amounted to 4,03 lakhs in value, but this was 2>artly 
counterbalanced by an improvement of 1,83 in the exports from Karachi. 

4. Here the total increase amounted to 22,45 lakhs. The important imporu c 
increases occurred under tlie following heads : — ch»ndiso.

The large cxjiansion in the imi)orts of cotton yam and piece-goods, railway 
plant and rolling stock, silk goods, machinery and provisions indicates the 
growth in tlic maWial i)rospcrity of the country ahd in its industrial activity. 

Altliough the increase in the value of the total exj)orts of the year 
amounted to 18 06 croros the improvement in imports Avas still higher, 

22-46 crorcs, and in the result the net exports were less by (22-45 — 18-06 or) 

4-39 croros. This is the first time in four years that there has not been a pro- 
gressive improvement in the net exports^and the deterioration is due solely to 
the transactions of the month of March when the net exports fell by 
6’44 croros as compared with March 1912. Corresponding to the reduction 
in net exports, the imports of funds in India to finance the foreign trade were 
somewhat smaller both under Council bills and sovereigns. 

6. The figures given in the first table in paragraph 2 show an increase, in 
191 2-13, in the imports of gold bullion of 73 lakhs and of silver bullion of 1,28 “ ® ^ 

lakhs over the corresponding figures of 1911-12. It should be noted that these 
figures take into account, in the case of gold, coined gold other tlian sovereigns 
and also the exi)ort8 of metallic geld from the Mysore mines. In the case of 
silver the figures comprise not only the imports of bar silver from the 
United Kingdom and other countries for the arts and industries, but also the 
imports and exports of Government of India ru]peo8 and the exports of British 
dolWs coined at the Bombay Mint for oiiculatioh in Hongkong, 

p2 
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The production of the Mysore mines varies little from year to year, but in 
1912*13 the net imports of -coined gold other than sovereigns amounted to 23 
lakhs against 36 lakhs in 1911-12, and the net import of gold bullion in 1912-13 
was, therefore (73-f*36— 23), 86 Inkhs more than in 1911-12. The difference 
is not very large, but, as the first table in paragraph 2 shows, the figures for 
the three years 1910-11 to 1912-13 are unusually high, and, as the gold bullion 
is used mainly for the arts and manufactures, they indicate a steady con- 
tinuance of the favourable material conditions of the country. 

Price and ooneump* 0. In the caso of silver, the ruling prices affect the demand to some extent, 

during 1912-13 the price was at a higher level owing to heavy purchases 
on Government account for currency purposes and to the anticipation of 
such purchases. The price of bar silver in London, at tlu? beginning of April 
1912, stood in the neiglibourhood of 27d., the opening quotation being 26]-|^. On 
the 26th April the price was quoted at 28ef. 'Tliis level Avas practically main- 
tained till the middle of August when, on the Kith of tlu* luontli, the quotation 
was 29d. The highest reached in August Avas 29 and at the end of the month 
the quotation was at 29 September recorded a si iglil rise, the closing rate 
of the month being 29 j-fi . The highest reached in October Avas 29}-§ on the 
8th, but thorcatter it declined till 29rf. Avas reached at the close of the 
month. ToAvards the end of November the price reached 29 and in 
December it fluctuat'd betAAcen 29} ?} and 28}?,. January closed Avith 28}^ and 
February saAv a rise to 28}-^ only AAith a tendency to d<'cline in the price 
toAvards the end of the month to about 27d. The low(wt reached in March 
was 261 ^ 6 , the closing rate for the month being 26j®j} against 26}-? quoted on 1st 
April 1912. The highest rate reached in the year was thiis 29}| and the 
lowest 26]^<} in March 1913. The range of variation Avithin a little over ^d. 
compares fairly well with the similar A'ariations in 1906-66 and 1906-07, the 
last period during AA'hich heaA’y purchases of silver Avere made on Government 
account for coinage into rupees. In 1905-06 the highest rate quoted was 30}§«?. 
and lowest 25i‘^od., whilein 1906-07 the highest Avas 33j^a and the lowest 29}-?(i. 

In spite of the higher level of prices during the greater portion of the year, 
purchase of ;^7, 000,000 Avorth silver was made on GoA’ernmont account during 
the year at an average jjricc of 28 Jt/. This result AA'as due to special jjvecautions 
taken to enter into contracts for purchases over two months before actual 
delivery and also to postj)onement of shipments to India as far as jiossihle. The 
first instalment purchased in England Avason the 5th March 1912 for deliA'ory in 
May and June, and the first shipment to India took place on the 9th August 1912. 
The value of imports of silver retained in tlie country for other than coinage 
purposes is Avorked out as foiloAvs for the tAvo years : —

Tlie above shows that in 1912-13 the amount of silver retained for home 
consumption exceeded the corresponding actuals of 1911-12 by about 1,34 lakhs. 
The figure for 1911-12 was unusually low, and ilui increase in 1912-13 would 
probably have been much higher but for the higher level of the price of silver 
maintained during the year,

The figures of gold bullion included in the above amounts do not show 
any important variaiions in tlu5 throe years, and practicjilly the whole of the 
differences appears under sovereigns. It will be seen that the supplies from 
Egypt show a steady increase year by year. No doubt, as in the case 
of gold shipments from Australia, it is found cheaper and more convenient to 
bring the gold direct to India instead of first shipping it to London and then 
obtaining bills or transfers on India at about 16rf. the rupee. 

Another noticeable feature in the imports of the throe years is the increase 
in the net imports of sovereigns from the Straits Setilemeuts to India. In the 
y(iar 1910-11 the Straits nsceived from India over 42 lakhs. In 1911-12 there 
Avas a net export of about 40 lakhs from the Straits to India, and in 1912-13 the 
e.K ports rose to 1,23 lakhs. Tlie trade in merchandise between India and the

Those remittances Avore not directly connected Avith the immediate require- 
ments of the Si'cretary of Stale for Homo expimditure. They consisted of light 
weight sovereigns Avhicb could not be reissuodeto the public in India and tho 
remit tances wore made beeaiise the face A'aluo of such sovereigns could be 
realised only in England. 

Under the Coinage Law in England soA'creigns and half soA'creigns 
remain current so long as they an* not of less Aveigbl than that, for the time 
being, prescribed as the least current Aveigbt, viz., 122‘5 grains for soA'ereigns 
and 61125 grains for half sovorcign.s? But,, folloAving tlie practice in England, 
sovereigns and half sovereigns, oven thougli beloAV the proscribed least current 
weights, are received at. Government tr<'a.suries at their face value when they 
have not been reduced more than 3 grains below standard weight, *,e., are 
not less in weight than grains 120-27447 and 58-63723 respectively. The 
remittances in question consisted of light weight coins of this class and 
were sent to England for recovery of their nominal value from the Bank of 
England. The sovereigns used in India as currency have not hcon sufficiently 
long in circulation to justify a loss by wear and tear of so much as 3 grains 
in one coin, and the light Aveight coins sent to England Avere not withdrawn 
from circulation in India but wi're foxiud in the consignments imported from 
abroad by the Exchange Banks and presented at the currency offices.

'I'he increase in the percentage of light weight sovereigns in 1912-13 is be- 
lieved to be due to larger imports from Egypt Avhere a gold currency has betm 
in existence longer than in any otlier Eastern country and where, it is believed, 
sovereigns arc sweated so as to reduce them within the limit at which the Bank 
of England will give face value in exchange. Tho pi^rcentages of the light 
weight sovereigns have been calculated since 1st April 1910 for each tender 
by every Exchange Bank at Bombay and they vai*y within very Avide limits. 
Eor instance, in the case of one importnut bank, whoso aA'crages on the total 
year’s tenders closely agree with those worked out above for the whole of tho 
Government receipts, ttie averages on individual tenders varied as folloAvs : —

The examination at the Bank of England of the light-Aveiglit sovereigns sent 
from India has shoAAm that our automatic machines Avork uriduly sevc^rely in 
rejecting light-weight coins. This is being rectified but it does not explain 
the steady growth in the percentage from year to year. 

As shown above, £1,890,695 sovereigns Avere set apart for remittance to England 
in the three years < nding 1912-13 and this, Avith about £579,000 in stock on 1st 
April 1910, made tho total available for remittance al)Out 02,409,600 up lo 
March 1913. The actual amount remitted Avas £2,382,613. I'he net amount 
actually realised in England was 02,380,525, of whidi £1,600,000 Avere placed 
in the Currency llescrve and the balance £780,525 taken in aid of the Homo 
Treasury balances.

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The above comparison shows that the demands were low in the last three months 
of 1912-13, as compared with the corresponding figures of 1911-12. This 
was not duo to any falling off in the gross export trade, nor (o lai^er 
imports of treasure, but to an unprecedented development in the import tr^e 
during that period as indicated in paragraph 12 below. 

The year opened with regular sales in April of 60 lakhs each week, of 
which less than half was allotted to Bombay, less than a third to Calcutta and 
less than a quarter to Madras. The 60 lakhs rate continued with occasional 
special sales till the third week of May, when the rate was reduced to 50 lakhs 
ill the fourth sal(‘ of May. The 50 lakhs rate continued steady for eighteen 
weeks up to the last week of September — considerably more than half the total 
sales being appropriated by Calcutta to meet the requirements of the jute 
trade. The jute demands were abnormal and the rate of sale never went 
down below 50 lakhs a week in the year. On 25th September, the allotment 
was raised to 60 lakhs and, under the pressure for jute, 80 lakhs had to be 
allotted on SOtli October. Tiiis high rate of regular sales continued up to the 
beginning of December, and on the second W ednesday of that month the sale had 
to be increased to 1,00 lakhs to finance the cotton and rice trades. As usual, the 
demands were very brisk about Christmas, and the regular sales were for 1,20 
lakhs on the third Wednesday of December and 1,30 lakhs on the 4th Wednesday. 
The rate of 1,30 lakhs with intci-mediate special sales proved too high and in 
the fii’sl two sales of January 1,20 lakhs were allotted each day. After this 
1,00 lakhs w ere fixed for tlie regular sales which rate continued up to the last 
week of February, for w liich 80 lakhs w'erc announced, but in the sale of 5th 
M arch the Full amount of 80 lakhs could not be allolted, as tlie rate of exchange 
offered by the Banks wtxs nnexjieetcdly low and only (51 ‘40 lakhs were allotted 
at (he minimum rate fixed by the Secretary of State. Simultaneously the 
allotment for the 12tb Alandi was reduced to 60 lakhs, but again there was a 
failure f o sell more than 51 ^ lakhs at the minimum rate. Consequently the 
regular sales for the last two weeks for March were at 50 lakhs each, an 
unusually low rate for Ibo closing month of the year. The highest amount 
drawn in any month was 5,37 lakhs in January and the lowest, 2,01 lakhs in 
August. 


11. The total sales of Council Bills for the year were effected EMhanga. 
at an average of about 16 d- pi'r rupee. The special feature of the 
year was that the rate of excliange did not go down below IGd. at any tune 
during the slack season of the year. In 1900-10 a rati! holow'^ l6d. continued 
for the first six months of the year. In 1910-11 if. lasted from the middle of 
May to the middle of August, in 1911-12 the full apjieared ouly for tw^o weeks 
in June, while in 1012-13 it uevi.'r fell below' 16c?. during the first nine mouths 
of the year. But contrary to past exjierience the rate w^entdown in the busy 
season ahoul the middle of March, and, as already stated, there was a failiux: to 
sell the full amount of the regular allotment of Council Bills on tw'o 
Wednesdays in March 1913, and the Secretary of State was obliged to fix 
as the minimum for the sales of the last tw o weeks oJ’ March. At this time 
the rates of discount of the Banks of Bengal and Bombay w ere 7 and 8 jier cent, 
respective!) and the combination of so low a rate of exchange with 7 and 8 
per cent. Bank rale is considered very abnormal. 


12. The fall in the demands for Council Bills and in the rate of exchange Expiaimtion of low 
in March is no doubt unusual and the main exjdanatiou must be sought in the Bxohongo 

conditions of trade at the time. To some extent, no doubt, the Exchange Banks 
W’oro obliged to restrict transfers of their home balances to India at a time 
when the hank rate in England w as specially high as the result of the Balkan War, 
but, as regards the combination of a high bank rate in India wfith a low demand 
for remittances from England, it may be mentioned that the Presidency 
Banks in India arc not allowed to deal in foreign exchanges as they have no 
direct access to the London market, and, broadly speaking, the main function 
of the Presidency Banks is to finance the internal trade of the country, while 
the Exchange lianks fiiuuieo thi! lort‘ign trade at the seaport towns. A slack- 
ness in the deuiaud for foreign funds is not therefore wholly inconsistent w'ith 
active employment of local capital in India. In considering this subject the

The above table shows that while in cacdi of the (hr(«.‘ months the value of the 
imports has shown steady improA'cment over jna'vious cornjspondiug acl uals, 
in the cas<* of the evj)orts there was a substantial improveiinent in .lanuary, 
but in February (he value of the ti*ade was about tin- same as in l'\d)ruary 
19L2, while in March there was a heavy decline of about 2 - 3 - crores. Coiujiaving 
the totals for 1912*13 with those for 1911-12 tl»e exports inere.ised by 1'35 
crores only while the increa.st' of imports amounted to no less tlian 7’71 crores. 
Thus the net exports were 6'39 crores less, and of this diminution 514 crores 
occurred in March. In that month there was aii increase in the imjjort. trade 
of about 3 crores under yarns and textile fabrics and other articles classed as 
“ wholly or mainly manufactured, ” while under ex])orts rice, Hour and opium 
were less by about | a crorcj each and barley, grain and othm* grains and pulse 
taken together by over a erore. 'fliis combination of a falling off in exports 
and increase in imports at the same time is no doubt tlio chief explanation of 
the untLsual feature of the sterling exebange in Mareb lt)13. The high bank 
rate in India at that [Kiriod was partly due to the lock-up of J'unds in cotton 
in Bombay referred to in paragraph 2 above.

II— TREASURY BALANCES AND PAYMENl' OF’ COUNCIL BILLS. 

13. Statement I gives the ^usual details of the cash balances in the Govern- 
ment treasuries on the first of each month. The year o])ened with a balance 
on 1st April of 18,42 lakhs, whicli is the balance just sufficient to meet the 
normal requirements of the Indian treasuries, till therujioe loan of the year is 
raised in July. The balances increased considerably from mouth to month, and 
the clo.sing balance on 31st March 1913 exceeded the normal opening balanoo 
on 1 st April 1912 by the large amount^ of J 0 | crores. Tliis mcreas«; in the 
Treasury bslanocs in India lias been the subject of much adverse criticism, and the 
GoAer'nment has been accused of increasing the stringency in tin- money market 
in India by taking off (he market, and thereby swelling the Reserve Treasury 
balances, funds Which were not required for iinmediute expemliture. It isnocos- 
sary to exjdaiu, in the first place, tliat the large inenase in the cash balances in 
India in the year 1912-13 is explained entirely by a transfer from the Home 
Treasury balances of Government in England to the ileserve Treasury balances in 
India, through the operations for purchase and adjustment of silver for new*^ coin- 
age. The increase of 10^ crores in the Indian balances corresponds exactly to 
the price paid for silver (417,000,000) purchased in L'ngland for coinage in the 
Indian minks. The 2 >rice of tlic silver purchasisd for coinag • w as paid in England 
from the Home Treasury balances, and eonscipieiuly tlic proceeds of I in* coinage 
in India should be credited in the treasury accounts to the extent of the price 
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paid. The exact procedure foUowed was this. On receipt of intimation from 
the Secretary of -State of the shipment of any consignment of silver or in some 
cases, on the delivery of the silver in the mints in India, the price of the 
silver was paid in India from the currency reserve to the reserve treasury 
and the silver treated as part of the currency reserve. On the coinage of 
the silver into rujpees, the amount already paid from the currency reserve was 
replaced and the difference representing the profits on coinage made over to 
the Gold Standard Reserve. 

Under the procedure described above, the result of the purchase of silver 
in England out of funds supplied from the llome Treasury balances, was to 
reduce those balances by a corresponding increase in tlie Indian balances, and 
the increase was obtained by a transfer from the currency reserve to the 
reserve treasury and not by the withdrawal of funds from circulation in 
India. The following amounts ivcre transferred from the currency reserve to 
the reserve treasury in this way in the several months of the year : —

Thus, during the busy season of tbc year 1912*13 there were substantial 
increases in the balances with the Presidency Banks. 

16. This does not answer the question why the surjdus balances in the 
reserve treasuries in India could not have been lent out in India, as they 
would have been lent out in England had they remained there. The answer 
to this question is that there were no applications for such loans, probably 
because the existing rules as regards such loans do not encourage applications. 

16. Paragraph 10 of this report deals with the drawings of the Secretary 
of State in London, but the figures entered in the tables in paragraph 2 reprint 
amounts paid in India. The drawings in London and the payments in India in 
any month do not agree, as the bills issued in London cannot be presented for pay- 
ment in India till more than a fortnight after their issue, and, therefore, some 
bills remain unpaid at the end of the month in which they are drawn, and the 
amount thus outstanding varies from montli to month. The sum of 38,83 
lakhs paid on account of Council Bills in the year was met wholly from 
treasury balances against 37,19 lakhs so met in the preceding year, and the 
payments were distnbuted as follows among the three Presidency towns :

III.— CURRENCY RESERVES AND THE FINANCING OF INTERNAL 

TRADE. 

18. Stai.emen( II shows the distribution of tho Currency Reserve of Ourrenoy itescrre. 
coin month by month throughout tho year. Tho opening balance of gold for 
the year stood at the high figure of 23'33 crores, hut the rupee balance was 
16 '40 crores only. This balance was unduly low in view of the various trade 
requirements and the high volume of the note circulation, and frequent and 
costly movements of rupees were required. As a result, the resource work Avas 
done under considerable jircssure throughout the^year. 

The net issiurs of rupees during the hasy season in each circle are shown 
in the statement in paragraph 2() below. Those net issues amounted to 32*12 
crores and were exclusive of the amounts met from local revenue collections. 

"While heavy demands for trade occur in some provinces surplus revenue 
accumulates in others and to economise the coin balances, and to reduce to a 
minimum tho coinage of new rupces,,tho surplus is withdrawn to trade centres 
as quickly as possible. To meet the crores issued from the currency 
offices at different seasons the surpluses available were as follows : —

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Thus against about 32^ crores to be supplied from the currency re^rres 
about 21^ crores were available by surolus collections in India leaving a 
deficiency of about llj crores. This deficiency had to be met by coinage of 
new rupees and the not amount added to the Currency Resorre during the 
year by such coinage was just about 12^ crores. The balance remained in the 
Currency Reserve where the balances increased during the year from 16,40 
to 16,46 lakhs. 

19. Zot weather : April to June . — In the throe months April to June 
1912 about 6 crores in silver were required for the spring crops in Northern 
India and about 1^ crores for cotton and groundnut in M^ras, and coin remit- 
tances in aid wore required from other circles to the extent of crores 
in Cawnpore, If crores in Lahore and 1,60 lakhs in Madras. Gold is used 
largely for financing the trade in Northern India, and a remittance of over 4 
crores was also sent in sovoreigns from Bombay for this purpose, made up 
of 3,33 lakhs to the Lahore Circle and 76 lakhs to Cawnpore. 

On the whole, the witbdraAvals from circulation in Calcutta, Bombay and 
Rangoon proved just sufficient to meet the demands, and the balance of rupees 
in the Reserve on 30th June was 15,41 lakhs against 15,40 on Ist April. 

The issue of gold in the quarter exceeded 6 crores, but the imports far 
exceeded the issues and there was an increase in the stock in the three months 
from 23,33 to 26,08 lakhs. 

Maim : July to October : — With an opening balance in ruixjes of 16,41 
lakhs on 1st July the abnormal demand for tlie Bengal jute crop of 12,70 
lakhs had to be met from July to October and every available rupee was 
withdrawn to Calcutta at considerable expense. The remittances brought to 
Calcutta during this season were —

Even these heavy remittances did not supply the demands in full and 
Government tvere obliged to undertake new coinage in September. The 
amount received by new coinage in the two months September and October 
w'as 2^ crores. Even with this, it vi^as necessary to draw upon the opening 
balance to the extent of over 3 crores and the rupee balance in the Currency 
Reserve on Slst October came down from 15,41 to 12,37 lakhs — a very low 
balance for this season of the year. 

Gold is not taken for financing the internal trade in jute and the accession 
of gold in the Currency Reserve by import during the jute season was 
about 6f crores, ^Igainst (his 2,81 lakhs were sent to England in October and 
about two crores issued to the public in Northern India and Bombay, 
so tliat the stock of gold increased from 26,08 to 27,46 lakhs. Luring this period 
a remittance in gold of 75 lakhs was made from Bombay to Cawnpore. 

Cold weafhet' : November to Marchx: — With the close of the jute season in 
October begins the season for cotton, seeds and wheat in Northern and South- 
ern India, which is followed by (he end of December by ihe rice trade in 
Burma. The last liv<j months of the year from November to March is thus a 
period of active trade over a large area and the demands for accommodation are 
very heavy. In November and December the revenue collections are com- 
paratively i small and consequently there is a heavy drain on the currency 
reserve '‘of* rux)ees. • But’ from , January to March the drain is accompanied 
by largo I' revenue receipts so that the net reduction of the cm*rency reserve 
of rupe(fe;is not great. 

Every circle of currency had been denuded of its available xupoos to meet 
the denoMhds of the jute trade, and it was therefore necessary to make considerable 

ofc.Ii; 
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remittances to the trade centres from the proceeds of new coinage which contin- 
ued to the end of March. The requirements at Bombay were supplied wholly 
from the coinage at the Bombay mint and the following remittances were 
made in the last five months of the year from Calcutta and Bombay mainly 
out of the new silver coinage ; —

The amount received by new coinage was about 4^ crores in November and 
December and 5| crores from January to March. In spite of the addition of 
4^ crores by new coinage the balance of rupees in the Currency Iteservc wont 
down from 1 2,37 lakhs at the end of October to 11,80 at the end of December. 

In the second period from January to March the large revenue collections 
caused a surplus, and there was a net addition to the Reserve of (16,45 — 11,80) 

4,65 lakhs in the last three months. 

The issues of gold in November and December were heavy, and in spite 
of the usual imports the stock decreased, but in January the imports were 
unusually heavy, and in the last tlirec months the imports eibeeded the issues j 
thus in spite of a remittance from Bombay to England of 68 lakhs the 
stock M'as raised by over 2^ crores. In the five months from November to 
March the receipts by import were 11^ crores, the issues to the public about 8 
crores and the remittance to England 76 lakhs — tiic increase in stock being 
just a little below two crores. 

The important remittances in gold during the period were 1,65 lakhs 
from Bombay to Cawnpore, 1,80 lakhs from Bombay to Lahore, 1,50 lakhs 
from Bombay to Madras and 45 lakhs from Bombay to Karachi. 

The year closed with a stock in the currency reserve in India of 16'45 
crores in silver, 29*38 crores in gold, being increases dm*ing the year of 1*05 
crores in rupees and 6 05 crores in gold. 

20. In the foregoing paragraphs it has been shown that to finance the foreign Oenwai summary 
trade of the country in 1912-13 funds were imported by moans of Council 
Bills to the extent of 38*83 crores and sovereigns to the value of 26*43 crores. 

Council Bills are paid directly from treasury balances at the three Presi- 
dency towns, and the treasury balances were sufidciently high in the year 
to admit of all the payments being met without any special assistance from the 
Currency or tlu! Gold Standard Jlcsorve. But it is necessary to concentrate the 
surplus treasury balances at Presidency towns tq meet the payment, and. the 
extent of the inter-proviiicial movements of funds necessary to secure this object 
has been exhibited in the table in paragraph 17. Council Bills are paid in 
the first place citber by means of book credit or in currency notes, and 
thus pass immediately into the banks’ stores of value. In the same way, 
imj)ortcd sovereigns mostly find their way into the currency offices and 
currency notes issued in (ixchangc {y*e lodged with the banks as store of 
value. The stores of value at the Presidency towns are remitted to the 
districts iu payment for articles of export, aud silver or gold, according to 
requirements, is taKou iu cxclmugo for the notes. The payments made for 
articles of exports partly come hack into banking centres in payments for 
foreign imports and partly into Government treasuries on account of revenue, 

The effect of these various exchanges of currency on the currency reserve of 
gold and silver is rcAdewed above in pai*agnij)h 18, and the review shows that 
the demand for rupees exceeded the receipts by about 11^ crores, and it was 
necessary to suj^ply this excess by resorting to new coinage. As regards gold 
the demands were heavy, but the imports from abroad wore heavier still, and 
out of about 21^ crores received into the currency offices about 15^ crores were 
absorbed leaving about 6 crores as an increase in the stock in India.

21. It is now necessary to examine the total increase in the circulation as a 
whole as the result of the trade of the year. In the three years from 1909-10 
to 1911-12 the average annual addition to the currency was 21*72 crores. 
Eor 1912-13 the total came to 24‘52 crores made up as follows : —

Now rupees coined. 22. As already stated, £7,000,000 worth of silver was purchased in the 
year for coinage into rupees. The average price paid was 28 gC?. per ounce 
British standard ^^th fine. The outturn at the Indian mints in tolas Indian 
standard |^th fine was 15 85 crores of which 4 90 crores were paid to the Gold 
Standard Reserve and the remainder 10'95 crore.s to the treasury and currency. 
Of the 4'90 crores paid to the Gold Standard Reserve 1*80 crores were transferr^ 
to the currency reserve, in exchange for gold thus making the total addition 
to rupees on account of new coinage 10 95 -1-180=12'75 crores. The 'vithdrawal 
of uncurrent rupees in the mints amounted to 3 40 crores, of which only 2 92 
crores were re-coined into rupees and the net addition to tho rupee currency 
W'as therefore (12‘75-f-2’92 — 3'40) 12*27 crores. 


The sum of 3*40 crores on account of uncurrent rupees wiihdrami from 
circulation during tho year, included HI, 0512 lakhs tendered liy a Native 
State at tho Calcuttji mint. This tender of uncurrent rupees came out of 
hoards, and the State instead of taking the whole outturn in rupees took only 
25 lakhs in rupees and the remainder as follows : —

Thus, about 80 lakhs in hoards wore replaced partly by gold and partly by 
currency notes on account of the Native Sl&to. 

Tenaor of imported 23. According to the tabic in jmragraph 2 tho not imports of sovereigns on 
private account in tho year under report amounted to 26*43 crores. ^ this 
amount about 25*15 crores net w'cro tendered into tho currency offices in 
exchange for notes or transfers, and about 1*28 crores absorbed direct without 
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passing through the Government treasuries or currency offices. !From 25*16 
crores received by Government about 3*68 crores yvere remitted to England as 
already explained in paragraph 8, and of the amount so remitted 2*40 crores 
vrere again taken into the currency chest in the Bank of England. Thus 
(21*67+2*40) 23*97 crores were taken as an effective addition to the currency 
circulation in India. 

24. Gold of the value of about 1,28 lakhs not tendered to Government is Proportion of 
believed to he either shield sovereigns or yellow sovereigns marked on the 

reverse with a large AUSTRALIA for which a premium is offered in the bazar. Mints. * * 

Doubts have been expressed whether such large amounts of shield sovereigns 
are really procurable. The subject is not of much practical importance, because 
even if the major portion of the imports not tendered to Government does not 
represent shield sovereigns specially used for jewellery there is nothing improb- 
able in the assumption that a portion of the imports in current w'eight sovereigns 
were directly passed from the Banks for use cither as currency or as ornaments. 

The subject of the proportion of shield sovereigns in light weight coins has, 
however, been specially examined. There is no doubt that the large imports 
by the Exchange Banks contain a few shield sovereigns, for many such nave 
found their way into the mints. In Eebruary 1912 a lakh of light weight 
sovereigns packed for remittance to England were specially shroffed in the 
Bombay mint and 839 shield and 112 yellow coloured Australian sovereigns 
were found in the consignment. Between March and June 1912, 20,861 shield 
sovereigns found in a stock of light weight sovereigns of about £1,000,000 were 
actually separated at the Bombay mint. These two examinations show a 
percentage of nearly 1*3. The shields are in such request in the bazar that the 
Exchange Banks are prepared to pay Government par value for light weight 
coin and also the expenses of shroffing. I am also informed by a well- 
known bullion merchant in Bombay that Bombay imported £80,000 in shield 
sovereigns in the year 1912-13. This, I understand, was a special consignment 
apart from amounts found in large remittances for tender at the currency offices. 

On the whole, it is not unlikely that shield sovereigns formed a substantial 
proportion of those not tendered to Government. 

25. Tlie net addition to currency being w*orked out as above at 24*52 Ah»arption of 

crores, it now remains to distribute this total circulation under the different 
denominations of currency. This is done in the following table **

The important features of the abovft statements, and the inferences to be 
drawn therefrom are : — 

{!) The regular ebb and flow of the rupee circulation : absorption in the 
busy season and return in the slaek. This indicates the absolutely free 
circulation of the rupee throughout India for every purpose. 

(2) The regular ebb and flow^ (save in the Itangoon circle and in one 
season in each of the Madras and Cawnpore circles) of the note circulation 
conversely to that of the mpee circulation. The cause of this is explained in 
detail in paragraph 48 below. Briefly it is that rupees, when wanted for 
circulation, are obtained from currency offices by the presentation of notes, 
p,nd, when returned from circulation, arc paid back to currency for notes ip 
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wbidi form bank balances are kept. The converse movement in the 
Rangoon circle, however, indicates a real use of notes in substitution for coin 
in the financing of the rice trade, and it may be inferred that in other circles 
notes are not used largely in the purchase of crops. 

(3) The regular issue of gold in smaU quantities in busy and slack seasons 
alike in most circles. 

This seems to represent the normal flow of gold when it is used for the 
domestic needs of the well-to-do and enlightened portion of the community and 
not in the financing of any important crop. 

(4) Tlie very considerable variations, from this regular outflow of gold, in 
the Punjab and, to a smaller extent, in the Bombay and Cawnpore circles. In 
these circles there were issues in the busy season considerably in excess of, and, 
in the slack season, an issue in Bombay and Cawnpore much below, what may 
be called the “ normal issue for domestic needs,” or oven, in the Punjab, an 
actual return. The.se variations from this “normal issue for domestic needs” 
undoubtedly indicate the use of gold in the purchase of important crops, and 
the return to the treasury of a jwrtion of the gold so used. 

(5) 'I’hc total column ituUcates roughly the ])rospcrity of the various 
circles, coupled with the habit of withdrawing coin or notes from circulation. 
Thus the considerable absorption in the Calcutta and Lahore circles was un- 
doubtedly due to the excellence of the crops in those areas, and to a lack of 
desire, probably greater in the Calcutta than in the Lahore circle, to use to 
the full the money obtained therefor. The large absorption in the Rangoon 
and Cawnpore circles followed on good crops in those areas, while the smaller 
absorption in Bombay was undoubtedly due to the season having been less 
prosperous there than in other parts of India, coupled probably with a more 
general use of money for the purchase ol‘ household commodities — a higher 
standard of comfort — or for investment. 

Other details worthy of remark are : — * 

(*) The overwhelming importance of the jute season as regards the net 
issue and absorption of rupees — over 40 per cent, of each were in 
connection with jute. 

(ii) I he net issues of gold in busy seasons exceeded those of silver in the 
Punjab, in the Bombay circle they were nearly a half, and in the 
Cawnjjorc circle nearly a third. 

(iu) The total absorption of gold w'as 40 per cent, in excess of that of 
silver. 


V.— RESOITRCE OPERATIONS AND MOVEMENT OF FUNDS.

It is neetjssary here to explain tlic proce.s.s(5s and agencies by 
which this distribution is elfeetcd. As previously explaincfl (paragraph 21), 
the total incre.'tse in circulation u^as made up originally of 23*97 erores of gold 
and 55 lakhs out of the new coinage of 10*39 croros of rupees which passed 
into circulation, the remainder having gone tosAAell treasury h.ilances. Govern- 
ment paid at the Presidency towns 38*83 croros on account of Council Bills out 
of collections of surplus revenue and other funds in the several Provincos. Thus 
the tJovernment supplied the trade originally at the Presidency towns with the 
large amount of 03*98 erores made up of 38*83 Council Bills and 25*15, the value 
of notes issued in exchange for the gold pre.sented. To as-sist the trade in 
transferring funds from the Presidency towns to the interior. Government 
grant telegraphic transfers to the hanks at a nominal charge between head 
offices of Currency Circles. Universal notes also furnish a means of remitting 
funds from one circle to another. Supply bills and telegraphic transfers are also 
granted between treasuries according to Government requirements. Telegraphic 
tiransfors are used largely, and as they and supply bills and universe not^ 
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are payable in coin at the option of the payee, almost the whole burden 
of coin remittances for trade purposes ultimately falls on Government. Coin 
remittances through private agencies are made largely to centres where there 
are no currency offices, but in the case of inter-provincial remittances Govern- 
ment practically undertake the whole burden of the morements of coin to 
currency centres. For instance, in the case of the Bengal jute trade, the 
remittances to the jute centres at Dacca, Narainganj, Sirajganj and other 
places in Eastern Bengal are made through private agency, Government 
supplying the coin at the currency office in Calcutta. In the same way the 
coin requirements for the North India trades are mostly supplied by Government 
at Cawnpore and Lahore, it being left to the trade to make its oivn arrangements 
to move funds from the currency centres to the interior. 'J'heso arrangements, 
however, very frequently take the form of transfers through Government on 
district treasuries. 

The processes and agencies for distribution of funds among trade centres 
are therefore considered under the following heads : — 

1. Transfers of universal currency notes. 

2. Inter-provincial transfers through Government. 

3. Transfers through Government within Provinces. 

4. Government remittances of coin between Provinces. 

5. Bemittances of coin on private account. 

28. The transfer of universal notes from one circle of currency to another Traiwfer of 
through private agency cannot he ascertained even approximately, hut the 
encashment oi' these notes in a foreign circle gives some idea of the value of 
notes used for remittance purposes. The magnitude of the encashment in 
1912*13 is dealt Avith in paragraph 5G below. The total encashments in 
1912-13 amounted to 17'93 crores against 14*47 crores in 1911-12 and there is 
no doubt that currency notes are being used to a larger extent for traile remit- 
tances. It cannot he the case that all or even most of tiie notes remitted to 
a foreign circle are presen led for encashment and th(i figures here giveji must 
represent, a ])art only of the busijicss done in the form of currency note remit- 
tances. The remittances as represented by encashments in foreign circles 
were as follows in 1912-13 : —

It is Avorthy of note that according to the above figures the net movement 
in 1911-1 2 has been reversed in every ease in the yeai* under report. In the 
former year Calcutta and Bombay obtained funds withdraAvn from Northern 
India, Madras and Rangoon. In 1912-13 Northern India, Madras and Ran- 
goon obtained remittances apparently from Calcuttjx and Bombay.

Thus larger remittances had to be made both in notes (see preceding 
paragraph) and by transfers to Northern India and Burma, and the supplira 
came naturally from Boml)ay vvlicre the gold imports and Council Bills were 
received in large amounts. The gross figures of the remittances are notice 
below. 

— Bombay received for remittance to other provinces 27^ crores 
while it paid 2f crores on account of hills and transfers drawn by other 
provinces. The payments included 1 crore supply bills drawn by the Punjab

Calcutta in redistribution of the Exchange Bank balances among Presidency 
towns, i- crore transfers drawn on Karachi by Calcutta, and f crore drawn 
by Madras and the United Provinces in the shape of bank transfers and 
supply bills.

Madra.s. Rangoon returned in its slack .season about a crore only, of which 
more than three-fourths wont to Calcutta and less than a quarter to Madras.

In Bombay the diPFcrcnces occurred chiefly under currency transfers between 
Boml)ay and Karachi and under transfer throtigb the Presidency Banks in 
districts. The increase in the currency transfers aa as due to groAA’th of business 
at Karachi. As regards Presidency Bank ti’ausfers, the Boanbay Bank had 
larger surpluses to spare at its branches in tlie first quarter of 1912-13 and in 
the last quarter of 1911-12, and simultaneously iliere Avas an increased demand 
for f Linds at Govomment treasuries for loans and advances to cultivators in 
connection with the failure of rains fh 1911. Acrcordingly transfers were 
arranged by ojiposite payment to the Bank at Bombay. 

In Madras tlie fallijig-off occurs chiefly in the requirements of the cotton 
trade. The demands for bills and telegraphic transfers on Bellary were about 
40 laklis less than in 1911-12, and the requiremi'nis of the Bank of Madras in the 
Circars (Guntur, Godavari and Kistna) and at Tuticorin dropped by 42 lakhs 
and 23 lakhs respectively. 


The dimiuution in the transfers in Burma is attributed to stocks of paddy 
having been hold uj) for better prices.

The important movements take plaee as currency remittances, and have 
already been described in paragraph 19. Tlio main reason of the large 
increase in the magnitude of the remittances was the low balance of rupees with 
which tlie treasuries and currency oflices wtu'c norked during the year, the 
result being considerable remittances in ojipositc directions at different seasons 
of the year. 

Remittances of gold are made almost invariably from Bombay, whicJi 
receives the bulk ol the imjiorts, and rofjuire iio special reiuai'k except that 
United Provinces and the Punjab took about crores worth against about 
6 crores in 1911-12 and Rangoon had no remittjiiices from India, the demands 
being supplied ])art.ly Irom balances andpai'tly from diretd im2)ortsof sovereigns 
from the Straits Settlements. 


32. To ascertain these remittances, we de])end entirely on the returns of 
rapway goods traffic, but exj)ox’ience sliows that the figures are not 
suitable for our purposes. After deducting from the total nmiittances of silver 
coin as given in these returns the Government remittances likely to have been 
included in them, the remittanf^s on private account are obtained as follows : —

33. Tlie most imjwrtant movement of rupees through private agentg^ takes 
place in connection with the jute trade in Bengal. Mo.st of the funds required 
are drawn from the Calcutta ciu-rency office in exchange for notes and^ they 
are then sent to the trade centres in Eastern Bengal.

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In addition to the 12’93 crores supplied from the Calcutta currency office 
in 1912-13 a sum of about 1-J_ crores was obtained by means of bills and 
telegraphic transfers on the district treasuries. The approximate value 
of the outturn of jute during the year has been calculated at about 66 
orores, and of this over 26 per cent, had to be financed by means of funds 
obtained through Government.

Allowing for variations duo to want of oiact correspondence between currency 
circles and provincial areas and also for necessary difTerenccs in the remit- 
tances of foreign circle notes, the agreement between the compilations by the 
two methods is fairly chrso and the absorption of currency in each province 
fits in fairly with the movements of trade. 

VI.— Gold Circulation. 

36. The year 1911-12 was a record year as regards the gross import of importiotgoM. 
sovereigns vrhich amounted to 27'51 crores. In 1912-13 the imports were 
nearly as high, having been 26 69 crores (Statement V). Of this total import 
25*41 crores passed through currei\cy offices and the difference of 1*28 between 
the figures as obtained from trade statistics and those supplied by currency 
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oflRces is believed to represent shield sovereigns or other sovereigns of earlier 
coinage in special favour with the people for use as ornaments. Paragraph 24 
gives further particulars regarding the import of such sovereigns. 

rption of gold. , 317 Statement VI gives the figures of absorption of sovereigns in the 

year distributed among the provinces. The total absorption in 1912*13 
(£10,245,000) was more than a third in excess of that in 1911-12 (£7,600,000) 
there having been an increase in every province. In the Punjab the increase 
was about 60 per cent., in the United Provinces about 60 per cent., in 
Bengal and Burma it was also al)out 60 per cent., while in Bombay it wm only 
about 14 per cent., and in Madras the figures were practically the same in the 
two years. Of the total of £10,245,000, Punjab took by far the largest amount, 
namely, £3,372,000, next in order comes Bombay, United Provinces and Madras 
uitb £1,658,000, £1,616,000 and £1,571,000, respoctivedy. The absorption in 
Ind’a and Bengal figure, £1,090,000, was large, but deducting from it tlie 
special issue to a Native State of 50 lakhs mentioned in paragraph 22 the 
balance was £756,700 agaiu'^t £677,000 in 1911-12. Burma absorbed £814,000 
in 1912-13 against £573,000 in 1911-12. 

Wityofthe 38. In view of <bc importance of the subject special enquiries as to the 
exact use of soverengns issued at Government treasuries and currency offices 
have been continued in all the provinces and the subject is receiving close 
attention from the Account and Currency officers concerned. Extracts from, 
or summaries of, the reports l»y these officers arc rcproduc(Hl below and acknow- 
ledgments are due to Mr. Brigstockc, wbo.se report from Bombay, following on 
bis equally thorough report from Lahore last year, indicates his great interest 
in this branch of economic enquiry.

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The whole of the treasuries in Bengal absorbed less than £59,000. It is 
stated that what gold is absorbed is used chiefly for melting and to a certain 
extent for hoarding purposes. Some is taken out of the country by pilgrims 
going to Mecca. 

The absorption in Assam, Bihar and Orissa and the Central Provinces is 
still very small. 

Central Provinces . — The large increase in the net total issues during the 
year under report was aseribed by all district officers to the rapidly increasing 
popularity of the sovereign throughout the province. In several districts it 
had the effect of partly reducing the demand for currency notes, tlie reason 
ascribed in one district (Akola) being that foreign merchants, who arrive 
fluring the harvest season, find it more convenient to return with their cash in 
sovereigns in preference to currency notes, for the encashment of which dis- 
count has sometimes to bo paid. Gold was not used for financing crops in 
these Provinces, practically all payments being made in silver. The majority 
of the district ofiScers expressed the opinion that sovereigns are not used for 
ornaments, nor hoarded to any appreciable extent. 

Assam. — Two-thirds of the increase of absorption in the year under report 
was in Shillong. 

Bihar and Orissa . — While the issues remained almost stationary as com- 
pared with the previous year, the receipts nearly doubled. One use of gold, 
which is brought to notice, is for making presents on marriage or other similar 
occasions as, e.g., when sending “ Tilak,” i.e.) advance payment to bridegrooms. 

In the other provinces the absorption was much larger and merits more 
detailed consideration. The i*cmarks in the local currency reports are quoted, 
therefore, practically in full.

The absorjition of the year under rejtm't shows .an increase of £211 ,S-1.0 or 42 per cent, over 
the previous year's absorption, and was at its highest during the last quarter of the year, 
during the rice season, which may possibly be due to gold having been used to a small 
extent for the purchase of jtaddy. 

Gold as currency — The issues of gold at the Rangoon currency office during the first 
three quarters of the year were mostly to Chetties, and more tlian half the issues of gold from 
the currency office were in sums of £50 and under. • 

It is reported that the greater jioHion of the gold issued in the districts is melted down 
and cotiverted into ornaments and jewellery, and is not likely to return to circulation, but 
against this ojunion may be set tho fact that a sum of £18,536.^ in gold was received by the 
district treasuries outaihe Rangoon during the year. It is true that this is only 7-04 per 
cent, of the issues at these treasuries, but it seems to show that gold is to a small extent finding 
its way into circulation. 

United Provinces. 

Popularity of the sovereign— a view to obtain as much first hand detailed information 
as possible in regard to the actual circulation of gold, a circular was addressed to all treasury 
officers enquiring as to the exact nature of the rceeipis and payments of which gold formed a 
part. Their replies constitute a large mass of evidence which is almost unanimous in declaring 
that the popularity of the sovereign as cun-ency is on tho increase. Tho Treasury Officer, 
Bulandshahr, reports that the extraordinary increase in his district is mainlv due to the fact that 
owing to the discount on the ifahajani I fundi being high in Calcutta and Bombay last year, 
the traders generally took payment of their dues in sovereigns instead of in Hundi and 
the coins so received \vere subsequently handed over mostly to the agricultural class in purchas- 
ing cotton, grain, etc., who in their turn paid them into tho treasury in payment of 
Government dues. 
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The Agent, Bank of Bengal, Cawnpore, asoribes the large issues and receipts of gold to 
greater prosperity of the people and the consequent freer currency of gold and says that 
it is questionable whether this free currency will remain in evidence during seasons of 
bad harvests. The Treasury Officer, Etah, says that the people in^ general like to keep the 
money in gold instead of in notes, and that on account of its portability, the export merobants 
made payment in gold which was in turn paid to Government. 

Gold as currency, — Much of the gold coin issued necessarily comes back to the treasuries 
and the fact that over 15 lakhs worth sovereigns were received back and remitted by the sub- 
treasuries against lakhs of the previous year tends to show that the circulation of the 
sovereign is spreading from head-quarters to tahsils, and that the agricultural population also 
are gradually coming to look upon the use of sovereign as currency with favour, since the 
receipts in the sub-treasuries are payments by the people and indicate the composition of the 
currency they handle. 

The circulation of gold does not appear to have penetrated yet to any appreciable 
extent to the villages, as payment for crops are still for the most part demanded in silver. 
This is proved by the fact that Messrs. Ralli Brothers and other European firms, who 
practically have the monopoly of the export trade, prefer silver to gold and make all their 
purchases in silver.*^ 4fbe general conclusion to be drawn appears to be that gold is passing 
more and more into circulation in these provinces, though not to the same extent as in the 
Punjab. 

Use to which Sovereigns are put. — The popularity of the sovereign is ascribed to be due 
to its portability and the readiness with which it can be exchanged. In the bazars discount is 
generally charged for every note that is casliod, hut not for a sovereign on account of 
its intrinsic value. This is not unlikely so far as notes of denominations higher than ten are 
concerned, but the large increase iu the circulation of Rs. 5 and Rs. 10 notes at the same time 
show that such replaoeinent, if it has taken place as regards small value notes also, is not on a 
considerable scale. Traders now prefer to keep their reserve in gold. If seems ])robahle that 
gold is replacing both silver nnd notes for purposes of hoarding. There is no evidence that 
a large quantity of sovereigns goes into the melting pot in these provinces.

The net issues in gold from the Currenpy and the Treasury during the year amounted 
to £3,01 9, OOd and £432,000 res])ectively giving a total of £3,451,000. Out of this 
£3,451,000, £1,217,000 were issued in payment of currency telegraphic transfers including 
£95,000 paid from the Delhi Currency Chesff. 

The replies received by me to refenmccs made to the leading firms, banks, etc., in the 
Province and to the Chambers of Commerce at Delhi and Karachi confirm the view that the 
circulation of gold is daily increasing, especially in the Punjab. 

The Punjab Chambers of Commerce staled that the C'ominittee had no doubt that the 
use of gold was daily becoming more popular with the natives of India and circulated freely 
in the bazar* 

* It Is that cause and effect have been mixed up here, fur in the Punjab and in Boiiibaj the 

experience has been that large buyers of crops can pay in gold, but that the European firms osaullj prefer to 
handle silver. 

t'l^his province is much the most important in respect of gold circulatioo, but ibis report b oomparativelj 
brief because the corresponding report last year was very elaborate. 
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The Karachi Chamber of Commerce replied that in the experience of the Committee 
of this Chamber, the circulation of sovereigns was still increasing and the coins wore 
becoming more popular, especially in the Punjab. 

The principal European export firms in the Province do not use gold for tho reasons 
stated in last year’s report, viz., the risk incurred in the transport of gold by rail whereas the 
Indian firms prefer gold. 

Madras. 

Gold coins were issued daring 1911-12 and 1912-13 from the Currency Office to the 
extent of £968,034 and £925,359 respectively. The issues in amounts of £100 and over fell 
from £861,000 to £794,260, while those in smaller amounts rose from £107,034 to £131,094. 
The falling off in the former is more than accounted for by a falling ofP in the requirements 
of the Bank of Madras for its branches on the West Coast. The requirements of these 
branches to meet trade detnands during the busy season, are met almost wholly by remittances 
of sovereigns from Madras, indicating that the demand for gold in the.se parts is still active, 
and tho decrease in the remittances from Madras as compared with the previous year is 
believed not to have resulted from any decinasc in the demand for sovereigns but from a 
decrease in the total trade requirements of the year. At the end of the busy season a consi- 
derable quantity of the sovereigns comes back to the branches of the Bank, shoAving th.at gold 
is circulating in these parts to a considerable extent as currency though the large amounts 
remitted year after year may undoubtedly be taken as evidence of the fact that large 
quantities are either being hoarded as coin or arc being melted or otherwise used for the manu- 
facture of ornaments. The most important reason for a large tdrculation of gold as cuiTency 
in these parts, is undoubtedly the fact that currency notes do not circulate here to any 
appreciable extent and sovereigns are oirculatiug in place of currency notes. An important 
reason for hoardinrr is probably the special law of inheritance in force in the.se j)arts, under 
w'hich all immoveable property and investments in C5«)vernmcnt promissory notes and other 
securities devolve on the sistei's’ children while investments in gold cau be bequeathed to one’s 
own children.* 

The total amount of gold coins issued by the Bank in the year was as follows : —

As regards other parts of the Presidency, it appears to be clear that considerable 
quantities are imported into the interior to finance trade, and these pass from liand to hand 
for the time being until they reach the substantial cultivator, landholder, or other citizen who 
hoards or melts them and thus they never come back into circulation. 

Bombay. 

The issues of gold during 1912-13 from the currency offices at Bombay and Karachi in Issues to 
what may he called the wholesale transactions in gold were £2,757,000 against £1,9(57,000 in 
]y] 1-12 and £1,453,000 in 1910-11. This steady increase in the ‘‘ Issue-s to tbe public’' 
shows that gold coins are growing in popularity and are being used for remittance and other 
purjioses more freely. Here again we have an increase of fU per cent, over the ligures of 
1910*11 and of over 40 per cent, on the figures for 191 1-12. Taken by itself this increase 
does not necessarily imply that sovereigns are being more freely used as currciiiiy. To 
ascertain how far these coins go to form the ordinary circulating medium of tho country we 
shall have to examine the receipts from the jiuhlic both at the currency ciflices and at 
district treasuries. Of the £3,110,l<'0 issiuxl from the currency office in lt>12-13 (including 
£853.100 issued for export by sea) £2,759,500 were issued at Bombay and only 1350,900 at 
Karachi. Tbo total issues to the ])ublic fi urn* the Karachi curroncA' office in 19 11 -12 had 
amounted to £153,600 and comjiare as follows Avith those in 1912-13 : —

It will be seen that the issues for reiuittauces to the Cculral Provinoos auJ Bcrar, and the 
Southern Muhmtta Country were lar<^er in 1911-12 than in while the issues in 1911- 

12 for remittances to Khandesh and Gujarat were considerably snialler than those in 1010-11 
or 19 J 2-1 ‘1. The variation in the case of the (\mlral Provinces and llerai* was due to the 
bumper cotton crop of that jirovince in 1911-12. The large falling off in the issues to 
Gujaiut was the result of the unfavourable monsoon of 1911, which reduced the outfurn of 
the Gujarat crop to a very large extent. The variation in the case of the Southern Mahratta 
Country was due to the lateness of the cotton season of 1913 and to a reduction of the cotton 
crop of 1912 owing to excessive rainfall in some places in 1911. The cotton season in the 
Southern Mahratta Gountry begins in February or March and continues till July. Hence the 
unfavourable season of 191 1-12 affected the issues in 1912-13. 

amoDg Apart from that afEoided by statistics there is, however, also a considerable volume of 
direct evidence on record in fa>our of the view that, as in the Punjab and North-West Frontier 
Province, so also in the Boiubay Presidency and Sind and in the adjacent parts of lierar there 
is a marked and growing inclination among the cultivating class to receive payment in gold. 
The number of firms in Bombay who finance the «!otton trade is large, hut several of them 
were written to with the object ol ascertaining what was actually done wdth the gold taken 
from the Bombay currency oHiee. I quote the following from some of the replies received i — 
For our own piireha.ses of cotton up-couiitjy we always jiay cash in silver i'urrcncy, we how- 
ever receive consignments of cotton from up-country for sale here on commission and arc often 
asked by the up-country merchants to remit in gold.^^ In the majority of our purchases of 
cotton the gold is paid to the cultivators and also to middlemen that buy direct from the 
farmers ; so ultimately gold goes to farmers .... Demand from farmers and hankers of 
farmers who are,the middlemen grows rapidly in preference to silver .... The farmers 
are more inclined to sell to payers of gold.^' The cultivators readily accept and prefer gold 
coins as the cost of cotton.^' 

cUous. To obtain a clearer idea of the extent to which gold coin circulates as money in this 

Presidency it is necessary to examine what may be called the retail tmnsactions with the pablic 
sit treasuries. Statement of receipts andJssues of sovereigns at the treasuries in this Presidency 
dining the last three jTars, show a net receipt from the jmhlic of £70,589 in 1 910-1 1, a not 
issue to the public of £19^04*7 in 191 1-12 and a not receipt of £30,386^ in 1912-13. The 
gross rcceij>ts increased from £778^536 in 1910-1 J to .£1,337,1634 in 1911-12, and £1,890,601 
in 1912-13, while the issues also increased from £701,947 in 1910-11 to £1,356,810 in 1911-12 
and to £1,854,1144 in 1912-13. The total turnover increased from £1,480 millions in 1910-11 
to £2,694 in 1911-12 and to £3,744 miliums in 1912-13. In 1911-12 there was an iuorew 
of 71 ’8 cent, in the receipts from the public and of 93'3 jier cent, in the issaes to the 
public. ILs percentages of increase in 191*2-13 were 414 and 36*6 respectively. 
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It will bo tiBeful also to examine tho figures o£ the more important treasuries. The 
following table compares the transactions in 1912-13 at some of the treasuries in this Presi- 
dency with those in 1910-11 and 1911-12 The figures arc given in thousands of pounds, and 
I have selected those treasuries only at which tho receipts or issues have exceeded £20,000 in 
1912.13 —

The general Increase in the figures for 1011-12, as compared with those for 1910-11, is 
most marked, while there has also been a considerable increase in the figures for 1912-13. 

The increase* in tlu‘ total turnover is also ludiceahle, it having riseu from under £1‘3 millions in 
1910-11 to nearly £•)• 1 millions in 19 12- IS, or by over 100 per cent. Omitting the figures 
for the Bank of lloinbay iiktimiso has been from £030,000 to £1,081,000, or by nearly 
170 JKU* i!cnt. On the whole there has been a progressive increase, both in receipts and issues,- 
ill the case of nearly all the treasuries. 

The most notieeablo point in conneeiioii with the circulation of gold in the districts is the 
very large increasi* in the issues of gold at the Broach Treasury in 1912-13 compared with the 
issues of the previous years. This was dm? to an endeavour made by banks and traders to pay 
the cotton-growers in gold coin to avoid the heavy expense of taking silver coin from the Pre- 
sidency town. 

Through the courtesy of tht^ Comptroller, Central Provinces, I have been furnished with Booelptt in Ben 
Some instructive figur(?s regarding receipts in gold at the Berar treasuries in jiayment of Govern- 
ment <lues. A certain, amount of gold has found its way there from Bombay in connection 
with the* cotton crojj, and it is interesting to see whether there is any tendency to an increase 
in tli(‘ receipts at the treasuries. The figures are as follows for the first five months of the 
three calendar years : — *

These statistics relating to four treasuries only in Berar, are sufficiently eloquent testi- 
mony to the fact that all the gold issued from the Government currency offices does not 
disapiiear for evi?r into hoards. 

A reference* was made to the district and treasury officers in March last with a view to District evidm 
obtaining first-hand information of the circulation of sovereigns in their districts. The follow- 
ing extracts have been taken from their replies and serve to give a general idea of tho growing 
popularity of sovereigns and of their increased circulation in the districts : — 

Bombay ^ — The Secretary and Treasurer, Bank of Bombay, Bombay observes as follows : — 

A very large proportion of the receipts and issues of sovereigns at this office are connected 
with transactions on Government account with the Bank. 
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The following are the figares relating to snch transaotionfi for the year 1918-18 : —

“ In addition^ the Bank received on ite own account £300,016 and issued £363,2B94| so 
that the total receipts were 1,000,013^ and the total issues £700,070 Practically, the whole 
of the issues on Bank account were made to firms who forwarded the Bovoreigns up-country for 
the purpose of buying produce, principally cotton. The sovereigns so issuc'd were partly given in 
payment of cheques, etc., drawn on the Bank and i>artly in exchange for eurreiu^y notes. 

" The receipts were spread over a very large number of our constituents and the sovereigns 
were almost entirely tendered to ns in the ordinary coui^se of business, r/r., for credit of 
accounts or in payment of bills, etc. Sovereigns are very rarely tendered to us to lie exchanged 
for currency notes or rupees, and when they are so tendered it is only for trifling amounts. 

The increase in the issue of sovereigns has undoubtedly resulted in a material reduction 
in the issues of whole rupees, but we can find no indication that the issues of currency notes 
have been similarly affected.^’ 

The Collector of Bombay observes : — 

'^Sovereigns are paid in ordinary treasury transactions by all classes of persons having to 
make payments into the treasury. They are now so common that in Bombay at any rate the 
amount hoarded or used for ornaments is a very small proportion of the number in circulation. 
They are specially popular among persons having to make a long journey.^' 

Karachi . — The Agent of the Branch Bank at Karachi obs<u‘ves as follows : — 

" These coins are becoming increasingly popular and are now circulating more freely 
among nearly all classes of the community * * * * classes of persons 

from whom gold is received are chiefly merchants and tbc genc'ral public, so far as Karachi is 
concerned, and in the districts, I believe, the Zemindars pay a good proportion of their land 
revenue in gold and that Government officials of ail ranks ask for gold in payment of their 
bills. The circulation is to a certain extent confined to educated ])Cople, Init iu»t wholly. 

" It is not the general practice of the public to bring to tbc bank sovorc‘igiis for the 
express purpose of exchanging them for notes unless for some special reason. Sovereigns appear 
to occupy a place by themselves in the circulation of the country quite eipial in importance to 
notes. Sovereigns are generally received in ordinary business and treasury transactions. 

"The use made of the coins is general. They are, in our opinion, mainly us.d not as 
ornaments or for the purjiose of hoarding but as a circulating medium. A large sale of bar 
gold in this district by the banks tends to disjdace sovereigns in the manufacture of ornaments, 
while the spread of education tends td diminish hoarding ; th“ extension of banking facilities 
also works m the same direction * * The in creas'd demand (in 1912-13) in 

our opinion is due to the readiness of the public to accept sovereigns when they are freely 
issued by Government as a circulating medium. I am unable to say whether so\creign8 have 
displaced fi5 and ttlO notes in the circulation to any extent, but it is verv probable that they 
have.’" 

The Currency Officer, Karachi, observes as f^Iou’>? : 

" Since the public liegan takiug gold in large quantities there has been a falling off in the 
issues of silver coin as may be seen from the statement below : —

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''As the export trade of Karachi has increased each year, I think I might safely say that 
the issues of rupees would have been considerably greater each year but for the fact that the 
public generally found sold more suitable for their requirements than silver. During 1912- 
13 Messrs. Raili Brothers were practically the only people who asked for silver coin in large 
sums, their re;i8on for preferring silver to gold being the greater risk attending the transport 
and storage of the latter in isolated places in the mofussil.^^ 

Ahmedabad ^ — Gold coins are generally received into the treasury in payment of Govern- 
ment dues from persons such as land-holders, mill agents, excise and opium farmers and salt 
traders, and they are generally issued in payment of salaries to officials and for payment of 
money orders and savings bank transactions to post offices and to a small extent in exchange 
for silver or currency notes to the public. 

" The use of gold coin in preparing ornaments is rare, that is only when the quality of gold 
required is hard. The general use of the coin is its circulation as money or for remittance or 
as ready cash on journeys. 

"The excess (of receipts and issues) during the year 1912-13 is due to the fact that wider 
circulation of the coin is beginning in preference to silver and currency notes, generally of 
higher denominations. 

Ahmednagar . — " Gold coins are generally received into the trejisury from the post office, 
village officers in their remittances, opium and liquor shop-keepers, toll contractors, etc. 
They are generally issued to the public works department in ordinary treasury transactions 
to other Government officials in payment of their pay, to cash allowance holders^ in payment of 
their emoluments and allowances. They are also is'tued to the public who find it convenient 
to take these coins with them to distant jilaces, when giung on pilgrimages or for making 
purcliases. 1'hey are not r<?(?eived in exchange for silvtT or currency notes, but soinetimea 
issued to the public in exchange for silver. 

They arc not lioardcul or used as ornaments. They mainly circulate as money or are used 
for remittance pnrjoses. Tt is generally assumed that a gold coin when broken does not fetch 
exactly its face value of Kib. It is tIi(‘n‘fore not a profitable transaction to hoard those coins 
or to use them as ornaments instead of pure gold, the value of which docs not suffer by its 
being so used. 

"It is probable that gold coins arc to a small extent taking the place of whole rupees and 
notes of small values/' 

Belgaim. — The Euro]>can managers of the Gokak and Saundatti mills in this district, 
who purchased cotton in large quantities, paid the value thereof mostly in gold, so that even 
a day labourer who was paid his wag(?s in cotton got the prit?e of it in gold. 

" Gold is scarcely hoarded. It is the currency notes that are very often used for hoarding 
money. Gold is mostly used for circulation as money or for remittance purposes as stated 
above. 

" There is no special ri'ason for the increase of the figures of the year under report over 
those of the preceding ,two years, except that as years advance people more and more get to 
the use of gold coins.*' 

Broach, — "The gold coins are received into the sub-treasuries from the village officers, 
who receive them from Khatedars such as Patidars, Bohras, etc. These Khatedars receive 
coins from the cotton-buying inerehauts to whom they sell their cotton. Sovereigns are 
also received from exeis<? licensees, etc , in payment of Government <luos. At the Bank 
they are issued to cotton merchants and others connected with the cotton trade and at 
sub-divisional sub-treasuries to merchants and pleaders, receive them in exchange fox silver 
as they are light to carrv. All classics of jx?ople seem willing enough to receive the coin. 
Sovereigns are not generally received in exchange for silver or currency notes. 

Sovereigns are not hoarded or used as ornaments, but they circulate as money and are 
used for remittance pur]>oses 

The reason for the large increase in tln^ year 1912-13 is that sovereigns have never 
before been available in such quantities fur free issue. During the present cotton season 
Boveroigns worth R35,sr),()00 have been brought here by Govenuneut and by the Bank of 
Bombay at Broach for issue to the public. 

" Sovereigns have this year displaced silver. As regards the currency notes of the deno- 
minations of R5 and HIO, the sub-divisional authorities report that sovereigns arc displacing 
them, as they are easily portable and have their attraction as metal. The A^ent to the Bank 
of Bombay states that these notes have never been much used in this district as a means of 
financing the movement of the cotton crops." 

Hyderabad Sovereigns are generally received from Zamindars in payment 

of Government dues and paid to contractors and Government servants* 


• Beceiveri o{ annual cuh componsatlons from Oovernmont for resumed lands, etc. 
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" SovereigBii are ver^ seldom received and issued in exchange for silver and cnrrenc j notes 
Sovereigns mainl; circulate as monev. They are to a small extent used for hoard- 
ing and ornament purposes, hut they are very seldom used for remittanoe purposes. 

“ The Agent of the branch Bank reports that ' the hulk of the sovereigns received at 
this Branch, except those remitted from Karachi for Government purpose, comes from 
various public offices such as Post Office, Baihvay and Treasury Office. Large amounts have 
also been received from sub-treasuries, paiticularly so within the last two years, when 
land revenue collections wore due, which would tend to show that the circulation of the 
coin in the district is on the increase.’ 

“ The uses to which the coins arc put arc varied, Zamindars take a large number of 
them for hoarding purposes or to displa<'e ruiiees which they may have already hoarded. 

Among the well-to-do class a small percentage of the coins are melted down and turned 
into omamenhi. 

“ The circulation of sovereigns has had veiy little effect on the issues of notes of B5 and 
RIO denominations, hut it certainly has reduced the issue of whole ruj^es to a fair extent.” 

Dharwar. — “ Sovereigns are ordinarily received at the treasury in postal and sub- 
treasury remittances and at sub-treasuries generally from villagers in payment of Government 
dues. In Hubli they are also received from mill-owners and mercliants in exchange for silver 
and notes. 

“ The coin is, of late, coming more and more into free circulation. There is a decided 
increase (in 1912-13) both under receipts and issues, in the treasury as well as in the sub- 
divisional sub-treasuries, except at Hubli and Gadag. The fall at Hubli and Gadag during the 
year 1912-13 is due to the lateness of the current cotton season and the shortness of the crop 
Jiast year.” 

Hatt Khandesh. — The Agent of the Bi-anch Bank at Jalgaon reports as follows: — 

•' Sovereigns circulate very freely in this district as money and are readily accepted by 
all classes. They are also used by cotton dealers for remittance pnrjtoses to outlying centres 
whore they ore accepted freely. Ido not think that gold coins are extensively used in this 
district for either hoarding or the making of ornaments. 

“ I estimate that in an ordinary good cotton season aboirt R7 lakhs is now imported 
into this district in sovereigns for the purpose of financing the crop. Sovereigns have 
largely displaced the whole ruiHse, and this applies n >t only in regard to receipts but also to 
payments. Messrs, llalli Brothers is the only fu-m in this district who do nut use sovereigns 
tor remittance purposes.” 

West Khandesh. — Gold coins are generally received from the cultivators who have to 
pay the laud revenue, etc., and they arc issued to anyone who has to receive payment from 
Government. Sovereigns are ho.arded in very rare cases for the present in this distriet or 
used as ornaments. In the year 1912-13 the receipts and issues of gold arc more than that 
of the two previous years. The cause can be assigned to the free circulation. 

“The circulation of the gold coin has ro.sulted in a material reduction in the net issue of 
the whole rupees, which is not considered now by the public as a very favourable medium 
owing to the bulk and weight.” 

Larhana. — “Gold coins arc generally received in payment of Government does on 
instalment days. Zamindars deal in grain with merchants and arc generally ])aid by them in 
sovereigns, which merchants obtain from the big firms and Karachi and other places. 

“ Sovereigns are now-a-days ho-irded to some extent in jdacc of or in addition to notes 
and silver, and they are freely circu'iaied as money and used for remittance purposes. Tliey 
are also mixed Avith market gold in making ornaments but to a smaller extent than before. 
The public preference for gold is becoming more decided.” 

NasiJr . — Almost the whole quantity of gold coin rci-eived in the treasury ultimately 
comes from the landholders in payment of land revenue. The Mamlatdars all report that 
gold is rarely hoarded. Sovereigns are never used as ornaments owing to their impure gold 
except in very rare cases.” , 

Poona . — The Agent of the Branch Bank stales as follows : — 

“The class of people from whom gold coin is generally received at the bank are 
merchants. It is issued princqially to {)cnsioners, contractors, and private individuals. There 
are no indications that the cinmlation of gold has affected the luitcc? circulation, and the circu- 
lation of small notes has increased largely along with the in<'rcasing circulation of gold.” * 

Sttkkur.-~‘‘ Sovereigns are not hoarded and rarely used us ornaments. They circulate 
freely in the market and are used by merchants for remitting puiposes while making 
purchases of wheat, etc. The large increase in the receipts and issues of sovereigns in 1918- 13 
an compared with the two previous years is entirely due to the increasing popularity of the 
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is a belief that sovereigns are often melted down to make gold ornaments hut there is no 
strong reason to urge that they are hoarded up ... . Gold coins mostly circulate as money 
and are not used for remittance purposes generally." 

Jtajhot. — " Gold coins at this treasury are mostly paid to and received from, those connected 
with Native States ; to a less extent they are issued to contractors and a still smaller proportion 
are used in payment of salaries of Government otRcials and office staff generally. Wo have no 
definite information of either hoarding of gold coin or its conversion into ornaments in this 
district. It appears to be coming into favour very gradually as a medium of circulation 
among merchants and others and its hulk as compared with silver is making it increasingly 
popular for remittance purposes. This has keen specially noticeable in the last two months.''’ 

At other 'treasuries the receipts and issues of gold are less ii'hportant, hut the testimony 
of the officers consulted is much to the same effect. Thus Bijapur states that gold coins are 
neither hoarded generally nor used as ornaments, but they circulate as money to a small ex- 
tent and are used mainly for remittance purposes." Kaira reports that the tendency of the 
people now is to the circulation of gold coins as they can bo easily taken from one place to 
another." From Ksipara comes the statement that " the major part of issues of sovereigns is 
slowly and gradually absorbed in preparing ornaments though it cannot be said that they are 
not at all in circulation. In Haliytil sovereigns are somewhat freely circulated, the fact is 
doe to the existence of large forest contracts and extensive dealings in forest produce." On 
the other hand, Kolaba reports that “ sovereigns are not generally hoarded, they are not even 
used as ornaments. They genemlly circulale as money or .are used for remittance purposes . . 
The large increasfi in the receipts and payments in the current year is due principally to the 
fact that traders of corn bring in sovereigns for payment of the price of corn and people use 
them as a medium of ordinary curren<!y." Mirpurkhas states that “ tho coins are undoubted- 
ly gaining in popularity. The circulation of gold has resulted in a material reduction in the 
net issue of whole rupees and currency notes of the denomination of Rs. .5 and Rs. 10." 
Ratnagiri reports that sovereigns “ are maiidy in circulation as money. Their use as orna- 
ments is very rare. Poofde in this district are dead against using sovereigns for preparing 
gold ornaments, their reason lieing that sovereigns are not made of pure golcl but of gold and 
copper alloy .... Gold sovereigns arc not at all hoarded in this district.” From Satara 
comes tho unusual statement that "sovereigns are never siccepted by agriculturists and other 
low class people," but it is added that “the use of sovereigns is increasing day by day for 
the convenience of the trade." Tlie .\gent of the Branch Bank at Sholapur observes that 
“ sovereigns «lo not appe.ar to be either hoarded or made into ornaments to any considerable 
extent hut to be used as moiuy for ordinary payments and for remittance purposes. People 
here invest thoir money in mills, railways and other securities and place deposits with banks, 
hut there is no evi<lence that money is hoarded. Indeed, the keenness of the people here to 
obtain interest on t heir money precludes the idea of hoarding. Sovereigns circulate freely 
in Sholapur city and they pass freely even in the villages in the district.” Thana does not 
think " that over . 5 per cent, are used as ornaments or over 15 per cent, for hoarding. Tho 
others or about 80 jier cent, of the issues circulate as money." The Baroda Treasury reports 
“ that durin g the ])ast ] 1 ye.ars the receipts and issues have greatly increased. Tho reason 
for this increase is duo to the free circulation of these coins among the public who have 
learnt to lake more advantage of tliem day by day." 


The above extracts are snilicicnt to prove the growing popularity of tho sovereign and its 

Kailwav and Post Office figures. increasing circulation as currency even in places 

■ far removed from the Presidency town. Further 

evidence to tlie same effect is avaihable in llie railway and post ofTice figures w'hieh are given 
below. The figures for the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway are for stations within 
the Presidency only ; the others are for the whole railway.

These figures, which especially on the re(?eipt side give some idea of the nature of tho 
money in circulation and in the hands of the ])eo]ilc, indicate a steady and continnous growth, 
the increase in the issues no doubt indicating larger payments of money orders in gold. 


39. Staleineut No, VI A gives the usual details of receijits of sovereigns 
in Treasuries, Post Offices and Railways. Tliese figures indic ite the extent to 
which the sovereign is entering into tho daily traiisacfious of the public as 
currency. The transactions in 1912-18 were very much larger than those in 
1911-12. The total Treasury receipts increased by £2,376,000 or 42 per cent., 
the Post Office receipts hy £598,000 or 44 ])er cent, and the Railway receipts 
by £588,000 or 48 per cent. Of tho increase of £2.376,000 under Trea8urie.s 
United Provinces records the largest £1,018.000, Punjab conies next with 
£646,000 and Bombay third £301,000. Except in the c.ase of Madras the 
figures for 1912-13 are the highest on record. 

40. Sovereigns are no doubt used to some extent for hoarding or to be 
melted and turned into ornaments. It is not possible to obtain any detinito 
information as to the extent of these practices except that in 1912-13, there 
was a substitution of 50 lakhs worth of gold for silver in the store of value 
held by a Native State (paragraph 22). All the information available on tho 
subject is already given in tho extracts from local reports quoted in paragraph 
38. From Bombay the Accountant-General reports as follows : — 

"There is little that is new to he said on the evergreen suhjei-t of hiKirdiiig. Statistics are 
necessarily of eomparatively small use here. It is obvious that some of tho gold absorbed goes 
into new hoards, as the wealth of the people increases, and some of it displaces silver in old lioards. 
That this gold will never rc-appear is, however, a quite mistaken conclusion to arrive at. 
Silver has always come out of boards when necessity has drivrni if. and there seems no pri?ad 

reason to think that its action will he different in the case of gold. At the same time 
it is certain that, esjxcially on Riis side of India, where the rise and growth of Hwadeshi 
Ranks, financing corporations and industrial com*prna has been phenomenal of recent years, 
there is much less tendency to hoard and a greater inclination to invest money pnalnctively 
than used to he the case. The extension of the co-operative movement must have the same 
effect in agricultural tracts. The only danger is lest the failuic of some of these mush- 
room companies should cause a set hack and- incline jieoplc to tighten their purse strings.*' 

“ As regards melting, it may he observed that the price of English bar gold in Bom- 
bay generslly fluctuates between Rs. Stand Its. 24-l-0/7cr and the value of the pure gold 
contained in sovereigns comes to Rs. 2^1-14-8 per tola. If, liowcver, w'e fake into account the 
cost of melting and purifying the gold contained in sovereigns it is doubtful if the use of 
sovereigns in the manufacture of ornaments could he more economical than that of pure 
gold. Nevertheless, it is a fact that sovereigns are to some extent melted hy the people 
for making ornaments, etc. Direct evidence in this connection is available in the Currency 
office records. It appears that during the last eleven years sovereigns to the extent 
of £1,29H,600 were taken ostensibly for melting. A great deal of this was 
taken hy one man, and there is some reason to doubt whether some of it was not 
really exported and not melted. A portion of tho amount which was taken for local use 
no doubt also found its vray into the melting pot. In the case of outlying places far removed 
from trading centres it is possible that the gold required by the iieojde for ornaments, etc., 
is olitaincd by melting sovereigns* At such places it may be more profitablo to use sovereigns 
(which can be readily obtained at the local treasury) than bar gold which has to be brought 
from Bombaj’. The Treasury Officer, Kanara, for instance, reports that most of tho 
sovereigns issued to the public are evidently melted for preparing ornaments. In Bombay the 
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llindiis and^M^omedans generally prefer to have their ornaments made of pore gold or of 
gold of 97 touch, while the majority of Christians, and the Parsis use sovereigns in the 
manufacture of their ornaments. Ornaments made of sovereign gold are said to retain their 
polish for a longer time and do not lose weight to the same extent as those that are made of 
fine gold. It is probably because of this that sovereign gold is preferred by the majority of 
Christians and Parsis. I am also informed that gold stated to be jVffth fine is prepared 
locally and sold in the market at prices varying from Rs. 28 to Rs. 23-8-0 per tola accord- 
ing to the quality of the metal and that sovereigns are some times used in the manufacture of 
this gold. It is difficult to verify this, but as some of the gold which though stated to be 

th fine is really of an inferior quality, the use of sovereigns in the manufacture of the 
metal very possibly brings some small profit to the manufacturer.” 

41. It is now possible to indicate generally the use which is made of the Genera eonelurioi 
sovereign in India at the present moment, and the task is made more easy 
by the fact that all the evidence is in accord with the conclu.sions to be arrived 
at by theoretical reasoning. In the first place there is a large mass of popula- 
tion who never enter into any transaction involving a receipt or expenditure of 
Rs. 16. To that class the sovereign will never penetrate. .Vs regards the 
other classes, the use made of tlio sovereign varies considerably in various 
provinces as has been already indicated. But the following general conclu- 
sions seem to be permissible. Take the trading community. They are well 
aware of the intrinsic value of the sovereign, and, even though they might not 
be able to get rid of one readily in local trade transactions, they would jjrobably 
accept a sovereign if offered in llie course of business. One can now say more 
than this. In every town of importance in India, exc<‘pt in a few outlying 
districts, the sovereign can be used in retail transactions. 

Then there are the comparatively wel to-do people. The sovereign is 
entering more and more into their ceremonial life as, e.g., for presents at 
marriage ceremonies. They are finding that the sovereign is a very convenient 
and portable form of value, hence its use on journeys and pilgrimages and for 
remittance purposes, is increasing. Its use in retail transactions has already 
been discussed. These people know that Government accepts the sovereign 
readily, so small payments to Government are often made in this medium. 

There can be no doubt that sovereigns pass into hoards to some extent. 

Local custom as regards their use for ornaments seems to vary considerably in 
various parts of India. As u'as to be expected Government servants, 
pensioners and other payees have taken the lead in the acceptance of sovereigns. 

finally, we come to the most important portion of the Indian population — 
the agricultural community. 'I'ho variations from province to province of the 
absorption of gold are due very largely to the use of the sovereign by this 
community. Every large expansion of such absorption has been due to an 
increased use of gold in the purchase of crop.s and has thus been the direct 
outcome of the initiative of tho wholesale purchaser. It is to the latter, more 
than to any other, class that tho extended use of gold is due. And so far 
experience has shown that an attempt to use gold in such purchases, if persevered 
with, has always succeeded. There is even a strong volume of evidence that 
in parts of the Punjab the sovereign is preferred to the rupee, and a purchaser 
offering gold has an advantage over one offering silver. The use of gold in 
the purchase of crops is now pre-eminent in the wheat trade in the Punjab, it 
is large and increasing in tho cotton trade of Bombay and the cotton and 
spring crops in Northern India, and it has obtained a footing in the west of 
the Madras Presidency. It has at last jjouched the rice trade in Burma. 

In view of the statements in paragrapli 26 it is clear that gold has fairly 
free circulation in parts of the Punjab and, to a smaller extent, in parts of 
Bombay and the United Provinces. I mean by this that there are many 
sovereigns which pass through a fair number of hands and are used as a 
medium of exchange in many transactions before they return to treasuries or 
pass into hoards. Giving “ circulation ” the wider meaning, wliich neglects 
to take into account the number of exchange transactions performed by each 
coin during circulation. Statement VI-A indicates a considerable and in- 
creasing volume of gold circulation except in Bengal (outside Calcutta), 

Assam, Bihar and Orissa and Burma. 

It must net be thought that every sovereign which is absorbed is hoarded or 
mdted down. A very large sum of money is in actual use in India. Banks have

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cash reserves, traders have till money, private persons have their petty CMh. 
There can be no doubt that sovereigns now form some, and an increasing, 
portion of this daily balance of cash in hand ; and sovereigns so in use certainly 
must not be regarded as hoarded. Again a certain amount of gold must leave 
India in the pockets of travellers. 

It is not for me to discuss Avhethcr a gold currency is necessary for the 
maintenance of exchange. But the conclusion must bo drawn from these 
figures and accumulated opinions that the sovereign really has entered into the 
economic life of India. The withdi’awal of the sovereign would now be Adewed 
AA'ith disfavour by many, to whom currency controversies are unknown, who yet 
realise that this coin is superior to any other. 

VII. —Silver Circulation. 

iLbwi-ption of ^2. Statement VII gives the usual details of the net absorption of rupees 

iBver. and half rupees during the year. The total absorption in 1912-13 for all India 

compares as I'oUoaa'S Avith the actuals since 190G-07 : —

The absovpt ion amounted to 10^ crores in 1912-13 against 11^ croros in 
1911-12. This reduction of a crorois surprising in vioa- of the increased issue 
for jut(‘ in Bengal. It w'as made up of a smaller absorption of 3J- croro.s in 
Bombay, of about a crore in Burma, a crore in the Cmiiral Provinces and 
^ crore in Madras counterbalanced by increases of 2 j crores in the Punjab 
and 1^ crores in the United Provinces. For Bengal including Eastern Bengal, 
Assam and Bihar and Orissa the net absorption of the two years AA^as practically 
the same. 

of 43. The heavy reduction in Bombay of about 3^ crores Avas due chiefly to 

Tovinciii variationa. the failure in some parts of the monsoon of 1911, the result of which AA^as a 
net AAdthdraAA’al of rupees in the first half year of 1912-13 of over 3| crores 
against about a crore in the corresponding period of 1911-12. The smaller 
demand in Burma occurred w holly in the rice season and it is exphiincd that 
currency notes have been used to au increasing extent in the rice trade and it is 
also suggested that the use of gold has increased. The large increases in 
Northern India wx're Avholly duo to the exceptionally active trade both in the 
spring and Avinbn’. The increase would have been still higher but for the fact 
that in the last quailx}!- of the year there wore heavy Avithdra Avals, in payment 
of rcA'criue, of some of the amounts issued early in the year. It has been stated 
above that for Bengal as a wl\plc the net absorption in 1912-13 was practically 
the same as in 1911-12. This .statement lequires some qualification : it has 
been cxjdaiiied in paragraph 22 that about 80 lakhs Avere exchanged for note 
and gold at Calcutta on account of uncurrent coin tendered by a Native 
State — the uiicurreut coin bus been .treated for purposes of Statement VII 
as withdraAMi from India and Bengal and thus the real absorption in Bengal 
has been understated by about 80 laklp>. But e\'eu assuming that the absorp- 
tion in Bengal in 1912-13 aa'us more l)y about a crore than that in 1911-12 
the result must be coiisidei’cd rather unusual, as the followMig figures show: — 
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While in 1906-07 and 1911-12 the absorption in Bengal was less by between 
2 or 3 crores than the total jute issues, in 1912-13 the difference amounted to 
about crores. Bengal being a permanently settled province not liable to 
important fluctuations in revenue receipts, the explanation of this return in 
1912-13 of such a large proportion of the issues must be sought in the large 
increase in the import trade in the last quarter of the year already explained 
in paragraph 12. Appai’cntly the prosperity of the jute trader induced him to 
spare more from his savings for iinpoi h^d produce. 

44. The question remains whether rupees have been replaced to any Kepiacomcnt of 
appreciable ext ent by other forms of currency. Prom tlie figures in paragraph 

26 it seems clear that to some extent currency notes have taken the place 
of rupees in the rice trade in Burma, and, to a still greater extent, gold of 
rupees in the Punjab. 

The inference has been drawn in that para,gra])li that gold is now' used to 
some extent in tlie purchase of croi)s in Bombay and the United Provinces. To 
this extent gold must have replaced rupees in those provinces also. It is not 
yet evident, hownwer, as has been suggested, that gold has replaced rupees in 
Burma to any extent. 

• 

45. The subject of coinage of rupees both from purchased silver and by Rnpea coinage, 
re-coinage of Avithdrawu coins has already been dealt wdth in j)aragraph 22. 

Statement VIII gives the usual details of the coinage. 

46. Statement TX furnishe.s the usual figures relating to the rupee census. Rupee censiu. 
In Statement X a fui’lher comparison is given of the figures for certain groups 

of years to prove the substitutioji of rupees of n(5W coinage for the older ones. 

This comparison clearly shows a steady decline in the percentages of older 
ruiM'Cs in circulation and, .so far as can bo judged from tlu'se statistics, there is 
no evidence of replacement of silver in hoards to any large extent by gold in 
British India.

Ordinarily the end of the busy season in April and May is the time when 
the gross note circulation for the M'holc of India is at its lowest level. At 
this time the balances with Presidency Banks are brought down in anticipation 
of the collections in the slack season and funds begin to i*eturn from the public 
to the Government treasury or to the banks. The banks for convenience 
liold their reserves in the form of notes obtained l)y tendering coin in exchange. 
Thus the Currency Uoserve of rupees and the note circulation alike increase. 
In the busy season there is a tendency for the operation to be reversed. Coin is 
obtained by the tender of notes so that the llcserve and the circulation decrease. 
This tendency. hoAvever, is counterbalanced by two factors, namely, a busy trade 
season in one Proyince in India overlaps a slack season in another, and, secondly, 
the exchange for currency notes of the sovereigns im])orted in large quantities 
in the busy season increases the note circulation. In 1912-13 there was yet 
another disturbing factor in the shape; of transfers of Ilonie Treasury balances 
to India, on account of silver purchased in England and China. These transfers 
are expLiined in paragraph 13, and, deducting the amounts of transfers from 
the large monthly increases of gros.« circulation, the coinparison with 1911-12 
stands as follows : —

The above shows that, but for the large transfer of funds Jrom England, the 
gross circulation towards the end of the year 1 912-13 would have sliown a 
reduction instead of an increase, chiefly for the reason that the balances of the 
Presidency Banks were considerably reduced at that time (})eing nearly 1^ 
crores less on the Slst March 1913 than on the 31st March 1912, see second 
table in pamgraph 2), in spite of substantial increases in Government deposits 
with the banks {mile table in paragraph 14). 

49. Owing to the large variations in the gross circulation and the largo 
increases in the Reserve Treasury balances, tht; ligures of gross circulation 
lena Reserve Treasury balances given in statement XIV supply a fairer compari- 
son of the gross circulation of notes. This comparison shows that during the 
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year 1912>13 there was an average increase in the gross circulation so reduced 
of currency notes for the whole of India of 3’09 crores made up as follows : —

The major portion of the increase in the Calcutta Circle occurred in the 
circulation of 10-rupee and 100-rupee notes. There was some increase in 
higher value notes, mainly due to the issues to a Native State noticed 
in paragraph 22. The reduotiou in circulation in the Cawniiore Circle was 
almost entirely under high value notes. In. the Lahore Circle every 
denomination of notes except the 5-rni)ce value seems to have been adversely 
affected. In Bomhay and Karachi the falling off appeared under high value 
notes while in Madras and Rangoon the increases were cliiefly in the circula- 
tion of universal notes. The remarkable increase in the circulation in Rangoon 
was due mainly to the increased use of notes in connection with the rice trade. 

The reduction in the circulation of high value notes in Cawnpore, Lahore, 

Bomhay and Karachi a])pears to have been due entirely to a corresponding 
reduction in the nott^is held as stores of value by the Presidency Banks. The 
highly prosperous trade in Northern India necessarily reduced these stores 
vci’v low and in Bomhay and Karachi the Bank of Bomhay had to work 
with unusually low cash balances during the year. The table in para- 
graph 28 sho’irs that, in the year 1912-13, Cawnpore and Lahore were supplied 
witn large amounts of universal notes from other circles and these to some 
extent a])pear to have replaced home notes. Although the increase in the 
average gross circulation exceeded 3 crores, the increase between 1st April 
and 31st March 1912-13 amounted to 13 lakhs only due to a reduction of the 
Banks’ balances as already explained. 

60. The average amount of notes held in Reserve and other treasuries 
during the year under rc^iort was about 13^ crores and the Presidency Banks lation. 
also held, on an average, nearly 7 crores. Deducting these from the average 
gross circulation, the average active circulation during the year uas nearly 45^ 
crores. At the end of April it Avas nearly 4-3^ crores ; it then began to decrease 
slightly and tlu; iiiinimum of 42^- crores was reached at the end of May. 

Afterwards it increased steadily till it attained its maximum of 4-8-3 crores at 
the end of Pebruaiy. In March there mis a slight set-back and tlie circulation 
stood at 4-7^ crores- As usual the aggj’cgate amount of notes in the hands of 
the public was greater during the winter months than at other times of the 
year.

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The figures for 1907-08 and 1908-09 are abnormal, as these years tt©*® 
affected by adverse agricultural conditions and by the universal financial 
crisis. The figures for 1909-10 show a recovery from the effects of the previ- 
ous two years. But tlio growth in 1910-11 was comparatively small lie 
figures for 1911-12 indicate a return to the ordinary rate of devclojjment prior 
to the set-back, and the rate of development has been well maintained in 
1912-13. 

62. The character of the circulation can be ascertained by a determination 
of the percentage of each denomination to t he total circulation. Two statements 
are given below from which notes of B 10,000 are excluded on account of their 
high value and their rare use outside Reserve treasuries. In each statement 
the calculations are l)ased on the figures on the 31st of March ; in the second 
statement the variations have been traced into the different circles and the 
notes have been gi'ouped, notes for B20 being omitted as they are unimportant 
and are no longer being printed. Fives and tens have been grouped together, 
as these are the notes whicli are chiefly used as local currency. On the other 
hand 500’s and 1,000’s have boon ]mt together as the hulk of these notes is 
used either in remittance or as a store of value. 'J'he 50’s and lOO’s are shown 
separately as these notes acquired special im])ortance as universal notes of 
highest value during the years 1910-11 and 1911-12, respectivcl5^.

53. The main features of the above table are tli(‘ steady incr(*aso in the 
proportion of 5 and 10-rupee notes and tt»e corresponding stojidj reduction in 
the proportion of 500 and 1,000-rupee ribtes in circulation and the almost 
stationary character of the proportion of the lOO-rupce notes. 

The large actual increase in the circulation of small notes, and the steady 
increase of the proportion of such notes tot the total circulat ion, are valuable 
indications of the growth of the poj)ularity of curnmey notes, for these notes are 
used almost entirely in every-day transactions. 

As shown by the figures given in paragraph OB, the average duration of cir- 
culation is larger for small not(is than for the 100-rupeo note, for these latter 
are used to some extent for remittance purposes, and notes so used naturally 
return from circulation as soon as the purpose is attained. So that the issues of 
BlOO would probably compare more favourably with the issues of small notes 
than the above figures indicate. 

The falling off in tlie proportion of 500’s and 1,000’s is not only a 
falling-off in the percentage hut also in the aljsolute value in circulation. 
Though tlm special conditions of trade in 1912-13 caused some temporary 
reductions in the stores of value with the Presidency Banks, a steady 
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decrease ia these stores represented by high value notes can only be accounted 
for by the substitution of universal notes for local notes in the moveable portion 
of the stores. For example, the Bank of Bengal has its balances scattered over 
all the currency circles in India ; in the trade season for any one circle all the 
local notes of that cirple are brought there for financing the trade, but in the 
slack season funds are collected at the circle for remittance to the head ofl&ce or 
to other circles and these remittances can be made in high value local notes 
only to the extent to which they can be held as part of the minimum working 
balance at other circles. Under the old system the whole remittance could bo 
made in high value notes as there was no difficulty in passing such notes of 
foreign circles in payment of Government revenue, but now with the introduc- 
tion of the universal notes, the remittances to other circles, if actually re- 
quired for issue there, must bo in notes of the lower denominations. The fall- 
ing off in the proportion of 500’s and 1,000’s may thus ho explained by the 

E artial substitution of smaller notes in the movoabJe portion of the Banked 
alances. This substitution being intended for exchange purj)oses, the general 
conclusion that the large increas(; in the circulation of small notes really 
represents an increase in the popularity of notes is fully warranted. 

64i. The 5-rupee notes have continued to grow in popularity in all circles, denomiaationi 
the most noticeable increases being under Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. 

There has been a large increase in the eirculatimi of 10-rupeo notes in 
Calcutta, Madras and Bangoon, and a slight inci’case in Bombay, Karachi 
and Cawnpore, but there has been a falling-off in Lahore. 

There has been a decrease in the circulation of 50-rupce notes in all circles, 
except Karachi, where the increase has been slight. 

As regards the l()0-ru])ee note, Calcutta sliows the largest expansion and 
next 1() it come Madias and Bangoon. 

55. CnlGutta. — The proportion to the total of the circulation of the 5 and 10- Bycirolo*. 
ruiiee notes has increased 3 per cent, at the c.vpense of 50-rupee notes and 
notes of high denominations. 

Cawnpore. — llerii there has been a similar increase of 1 jier cent, under 6 
and 10-rui)ees by reductions under the higher value notes. The reduction is 
believed to be due partly to the free flow of universal noles, a large increase in 
the circulation of foreign notes in u.;c reducing the demand for home notes. 

Lahore. — The most striking feature in the circulation of notes in this circle 
was a substantial reduction in the use of 10, 20 andSO-rupec notes without any 
corresponding increase under 100 rupees. The 30-mpee circulation has practi- 
cally gone back to that of 1010-11, and it is surmised that the figures of 1911-12 
may have been swollen by the abnormal circumstances of the Delhi Durbar. 

It seems probable that there has been some replacement of cuiTcncy notes of 
the denominations of BIO and B60 by gold. 

Boinhay, — The circulation of 5-rupee notes showed a steady and continuous 
inoroase. whereas that of BIO show'ed only a small increase. The 100-rupeo 
circulation showed an upward tendency. Thus tlio popularity of the 6-fupec ■ 
note has been Avell maintained and the absence of any large growth in the 
circulation of lO’s may ])robably be not unconnectal Avith the more extended 
use of sovereigns. The increase in the 100-rupee issues is believed to have been 
due to larger remittances to trade centres like CaAvnpore. 

Madras. — Here there aacs an increase under every denomination except 
50’s. The largest incrcas(!s Avore in th® 5 and 10-rupee notes, the circulation 
whereof during 1912-13 exceeded that during 1911-12 by over 16 per cent. The 
lOO’s came next with an inci’ease of 8 per cent, over 1911-1 2. Thus universal 
notes have grown steadily in public favour. 

Bangoon, — The total value of circulation of notes at the end 1912-13 showed 
an increase of 21 per cent, over that of 1911-12. The groAvth took place 
mainly under the lO-rupce and 100-rupce notes, the value of the increases 
being 87 lakhs and 14 lakhs, respectively. The results indicate the increasing 
appreciation of the adA’antages of a paper currency which is now used to a large 
extent in the financing of the rice trade. 

56. By the currency legislation of February 1910 non-universal notes Encashment of 
are encashable only within the circle of issue, except the old sub-circle notes foreign oirolo notes, 
which arc encashable also at the head offices of circles, e.g., Cawnpore and 
Lahore notes at Calcutta, and Karachi notes at Bombay. Encashment of 

1 
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foreign circle notes now represent mainly transfers of funds from one circle to 
another in universal notes. 


The aggregate encashments of foreign circle notes during the year 1912-13 
have been 17,93 lakhs (Statement XVIII). The comparison of this figure with 
the corresponding figures for previous years is shown below : —

The figure for 1908-09 was quite exceptional, as an enormous number of 
Lahore and CaAvnpore notes were presented for encashment at Calcutta. The 
decrease in these figures in 1910-11 was unusual, the oiic.ashnKmt of foreign 
notes having been out of j)i’o]iortion to the inercase in cireulation of universal 
notes. I'he increasing use of the 100-i’upec notes for trade remittances seems to 
be indicated by the comparison of the figures for 1912-13 and for 1911-12.

Fifty-two lakhs are left unaccounted for on less important lines such as 
Madras and Karachi, Cawnpore, etc. Under “ sub-circle not(;s cashed at head 
oflSices ” are included the old sub-circle notes of the Cawn])oreand Lahore Circles 
which are encashablc at Calcutta and of the Karachi Circle which are cncash- 
able at Bombay. But under this head is also shown the value of universal 
notes of the above circles cashed at Calcutta or Bombay. 

In 1912-13 the remittances from Cawnpore and Lahore to Calcutta were 
a little over 2 crores ; the remittance from Karachi to Bombay was a little 
over ^th of a crore. But the remittances in the opi)ositc direction wore over 
3 crores to Calcutta and Bombay against less than 1{ crores in 1911-12. 
Transactions between Presidencies also exceeded those of 1911-12 by about I J 
crores. The net results have already been reviewed in paragrapii 28. 

57. From the record maintained in currency offices of the receipts and 
issues of notes in bundles of the value of BIO, 000 and over, an estimate of the 
value of notes which have been used for Remittance purposes is prepared. When 
notes are issued, the applicants are asked as to the pur])ose for which they arc 
required, and, if it be stated that they are required for rcrniManccs, this is record- 
ed. It may be inferred, however, from the figures that correct information is 
not given by the public in all cases. During th(! year under review the total 
value of the 50 and 100-rupee notes, said to have been required for remittance 
purposes and issued in bundles of K10,000 and over, have been 2,48 lakhs 
against an aggregate value of 2,45 lakhs in the previous year. The value of 
notes of other circles tendered in such bundles in currency offices was, however, 
4,64 lakhs against 2,05 lakhs in the previous year, and practically the whole of 
the receipts were in 100-rupee notes. It is prol)ablo that a large portion of the. 
foreign circle notes cashed, as mentioned in the preceding paragraph, was in 
100-rupee notes and used for remittance pur])Oses. The inference to be drawn 
from these various facts is that considerably more than 5 crores of the lOOr 
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rupee notes cancelled during the year had been used for inter-circle remittances. 

The total cancellations of such notes during the year amounled to over 50 crorcs, 
so that over 10 per cent, of the 100- rupee notes cancelled had been used for inter- 
cirde remittances. 

58. The following statistics show that the transactions in notes in treasuries Treasury trauBiwt 
both under receipts and issues have increased : — m notes.

Non-universal notes of other circles are no longer receivable in treasuries 
cither in payment of Government dues or as part of the llailway and Postal 
revenue credited into treasuries. This explains the insignificant figure for 1911- 
12 and 1912-13 under Poreign notes in the above table. 

It would appear from the above table that the issue of notes to tlic public 
for silver has not increased to the same extent as the other transactions. This 
is said to be due partly to the popularity of gold. The use of universal notes for 
remittance purposes has also affected to some extent the tender of surplus notes 
at Government deficit treasuries such as Quetta |or the purchase of supply Bills. 

Statement XX gives tin: usual information regarding encashment of 
currency notes at treasuries in the several IT’ovinecs. 

59. In paragraph 44 the conclusion has been drawn that gold has replaced Sovoreips and nob 
rupees to a large extent in the Punjal), and to a smaller extent in Bombay and 
the United Provinces also. Tlie question now arises wlicther the increased use 
of gold has affoctod the note circulatiofi. at all. In the Punjab it is certain that 
the circulation of 5 and ] 0-rupee notes has been affected. The gross circula- 
tion of the 5-rupee note afitjr nearly doubling in tho 3 years 1908-09 to 1911- 
12 increased by ‘6 per cent, only in 1912-13. The gross circulatioji of the 10- 
rupee note in 1 910-11 was more than double what it was 3 years before. In 
the last 2 years it has increased by 1 per cent. only. These figures considered in 
conjunction with the large increase in the use of sovereigns in the last 2 years 
are irresistible. 

In Bombay the gross circulation of the 10-rupce note after increasing by 
nearly 30 per cent, in tho 2 years 1908-09 to 1910-11 has increased by '6 per 
cent, only in the last 2 years. 

On tho whole, it may now be definitely stated that, but for the use of gold 
as currency, the circulation of the smaller currency notes would have expanded 
much more rapidly in tho Punjab, Bombay, and the United Provinces.

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lezai conoiuBion. 60. Ill paragraph 63 I have already arrived at the general conclusion that 
the large increase in the circulation of small notes represents an increased 
popularity for use in every-day transactions. It is probable that the increase 
in the volume of note circulation would have been greater but for the use of 
gold as currency, but there will always bo a place in the currency for both 
notes and gold.

The figures against the head " half notes, lost by post, ” given above 
indicate the extent to which the transmission of notes through the post, un- 
insiu*ed or unregistered, acts as a temptation to })oor postal employes. Half 
notes so stolen are often converted into mismatched notes Avhicli entail loss on 
their innocent but ignorant holders. The introduction of compulsory insurance 
of notes sent by post, in 1911-12, apiiarcntly accounts for the decline in the 
number of losses in the post. 


suggested pre- 62. Aroccntcaso of a claim for payment of half notes pre.sents certain 

utdon in remitting features which may bo of interest to the banking community. A Kuropcan 
dfnotee. firm in Calcutta wanted to remit halv<!s of currency noti's of ,■), 10 and 1 00- 

rupee* denominations of the aggregate value of Rs. 13, .">00 by post, registered 
and insured, and, with this object in view, the half notes were placed in several 
.covers addressed to A'urious collieries and made over to a ])eon of the firm on 
23rd April 1913 to take to the Post Office for despatch. Some of the half notas 
so despatched at the same time were right halves and some left . The peon, 
instead of posting the letters, decamped with the half notes. A claim on the 
other halves of the notes was preferred by the firm at the Calcutta Currency 
• Office, and, after the necessary preliminary investigation, the value of the notes 
was paid to the firm on the usual bond with sureties. Since then seven mis- 
matched 10-rupeo notes have been presented at the Currency Office for encash- 
ment, these mismatched notes having been prepared by joining together seven 
right and seven left halves of notes foimdin the remittance. A note formed by 
joining two right halves or two left halves of currency notes would not 
easily escape detection ; and it is clear that these notes Avere successfully passed 
into circulation among the igudrant public, only because the consign moiit of 
half notes lost inchid<id the right halves of .some notes and tlie loft halves of 
others. It would, therefore, he a great help to the public if hai ks and firms 
making remittances by half notes madp it a working rule not to scud right and 
left halves of currency notes of the same denomination to the Post Office by the 
same peon at the same time. ^ 

bolttionof the 63. To afford facilities to the pulilic iu the tracing of lost notes, a sy.stom 

8t^ed’'note in force ill Currency officers of registering the nunibeis of notes reported 

***' as lost or .stolen. The working of the system necessitated a record of all trans- 

actions in connection with notes iirescnted for exchange, and the maintenance 
of a list of lost notes, in each office, with which the notes presented were cluioked. 
The entire system lias been under examination during recent years, and it was 
found that the procedure was of little use either as a jinwcntivo of crime or as a 
means of detection. It is doubtful whether would-be thieves were thereby 
deterrtid from stealing notes, as there were ample facilitnss for jiassing notes 
elsewhere, and a guilty person was rarely, if ever, discovered in a currency office. 
The value of the “ stopped ” note system, as a means of enabling the police to 
trace back possession of a note to a guilty person, thus depended almost entirely 
on the practice of the jmblic of registering the particulars of the notes passing 
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through their hands. It was evident, however, that this practice was being 
steadily abandoned by the public and consequently a charge could rarely he 
brought home to a guilty person. The Government ol India, therefore, came 
to the conclusion that the benefits seeurod by the “ stopped ” note list were not 
commensurate with the expense and trouble to which the Currency Depart- 
ment was put, and the delay and inconvenience caused to innocent persons in 
the exchange of notes, and, accordingly, directed the discontinuance^ of the 
maintenance of the list in the Finance Department Resolution No. o23-F., 
dated the 12th November 1912. This order of Government has been given 
effect to in all the currency offices since the issue of the llesolution. 

64. The number of forged notes presented for encashment or received forgeries, 
in the currency offices for examination as to their genuineness or for safe 
custody aggregated 396 in the year under report against 146 in 1911-12 and 
129 in 1910-11, and consisted of 3 of Rs. 6, 338 of Rs. 10, 1 of Rs. 20, 48 of 
Rs. lOO, and 6 of Rs. 1,000 denominations. The new forgeries which came to 



The number of forged notes of the Rs. 10 denomination, received during 
the year under report, was more than three times as large as the aggregate num- 
ber of such notes received during the preceding year. The excellent forgeries of 
the GA/40, TB/35, QC/15, Q,C/36, yA/t7 series, noticed in the last Currency 
Administration Rei)ort, jjassed into circulation in almost all the currency circles 
and they were very successful in imi)Osing on the public. The culprits could not 
be traced in British India, but it is satisfactory to note from the report of 
the Commissioner of Paper Currency, Rangoon, that the forgers have been 
arrested at Batavia, where they are being dealt with by the Dutch Police. 

Of the new forgeries detected during the year, the TB/19 scries of the 
Rs. 5 denomination is a very j)Oor specimen of a hand-made forgery. The YA/71 
series of the Rs. 10 denomination is also a clumsy imitation, apparently litho* 
graphed on ordinary paper ; while the SA/99 series of this denomination, found 
in Bombay, has also been produced by lithograjihy. The Q,C/91 series of the 
Rs. 10 demonination, discovered in Burma, was produced by photo-litho- 
graphic process on a somewhat stouter j)a])cr with no Avater marks. The 
foi^ery of the UA/91 series is a hand-drawn one with bad colouring. Of the 48 
forgeries of the Rs. 100 denomination, as many as 44 appeared in Rangoon Circle, 
of which 39 belonged to the forgery of the Q,B/96 series, which was noticed in 
the last report, and the rest were covered by 4 new , forgeries which were 
discovered in that Circle. The most important of those forgeries is the QC/71 
series, which has been produced by photo-lithography, or photo-helio-zinc- 
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ography, and has been declared to be the work of an expert in photo-mechanical 
process. The forgery of the QB/11 series has been produced by photography 
on matt bromide paper, the green colouring being done by hand; while the other 
two forgeries, although produced by photograpliy, were very crude imitations. 
The only forgeiy of this denomination, found in Calcutta, was a note of the 
DA/71 series, the right-half of Avhich was genuine and boro Mr. Barrow’s 
signature, while the left-half was struck from wood-blocks. All the 5 forgeries 
of the Its. 1,000 denomination wore di.scovered in Rangoon and appertained to 
the QC/4 series. Thi.s forgery was pi’oduced by photo-zincography or a similar 
process, ».<?., a process of fiat surface printing. The paper used was good, but slightly 
thicker than the proper paper. During the year under review there were 5 
prosecutions in Burma, hut conviction w'as secured in 3 cases only. One pro- 
secution was undertaken in Calcutta, in which the offender was sentenced 
to rigorous imprisonment for 4 years. 


Fraudulent claims. 


65. There were seven prosecutions in Calcutta, one in Cawnpore, one in 
Lahore, three in Bombay, two in Madras, and one in Rangoon in connection 
with fraudulent claims on half and mismatched notes, and convictions were 
secured in all except two in Calcutta and two in Bombay. The accused in the 
Rangoon case was still under trial at the close of the year. During the year 
under report, six altered notes — one of Rs. 10 altered in material parts and 
6 mismatched notes for Rs. 10, each having the number in one half altered so 
as to correspond with that on the other half — were j)resented for encashment in 
Rangoon, but they Avere impounded and their value credited to Government. A. 
case was tried in Burma in connection with the fraudulent alteration of a note 
of Rs. 10 to Ks. 50 in which the accused were convicted and sentenced to 5 
years’ rigorous imprisonment each.

10 note circulates 
longer than the Rs. 5 note, hut that thereafter tlio duration of circulation 
varies inversely with the value of tlie note. 

69. Statement XXII gives tlie details of the receipts and expenditure of Receipt* and 
the Currency Department for th<^ year under report. Th(^ receipts showed 

increase of Ds. 1,5(5,100 over 1911-12 chiefly undf^r interest on securities, Di^aUment. 
interest for a whole year on the additional investment of two crores in 1911-12 
haying heon realised in 1912-13 lor the first time. The charges increased 
by Rs. 1,59,882 owing mainly to a payment in Madras of Rs. 2,27,000 
for the cost of the building acquired for the Currency Ofiice. On the 
other hand, the payments for note, forms in 1912-13 were’ about a lakh lower 
than in the preceding year. The temporaiy establishment and telegraph 
and postage charges Avore higher owing to the progressive grouih of work 
of the Department.

The total receipts of uncurrent coin shown in column (5 of the first table 
amounted to 1,56 laklis against 1,03 lakhs in 1911-12. Corresponding to 
these larger receipts increases are noticed in the number of coins reduced in 
weight under the various headings in the second table except heading C. 
Portions of the increases are also attributed to more careful shroffing. 

71. Under the Indian Coinage Act of 1870 silver coins callecl in by pro- 
clamation though not legal tender were receivable by weight at lie. 1 a tola. 
Such coins wore those called in by Finantnal Notification No. 210(), dated the 
7th December 1877 {Gazette of India, dat(?d the Sth December 1877), tho 
most important being the coins known as “ Farrukliabad ” and “ Murshid- 
abad” rupees. The rate of rupee 1 2 )er tola prescribed in 1870 really 
represented the bullion value of the ru 2 )ee, but, on the closure of the Mints 
to free coinage in June 1893, the intrinsic value of the impee was disso(;iatcd 
from the exchange value and it was no longer necessary to otter the old rate 
of rupee 1 per tola. Although, therefore, in the Coinage Act of 1900 now in 
fo^ no provision exists authorising the receipt of called-in coins at the 
Government treasury, occasional tenders of such coins ncu’e still being 
received at the rate prescribed by law in 1870. This jmictice was changed 
in 1912-13, and in February 1913 orders were issued that in future the coins in 
question should be received — 

(а) at 8 annas a tola for any one tejidcr or r»00 coins or le.ss ; 

(б) at bullion value calculated at the market rate of silver of the day 

for any larger number. 

Receipts in British India of called-in coins an; rare, but after tite issue of the 
orders a Native State presented 31 lakhs of Murshidabad coins at the 
Calcutta Mint and they were received as a special case at tho rate of lie. 1 a tola.

XI.— Small Coin. 


Small Silver, Nickel 
and Bronze. 


74. Statement XXI shows the absorption of these coins in each province 
during the year 1912-13 as well as in the two previous years. In the total for 
all India for all denominations of coin except double pice the absorption 
amounted to Rs. 87,60,000 against Rs. 66,90,000 in 1911-12. Of this increase 
of Rs. 20,70,000, Rs. 16,97,000 occurred imder small silver and Rs. 6,73,000 under 
bronze coins, while there was a reduction of Rs. 1,00,000 under Nickel. The 
large increase in the issue of small silver was duo to heavy demands at 
Calcutta. One reason for this growth in the circulation of small silver 
appears to be the issue of new coin and the withdrawal of worn out coins under 
the special order of May 1910 adverted to in paragraph 70. 

The falling ofE in the absorption of nickel is made up of a reduction of over 
2 lakhs in Bombay, an increase of 2 lakhs in the United Provinces and 
the Punjab and small reductions in the Central Provinces and Madras. In 
Bombay the supplies were heavy in 1911-12 for districts afPectedby famine, and 
in the United Provinces the replacement of small silver by nickel continues 
as before. 


As regards bronze coins the absorption of half pice remained stationary, 
but in pie pieces, whicli circulate chiefly in Madras and Bombay, there has 
been a substantial improvement in 1912-13. Bombay apj)arontly replaced 
Rs. 1,25,000 of single pice by nickel coin, and thetew’crc some small reductions 
in the Punjab and Madras and Central Provinces due to the same cause ; 
otherwise there have been satisfactory increases in other Provinces, specially 
in the United Provinces and Calcutta. The issue of new coin is nnmtioned as 
the leading cause of Ihese increases, but the active trade seasons in Bengal and 
Northern India has also no doubt contributed.

XII. — Gold Standard Reserve. 

75. Statement XXIII gives the details of the Gold Standard Reserve on 
31st March 1913. The profit on the new silver coinage of the year amounted 
to £3,301,025, raising the total hold in the Reserve to £22,606,C60 after allow- 
ing for depreciation in the jjrice of the securities. Taking the market price of 
the securities on 31st March instead of the cost price as heretofore the total 
balance amounted to £22,606,660, of which Rs. 6,00,00,000 (£4,000,000) were 
held in rupees in the Indian Branch of the Reserve, £1,006,664 held by the 
Secretary of State in gold in the form of cash placed at short notice, £1,620,000 
was s(<t aside in the B.ank of England in gold, and the balance £16,946,669 
represented the market price of investment in sterling securities of the face 
value of £17,601,613. There was also an amount of £35,327 held as a book 
credit in India awaiting payment to the Reserve.

IJ, After one yearns service in the grade of probationer (provided he shall have given 
satisfaction by his conduct and acquirements) the probationer shall be entitled 
to bo promoted, with the sanction of the Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals, 
Punjab, to the class of 4th grade compounder and to a salary of Rs. 11 per 
fuens^m.

(c) All Comnaissioned Officers in the Civil, Naval, Military (British and 

Indian), Marine and Volunteer Services.

(d) All Gazetted Officers of the first class in Government employ. 

(e) All gentlemen who have received titles of honour from His Majesty 

the King- Emperor, or His Excellency the Viceroy. 

II. — Gentlemen, whether European or Indian, who desire to attend the 

Levde and are eligible to do so by previous presentation at the Court 
of St. James or at the V'iccregal Court are reouested to make their 
applications to the Military Secretary to His Excellency the 
Governor, stating at which Court they have been presented, on or 
before the 15th December. Applications reaching the Military 
Secretary after this date cannot be considered. Gentlemen who 
have not been presented at the Court of St. James or at the Vice- 
regal Court but who desire to attend the Levee, will be presented by 
gentlemen who have had the honour of presentation at the Court of 
St. James or at the Viceregal Court, and will submit their applica- 
tions through them. 

Note. — No applications can be received direct by the Military Secretary to the 
Governor from gentlemen veho visk to be presented. Their names must he forwarded by 
the gentlemen who wish to m ike the presentation. 

III. — Gentlemen who propose, and are entitled to present others, should 

apply to the Military Secretary to the Governor for a form of pre- 
sentation which, after the necessary particulars have been entered, 
will be returned to the Military Secretary’s Office not later than 
the 13th December, for submission to His Excellency the Gover- 
nor when, if approved, tickets of admission will be issued to the 
presenter. 

IV. — Gentlemen who present others must themselves attend the Levde. 

V. In the case of all Government officials, or gentlemen engaged in 

business, the presenter should ordinarily be the head of the Depart- 
ment or Firm. 

VI,— Applications for presentation, submitted on behalf of non-official 
gentlemen, whether European or Indian, will be referred to the 
Local Authorities by the Military Secretary to the Governor.

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday^ the 
30th October 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

1. Rainfall continued throughout the week in Burma and southeast Madras, and 
reappeared on the 28th in Assam and the extreme southeast of Bengal. Disturbed condi-- 
tions travelling eastwards from the northwest frontier gave some precipitation along the 
western and central Himalayas, the largest amounts occurring in the neighbourhood^ of 
Mussoorec. 

2. Burma. — Rainfall was only local, except on the 28th when nearly every station in 
Upper Burma had rain. 

Northeast India, including Orissa.— T\\^ only rainfall that occurred was on the 
28th and 29th in Assam and on the Chittagong coast. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces.— disturbance 
from the northwest gave local rain from the 26th to the 28th in the Himalayas and sub- 
montane districts. 

Northwest India. — Light precipitation occurred in Kashmir, the hills of the North- 
West Frontier Province and of the Punjab, and also at Ambala and Lahore. 

The Peninsula. — Rainfall was of daily occurrence in the south, and was nearly 
general in southeast Madras on the 24th, 25th and 29th.

4. The week^s rainfall was within 20 per cent of the normal in the Bay Islands and 
Upper Burma, and was 20 per cent or more in excess in the United Provinces West, Kash- 
mir and Madras Southeast. The absence of rain is a normal feature at this time of year in 
the Punjab, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Sind and Rajputana; but in 
all the remaining divisions rainfall was 20 per cent or more in defect. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Bengali Bihar, 
the Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat. It is 20 per cent or more in defect in the 
United Provinces, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Rajputana, 
Central India East, Hyderabad South and the Madras Deccan, and differed by less than 
So per cent from the normal in the rest of the country.

Reason and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

25th October 1913. 

Burma, “During the week tlir? rainfall was moderate in Lower Burma and over a 
great portion of llic dry zone. Agricultural operations are progressing normally. The 
prospects of the winter rice, cotton and ground nut crops are generally good. Agricul- 
tural stock is healthy. The price of unhuskod rice is a little above normal but 
tends to fall. 

Assam. — During the week the weather was seasonable and almost rainless except 
in the Lungleh, Darpeta and North Lakhimpur sub divisions. Harvesting of jute and 
autumn rice is practically finished. Ploughing for mustard and the sowing of pulses 
are in progress. Harvesting of broadcast winter rice has commenced in Nowgong and 
pressing of sugarcane in Lakhimpur, 'I he prospects of tea are generally good, and 
those of transplanted winter rice very fair everywhere. The average price ot common 
Ticc is stationary. Cattle disease is reported from five districts. Fodder is insufficient 
in Sylhet and Kamrup. 

Bengal. — No rainfall has been reported throughout the Province during the week 
except from Darjeeling and Kurseong. The weatlier was favourable for agricultural 
operations. Cultivation of lands for spring crops is in progress. Sowings have also 
begun in places. Winter rice and other standing crops are doing well and their pros- 
pects are good excepting in parts of tiie flood affected areas. Tlie condition of agri- 
cultural slock is fair. Cattle disease is reported from nine districts. Want of fodder is 
felt in two districts only. "i1ie average price of common rice has fallen by 1*22 per cent 
as compared with that of the previous week. Agricultural loans and gratuitous relief 
were given on a moderate scale to those persons in the Hurd wan division who have 
suffered from the recent floods. 

Bihar and Orissa. — There was no rain during the week- Sowing of spring crops is 
going on. Harvesting of early winter rice has commenced in some districts. The pros- 
pects of standing Cl oj)s are good, 'bhe situation in the flood affected art-a*^ has improved. 
The average price of common rice is almost stationary as compared with that of the 
previous week. The supply of fodder Is sufficient except in parts of Patna, Cattle 
disease is reported from seven districts (reports from five districts have not been 
received). 'Ihc prospects cf standing crops in tlie Fcudalorj^ States of Orissa arc good. 

United Provinces. — The week was rainh^ss. More rain is urgently needed over 
almost the whole of the Provinces. Standing crops .are suffering from drought in all but 
the upper Doab and th.e Ctmtr.il Submontane, and South eastern districts. Harvestings 
of autumn crops, and pic^king of cotton are nearing completion. Sowing of spring crops is 
going on wherever irrigation is available and the preparation of the land continues. Cattle 
disease is still reportml from one-third of the Provinces. Scarcity of fodder is increasing 
and water is running short in Idundelkhand and parts of the Aligarh and Muttra districts. 
Prices arc rising. 

Punjab. — No rain of importance fell during the week. It is urgently wanted in the 
Ambala division where standing autumn crops in the unirrigated tracts are withering 
for want of rain ami the outturn of crops reaped is |^or. Elsewhere the condition of 
the standing crops and the yield of crops being harvested are generally average to 
good. Ploughings for and sowings of spring crops continue and are normal except in 
the Ambala division when; they arc seriously restricted in iininigated lands for want 
v)f moisture. Cattle are generally healthy. Prices are generally close to normal. 

North-West Frontier Province — The week was rainless and the weather tem- 
perate. The condition of the standing crops is generally average except in the 
unirrigated areas of the Swabi tahsil of life Peshawar district. Sowings of spring crops 
are proceeding. Harvesting of autumn crops is in progress and the outturn is® expected 
to be normal. Irrigation from the Paharpur Canal has been stopped. 'J'hc condition of 
cattle is good. Fodder and water arc generally suflicient. The prices of food grains 
are high and tending to rise in Peshawar but the price of wheat is falling. 

Jammu. — No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from 10 to 15 and maize from 12 to 21 seers per rupee. I'he condition of the standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in one tahsil. Fodder is sufficient, 
Kashmir. — Slight rain fell in the Province during the week. Standing crops 
are in fair condition. Harvesting of autumn and sowings of spring crops are in pro- 
gress. Cattle disease is reported in some villages of the Anantnag and Baramula 
districts. Prices are normal. 

Rajputana.— During the week 734 cents of rain fell in Merwara. Slight rain also . 
fell in Ajmer. The weather was generally clear and cool. Rain is urgently needed 
for the sowing of spring crops. The outturn of the autumn harvest is unfavourable in 
the Eastern Stales and Central Rajputana including Ajmer-Merwara. Fodder also will 
soon be insufficient in these areas. Cattle are generally doing well. Water is gen- 
erally sufficient. Prices are high and rising. Cattle emigration continues in Ajmer- 
Merwarai Jaipuri Kishengarh, Bharatpur and Karauli* 


Central India.— During the week slight rain fell in the Rampura Bhanpura dis- 
trict of Indore, the Rewa State of Baghelkhand and the Barwani State of Bhopawar 
elsewhere no rain was received. The weather was abnormally hot More rain is wanted' 
in parts of Gwalior^ Baghelkhand, Bunclelkhand and the Rampura Bhanpura district and 
the Alampur pergana of Indore. Spring sowings are in progress except in parts of 
Gwalior and Biindelkhand where operations are stopped for want of rain. Standing 
crops are bad in the northern districts of Gwalior and in Bundelkhand and indifferent 
in Baghelkhand. The crops have been damaged for want of rain in parts of Gwalior,. 
Baghelkhand and Biindelkhand. The condition of cattle is bad in parts of Gwalior and 
and Bundelkhand, The supply of fodder is bad in parts of Gwalior, indifferent in 
Baghelkhand and scarce in Bundelkhand, and the Alampur pergana of Indore. Prices 
are rising in Gwalior, Bhopal and parts of Bundelkhand, arc above normal in 
Baghelkhand, fluctuating in parts of Indore and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. — During the week no rain >vorth mentioning was received. 
The days were hot and the nights and mornings cool. Reaping of autumn crops and 
sowing of spring crops are in full swing. Germination of spring crops is defective in 
many places, and rain is urgently required everywhere. Autumn crops, especially on 
light soils, have been damaged all over the Provinces and the outturn of different crops 
on the whole is expected to be considerably below normal. The supply of fodder and 
water is generally adequate except in Betul and the Vindhyan districts. Agricultural stock 
is in good condition. The price of gram and juar fell in ClihindwMra by 2.^ and ]uar in 
Yeotmal by 2 seers per rupee Gram rose by 2 seers in \Vardha Elsewhere the prices of 
staple food grains remained stationary or fluctuated slightly. 

Feudatory States. — Sirgnja and Jaslipur received 2o and 56 cents of rain respect- 
ively. More rain is required for the successful germination of spring crops. A fair 
outturn of the autumn crops is anticipated on the whole. The price of rice in Sarangarh 
and Jashpur fell by 2 scers and that of gram in Jashpur by 4 seers per rupee. Rice in 
Udaipur rose by 2 seers per rupee. 

Bombay. — Slight rain fell during the week in parts of Kathiawar and Kolhapur. 
Standing crops arc in good condition except for slight damage! hy U>custs and rats in parts 
of Sind, by rats in Kaira, Palanpurand Rewa Kantha and by insects in parts of Broach, 
Ahmednagar, Bijapurand Kolhapur. The harvesting of autumn and sowing of spring crops 
continue. The supply of fodder is generally sufficient. Agricultural stock is in good 
condition and suificicnt except in parts of Ahmednagar and Poona, Water for drinking 
and irrigation is ad.equatc. Prices are high but fluctuating. The public health is gene- 
rally good. Stocks of grain are sufficient. 

Hyderabad. — No rain fell during the wetde. The general prospects are fair. 
Autumn crops are being harvested but suffered somewhat through w'ant of rain and 
by insects in parts of the (lulbarga, Raichur, Mahbub iag.ir and K irimnagar districts. 
Early rice is being irrigated and the crop is fair rxeept in the above districts and in 
a few isolated parts. The sowings of spring cr«ips are progressing generally and germina- 
tion is satisfactory except in isolated parts. Scarcity of fodder prevails in three, water 
scarcity in six and cattle disease in three talukas. Prices of grains arc almost stationary. 
White juar sells for ten seers per rupee in Hyderabad City. The highest price in 
district.s is 8 seers per rupee in Mahbubnagar and Karirnnagar and the lowest 20 
in Adilabad. 

Mysore. — No rain fell throughout the State during the week. Tlie price of ragi 
has fallen slightly in Hassan and Chittaldrug. The markets are well supplied. Sl ind- 
ing crops arc in good condition, but want of rain is felt in the greater part of the 
State. I he prosp.cts of the season arc good. Cattle are g/iierally healthy. Water 
and fodder arc available. 

” Coorg.— No rain fell during the week. Rice is in good condition. Picking of 
cardamom continues. Prices of food grains are high. The public health is fair. 
Water and fo der for cattle are sufficient. 

Madras. — During the week the rainfall was heavy in Madras, fair to good in 
Chingleput, South Arcot, Coimbatore, Triciiinopoly and South Travan* ore and light or 
nil elsen<iere. Standing crops are fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy 
over small areas is proceeding with outturn fair to normal. Sowings of drv crops and 
paddy ar<^ proceeding normally for the most part. The coiidiiiori of cattle is generally 
good. T he supply of watrr is insufficient for irrigation in some places. Fodder is 
generally suffi* ieiit. Prices are stationary. 

Nepal. — Report for the quarter ending t October tgij — The rainfall for the 
period was 19*86 inches agiinsl 23 96 inches for the* corresponding [)criod of last year. 
The deficiency h.is caused a good deal of damage to the rit e crop on high lying lands 
round about the Nepal valley which depend entirely upon rainfall for irrigation. 

July and August igij - — Pears, apples, and pepper were gilhered in the Nepal 
valley. Tlie outturn has been good. Rice was sown in the Terai and in Nepal. 

September igrj — Chillies, Indian corn and early rice were harvested in the hills 
and in the Nepal valley. The outturn was satisfactory. Potatoes and early winter 
.vegetatdes were sown. 

October dgtj . — Millets and autumn rice were being harvested in the hills and valleys 
and the sowing of garlic and onions is in progress. Lands are being prepared for the 
sowing of wheat, barley and peas. The market is well stocked and the price of food 
grains is normal. The health of live stock is reported to be good.

Diseases OF Animals Acts, 1894 to 1911. 

Horses {^Importation and Transit) Order of igt 2- 

This Order revokes the existing Orders dealing with the Importation and 
Transit of horse.s, asses, and mules, and re-enacts those Orders with the following 
amendment : — 


Importation — Chapter /. 

Horses, asses and mules brought to Great Britain from abroad are required 
by the new Order to be accompanied by a veterinary ccrtilicate of freedom from 
symptoms of glanders (including farcy), epizootic lymphangitis, ulcerative 
lymphangitis, dourine, horse-pox, sarcoptic mange, psoroptic mange, influenza, 
ringworm, or strangles, instead of, as at present, from symptoms of glanders 
(including farcy) only. 

The existing special provisions as to landing at Leith and Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne are continued. 

The provisions of Chapter I of the Horses (Importation and Transit) Order 
of 1912, which, in effect, required horses, asses, or mules brought from abroad to 
be either accompanied by a Licence of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries 
or to be examined at a place of detention at the port of landing, but which had, 
for various reasons been postponed from time to %me and have not come into 
operation, are entirely withdrawn. 

The new Order will come into force on the ist October, 1913.

ORDER OF THE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES. 

(Dated 25TH September J913.) 

Horses (Importation and Transit) Order of 1913. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, by virtue and in exercise of the powers 
vested in them under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894 to 1911, and of every 
other power enabling them in this behalf, do order, and* it is liereby ordered, as 
follows : — 


Chapter I.— Importation. 

Regulation of Importation of Horses, Asses and Mules. 

1. No horse, ass, or mule, brought to Great Britain from any other country, 
except Irel^^ndthe Cliannel Islands or the Isle of Man, shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of the -next following Article, be landed in Great Britain unless it is 
accompanied by a certificate of a veterinary surgeon to the effect that he examined 
the animal immediately before it was embarked, or whilst it was on board the 
vessel, as the case may be, and that he found that the atiimal did not show 
symptoms of glanders (including farcy), epizootic lymphangitis, ulcerative lym- 
phangitis, dourine, horse pox, sarcoplic mange, psoruptic mange, influenza, 
ringworm, or strangles. 

Special Provisions as to Landing at Leith and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 

2. (i ) Horses, asses or mules brought to Great Britian from Icel ind or the 
Faroe Islands may be landed in the burgh of Leith, at the Albert Dock, or the 
Imperial Dock, or the Edinburgh Dock, or at the wharf belonging to the Corpora- 
tion of Newc istle-uocn-Tyne, situate between St. Lawrence-road and the River 
Tyne in the City of .\ewcistle-upon-Tyne, with the permission in writing of an 
Officer of Customs and Excise, under and in accordance with the following condi- 
tions, namely : — 

(i) A horse, ass or mule so Landed in the burgh of l-eith shall be moved 
forthwith by the owner or p erson in charge thereof to the shed known as the Black 
Shed and situate between the south side of the Imperial Dock and the Albert 
Dock Basin. 

(ii) A horse, ass or mule so landed in the Citv of Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
shall be moved forihwi'h by the owner or person in charge thereof to the sheds in 
the occupation of the Corporation of the said city situate between St. Lawrence- 
road and the River Tyne. 

(iii) Every animal when moved to the said shed shall be there detained by 
the owner or person in ctiarge thereof until an Inspector of the Local Authority 
is furnished with a certificate by a veterinary surgeon stating that the horse, ass 
or mule has been examined by him and does not show symptoms of glanders 
(including farcy), epizootic lymphangitis, "^ulcerative lymphangitis, ciourine, horse- 
pox, sarcoptic mange, psoroptic mange, influenza, ringworm or strangles, and the 
Inspector authorises the removal of the animal from the shed. 

(iv) During movement to the shed, horses, asses and mules shall be kept 
separate iroin ail horses, asses or mules not landed under this provision. 

(2 ) If any horse, ass or mule in the shed is diseased or suspected within 
the meaning of any Order of the Board, the Local Authority of the District shall 
proceed in accordance with the provisions of that Order, except that any horse, 
ass or mule which is not diseased or suspected may be moved with the written 
permission of an Inspector of the Local Authority of the District to a vessel in the 
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Leith Docks or Harbour, or in the River Tyne, as the case may be, for exporta- 
tion; and also except that no compensation shall be payable in respect of any 
horse, ass or mule slaughtered by the Local Authority. 

Chapter II.— Carriage by Water. 

Carriage by Water of Unfit Horses, &c. 

3. No horse, ass or mule shall be permitted by the owner thereof, or his 
agent, or any person in charge thereof, to be embarked in a vessel for carriage 
thereon from any port in Great Britain if, owing to iruirmity, illness, injury, 
fatigue or anv other cause, it cannot De carried wiihoat unnecessary suffering 
during the iilicnded passage. 

Notification by Inspectors of Unfitness f Horses^ dfc., for Conveyance. 

4. Where an Inspector of the Board or of a Lacal Au hority is of opinion 
that a horse, ass or mule intended to be carried on a vessel from any port in 
Great Britain cannot, owing to infirmity, illness, injury, fatigue, or any other 
cause, be so carried without unneoes-arv suffering, he may serve a Notice to that 
effect on the person in charge of the animal a id also, when practicable, on the 
master of the vessel, and until such Notice is withdrawn by an Inspector it shall 
be unlawful to carry the animal on a vessel, and if the animal is carried in contra- 
vention of this Article, the person in charge thereof, and the master of the vessel, 
where the Notice has been served on the master, shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894. 

Provisions as to Vessels carrying Horse &c. 

5. The provisions of this Article shall apply to all vessels on which horses, 
asses or mules aie carried to or from any port in Great Britain. 

(Fittings of Vessels.) 

(i.) Each horse, ass or mule shall be carried In a separate box or stall, 
except that brood mares, ponies, asses, mules and unbroken horses, and horses 
in charge of special attendants, may be carried in pens Boxes, stalls and pens 
shall be of sullicient size, and shall be so constructed as to be of a substantial 
character, and of sufficient strength to withstand the action of the weather 
and to resist the weight of any animal that may be thrown against them. A 
moveable box shall be so secured as to prevent its displacement by the motion 
of the vessel. 

(ii.l The floor of each box, stall or pen shall, in order to prevent slipping, be 
fitted with suitable battens, and be strewn with a proper quantity of sand of other 
suitable substance. • 

(iii ) The vessel shall be provided with si>(ficlent and suitable means for 
slinging the animals carried. 

(iv.) The fittings or other parts of a vessel, box, stall or pen likely to cause 
injury or unnecessary suffering to horses, asses or muies shall be properly and 
securely fenced off or padded, as the caec may require. 

(v.) Horses, asses and mules while on a vessel shall be protected .against 
injury or unnecessary suffering from undue exposure to the weather. 

(Ventilation.) 

(vi.) All parts of the vessel in or on which horses, asses or mules are carried 
shall be sufficiently and suitably ventilated. All such parts it below deck shall, 
in addition to any ventilation obtained by means of the hatchways, be provided 
with sufficient and suitable ventilators for the removal of foul air and for the 
admission of a proper supply of fresh air to all the animals carried. 
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(Light.) 

(vii.) All parts of the vessel over which the horses, asses or mules pass, or 
in which they are carried, shall be properly lighted, and arrangements shall be 
made for the provision at ail times of adequate light for the proper tending of 
the animals. 


(Passage-Ways ) 

(vili ) Every part of the vessel where horses, asses or mules are carried shall 
be provided with one or more passage-ways leading from the hatchway or 
entrance to such part of the vessel and giving frontal access to each box or stall 
containing a horse, ass or mule. Each passage-way shall be of a minimum width 
of one foot and six inches, and be kept free of obstruction. % 

(Food and Water.) 

(ix.) Horses, asses and mules carried on a vessel for a voyage which on an 
average takes more than six hours shall be provided while on board with a suffi- 
cient amount of suitable food and water, and proper accommodation shall be 
provided on board for the stowage of the food so that the same shall not be 
unduly exposed to the weather at sea. 

(x.) The provisions of the preceding paragraph (ix.) shall not apply to a 
vessel on which horses, asses, or mules are carried from Ireland to a port in Great 
Britain, or from Great Britain to a port in Ireland, but in any such case the 
following provisions shall apply : — 

{a) Horses, asses, and mules shall be provided while on board with a 
sufficient amount of food and water on the request, made before 
the sailing of the v<;ssel, of the consignor or any person in charge 
thereof, or if the master of the ves.sel considers such food and 
water should be provided in order to protect the animals from 
unnecessary suffering. The cost of providing the food shall in each 
case be recoverable from the consignor of the animals, 

{b) Proper accommodation shall be provided on board for the stow'age 
of food carried thereon for the purpose of this provision so that 
the same shall not be unduly exposed to weather. 

(Securing of Horses, etc.) 

(xi.) All horses, asses or mules while being carried in a box or stall shall as 
far as practicable be securely tied by the head. 

(Attendance.) 

(xii ) A vessel on which horses, asses or mules are carried shall carry a 
sufficient number of qualified sSilendants to tend the animals properly. 

(Returns as to Casualties.) 

(xili ) The owner or charterer of a vessel on which horses, asses or mules 
are carried shall keep a record of all such animals w'hich have died or have been 
killed or seriously injured while on such ^vessel, and shall at the end of every 
month Make a return to the Board showing whether any, and, if so, how many, 
animals have so died or been killed or injured on the vessel. 

(Saving for Ferry Boats, etc.) 

(xiv ) The foregoing provisions of this Article shall not extend to the carriage 
of horses, asses or mules on a vessel across an arm of the sea or over any ferry, 
or on a river, canal, or other inland water, but the fittings of the vesser'shall be 
such as to protect as far as practicable the animals so carried from injury and 
unnecessary suffering, and as far practicable provision shall be made in order to 
prevent slipping by strewing the deck with sand or other suitable substance. 
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(Approaches, Gangways, and other Apparatus.) 

(xv.) Approaches, gangways, passage-ways, cages, and other apparatus 
used for the loading or unloading or movement of horses, asses or mules on or 
from a vessel, shall be so constructed that injury or unnecessary suffering shall 
not be caused to the animals. 


(Overcrowding.) 

(xvi.) A vessel shall not be overcrowded in any part or pen so as to cause 
injury or unnecessary suffering to the horses, asses or mules thereon. 

(Injured Horses, &c.) 

(xvli.) If any horse, ass or mule on a vessel has a limb broken or is otherwise 
seriously injured so as to be incapable of being disembarked without cruelty, the 
master of the vessel may, and shall if so required by the Diseases of Animals Act, 
1910, forthwith cause that animal to be slaughtered. The person in charge of the 
animal shall forthwith report the injtiry to the master of the vessel. 

(Approved Killing Instruments.) 

(xviii.) Every vessel on which a horse, ass or mule is carried shall carry a 
proper killing instrument, to be approved by the Board for that purpose, anil it 
Khali be the duty of the owner and master of every such vessel to see that the 
vessel is provided with such an instrument, and the master, if so required by an 
Inspector of tlie Board or of the Local Authority, shall produce the instrument 
for his inspection. 


Water at Shippingla'id Unshipping Places. 

6. At every place where horses, asses or mules are put on board of or landed 
from vessels, provision shall bo made, to the satisfacti on of the Board, for a 
supply of water for the animals ; and water shall be supplied there gratuitously 
to any animal on request of any person having charge of the animal. 


Prov sioti to be made at Unshipping Places. 

7. At every pkxce where horses, asses or mules are landed from vessels, 
provision shall be made, to the satisfaction of the Board, for the speedy and 
convenient landing of the animals, and for a supply of food for them ; and food 
shall be supplied there by the occupier of the landing place to any horse, ass or 
mule on request of any person having charge of the animal, at such price as the 
Board approve. 


CiJ.^PTER IIL“Carriagk Railway. 

Carriage by Railivay of Unfit Horses^ etc. 

S. No horse, ass or mule shall be permitted by the owner thereof, or his 
agent, or any person in charge thore'^f, to be carried by railwey if, crw'ing to 
inlirinity, illness, injury, fatigue, or any other cause, it cannot b# cawied wit-ifexrt 
unnecessary suffering during the intended transit by railway. • 

Notification by Inspectors of Unfit ness of Horses, etc., for Conveyaifce. 

9. Where an Inspector of the Board or of a Local Authority is of opinion 
that a horse, ass or mule intended to be carried by railway cannot, owing to 
infirmity, illness, injury, fatigue, or any other cause, be so carried without un- 
necessary suffering, he may serve a Notice to that effect on the persoa in charge 
of the animal and also, when practicable, on an officer of the railway company, 
and until such Notice is withdrawn by an Inspector it shall be unlawful to carry 
the animal by railway, and if the animal is carried in contravention of this Article, 
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the person in charge thereof, and the railway company, where the Notice has 
been served on an officer of the company, shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the Act of 1894. 

Construction of Trucks ^ etc.f used for Carriage of Horses^ etc, 

io.--(i.) No horse, ass or mule shall be carried by railway in a truck or 
other vehicle which is not in accordance with the provisions of this Article. 

(2 ) Every truck or other vehicle shall be provided at each end with spring 
buffers, and the floor thereof, in order to prevent slipping, shall be fitted with 
battens or other proper footholds, or be strewn with a proper quantity of litter 
or satid or other proper substance. 

(3 ) The battens in a truck or other vehicle (other than a horse-box) shall be 
placed across the vehicle, except between the doorways, where they shall be 
placed lengthways. 

(4.) Every truck or other vehicle (other than a horse-box) shall be so cons- 
tructed as to admit of ventilation and inspection at the floor level. 

(5) Every truck or other vehicle shall be so constructed that the interior 
thereof shall be free from any boltheads, angles or other projections likely to 
cause suffering to animals carried therein, 

. (6) Every falling loading door and every gangway, passage-way, loading 
or unloading board, shall be fitted with longitudinal battens or other proper foot- 
holds. 

(7) Every truck for carrying horses, asses or mules, built after the first 
day of March, nineteen hundred and four, shall be fitted with a roof, and with 
falling loading doors of a pattern approved by the Board, and all internal pro- 
jections shall be rounded. 

(8) Every truck or other vehicle shall be so constructed as to permit of its 
being cleansed and disinfected in manner prescribed by this Order. 

Overcrowding, 

11. A railway company shall not allow any railway truck or other railway 
vehicle used for carrying horses, asses or mules on the railway, or any compart- 
ment thereof, to be overcrowded so as to cause injury or unnecessary suffering to 
the animals therein. 

Chapter IV.— Cleansing and Disinfection. 

Vessels. 

12. — (i.) .A vessel used for^.carrying horses, asses or mules by sea, or on a 
canal, river or inland navigation, shall after the landing of such anim.als there- 
fiom at any port in Great Britain, and before the taking on board of any other 
such animal or other cargo, be cleansed and disinfected as follow's 

(i) All parts of the vessel with W’hich any such animal or its droppings 

have come in contact shall be scraped and swept, and then be 
^ thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with water, and then 
have applied to them a coating of limewash, or be otherwise 4*®" 
infected in the manner hereinafter prescribed ; provided that the 
application of lime-wash shall not be compulsory as regards such 
parts of the vessel as are used for passengers or the crew. 

(ii) All fittings, pens, hurdles, or utensils used for or about the animals 

shall, if not permatiently removed from the vessel, be scraped, and 
then be thoroughly washed or scrubbed or scoured with water, 
and then have applied to them a coating of lime-wash, or be other- 
wise disinfected in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 
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(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the vessel shall not be landed unless 
and until they have been well mixed with quicklime. 

(3.) In the case of a ferry-boat or other vessel which makes short and fre- 
quent passages across a river or an arm of the sea or other water it shall be 
sufficient if the ferryboat or vessel be cleansed and disinfected once in every 
period of twelve hours within which it is so used. 

Fodder and Litter. 

13. All partly consumed or broken fodder that has been supplied to, and 
all litter that has been used for or about, horses, asses or mules earned by sea, or 
on a canal, river or inland navigation, shall, if and when landed from the vessel, 
be forthwith well mixed with quicklime and be effectually removed from contact 
with horses, asses or mules. 

Moveable Gangways and other Apparatus. 

14. — (i.) A moveable gangway, passageway, cage, or other apparatus used 
for the loading or unloading of horses, asses or mules on or from a vessel, or 
otherthise used in connection with the transit of such animals by sea, or on a 
canal, river or inland navigation, or used for the loading or unloading of such 
animals on or from a railway truck or other railway vehicle, or otherwise used in 
connection with the transit of such animals on a railway, shall as soon as practi- 
cable after being so used be cleansed as follows : — 

The apparatus shall be scraped and swept, so as effectually to remove 
therefrom all dung, litter, and other matter, and then be thoroughly washed or 
scrubbed or scoured with water. 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the apparatus, and all dung, litter, and 
other matter removed therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed with quicklime, 
and be effectually removed from contact with horses, asses or mules. 

Trucks, &c. 

15. — (i.) A railway truck, if used for horses asses or mules on a railway, 
shall, on every occasion after a horse, ass or mule is taken out of it, and before 
any other horse, ass or mule, or any fodder or litter, or anything intended to be 
used for or about horses, asses or mules is placed in it, be cleansed and disin- 
fected as follows : — 

(i) The floor of the truck, and all other parts thereof with which any 

such animal or its droppings have come in contact shall be scrap- 
ed and swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, 
sawdust, litter, and other matter shall be effectually removed there- 
from ; then 

(ii) The same parts of the truck shall be thft-oughly washed or scrubbed or 

scoured with water ; and then have applied to them a coating of 
lime-wph, or be otherwise disinfected in the manner hereinafter 
prescribed. 

(a.) The scrapings and sweepings of the truck, and all dung, sawdust, 
litter, and other matter removed therefrgm shall forthwith be well mixed with 
quicklime, and be effectually removed from contact with horses, asses or mules. 

Horse-Boxes^ Guards' Vans, &c. 

16. — (1.) A horse-box or other railway vehicle (not being a railway truck) if 

used for horses, asses or mules on a railway shall, on every occasion after the 
animal is taken out of it, and before any other horse, ass or mule is placed in it, 
be cleansed and disinfected as follows : — ’ 

(i) The floor of the vehicle, and all other parts thereof with which the 
droppings of the animal have come in contact, shall be scraped and 
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swept, and the scrapings and sweepings, and all dung, sawdust, 
fodder, litter, and other matter shall be effectually removed there- 
from : and 

(ii.) The sides of the vehicle, and all other parts thereof writh which the head 
or any discharge from the mouth or nostrils of the animal has come in contact, 
and any halter or headstall used for the animal, shall be thoroughly washed with 
water by means of a sponge, brush or other instrument, and then as far as 
practicable be disinfected tn the manner hereinafter prescribed ; and 

(2.) The scrapings and sweepings of the vehicle, and all dung, sawdust, 
fodder, litter, and other matter removed therefrom shall forthwith be well mixed 
with quicklime, and be effectually removed from co itact with horses, asses or 
mules. 


Disinfection / rescribed in Specified Cases. 

1 7. The prescribed manner of disinfection to be adopted in the case of any 
place or thing or part of a place or thing required to be disinfected under this 
Order is as follows ; — 

The place or thing, of the part thereof, required to be disinfected shall be 
thoroughly coated or washed with — 

(a) a one per cent, (minimum) solution of chloride of lime containing not 

less than thirty per cent, of available chlorine ; or 

(b) a four per cent, (minimum) solution of carbolic acid (containing not 

les.s than ninety-five per cent, of actual carbolic acid), followed by 
a thorough sprinkling with lime-wash ; or 

{c) a disinfectant equal in disinfectivc efficiency to the abore-mentiorred 
solution of carbolic acid, followed by a thorcrjgh sprmklirtg w 4 A 
lime wash. 

Chapter V. — Gi neral. 

^‘P Ccircos.es. 

18. It shall not be lawful for any pcison, except with the licence of the 
Board or permission in writing of an Inspector of the Board, to dig up, or cause 
to be dug up, the carcase of any horse, ass or mule that has been buned. 

Expenses of burial of Carcases of Hones, etc., ‘washed ashore. 

19. Section 46 of the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894, which relates to 
expenses of burial ol certain carcases washed ashore shall apply to any carcase 
of a horse, ass or mule washed ashore. 

Local AutJu rily to enforce Order, 

20. The provisions of this Order, except where it is otherwise provided, 
shall be executed and enforced by the Local Authority of each District in Great 
Britain.

If any horse, ass or mule is carried by railway in a vehicle which is * 
not constructed in accordance with the provisions of this Order, 01*^ if any 
provision as to cleansing and disinfection of railway vehicles used fdr horse'i, 
asses or mules, or any apparatus used in connection with the transit of such 
animals on a railway, is not complied with, the railway company carrying thd^ 
animal or owning or using the vehicle or apparatus shall be deemed gtiilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1894.

No. 3527-7.5.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 36 of the" Births, 
Deaths and Marriages Registration Act, 1886 (VI of 1886), the Governor General in 
Council is pleased to make the following rules for the guidance of the Registrars of Births 
and Deaths in the Mysore State 

I. In these rules, unless there is so.mething repugnant in the subject or context:— 

(1) "The Act” means the Births, Deaths and Marriages Registration Act, 1886, 

as amended by the Births, Deaths and Marriages Registration (.-Xmendment) 
Act, 1911. 

(2) ".Schedule ” means a schedule to these rules. 

(3) " Registrar-General” and " Registrar ” mean, respectively, a Registrar-General 

of Births, Deaths and Marriages and a Registrar of Births and Deaths 
appointed under the Act : and 

(4) “ Sign ” used with reference to a persin who is unable *to write his name, 

includes mark and thumb impression. 

2 . Notices of births and deaths shall be in the forms set forth in Schedule A and 
Schedule B, respectively. 

3. Every such notice shall be signed by the person giving it, and shall specify the 
capacity in which the person claims to be authorised to give it and if such person does 
not attend personally before the Registrar, shall be attested by one of the following classes 
of persons 

(t) A Magistrate including an Honorary Magistrate; 

(2) A Government servant whose emoluments are not less than Rs. 100 per 

mensem ; 

(3) A Government pensioner whose pension is not less than Rs 50 per mens;m ; 

(4) A member of a District Board, Taluk Board or Uoion ; 

(5) A Municipal Councillor ; 

(0) Any person authorised to solemnize a marriage under the Christian Marriage 

Laws locally in force ; 

(7) A Medical Officer in Government, Local Fund or Municipal employ or a private 
medical practitioner holding a University diploma: 

Provided tliat the Registrar ,„ay cither accept the evidence of two respectable private 
rcsi.Ients of the locality or, in cases where the informant belongs to one of the following 
classes, may dispense altogether w ith evidence of identity 

(1) A Gazetted Government officer ; 

(2) A medical officer in Government, Local Fund or Municipal employ or a private 

medical practitioner holding a University diploma ; 

('t) Any person authorised to solemnite a marriage under the Christian Marriage 
^ Laws locally in force ; 

(4) Any person known to the Registrar personally. 

The notice shall be filed separately and preserved permanently by the Registrar. 
Explanation.— T\\c cl isses of persons referred to in this rule include persona occupy- 
ing positions therein specified cither in British India or in Native States or administered 
areas under the political control of the Government of India. 

4. Every such notice shall ordinarily be presented to the Registrar for the local area 
in which the birth or death occurred within three months of the date of the birth or death 
to which it refers, as the case may be : 
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Provided that tie Regirtrar may, of his own aothority, for anyi reason which hd 
considers sufficient and which shall be recorded in the column of remarks in' the Register , 
of Births or Deaths, accept notice of a birth or death at any time after its dccurrhncc. ' 

5. Registers of births and deaths shall be kept in the forms set forth in Schedule C ^ 
apd Schedule D, respectively. 

6. When a Registrar refuses to register a birth or death, he shall record the reasons 
for his decision in a register maintained in the form given in Schedule C. 

7. If at the time of registration of a birth, the child has not b'-en named, the informant 
or the parent of the child may forward subsequently to the Registrar, in duplicate, a state* 
ment giving the name, signed by the minister or other person responsible for the naming of 
the child. 

The Registrar shall attach one copy of the statement to the entry of the birth in the 
register maintained by him and forward the second copy to the Registrar-General to be 
filed with the copy of the entry maintained in his office. 

8. When a birth or death has occurred during a journey or when the person giving 
notice of a birth or death was compelled by duty or urgent necessity or unavoidable 
accident to leave the local area in which such birth or death occurred so soon after its 
occurrence that he was unable to give the prescribed notice to the Reg^trar for that local 
area, any Registrar may receive notice of such birth or death and register the same as if it 
were a birth or death which had occurred within the local area for which he has been . 
appointed. 

The provisions of rule 4, as to the time within which notice of a birth or death must be 
given shall apply to every notice of a birth or death given under the circumstances describ* 
ed in this rule. 

Q. In every CBS'* of a birth or death admitted to registration under rule 8, the Registrar 
to whom the notice of the birth or death is given shall record in his register the reason 
why the notice was not given to the Registrar of the local area within which the birth or 
death occurred, and shall within one week from the date of the registration of the birth or 
death forward to the Registrar-General and to the Registrar of the local area within which 
the birth or death occurred, a copy of the entry in the register relating to the birth or 
death. 

Every Registrar shall paste into a book kept by him for the purpose all copies of 
entries received by him under this rule, and the book containing the copies shall be, at all 
reasonable times, open to inspection by any person desiring to inspect it. 

10. The Registrar for any local area including a port may register any birth or death 
which has occurred on the high seas on board any ship arriving at such port : 

Provided that notice of the birth or death is given to such Registrar within sixty days 
after the arrival of the ship. 

In the notice of such birth or death, and in the entry thereof in the register, there 
shall be specified, in lieu of the name of the place at which, the name of the ship on which 
the event occurred, and the name of the Commander of the ship and the approximate 
latitude and longitude of the ship’s position at the time of the birth or death. 

11. Every certificate of registration of a birth or death given by a Registrar under 
section 33 of the Act shall be in the form set forth in Schedule F. 

13. At the foot of everv copy of an entry given under section 35 of the Act, there 
shall be written a certificate, dated and subsciibed by the Registrar that the copy is a true 
copy of the entry. 

13. Every Registrar shall keep in the form set forth in Schedule G, a register of all 

certificates of registration and copies of entties given by him. ^ 

14. The copies of entries of births and deaths which Registrars are required by sec- 
tion 34 of the Act to send to the Registrar-General, shall be certified in the form set forth 
in Schedule H, and shall be sent at intervals of three months, on or as nearly as possible 
after the ist January, April, July and October in each year. 

Should no entries be made in a register during the preceding three months, a certifi- 
cate to this effect shall be sent to the Regiatrar-Ceneral. 

15. A Registrar may, of his own motion, correct in manner prescribed in section 38 
of the Act, any error in form made in an entry of a birth or death in a register of births or 
register of deaths kept by him under the Act. 
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In every case in which an entry is corrected under this rule, intimation thereof shall 
(if practicable) be communicated within one week from the date of the correction being 
nmde to the person who gave the notice of the birth or death, 

16. When an error in substance in any entry of a birth or death in a register of births 
or register of deaths is asserted to have bedn made, the Registrar may correct the error, 
in manner prescribed in section 28 of the Act on application made in writing and signed 
in the presence of two witnesses attesting the signature, by any person authorised under 
section 3o or 21, as the case may be, to give notice of the birth or death to which the 
entry relates : 

Provided that the Registrar is satisHer) that the application is well founded and that 
he places on record a memorandum of the evidence on which his opinion is based. 

17. The sums specified in Schedule I shall be the fees payable under the sections of 
the Act there referred to : 

Pr.wided that soldiers and non>commissioned officers of His Majesty's Regular Forces 
and all seamen shall be exempted from the payment of any fe s. 

18. Every Registrar who is a Government servant and not a Minister of Religion 
shall keep a register, in the form set forth in Schedule J of all fees realised under these 
rules, and shall fows'ard the fees at the end of each month to the nearest treasury to be 
credited to Government and the Treasury officer shall give the Registrar a certificate of 
the amount so credited.

congestion of the labour market. • 

The Governor General in Council accordingly requests all Local Governments and 
Administrations to make the above intimation as widely known as possible, particularly 
in places from which emigration to Canada is believed to be most common. Intending 
emigrants sliould also be warned at the ports of embarkation of the risks they run in 
proceeding to that country.

AGREEMENT entered into this the 19th day of September 1913 between the Sec- 
retary of State for India in Council (hereinafter railed the Secretary of State)' on the one 
part of and the Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre Home of Service (a Society regitferetl 
under Act XXI of i860) on the other part. 

Whereas the aforesaid Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre Home of Service has 
made an application to the Government of the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh to 
acquire under the provisions of the Land Acquisition Act (1 of 1894) land and premises 
in Benares Town for the purposes of such Mission amounting to 8*22 acres of land 
rqquirQd.foc eatending the building of the Ramkrishna Mission or thereabouts as detailed 
aud dpvribed under Schedule annexed hereto and for the sake of greater cleai'ness 
d^ioeatqfl, or shown on the plan hereto annexed and thereon with its boundaries coloured 
in red> ‘ 

And whereas the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied that the said Ramkrishna 
Mission is a Company within the meaning of section 3 {0) of the Land Acquisition Act 1 of 
i 894 > vide Government Order No. 3^6-111-462, dated loth February 1913, to the CO'm'mis- 
liouer, Benares Division. 

And whereas the said Local Government after making and holding such enquiry as is 
prescribed and required by law is satisfied that the acquisition of the aforesaid land required 
by the Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre Home of Service is needed for the construc- 
tion of some work and that such work is likely to prove useful to the public.

E remises onto and to the use of the Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre 
iome of Service. 

(4) That the Ramkrishna Mission, Benares Centre Home of Service will perpetually

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
6th November Z913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 


I. A shallow depression formed in the neighbourhood of Table Island on the 3tst 
October and, advancing in a northerly direction, was the cause of an increase of rainfall in 
Burma. It crossed the south Arakan coast on the 1st November and had disappeared com* 
pletely by the morning of the and. 

Conditions have been disturbed at an unusually early date on the northwest frontier 
and there has been some precipitation in the western Himalayas and submontane districts 
as far east as Muktcswar. Ramfall of a fairly general character occurred during the first 
three days in the south of the I’eninsula, but it then decreased and weather was practically 
dry there for the rest of the week. 

a. Burma,— -’Th&TC was fairly general rain on the 31st October and ist November; 
on the remaining days only a few falls were recorded. 

Northeast India, including Orissa. — Darjiling had a light fall of rain on the 31st 
October. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central -Light rainfall 

occurred in the Mussooree hills on the and and 3rd November, and showers were also 
reported from Dehra Dun and Meerut. 

Northwest India, — Nearly general rain fell in the North-West Frontier Province on 
the 1st November, while local precipitation occurred in Kashmir on the and and 3rd, and 
in the Punjab hills on the ist, and and 3rd. Ludhiana had a light fail of rain on the 3rd. 

The Peninsula. — Rainfall was nearly general in Mysore on the 30th October, and in 
south Madras on the 30th and 31st. It was fairly general in the latter area on the ist 
November.

4, The week's rainfall was 20 per cent or more in excess in Burma, the Punjab 
East and North, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province and Madras Southeast ; and 
was within 20 per cent of the normal in the United Provinces West and Malabar. It was 
30 per cent or more in defect in the rest of the country, except in the following divisions 
where the absence of rainfall is a normal feature at this time of year the Punjab South- 
west, Baluchistan, Sind, Rajputana, Gujarat and Central India West. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 pe* cent or more in excess in Bengal, Bihar, 
the Punjab Southwest, Sind and Gujarat; and is 20 per cent or more in def% in the 
United Provinces, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, Rajputana, 
Central India East, Hyderabad South, the Madras Deccan and Mysore. It differs from 
the normal by less than ao per cent elsewhere.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

1st November 1913. 

Burma.— During the week moderate rain was general over Lower and Upper 
Burma. The cultivation of the winter rice crop and the ingathering of cotton and 
ground nut are proceeding under normal conditions. Cattle are healthy. The price 
of unhusked rice is a little above normal and tends to fall. 

Assam.— During the week light rain fell in all districts except Goalpara and there ^ 
was a severe hailstorm in Nowgong. Harvesting of autumn rice in Darrang and of 
jute in Kamrup still continues. Ploughing for and sowing of mustard and pulses con- 
tinue. The prospects of tea are generally good and those of transplanted winter 
rice fair to good everywhere. The average price of common rice has fallen slightly. 
Cattle disease is reported from five districts. Fodder is insufficient in Sylhet and 
Kamrup. 

Bengal.— During the week light rain fell in all the districts of the Chittagong 
division and in some parts of the Rajshaht and Dacca divisions. The weather was 
favourable for agricultural operations. The preparation and sowing of lands for 
spfing crops are in progress. The conditions and prospects of winter rice and other 
standing crops are good except in some parts of the flood affected areas. The condition of 
agricultural stock is fair. Cattle disease is reported from nine districts. The average 
price of common rice is almost stationary as compared with that of the previous week. 
Agricultural loans and gratuitous relief were given on a moderate scale to those persons 
of the Burdwan division who have suffered from the recent floods. 

Bihar and Orissa. — During the week a few scattered showers fell in parts of 
Bihar. Sowing of spring crops is in progress. Harvesting of early winter rice has 
commenced in some districts. Standing crops are doing well. The average price of 
common rice has fallen as compared with that of the previous week. The supply of 
fodder is sufficient except in parts of Patna. Cattle disease is reported from 
eight districts. The prospects of standing crops in the Feudatory States of Orissa are 
good. 


United Provinces.— Save for showers in a few districts the week was rainless. 
More rain is urgtetly nced,ed in all but the Eastern districts. Standing crops are suffering 
from drought except in the Upper Doab, the Central ^ubmontane and Eastern districts, 
and in the Native States. Harvesting of autumn crops and picking of cotton are 
almost complete. Irrigation and preparation of land for spring crops are in progress. 
Sowing of spring crops continues and in some places is nearing completion. Cattle 
disease is still reported from about one-fourth of the Provinces. Scarcity of fodder is 
increasing and water is running short in Bundelkhand and in parts of the Aligarh, 
Unao and Fatehpur districl.s. Prices arc riftng and in some districts are abov^ scarcity 
rates. 


Punjab.— During the week light rain fell in the Submontane and Hill districts, 
elsewhere the weather has been dry. Rain is urgently wanted in the dry area in the Soufh 
East where standing autumn crops on unirrigated lands are withering. Elsewhere the 
condition of the standing crops is average. The autumn harvest is nearly completed in the 
dry area ip the South East and the outturn on unirrigated land is very poor. Elsewhere 
harvesting is in progress and the yields are generally average to good. Sowings of spring 
crops continue and are normal except in the South East where they are seriously 
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restricted on unirrigated land for want of moisture. Cattle are generally healthy but 
fodder is getting scarce in some of the South Eastern districts The price of wheat is 

generally close to normal and that of other grains a little above normal. 

• 

North-West Frontier Province.— Rain fell during the week in Hazara, Peshawar 
and Kohat. The weather was temperate. The condition of standing crops is 
generally average except in unirrigated areas in the Swahi tahsil of the Peshawar 
district. Harvesting of autumn crops continues and the outturn is expected to be nor- 
mal, Sowings of spring crops is proceeding. Irrigation from the Paharpur Canal has 
stopped. Cattle are in good condition. The supply of fodder and water is generally 
sufficient. The prices of food grains are high but are tending to fall in Peshawar. 
The price of wheat is rising. 

Jammu, — No rain fell during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from 10 to 15 nnd maize from 12 to 21 seers per rupee. The condition of standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in one tahsil. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — During the week {fair rain fell in the Province. Harvesting of 
autumn and sowing of spring crops are in progress. Cattle disease is reported in some 
villages of the Valley. Prices are normal.. Water and fodder are sufficient. 

Rajputana.— During the week slight rain fell in the Kotah, Bikaner and Merwara 
districts. The weather was generally clear and cool. Rain is badly needed for 
spring sowings. The outturn of the autumn harvest is unfavourable in the Eastern 
States of Central Rajputana including Ajraer-Merwara where fodder also will soon 
be insufficient. Cattle are generally doing well. Water is generally sufficient. Prices 
.are generally high and stationary in the areas mentioned above. Cattle emigration 
continues in <^jmer>Merwara, and Marwar, Jaipur, Kishengarh, Bh.aratpur and Karault. 

Central India. — No rain fell during the week. The weather was clear and cool. 
More rain is w.iiited in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and the Rampura 
Bhanpura district and the Alampur pergana of Indore. Harvesting of autumn crops 
has commenced in the Malwa division and the districts of Bhilsa and Isagarh of the 
Gwalior division. Spring sowings are in progress except in parts of Gwalior aud 
Bundelkhnnd where operations are stopped for want of rain. Standing crops are bad 
in the northern districts of Gwalior, Bundelkhand, portions of the Rampura Bhanpura 
district and the Alampur pergana of Indore; indifferent in Baghelkhand and fair in Bhopal. 
Crops have been damaged for want of rain in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand Bun- 
delkhand and the Alampur pergana of Indore. Cattle disease prevails in Gwalior Gird, 
the Nagod State of Baghelkhand and the Jhabua State of Bhopawar. The condition of 
cattle is bad in parts of Gwalior and Bundelkhand. The supply of fblider is bad in 
parts of Gwalior, indifferent in B,''ghelkhand and scarce in Bundelkhand and the 
Alampur pergana of Indore. Prices are rising in Gwalior, Bhopal and parts of 
Bundelkhand, normal in Baghelkhand and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces.— The weather has been clear and warm with nights and morn- 
ings cool. No rain fell anywhere. Agriculturists are busily engaged in the harvesting 
of autnmn crops and sowing of spring crops. ^ Rain is badly needed in many places for 
the spring crops. Fodder and water are generally sufficient except in the Vindbyan 
districts. Cattle are faring well. The price of gram and juar in Chhindwara and of gram 
in Chanda rose by two and a half seers per rupee, elsewhere the prices of staple food 
grains remained stationary or varied slightly indicating an upward tendency. 

Feudatory States.-~-Dtxriag the week the rainfall was nil. Reaping of autumn crops 
and sowing of spring crops are in full swing. The price of rice rose by two seers per 
rupee in Sarangarh and four in Sirguja and that of wheat and gram by six in Sirguja- 
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Bombay.—Standiog crops are in good condition except for slight damage by 
locusts and rats in Karachi and Hyderabad, by rata in Kaira and Palanpnr, and by insects 
in parts of Abmednagari Sholapur and Bijapur. The barvesting'of antnmn and the sowing 
of spring crops continue. The supply of fodder is general!^ sufficient. Agricultural 
stock are good and sufficient except in parts of Ahinednagar’ and Poona. Water for 
drinking and irrigation is adequate. Prices are high but generally steady. The public 
health is generally good. Stocks of grain are sufficient. 

Hyderabad.— No rain fell during the week. The autumn crop is being harvested 
and is fair but has suffered somewhat through insects and want of rain in parts of the 
Gulbarga, Raichur, Mahbubnagar and Karimnagar districts. Early rice is being irri- 
gated and the crop is fair but suffers from w-ant of rain in parts of the above districts and 
a few isolated parts. Spring sowings continue and the crop is good except in isolated 
parts. Fodder scarcity prevails in four, w'ater scarcity in six and cattle disease in oUe 
taluka. The price of grains remains constant. The highest price in districts is 
8 seers per rupee in Mahbubnagar and the lowest flo in Adilabad. 

Mysore. — During the week the rainf.all was light. Thfe price of ragi has fallen 
slightly in Mysore and is steady elsewhere. The markets are well supplied. Stand- 
ing crops are in' good condition, but want of rain is felt in the greater part of the 
State. The prospects of the season are good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water 
and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— During the week the rainfall was light throughout the Province. Agri- 
cultural prospects are good. Picking of cardamom continufcs. The prices of foOd 
grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are suffi- 
cient. 

Madras.— During the week the rainfall was fair in Cuddapah light or «i7 in the 
Circars,lSouth Canara and the Deccan except Cuddapah and good to very heavy else- 
where. 'standing crops are fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy is pro- 
ceedinglwith outturn fair to normal. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are proceed- 
ing normally for the most part. The condition of cattle is generally good. Thesupjdy 
of water is insufficient for irrigation in some places. Fodder is generally sufficient. 
Prices show^a downward tendency.

In such cases all the establishment sliould be allowed, subject to the condition laid down in 
the case of public holidays, under the Negotiable Instruments Act, to take full advantage of 
the holiday. 

3. This Notification does not appl}^ to holidays to be observed in Civil Courts.

The following Prospectus of Short Courses of Instruction given at the Agrioultural 
Research Institute^ Pusa, is published for general information : — 

SHORT COURSES OF INSTRUCTION GIVEN AT PUSA. 

The function of the Pusa Colleg(" in the general scheme of Agricultural Education in 
India has been defined as that of a higher Teaching Institution and Research Station for post- 
graduate agricultural students and for advanced science students^ particularly from Indian 
Universities. 

But for the present it seems necessary for the Pusa Institute to continue to assist Provinces 
and Native States by giving short courses of instruction in B])ecial branches of agriculture or 
in simple industries coTinccted with agriculture. There are now facilities at Pusa for thorough 
instruction in the subjects referred to. 

The short courses are broadly defined in a syllabus for each subject which is appended 
hereto. The instruction is essentially practical in charaeler and requires no scientific training 
and not even a knowledge of English. Students should^ however^ have a fair general 
education. 

Men who have not the Instincts of the profession which they are following or propose 
to follow will not be act^epted. It is ilcsired to admit in 2)articular to Pusa for these courses 
men who are bond fide agriculturists or Malts by caste. 

The courses will be suitable for men of the subordinate staff of all th(? Agricultural 
Departments, and will be open to ])rivate indivitluals who are engaged or prol)OBe to engage in 
the special bmnehes of agriculture and allied subjects dealt with. 

A recommendation of a suitable <*aiididateby a Director of Agriculture or any other autho- 
rised authority will be accepted, if the applicant is certified to be of good character and in 
robust health. 

Free quarters of a very simple but sufiicient character will be ])rovided. 

Students will have to pay all travelling and personal expenses. The latter at Pusa need 
not exceed Ks. 15 jier mensem. 

No books will be required. 

Applications should be addressed to the Director of the Agricultural Research Institute 
Pusa, Bihar. 


SYLLABUS OP SHORT COURSES. 

Section of AgricuLiure. 

(1) Cattle Management. — The course will occupy three months. It will deal with the 
general management of breeding herds and of milch and draught cattle and w'ill Include 
simple instruction in the recognition, treatment and jirevention of flie more common diseases. 
The Imperial Pathological Entomologist will deal with the princijial inBect-j>e.sts of cattle, the 
part which they jday as (lisease-carriut’s and methods of treatment. Courses will commence in 
October and January. 

Seclion of Economic Botany. 

(2) Fruit Growing. — Tlie course will be an eight months’ one and will deal with — 

(а) The general management of a fruit garden, including choico of site, laying out, 

draining and planting, the choice of varieties, irrigatic^, cultivation and 
t manuring. 

(б) Special processes, such as budding, grafting, layering, pruning and root pruning, 

weathering. 

(c) Disposal of fruit, including packing, grading, packing and marketing. 

(d) Evaporating, drying and preserving. 

The course will begin each year on the 1st of October and will last till the end of May. 

Section of Entomology , 

(3) Eri-iilk as a Collage Industry. course will occupy about six months and will 
poQunanoe on July Ist of each year. It includes rearing, spinning, dyeing and weaving. 
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(4) Lac Cultivation at an Adjunct to ordinary Agriculture. — The training can be given 
only from June left to 80th and October 1st to 3 let. The Tune course is the chief one hut if 
a sufficient number of bond fide students apply, a second course in October will also be given. 
These dates vary a little according to the season as lac does not always come out regularly. 
The training includes pruning and handling of trees, inoculation of lac, 'harvesting, scraping 
and washing. It covers the whole industry to the production of seed lac and is exclusive of 
the production of shellac. 

(.5) Mulberry Silk Culture. — The course includes rearing, selection of disease-free eggs, 
reeling and the utilization of wa-ste cocoons. Instruction is also given in the varieties of silk 
worms. Silk twisting (spinning) and dyeing with the simpler forms of weaving are taught. 
The full course occupies twelve months. Tho training covers only the ordinary existing 
methods of reeling and weaving and not the more complex ones. The course will commence 
on July 1st each year.

(The Punjab District BuarU^s Actj, the Chief Commissioner is ^ileased to make the following 
rules in supersetislon of the rules published with Punjab Government notification No. 141 
dated 24th June 1909. 

itULKS. 

1. A meeting of each district board and of each local board shall be held not less than 
once every two months^ provided that the Chairman may, if the amount of business is small 
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and not urgent, dispense with any particular meotipg, but no three consecutive calendar 
months shall pass without a meeting. 

II. If there is budget provision district boards may pay to non-official members, who 
have to travel over 10 mil s to attend a meeting of the board, expenHOs at the rate Rs 2 
when they come from a distance over 10 miles, and not over 30 miles, and Rs. 5 if they come 
from a greater distance than 30 miles, calculated by the ordinary remte. 

l^hese allowance shall cover the return journey and may be paid at the meeting on the 
payee^s simple receipt. 

III. Members shall be provided at least one week before ea(di meeting with a statement 
of the agenda explaining fully and accurately the questions to be considered at the ir ecting.

— Tlie following bye-laws framed bv the Municipal Committee 
of Delhi, under tlie j>rovisinns of Sei*tion .‘J, Act XIV of IsTil (llackiiev ('arriiige Act), regard- 
ing regulation of Hackney Carriages within the Municipal limits of Delhi, are ap])roved by 
the Hon^ble the Chief Commissioner of tlie Delhi Province, and are hereby published for 
general information. 

The bye-laws will come into force on 1st December 1913. 

BYE-LAWS. 

1. No carriage shall be 1ft to hire or taken to ply or offered for hire on any road within 
the sixth milestone from Jlelhi, except under a license granted in that behalf, in accordance 
with these rules. 

2. Such license shall be issued from the Municipal Office (in Form 3^, Municipal Account 
Code - on ])ayment of the fees juescribed by Hide 4 after the eanlage has hern examined and

5. Carriage licenses issued under these rules shall lumtinue in force from the 1st Novem- 
ber to the 31st Ocb*bcr following, except in the case of ekkas, the Iicens»*s for which will run 
from 1st April to the 31st March following : all carriage licenses are subject to suspension and 
revocation as laid down in tliese rules. 

6. When a carriage licensed under these rules is transferred to another proprietor the 
latter shall apply to the Municipal OtKee within one week of the date of transfer to have his 
name recorded as licensee ; such change shall he made free of cost^ no transfer of license 
shall be valid otherwise. 
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7. Thfi osrriag^e licenseo shall comply with the following conditions of license

{c) That the licensed vehicle sliall not be driven except by a man to whom a license 
has been granted by the Secret;jry to the Municipal Committee under Rule 16. 

(d) That he shall cause to be attached to the licensed vehicle in a conspicuous place 

(1) the serial number of tlic license as determined l)y the Secretary to the 
Municipal Committee, painted in black on a white l»ack-grouiid, (:^) the original 
li(;ense granted to it for the current year and a copy of the authorized table 
of fares printed in English and Urdu. 

(e) That he shall not demand from the hirer of the licensed vehiclo any cliarges in

The offender on rectifying the breach shall present his carriage for inspection to the Sec- 
retary at the Town Hall, wlio will either restore the license and give back the license form or 
postpone the matter till the next meeting of the Hackney Carriage Committee, when the 
proprietor will again p)reseiit the carriage for inspection. The Hackney Carriage Committee 
may then revoke the license or return it. 
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18. The Secretary to the Municipal Committee may take any driver^s license form and 
Buspend or revoke the driver^s license if, on due inquiry or as the result of his own observation, 
he believes the licensee has committed a breach of any of the conditions in Rule 10. 

14. Prosecutions for breaches of these rules may be instituted by any gazetted police 
officer or by the Secretary to tin? Municipal Committee or by any member of the Municipal 
Committee* 

15. There shall be half-yearly general inspections of all licensed vehicles on dates to be 
fixed by the Hackney C arriage Committee. 

The carriage licensee shall produce all licensed vehicles as ordered at such general inspec- 
tion. 

16. These rules shall apjdy to all vehiedes plying for hire on all roads within the Delhi 
Province up to the fith mile-stone from Delhi with the following (*xccption : — They shall not 
ap])ly to ekkas belonging to otln^r towjis or places situated some distance from Delhi, so long 
as they only bring passengers into Delhi from outside and wait in Delhi without plying 
for hire until they get an engagement to carry passengers to the place from which they 
originally came. 

Note.— A ny person failing to comply with rules 1, 6. 7, 8, 10 and 11 is liable on conviction before g 
inagistmtc to a fine of Ila. 60 under Section 7 of Act XIV of 1870.

I, (i) The Members of the Legislative Council of the Chief Commissioner of the of iism* 

itral Provinces shall ordinarily consist of — ben. 

A.— ’Members elected by the classes specified in Regulation II, who shall be seven 
in number ; 
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B.— Members nominated by the Chief Commissioner with the sanction of the 
Governor General, who shall not exceed seventeen in number, and of whom, 

{a) not more than ten may be oflicials, and 

(^) three shall be non-official persons resident in Bcrar duly qualified under regula* 
• tions laid down in that b. half. 

(2) In addition to the twenty-four members above specified, ,the Chief Commissioner 
may, with the sanction of the (lovernor General, nominate one more person, whether an 
official or a non-official, who possesses expert knowledge of subjects connected with 
proposed or pending legislation to be a member of the Council : 

Provided that it shall not be lawful for the Chief Commissioner to nominate so many 
official persons under these Regulations that the majority of all the members of the Council 
shall be officials.

{/') is an unccrtilicaled bankrupt or an undisclmrged insolvent, or 
{g) lias been dismissed from the Government .service, or 

(A) has been sentenced by a Criminal Court to imprisonment for an offence punishable 
with imprisonment for a term exceeding six months, or to transportation, 
or has been ordered to find security for good behaviour under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, .such sentence or order not having subsequently been 
reversed or remitted, or the offender pardoned, or

(2) When any such choice or dcclarai ion has been made, the votes recorded for such 
person in any electvirate for whicli he is nut to serve shall be deemed not to have been 
given, and the candidate, it any, wlio, except for tlic said votes, would have been 
declared elected for such electorate, shall be deemed to have been duly elected for the 
same. 

X. (i) Save as otherwise provided in these Regulations, tlic term of office of a Member 
shall be three years commencing from— 

(^) in the case of a nominated Member, the date of the publication in the local 
official Gazette of the notification by which he nominated, 

( 4 ) in the case of an elected Member, the date of the publication in the local official 
Gazette of the result of thi‘ election or, w^en the result of such election has 
been so published before the vacancy has occurred, from the date 0!i which 
such vacancy occurs : 

Provided that official Members and Members nominated under the provisions of 
sub-section (2) of^ Regulation 1 shall houi office for three years, or such shorter per-od 
as the Chief Commissioner may at the time o^omiiiation determine.

1. (i) “ Attesting Officer *' meins such officer as the Local Government may, by 
notification in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform ail or any of the duties of the 
Attesting Officer under these rules, and includes any officer deputed for the time being by 
the Attesting Officer to perform his duties. 

(a) “Returning Officer” means such officer as the Local Government may, by notifica- 
tion in the local official Gazette, appoint 10 perform all or any of the duties of the Return- 
ing Officer under these rules, and inclu fes any officer deputed for the time being by the 
Returning Officer to perforin his duties. 

2. (1) The Local Government shall notify from time to time in the local official 
Gazette all Municipal Committees, as defined in the Central Provinces Municipal Act, XVI 
of 1903, in tlie Central Provinces outbid? the towns of Nagpur and Jubbulpore, which have 
a local income amouiuing to not lets than five thousand rupees per annum. 

Explanation . — For the purpose of I lies- rules, “local income” means the total 
income of a Municipal Committi-c excluding liie opening balance of the Municipal Fund, 
grants and contributions, and receipts under the Account Heads “ Extraordinary ” and

(2) Any Municipal Committee in regard to which a notification under sub-rule (i) 
is for the time being in force shall, for the purposes of this Schedule, be a ‘'notified 
Municipal Committee.”

Group 1 . — The Municipal Committee of Jubbulpore town and the notified Municl* 
pal Committees of the Jubbulpore and Nerbudda Divisions. 

Group II. — The Municipal Committee of Nagpur town and the notified Municipal 
Committees of the Nagpur and Chhatlisgarh Divisions. 

Group III. — The Municipal Committees of Ntgpur and Jubbulpore Towns. 


Electoral roll. 

4. (1) On or before such date as may be appointed by the Local Government in this 
behalf, an electoral roll for each group iu Form I annexed to this Schedule shall be publish- 
ed by the Returning Officer in the local olfi^al Gazette. 

(2) As soon as may be after the publication of the roll in the said Gazette, a copy 
thereof shall be posted in a conspicuous place at the office of every Deputy Commis- 
sioner. 

5. The electoral roll shall be conclusive evidence for the purpose of determining 
whether any person is an elector or not under these rules. 

Revision of electoral roll. 

6 . (0 The electoral roll published under rule 4 shall be subject to revision from 
time to time as the Local Government may, by notification in the local official Gazette, 
direct.

(2) At the time so notified the Deputy Commissioner may of his own motion, and 
shall, on the application of any person whose name appears on the said roll, or who claims 
to have his name inserted therein, revise the said roll so far as it rcLales to his district.

7. (i) Any person not ineligible for election under these Regulations, and having a 
p-ace of residence in any of the divisions or towns, as the case may be, for the representa- 
tion of the municipal cummillees of which he is a candidate, may be nominated as a can- 
didate for election if he is, or has during the decade expiring on the date of the 
election for any period aggregating three years been, a Member of a Municipal Committee 
belonging to that group : 

Provided that, in the rase of Groups 1 , II and III respectively only candidates resident

Explanation, — 'I’iic expression “alternate clections^^ shall not be tleemed to include 
elections to fill casual vacancies.

Rules for thb Election op a Member or Members by Landholders. 

Prelitninary. 

1. (0 “ Attesting Officer ” means such officer as the Local Government may, by noti- 
fication in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform all or any of the duties of i he Attest- 
ing Officer under these rules, and includes any officer deputed for the time being by the 
Attesting Officer to perform his duties. 

(2) “ Returning Officer *' means such officer as the Local Government uftay, by noti- 
fication in the local official Gazette, appoint to perform all or any of the duties of the Re- 
turning Officer under these rules, and includes any officer deputed for the time being by 
the Returning Officer to perform his duties. 

2 Of the two members specified in Regulation II, sub-head liii), one shall be elected 
by the landholders of each of the following groups : — 

Group 1 . — The Jubbulpore and Nerbudda Divisions. 

Group II. — The Nagpur and Chhattisgarh Divisions. 

Qualifications of Electors. 

3. (i) Tfi^ election shall be made by all persons qualified to vote, having a place of 
residence in the group concerned, and holding land therein in proprietary right-— 

(«) whose land is assessed to land revenue at not less than Rs. 3,000 ; or 

{b) whose names are entered in the Durbar list prepared under the authority of the 
Local Government ; or 

{c) who hold the oflice of Honorary Magistrate : 

Provided that no person shall have more than one vote though he may possess more 
than one of the qualifications above described. 

(2) In the case of a Hindu joint family qu.ilified under the last sub-section, the name 
of the manager of the family, or of any member of the family, whom the manager may 
appoint ill writing in this behalf, shall be entered in the roll as the representative! lor the 
purpose of the roll, of such family. 

(3) In determining the eligibility of a landholder as an elector, only land revenue 
assessed on such land or share in land as he may hold in his own personal right and not 
in a fiduciary capacity shall be taken into account. Any portion of his estate which is 
revenue free, either wholly or in part, shall be taken as supporting the land revenue to 
which it would be assessed but for the fact that it is revenue free, cither wholly or in part. 

(4) If the amount paid by the landholder in respect of any such share of ari estate is 
not definitely known, the Deputy Commissioner of the district in which such estate is 
situated shall estimate the amount so paid in icspect of such share and his decision shall 
be final. 

(5) H a landholder pays land revenue in respect of estates or shares of estates situat- 
ed in electoral groups, and if his payments* in none of these groups reach th(t amount 
prescribed, his payments within both groups shall be aggregated and if such aggregate 
reache, the limit preset ibed, he shall be entitled to be entered in the electoral roil of the 
group in which he makes the larger payment. 

Elec tor iii Roll. 

4. (1) On or before such date as may be appointed by the Local Government ia this 
behalf, an electoral roll of landholders qualified under rule 3. hereinafter referred to as elec- 
tors, for each group in Form I annexed to this Schedule shall be published by the Returning 
Officer in the local official Gazette. 

(2) A person who is qualified as an elector for both groups may choose the group in 
which he desires to vole, but shall not be entitled to have his name entered in the electoral 
roll of more than one group. 

(3) As soon as mav be after the publicatioh of the roll in the local official Gazette, a 
copy thereof shall be posted in a conspicuous place at the office of every Deputy Com- , 
missioner. 

5. '1 he electoral roll shall be conclusive evidence for the purpose of determining 
whethM any person is an elector or not under these rules.

6. (f) Theelectoralroir published Under rule 4 shall be subject to revision from 
time to time as the Local Gk>yern meat ma/j by notification in the local official Gazette, 
direct. 

(2) At the time so notified the Deputy Commissioner may of his own motion, and 
shall, on the application of any person whose name appears on the said roll or who claims 
to have his name inserted therein, revise the said roil so far as it relates to his district.

{2) Such nomination shall be made by means of a nomination |>aper in Form II 
annexed to this Schedule, which shall be supplied by the Attesting Officer to any elector of 
the group concerned asking for the same. 

(3) Every nomination shall be subscribed by two such electors as proposer and 

seconder : 

Provided that no elector shall subscribe m^^re than one nomination paper. 

(4) Every nomination paper shall be presented for attestation on the date and at the 

time and place appointed by the I.ocal ( 'overniiient in this behalf, and. if the Attesting 
Officer is satisfied that the nominee is willing to stand for election, shall be attested by 
tlie Attesting Officer in the manner prescribed on the face of the Form and without delay 
despatched by registered post to the Returning Officer. ^ 

8. Nomination papers w hich are not received by the Returning Officer before* the 
date and time appoinu d for the scrutiny of nomination papers shall t e rejected. 

9. (i) A candidate who has been duly nominated for election may withdraw Ms candi- 

dature bv a written and signed cummunie ition delivered to the Returning Officer not less 
than fourteen clear days before the date fixed lor the attestation of voting papers or, if the 
period between the dates for the scrutiny of nomination papers and the attestation of 

voting papers is lesj than fount e i clear days, not later than the date fixed for such 
scrutiny. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall forthwith notify the withdrawal of any candidate in 
such iv.anner as the Local Government may prescribe, tnd shall communicate the wdth- 
drawal to the Attesting Officer, who shall thereupin remove from the voting paper the

(3} A candidate who has withdrawn his candidature shall not be allowed to cancel 
the withdrawal or to stand as a candidate for the sam^ eleciion. 

Scrutiny of nomination papers. 

iq. (1) On the date and at the time appointed by the Loe d Government for the 
scrutiny of nomination papers, every candidate and his proposer and seconder may attend 
at the place appointed, and the Returning Officer shall allow them to examine the nomi- 
cation papers of all candidates which have been received by him as aforesaid. 

(2) Where an elector subscribes two or more nomination papers, all such nomination 
papers, except the one first received by the Attesting Officer, shall be deemed to be invalid, 
and, if the Returning Officer is unable to determine which of such nomination papers was 
so received first, both or all of such papers shall be deemed to be invalid. 

(3) The Returning Officer shall examine tMi nomination papers and shall decide all 
objections which may be. made to any nomination paper on the ground that it is not valid

17. Upon the completion of the counting and after the result has been declared by 
him, the Returning Officer shall seal up the voting papers and all other documents relating 
to the election, and shall retain the same for a period of six months, and shall thereafter 
cause them to be destroyed unless otherwise directed by an order of competent authority. 

Publication of Result. 

18. The Returning Officer shall without delay report the result of the election to the 
Secretary to the Legislative Council of the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces, 
and the name of the candidate elected shall be published in the local official Gazette. 

Appointment of dates ^ times and places. 

19. The Local Government shall appoint and notify, in such manner as it thinks fit, 
such date, and, if necessary, such time and place, as it may think suitable for each of the 
following proceedings, namely 

(«) the publication of the electoral roll under rule 4 ; 

(i) the attestation of nomination papers under rule 7 ; 

(f) the scrutiny of nomination papers under rule 10; 

[d) the attestation of voting papers under rule 12 ; and 

(«) the counting of votes under rule 15.

thereto. 

14. If not taken delivery of within a period of not less than one month after receipt at 
the station to which invoice^ unclaimed goods may be sent to ttie Unclaimed Goods or 
Lost Property Office and dealt with as laid down in Rule ai below. 

15. Unclaimed articles shall be liable to the wharfage and demurrage charges herein- 
before referred to, as well as to all freight and special expenditure incurred by the Railway 
administration on account of their custody and disposal. 

16. After being on hand fur one month unclaimed booked luggage and parcels may be

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ij. Where articles such as arms, ammunition, explosives, intoxicating liquors, opium 
and its preparations, and hemp drugs, the sale of which by unlicensed^ persons is prohibited 
by law, are left unclaimed in the possession of the Railway administration, they will be 
made over to the Police or Excise authorities for disposal under the laws affecting the 
article. When not of a dangerous, perishable or offensive character, they will, however, be 
retained in. the possession of the Railway administration for the same period as that 
prescribed for other unclaimed articles. 

This rule in so far as it relates to explosives is supplemental to, and not in modifica- 
tion of, Rule 6 (IV) of the rules made under the Indian Explosives Act* 1884 (IV of 1884), 
and published under the Government of India, Home Department, Notification No. 55^^, 
dated the iith October 1901, in part I of the Gazette of India of the 12th October 1901

Rainfall Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
13th November 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

A storm formed on the Stli in an area of disturbed weather in the southwest of the 
Bay of Bengal and occasioned heavy r.ain on the Coromandel coast, Cuddalore registering 
22 inches during the forty-right hours ending at 8 hrs. on the loth. But after moving 
slowly in a northerly direction the storm disappeared, and during the last two days of the 
week weather was practically dry in the south of the Peninsula. 

South Burma was the only other part of the country where rainfall of any importance 
occurred. On the 13th a disturbance was developing oIT the Andaman Islands. 

2. Burma. — Rainfall was of almost daily occurrence in Tenasserim and the Andamans, 
and on the 12th rain fell locally as far north as Lashio. 

Northeast India, including Orissa. — Weather was dry.

4, The week’s rainfall was 20 per cent or more in excess in Lower Burma and 
Madras Southeast. The absence of rain is a normal fe:iture at this lime of year in Cliota 
Nagpur, the United Provinces West, the Punjab, the Nortl>-\Vcst Frontier Province, 
Baluchistan, Si.nd, Rajputana, Gujarat and Central India West, but in all the remaining 
divisions rainfall was 20 per cent or more in defect. 

The seasonal rainfall up to date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Bengal, Bihar, 
the Punjab Southwest, Sind, Gujarat and Madras S )ulhca.st ; and 20 per cent or more 
jn defect in the United Provinces, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, Baluchistan, 
Rajputana, Central 'India East, the Central Provinces West, Hyderabad South, the Madras 
Deccan and Mysore. It differs from the normal by less tlian 20 per cent elsewhere.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

8th November 1913. 

Burma, — During the week the rainfall was good in Lower Burma and light over 
most of Upper Burma. Agricultural operatioius are progressing normally. Standing 
crops an- generally ill good condition. Cattle are healthy and pa.sturage is sufficient. 
The price of unhusked rice continues slightly above normal but tends to fall. 

Assam.— -During the week the weather was dry and seasonable. Ploughing for 
and sowing of mustard and pulse?, harvesting of winter rice and pressing of sugarcane 
continue. The prospects of tea ^are good and those of transplanted winter rice 
lair to good. The average price of common rice is stationary. Cattle disease is re- 
ported from five districts. 

Bengal. — No rain fell during the week throughout the Province. The prepara- 
tion and sowing of lands for spring crops are still in progress. The condition 
and prospects of the winter crops arc on the whole good. The condition of agricultural 
stock is fair. Cattle disease is reported from six districts. Reports of slight damage 
by insect pest.? have been received from two districts. The average price of common 
rice fell by about 0-7 per cent, a.s compared with that of the previous week. Agricultural 
loans were issued in three districts and gratuitous relief was paid in one district of the 
Burdwau division. 

Bihar and Orissa. — There was no rain during the week and the weather was 
seasonable. The sowing of spring crops is going on. Harvesting of early winter rice 
continues in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. Standing crops are doing well but more rain 
is wanted for the late sown rice crop in the flood affected tracts of Cuttack and 
Balasore. The price of common rice has fallen in Orissa and Chota Nagpur and has 
risen in Bihar. The supply of fodder is suflicient except in parts of Patna. Cattle 
disease is reported from nine districts. The prospects "of standing crops in the 
Feudatory States of Orissa are good. 

United Provinces. — With the exception of slight showers in the Himalayan, West- 
ern Submontane, Upper Doab and North Ccntr.al districts, the week was rainless* 
More rain is urgently needed in all but parts of the Himalayan and Eastern districts. 
Standing crops are suffering from drought over the greater part of the Provinces. Irri- 
gation and preparation of land for spring crops are still in progress. Sowing of spring 
crops is nearing completion. Ca'ttle disease is still reported from some parts of the Pro- 
vinces. Takavi is being distributed for seed, bullocks and wells. Scarcity of fodder is 
increasing and water also is running short in Bundelkhand and in parts of. the Unao and 
Fatehpur districts. Prices are fluctuating with an upward tendency. 

Punjab. — Slight rain fell during the l^eek in some of the Submontane districts. 
Elsewbdre the weather has been dry. Rain is urgently wanted in the dry area in the 
south-east where sowings of spring crops on unirrigated lands are seriously restricted 
for want of moisture. Elsewhere standing crops are generally average to' good and 
sowings of spring crops arc normal. Harvesting of autumn crops continues, except in the 
south-east where it has been completed, and the outturns are generally average to good. 
Cattle are generally healthy but some scarcity of fodder is being felt in the south- 
east. Prices of wheat arc generally close to normal and those of other grains a little 
above normal. 
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North-West Frontier Pro^nce.— The week was rainless and the weather was 
cold and at time cloudy« The condition oI the standing crops is average. Harvesting 
of autumn crops is in progress and the outturn is expected to be normal. Sowings of 
spring crops continue. Irrigation from the Paharpur canal has stopped. The condition 
of cattle is good. The supply of fodder and water is generally sufficient. Prices are high 
but nearly stationary. In the Bannu tahsil the prices of wheat and maize are rising 
and those of bajra and javsar falling. 

Jammu. — During the w'eck slight rain fell. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from 10 to 15 and maize from ii to 20 seers per rupee. “The condition of the standing 
crops is fair. Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in the Jammu and Rampur tahsils. 
Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — Slight- rain fell during the week. The sowing of spring crops is 
in progress. Cattle disease is reported in some villages of the Valley. Prices are 
normal. Water and fodder are sufficient. 

Rajputana.— No rain foil during the w'eek and the weather was generally clear 
and cool. Rain is badly needed for the sowing of spring crops in the Eastern 
States and Central Rajputana including Ajmer-Merwara where the outturn of the , 
recent harvest was unfavourable and fodder also will soon be insufficient. Cattle are 
generally doing well. Water is generally sufficient. Prices are generally high and 
stationary. Cattle emigration continues in .Ajmer-Merwara, Marwar, Jaipur, Kishen- 
garh, Bharatpur and Karauli. 

Central India.— No rain fell during the week and the weather was clear and cool. 
More rain is wanted in p.irts of Gwalior, Raghelkhand, Bundelkhand and in the Rampura 
Bhanpura and Alampur perganas of Indore. Harvesting of autumn crops and sowing of 
spring crops arc in progress except in parts of Gwalior and Bundelkhand where opera- 
tions hav<? been stopped for want of rain. Standing crops are bad in parts of Gwalior 
and Bundelkhand, indifferent in Baghelkhand and fair in Bhopal. Crops have been 
damaged by want of rain in parts of Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and the Alampur 
pergana of Indore and in Bhopal. Cattle disease prevails in parts of the Jind district of 
Gwalior, the Nagod State and parts of the Rewa district of Baghelkhand. The condition 
of cattle is bad in parts of Bundelkhand. The supply of fodder is bad in parts of 
Gwalior, indifferent in Baghelkhand .and scarce in parts of Bundelkhand. Prices are rising 
in Gwalior, Bhopal and parts of Bundelkhand, are above normal in Baghelkhand and 
steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces.— No rain fell during the week. The days were warm and the 
nights and mornings cool, The picking of cotton, the reaping and threshing of autumn 
crops and the sowing of spring crops continue. Rain is needed in many places 
for the spring crops especially in the Jubbulpore and Nerbudda divisions. The supply 
of fodder and water is sufficient except in parts of Saugor and Damoh. The price of 
gram rose by 2 seers per rupee in Narsingpur. Elsewhere the variations in the prices 
of food grains were unimportant. 

Feudatory States . — The rainfall was «»/. Harvesting of autumn crops and sowing 
of spring crops are in progress. The pric^ of gram rose in Udaipur and that of rice fell 
in Sirguja by 3 and 4 seers per rupee respectively. ^ 

Bombay.— The standing crops have [been slightly damaged by rats in Karachi, 
Hyderabad, Thar and Parkar, Kaira, Palanpur and Rewa Kantha, by insects in Broach, 
and by blight in Bijapur. They are withering in parts of Ahmednagar and are in good 
condition elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn and sowing of spring crops continue. The 
picking of cotton is progressing in parts of Sind, the Deccan, Kathiawar and Baroda. 
The supply of fodder is generally sufficient. Agricultural stock arc good and sufficient 
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except in parts of Ahuiednagar and Poona. Drinking water is adequate. Water for 
irrigation is deficient in parts of Ahmednagar, Sholapur and Satara. Prices are high 
with a tendency to rise. Stocks of grain are sufficient. 

H7derabad.<~No rain fell during the week and the prospects of the season are un- 
changed. 

Mysore.-— During the week the rainfall was nil. The price of ragi rose slightly 
in Kolar and that of rice in Hassan. The markets are well supplied. Standing crops 
are in fair to good condition but the want of rain is felt in the greater part of the State. 
Harvesting is in progress with outturn poor to fair. The prospects of the season are 
fair to good. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— During the week the rainfall was insufficient. Agricultural prospects are 
good. The picking of cardamom continues and that of coffee has commenced. The 
prices of food grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and fodder for 
cattle arc sufficient. 

Madras.— During the week the rainfall was fair to good in the Nilgiris, the Weit ■ 
Coast except South Canara and the Carnatic except Nellore and nil or light elsewhere. 
Standing crops are fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy is proceeding 
with outturn fair to normal. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are proceeding 
normally for the most part. The condition of cattle is generally good. The supply of 
water is insufficient for irrigation in some places. Fodder is generally sufficient. 
Prices show a downward tendency. Reports from North Arcot, Trichinopoly and the 
Southern Districts have not been received.

Raii^ail Summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, the 
20th November 1913, based on the Indian Daily Weather Reports 
of the period. 

A disturbance of the winter type gave fairly general rain in the northern half of 
Baluchistan on the 15th, and in the hills of the North-West Frontier Provincq on the 16th, 
but it then disappeared and no further precipitation occurred. 

Weather was disturbed in the Bay throughout the week, and the disturbance caused 
widpspread rainfall in Burma, northeast India and the Ganjam division of Madras. 

2. ifwrma.— Rainfall was nearly general over the whole province on the 13th and I4tb, 
and in the central districts on the 15th. Weather was practically dry on the remaining 
days. 

Northeast India, including -There was nearly general rain in Orissa on the 

17th, and over the whole, division, excluding the northern districts, on the 18th. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central -Raipur had a 

light shower of rain on the i8th. 

t Northwest India,— \K2i\n fell at most stations in the northern half of Baluchistan on 
die 15th, and was general in the hills of the North-West Frontier ProvineJe on the l6th. 

The Peninsula. — Weather was dry except for a few falls in the extreme south and on 
:he east coast from Waltair to Gopalpur. On the 17th Gopalpur recorded 9‘62* of rain.

DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE AND AGRICULTURE. 

Season and Crop Prospeets for the week ending Saturday, 

15th November 1913. 

Burma.— The rainfall was heavy in Lower Burma and good over most of Upper 
Burma. Agricultural operations have been retarded slightly by rain. Standing crops 
are generally in good condition. Cattle are healthy and pasturage is sufficient. The 
price of unhusked rice continues slightly above normal. 

Assam.— During the week the weather was dry and seasonable. Ploughing for 
and sowing of mustard and pulses, harvesting of winter rice and pressing of sugarcane 
continue. Sowing of summer rice seedlings has commenced in parts of Sylhet. The 
prospects of tea are good and those of transplanted winter rice fair to good. 
The average price of common rice is stationary. Cattle disease is reported from 
five districts. Fodder is in.sufficient in Sylhet and Kamrup. 

Bengal,— During the week no rain fell throughout the Province except some 
slight showers in Chittagong. Sowing of spring crops is in brisk progress and 
prospects so far are good. Harvesting of early winter rice has commenced in some 
districts. The condition of standing winter rice and sugarcane is on the whole good. 
Cattle disease is reported from six districts. The average price of common rice has 
fallen by about i per cent, as compared with that of the previous weelc. Agricultural 
loans were issued in Bankura, Midnapur and Howrah. 

Bihar and Orissa. — There was no rain during the week and the weather was 
generally seasonable. Sowing of spring crops still continues. Harvesting of winter rice 
continues in Orissa and Chota .Nagpur and has commenced in parts of Bihar. Pros* 
pects of standing crops are on the whole good. More rain is, however, wanted for 
them in Orissa. The price of common rice h.as fallen as compared with that of the 
previous wef’k. The supply of fodder is sufficient except in the flood affected parts 
of Patna. Cattle disease is reported from nine districts. Prospects of standing 
crops in the Feudatory States of Orissa are good. 

United Provinces. — The week was rainless. More rain is urgently needed in all 
but the south-eastern districts. Standing crops are suffering from drought except in a few 
eastern districts. Irrigation and preparation of land for spring crops are still in progress. 
In some parts sowing of spring craps is nearing completion while that of poppy has 
commenced. Cattle disease is still reported fr)in some districts of the Provinces. 
Takavi is being distributed for seed, bullocks and well* Scxrcity of fodder is increas- 
ing and water is running short in Bundelkhand and in the Aligarh, Unao and 
Fatehpur districts. Prices are high and fluctuating. 

Punjab. — The weather was dry. Rain is urgently wanted in the south-east dry 
area where sowings of spring crops on unir^ated lands are seriously restricted for 
want of moisture. Elsewhere sowings are generally normal. Harvesting of autumn crops, 
except that of sugarcane and cotton, has been completed and the outturn is generally 
average to good. The condition of standing sugarcane and cotton crops is average to 
good except in parts of the south-east where on unirrigated tracts it is poor. Cattle 
are generally healthy but fodder is getting scarce in the south-east. Prices of wheat 
are generally close to normal and of other grains a little above normal. 

North-West Frontier Province. — The week was rainless and the weather was 
cold and at times cloudy. The condition of standing crops is average. Harvesting 
of autumn crops continues and the outturn is expected to be normal. Sowings of 
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spring crops are proceeding. Cattle are in good condition. The fodder and water*sapply 
is generally sufficient. Prices of food grains are high but are tending to rise in the 
Bannu tahsil. The price of maize is falling in Peshawar. 

Jammu. — Rainfall nil. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 10 to 14 and 
maize from ii to ig seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is fair. 
Cattle disease of mild type prevails in the Basohli tahsil. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — No rain fell during the week. Sowings of spring crops are in 
progress. Cattle disease is reported in two districts. Prices are normal. 

Rajputana.^No rain foil during the week and the weather was clear and cool. 
Rain is badly needed for the sowing of spring crops in the Eastern States 
and Central Rajputana including Ajmer-Merwara where the outturn of the recent 
harvest was unfavourable and fodder also is insufficient. Cattle are generally doing 
well. Water is generally sufficient. Prices are generally high and stationary. Cattle 
emigration continues in Ajmer* Merwara, Marwar, Jaipur, Kishengarh, Bharatpur and 
Karauli. 

Central India. — No rain fell during the week and (he weathor was clear and cool. 
More rain is wanted in parts of Gwalior, Baghelkhand, Bundelkhand and in the Rainpura* 
Bhanpura and Alampur perganas of Indore. Haivesting of autumn crops and sowing of 
spring crops are in progress except in parts of Gwalior and Bundelkhand where opera- 
tions are stopped for want of rain. Standing crops are bad in parts of Gwalior and the 
Alampur prrgana of Indore, indifferent in Baghelkhand and fair in Bhopal. Autumn 
crops are withering'in Bundelkhand. Crops have been damaged for want of rain in 
parts of Baghelkhand and the Alampur pergana of Indore and in Bhopal. Cattle 
disease prevails in Nagod and parts of the Rewah district of Baghelkhand. The fodder 
supply is bad in parts of Gwalior, iiulilTerent in Baghelkhand and scarce in parts of 
Bundelkhand. Prices are rising in Gwalior, Bhopal and parts of Bundelkhand, arc above 
normal in Baghelkhand and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. — The weather has been clear and cool Good showers of rain 
were received in the Drug and Raipur districts after the close of the week. No rain 
was received elsewhere. Harvesting and threshing of autumn crops and picking of cotton 
are in progress. Rain is required for spring crops particularly in the Vindhyan, Ner- 
budda Valley and Satpura di.stricts where young plants are withering for lack of moisture. 
Insufficiency of fodder and water is reported from Saugor and Damoh. Agricultural 
stock is generally in good condition. Prices of food grains remained fairly steady. . 

Feudatory St aies . — No rain fell during the week. Reaping of autumn crops is in full 
swing. Rice fell by 2 seers per rupee in Jashpur. 

Bombay.— Standing crops Have been damaged slightly by rats in Ahmed- 
abad, Kaira, Palanpur and Rewa Kantha, by insect^ in parts of Broach, Nasik, Poona and 
Bijapur and by blight in Bijapur. They arc withering in parts of Ahmednagar, Poona 
and Sholapur and are in good condition elsewhere. Harvesting of autumn crops and 
sowing of spring crops continue. Picking of cotton continues in parts of Sind, 
the Deccan, Kathiawar and Baroda. Thellddcr supply is sufficient ex>' ept in parts 
of Poona, Sholapur and Satara. Agricultural stock is sufficient except in parts of Ahmed- 
nagar and Poona and good except in Sholapur. Drinking water is generally adequate. 
Irrigation is deficient in parts of Ahmednagar, Sholapur and Satara. Prices are high 
but fluctuating.' Stocks of grain are sufficient. 

Hyderabad.^Autumn crops are being harvested and cotton is being pitked. Crops 
have been damaged somewhat by insects in pcirts of the Raichur, Gulbarga, Mahbubnagar 
and Nalgonda districts. The early rice crop is fair to good and is being harvested. It has 
suffered in parts of the Gulbarga, Mahbubnagar and Karimnagar districts and in a 
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few other isolated parts. Sowings of spring crops continue. Crops are being weeded and 
are reported to be fair to good except in a few places. Fodder scarcity prevails in three 
talttkas, water scarcity in four and cattle disease in two. Prices : — Wheat 6 \, coarse 
rice 5^ and juar 11} seers per rupee. White juar is selling at io\ seers per rupee in 
Hyderabad City. The highest price in districts is 8 seers in Mahbubnagar and the lowest 
ao seers in Adilabad. ^ 

Mysore.— During the week the rainf.ill was light to nil. The price of rice has 
risen slightly in the Bangalore and Hassan districts and has fallen slightly in Mysore. 
The price of ragi has risen slightly in Bangalore. Markets are well supplied. Standing 
crops are in fair to good condition but want of rain is felt in the greater part of the 
State. Harvesting continues in parts with outturn poor to fair. The prospects of the 
season are fair to good. Cattle are generally healthy except in parts of the Kadur 
and Shimoga districts. Water and fodder are available. 

Coorg.— Agricultural prospects are good. Picking of cardamom and coffee con* 
tinues. Prices of food grains are high. The public health is fair. Water and 
fodder for cattle are sufficient. Some rain is required. 

Madras. — No rain fell during the week in South Canara, the Circars and the Dec- , 
can except Cuddapah. Light to fair rain was received in Cuddapab, Nellore, Chittoor, 
Coimbatore, Pudukkottai, Malabar and Cochin and good to very heavy rain elsewhere. 
Standing crops are fair to good. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy is proceeding 
with outturn fair to normal. Sowings of dry crops and paddy are proceeding 
normally for the most part. The condition of cattle is generally good. The supply of 
water is insufficient for irrigation in some places. Fodder is generally sufficient. 
Prices show a downward tendency.

8. Advice. The Patent Office cannot undertake (1) to pve opinions on the inter- 
pretation of Patent Law^ or on the advisability of protecting inventions and designs nor 
their infringement ; (2) to make searches in respect of information available in the public 
room; (8) to recommend any particular agent ; or (4) to assist in the disposal of inventions. 
Applicants are warned that the Indian Patents and Designs Act, 1911, is in force in British 
India only, and patents granted under it do not extend to the United Kingdom or any of the 
British possessionB. 'J'he International Convention for the Protection of Industrial Property 
does not include India. Ap]>licatjons for patents in countries other than India should 
be made to the patent oflices in the countries concerned. 

4. Fees are payable in cash and must be received in the Patent Oflico within the time 
allowed by the Acts. 'W'hen cheques are ofiFered in payment of fees, it must be clearly 
understood that tho office cannot hold itself responsible for any delay that may occur in 
the collection of cash on the cheques ; any cbe<}ue not payable in Calcutta is subject to 
commission. In cases wluu'e it is not possible to have the fees handed in at the Patent 
Office, it is preferable to send them by money-order or postal order payable at Calcutta to 
the Controller of Patents and Designs, and to advise him that they have been so sent. 
•Stamps will not be received in payment nf fees. 

5. Trade and jirojieriy marks and names are not registered and medicines are not patented 
under the Indian patents and Designs Act. There is no provision of Law in British India 
for their registration. 

6. Frinled ^vecificaiions of ap)>lica1ionR. which have been accepted, are published within, 
about three weeus after acceptance has been notified in the Gazelle of India. These 
specifications can he ])iircliJised at the Patent Office at a uniform price of S annas per 
copy j and may be seen fjee of charge, together with other publications of the Patent Office,

The receivers, tanks and vats 
shall also be gauged in such manner as < he Excise Commissioner for Central India may, 
from time to time, direct, and no vessel shall he used, as a receiver or for the storage of 
spirit until it has hcen gauged and the gauging has been checked hy such officer as may be 
appointed by the Excise Commissioner for Central India.

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height and fitted with cocks or discharge pipes so that they can be emptied without being 
moved, and should be slightly sloped so that they may drain dry through the cocks or pipes 
without difficulty. The receivers and the storage vats and tanks shall be connected with the 
condensers and with each other by such pipes and pumps as may be required by the Excise 
Commissioner for Central India. Excepting by means of such pipes and pumps and to such 
receivers or storage vats or tanks no spirit shall be removed from the still or condenser other- 
wise than in the presence and with the permission of the distillery officer. Nor shall any sjurit 
be removed, otherwise than in the presence and with the permission of such officer, from any 
receiver, tank or vat in the distillery, 

4. The licensee shall provide and maintain suitable and secure fastenings for all receivers 
and vessels used for the storag*' of spirit, and for all cocks capable of being so manipulated as 
to admit of the removal of spirit from I ho receivers, vessels used for the storage of spirit, or 
pipes connected tlicrewitb. To all such fastenings, as well as to the doors of all rooms in 
which spirit is stored, locks provide*! bv Government will be affixed, and the keys thereof kept 
In the custody of the distiller}' officer. 'J’he licensee may also affix his own locks to all such 
fastenings and doors, ju'ovidcd that he shall alw.ays at once romovf* such locks on the requisi- 
tion of the distillery otlicer or of any officer to whom the distillery oliuier is subordinate.

8. The gauging of Bj)irit8 for removal .shall be effcobid by ardual measurement in standard 
vessels provided for the purpose, and n« other method of gauging spiritt: f'^r issue shall under 
any circumstances be adoj)tcd without the .previous sanction of the Agoiit to tho^ Governor 
General. The standard vessels shall at least once a (ju.'irter be tested by the officer in charge 
against a pleasure to be specially .set apart for the puipo.se, and the result recorded in a book 
to be kept for this purpose.

11 tlie t'asks in wbicb removal is to be made are to 
be filled fr*>in a larger cask, vat or tank, it. will sufilce to ])rovp the spirits in siurb larger cask, 
\'at or tank once for all before any of the smaller casks arc filled. Hut in this case the offi(rer 
in charge must be careful to se*.* that no a«ldition is made to the contents of the larger cask, 
Vat or lank while the tilling uf the sinalb'r ones is in ju'ogross. If such larger cask, tank or 
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brother means by which fluid can be passed into it, such pipe or other means of communioa- 
tion must, during* the filling of vessels for issue, be securely closed bv a cock or valve secured 
by an excise lock. If these conditions are not complied with, the spirit in each cask must be 
separately proved before removal. 

10. Spirits nbftll be issued for removal to. warehouses only in steel hogsheads or in hog* 
sheads of the shape known as " English ** hogsheads. No such hogshead shall be taken into 
use until it has been gauged by the officer in charge of the distillery and marked at the cost 
of the licensee with the following particulars ; — 

(a) Name of distillery. 

{b) Number of hogshead.

A register of hogsheads for issue shall be maintained by the officer in charge of the 
distillery, and each such hogshead in use shall bo gauged by him at least once in twelve 
months, the date of gauging and any alteration in the (Capacity of the hogshead being entered 
by him in the register, 'flic officer iii charge of the distillery may refuse to permit the issue 
of spirit in any hogshead which is, in his opinion, insecure or otherwise unfit (for reasons to be 
recorded by him) for the transport of spirit. 

11. All hogsheads in which spirits an* removed from the distillery shall before removal 
be sealed by the pfficcr in charge. It is the duty of the licensee to ])repare the receptacle, to 
the satisfaction of the distillery officer, for scaling.

]'2. The officer in charge of the distillery and the licensee, respectively, shall maintain in 
such manner as may be directed by the Agent to the Governor General in Central Indm such 
registers and accounts relating to the manufacture, storage, reduction, blending and issue of 
spirit, to the receptacles, vcasels, apparatus, utensils and furniture in use at the distillery, and 
to the persons employed at the distillery, as may, from time to time, be prescribed by the 
Agent to the Governor General in Cential ‘India, and shall submit sUq]) copies or extracts 
therefrom at such intervals and to sUch officers ;U5 may be prescribed by the Agent to the 
Governor General in Central India. Such registers, accounts, copies and extracts shall ^ also, 
at any time during the hours when the distillery is opened for the transaction of business, 
be available, for the inspection of the Cantonment Magistrate, Now'gong, the Political ^ent 
in Bundelkhand and the Excise Commissioner for Central India, and of such other officere 
and persons as may be specified by the .Agent to the Governor General in Central India in this 
behalf. 

18. An account of stock will be taken at the end of every quarter; and the licensee shall 
pay to Government at the end of each year of the currency of his license duty at the rate for 
the time being in force in tlic Nowgong Cantonment on all spirit which may not be forth- 
coming, and for which he shall be unable to account to tbe satisfaction of the Excise Com* 
missioncr for Central India in excess of an allowance of 2 i)er cent, which will he made for 
wastage. Provided that the penaltie.s leviable under this rule or under rule 7 shall not be 
enforced in respect of spirit that may be shown to the satisfaction of the Excise Commissioner 
for Central India to have boon wasted or destroyed through accident or other unavoidable 
cause. Wastage for the jiurpose of collection of duty on the deficiency (if any) in store at the 
distillery shall he calculated annually .at the end of c.ach year of the currency of the license. 
Tlio allowance will be calculated on the balance in hand .at the commencement of the year plut 
the quantity pi-oduced during the year, exclusive of weak spirit issued for re-Jistillation. In the 
calculations required for the puriwscB of this rule, all spirits received, transferred, or in store 
shall be reduced to their equivalent in terms of London proof. Government will not be 
responsible for the destruction, loss or damage of spirit or of the licensee’s apparatus or 
appliances by tire or theft or by ganging, proof or by any other cause whatever. In case of 
fire or other acc.ident the officer in charge of the distillery shall attend the distillery with the 
least possible delay. 

l-t. No operations requiring the presence sof the distillery officer shall be carried on 
excepting between the hours of 7 to 11 a.m., and 2 to 6 r.M. Provided that the Excise Com- 
missioner for Central India may for sufficient reason modify or extend generally o{ on sped* 
fied occasions, subject to such conditions, if any, .as h(! considers proper regarding payment by 
the licensee for overtime, the (hours specified in this rule. 'Phe holidays to be allowed, exclu- 
sive of Sundays, are tmly those notified under the Negotiable Instniments Act. Sundays, 
New Year’s Day, the King’s Birthday and Christmas D.ay are alone to be treated as close 
holidays. On other holidays the distillery officer shall attend for at least two hours for the 
transaction of nrgenl business. 

Noth.— -This will not bo Heomoil to i)robibit the continuanoe, <*f distillation before 7 a.m. or daring the 
distillery offlocr’s absence between ] 1 a.m and 2 r.M., provided that the pipe disidiarging from the condensor, and 
the receivers and all pi|HJS, taps, etc., kv wliich spirit can be mnoved from tbe still arc so connected and secured 
by locks affixml by the distillery ollicer ns to preclude the nnnoval of spirit in his absence. In the event of the 
liooniftt requiring the iiresence of the dUtillery otlicor between the hours of 6 r.M. and 7 A.M. or on a oloee 
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holiday, or for moro than two hoars on anj other holiday, he shall give h im at least 24 hours’ notice and dull 
pay him oreitime on the following scale— 

C 6 r.u. and 10 f.u. 

6 annas per hour between < or 

(.6 A.M. and 7 a.u. 

C 10 F.H. and mid-night 
8 annas per hour between < or 

(. 3 A.K. and 6 A.u.

15. The guard maintiiined at the distillery shall ordinarily consist of three peons, who 
will be rei|uired to reside on (he promises and one of whom will be constantly on duty at the 
main gate of the distillery, which (unless work requiring it to remain o])en is in progress with 
the permission »>f the lns])ei!t«ir) will he locsked at night. The other entrances, if any, to the 
distillery shall ordinarily he kej)t looked, the ke>' remaining in the custody of the distillery 
officer, and shall he opened only under the orders of such officer, by whom a })eou shall be 
posted at each such entraucc so loug as it remains o^)cn. 

16. The distillery and the officers empWed therein shall be under the direct control of 
the Cantonnieut Magistrati', Nowgoug, subject to the orders o£ the Excise Commissioner for 
Central India. 

17. The distillery shall he open only for the entrance and exit of persons having business 
thereat. Ordinarily, exccjiting with the permission of the Cantonment Magistrate, Nowgong, 
no person other than the officers mentioned in rule 12 and officers and persons B|>ecified under 
rule 12, the membtrs of the establishment employed at the distillery, the licensee and his 
agents and servants shall he admitted. A register shall be kept of the names of all persons 
employed by the licen.see, and such ])crsons may, under the orders of the Excise Commissioner 
for Central India, be required to wear, whilst in the distillery, a badge or distinctive uniform 
to be provided by the licensee. The Excise Commissioner for C^mtral India may, for reasons 
recorded in writing, direct that the name of uuy persoit he struck off the register, and that 
he be excluded fronf the distillery. All persons other than the officers inentioued in rule 12 
entering the distillery shall, in respect of their conduct and proceedings while in the distillery, 
be under the orders of the otlicer in charge, and shall, unless they are persons who have been 
specified under rule 12, he liable to scar^, on quilting the premises, at the discretion of that 
officer. Smoking, and the use of matches or of naked lights in the storage rooms, are strictly 
prohibited. If lights are necessary, closed lanterns (to be supplied by the licensee) of a make 
approved by the Excise Commissioner for Central India shall be used. 

18. The officer in charge may eject and exclude from tlie premises any person whom ho may 
find to have committed or to he about to cuniinit any breach of these rules or of the provisions 
of the Excise Law, or who shall be intoxicated, riotous, or disorderly. Any at^tiou taken by 
snch officer under this rule shall immediately be reported by him to the Cantonment Magis- 
trate. 

19. If it comes to the knowledge of the licensee or his agent that any person employed 
by such licensee in the manufacture, storage, receipt, blending, transport or issue of spirits has 
committed any breach of the Excise Laws or of the engagements entered into by such licensee, 
it shall be his duty to report the matter through the officer in charge of the distillery to the 
Cantonment Magistrate, and to eom))ly with the directions of that officer respecting the con- 
tinued employment of such person. 

20. In case of auy breach of these rules or of the conditions of the license, or in the case 
of any attempt, by altering the capacities of receptacle's or othcrw'ise, to deceive the officer 
in chiffge in gauging or proving, either by the licensee or his ageiil, or, with his connivance 
and privity, by any person in his employment, it shall be comi)eteut to the Excise Commis- 
sioner for Central India to im|)OBe upon the licensee a line not exceeding the sum of Bs. 50 for 
every such breach of such rules or conditions or attempt to deceive or, at the option of the 
Excise Commissioner for Central India, to declare the security, if any, deposited by the 
licensee under bis distillery license or under any other license held by him forfeited, and 
to cancel bis distillery license and any other excYse license held by him. 

21. The imposition of a fine or the forfeiture of deposit or the cancellation of tho license 
Under the list preceding rule shall not be held to prevent the jirosecution of auy person for 
any offence which may have been eominitted against the ])rovisions of the Excise Ijaw or 
other law for the time licing in force and relating to the excise revenue. If the liceii.>>ee or bis 
agent shall Ijc convicted on prosecution i>eforc a Magistrate of any offenct; against the Excise 
Law, or other law for the time being in force and relating to the excise revenue, it shall be 
lawful for the Excise Commissioner for Central India to declare bis liueuse forfeited. 

22. Any duty or jwnalty leviable under these rules may In? ro(?ovcred from the licensee in 
the uianuer provided by section 17 of the Excise Law, or may be deducted from the sum 
deposited by him as He*;urity under the license held by liiin f«)r the wholesale supjdy of country 
spirit in the Nowgong Cantonment., or from auy sum due to him under the conditions of that 

. license. 
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28. Ajay 8am dedaoied under these rules from any amount deposited by the licensee as 
security shall be replaced by the latter within 15 days from the date of receipt of a notice 
from Excise Commissioner for Central India informing him of such deduction haying 
been made. 

24. On the expiry of his license (unless a fresh license shall have been granted him) or if 
his license shall be cancelled or suspended, the licensee shall be bound forthwith either (if a 
license for the distillery is granted to any other person) to transfer to such person (by mutual 
arrangement) all spirits remaining in the distillery, or to pay the duty on, and to remoye, all 
spirits remaining within the distillery, and, if he shall fail to do so within 10 days of the 
receipt of written notice from the Excise Commissioner for Central India, the cost of any estab* 
lishment which it may by such failure be rendered necessary to employ at the distillery may bo 
recoyered from the defaulter. In the event of continued neglect, the spirits shall be liable to 
be forfeited at the discretion of the Excise Commissioner for Central India. 


No. 1708-a--In exercise of the powers conferred on him by Sections 5 and 41 (7) of 
the Mhow, Neemuch and Nowgong Excise Law, 1898, and of all other powers enabling him in 
this behalf the Honourable the Agent to the Governor-General in Central India is pleased to 
make the following rules relating to the forms and accounts to be maintained at the Nowgong 
Distillery. 

Rui.ks uelatino to Forms and Accounts at the Nowgong Distillery. 


1. All spirit produced af. the distillery (whether by distillation or by re-distillation) will 
be entered in a register in t'orm 1, a se2>arate sot of pages being allotted to each vat, cask} or 
receiver in which such spirit is stored. 

2. Separate vats will be set aside for the storage of spirit for issue to licensed vendors at 
the strengths of 25 Under Proof and 00 Under Proof. A separate register in Form II will 
be maiirtained for the re(!ord of spirit stored in each of these issue vats, a separate sot of pages 
will he allotted to each vat, and vats containing spirit 25 Under Proof will bo grouped 
separately in the register from those containing spirit 00 Under Proof. 

On spirit being transferrf'd to an issue v.at, the entry in columns 19 — 21 of Register I 
will be the quantity actually issued from the vat from which it was taken. The quantity shown 
in column 8 of Register II will be its equivalent at the reduced strength at which it is stored 
for issue. (For instance if 100 gallons 10 Umlor Proof are reduced to 25 Under Proof the 
entries in Columns 19 — 21 of Register 1 will bo : —

while the entry in column 8 of Register II will he 120 (120 gallons 25 Under Proof being equi- 
valent to 90 proof gallons). Wlicncver spirit contained in an issue vat is piuved, the actual 
strength will be entered in the remarks column of Register 11. The entries in column 6 of 
this register will he written up daily from the totals in Register IV. 

8. On the 10tb,20th and lust day of each month the entries in columns,?, 11, 14, 18, 21, 
25, 29, 32 and 83 of Register I relating to oatdi vat will be totalled and the totals entered iu 
Register I A. Similarly the entries in columns 3 and 5-8 of Register II will be totalled 
(separately for spirit of the two different strengths) and the totals entered in Register II A. 
Separate portions of this register will beset aside for spirit of the strengths of 25 Under Proof 
and GO Under Proof. On tlio first day of each month the entries in registers I A and 
II A will be totalled, and extracts in duplicate showing the entire transactions for the mouth 
forwarded to the Cantonment Magistrate. 

4. The pass prescribed by rule 7 of the distillery rules for the removal of spirit to ware- 
houses will be in Form V. Tlie entries in columns 3 (o), 4 («) and (a) will be made at the 
distillery, and the ^lass signed by the distillery officer. Those in columns 3 (^), 4 { 6 ) and 5 (£) 
will be made by the officer in charge of the receiving warehouse, and the certiiicate at the foot 
of the ftass signed by him. 

To each pass a reasonable period of validity will be assigned. The maximum period of 
validity that should he allowed to passes issuetl to each warehouse is as follows, but iu the dry 
season shorter periods should ordinarily suffice

5. Entries showing particulars of each consignment of spirit despatched to a bonded 
warehouse will bo made in columns 1 — 5 of register III at the time of despatch of tbs 
consignmeut, those in coUunns U— 9 when the pass is received back from the warehouse. 
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It is the duty of the officer despatching the consignment to bring to the notice of the 
Cantonment Magistrate any delay in the arrival of the consignment at the warehouse or in the 
return of the pass^ any deficiency in excess of the dryage permissible under the rules, and any 
tampering with seals or other irregularity noticed by the warehouse officer to whom the spirit 
is consigned. 

A separate set of pages will be allotted to each warehouse to which spirit is consigned. 

As the entries are made in Register III, similar entries will be made in two copies of the 
renter, which will contain the entries relating to all consignments despatched during the 
month and will be submitted to the Cantonment Magistrate on the 1 5th day of the following 
month. 

The entries in column 3 will be totalled, and a certificate signed by the distilleiy officer 
will be appended. 

Certified that no case which should under rale 5 have been reported to the Cantonment 
Magistrate occurred during the month 

(excepting those mentioned in the following reports, viz ,: — 

Number of letter reporting occurrence. 

Date of letter reporting oocurrencie)." 

An abstract atatemout (in duplicate) will bo attached in Form III A. At the foot of 
this statement the distillery officer will certify “ compared by me with the entry in column 1 0 
of Register I A and found to agree” and will sign the same. Copies of the statement and 
certificate will be retained in the distillery for record. 

6. The register of passes for duty-paid spirit in Form IV w’ill be written up at the time 
- of prepamtion of the passes. Separate portions of the register will be set aside for (a) issues t«) 

Cantonment shops, (A) issues to shops in Native States, which are made on payment of a 
lower rate of duty. 

The receipted applications for payment of duty will be filed in guard books, and wdll be 
arranged in the order in which the passe.s issued under their authority appear in the register. 

7. On the last day of each month the ont ric.s in each part of this register will be totalled 
and extracts showing the totals sent on the f>illowing day to the Cantonment Magistrate 
accompanied by an ‘abstract statement in duplicate in Form IV A. 

(In this statement the number of gallons issued (columns 8 and 5) w'ill bo taken from the 
totals in register IV, the amounts of duty leviable will be cahuilated therefrom by applying 
the rates in columns 3 and fi. The totals in column S will be the totals of ttolumns 4 and 7. 
In column 9 there will bo a single figure only, which will be the tt)tal sum ]>ayublo to the 
contractor at the rate specified in his contract on the total quantities of spirit shown in columns 
2 and 5. When the statement has been jirepred, the distillery olficcr will chock it and 
certify as follows " the totals in coluras 2 and 5 h.ave boon (ihocked by me with th(! total issues 
shown in column 6 of register II A, the totals in columns 4 and 7 with those in columns 7 — 8 
of register IV, and the figure in column 9 with the total in column C of register IV and have 
been found to agree.'^ and will sign the certificate before stibmitling it to the Cantonment 
Magistrate. A copy of the statement and certificate will be kei>t in the distillery for record). 

8. The statements received in accordance with the foregoing rules will be checked in the 
Cantonment Magistrate's office as follows : —

The entry in column S should be the equivalent (subject to minor differences due. to eva- 
poration and wastage while blending, which should iiever e.xceed 1 jier cent.) of the entries 
in column 4 of register II A. 

Column 10 should agree with the totals in statement III A. 

Column 11 — 13 should be checked by calculation.

Column 4 should be checked with column 8 of register 1 A. 

Column 5 sltould be checked by calculation. 

Column 6 should bo checked with the totals shown in the statement IV A.

^ 3, 7, 8, and 9 should be checked with one another and column 4 compared 

With colnmn 6, and any delay in the arrival of spirit (or in the return of passes) and any 
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excess over the permissible drjage allowance should be brought to the notice of the Canton* 
ment Magistrate. 

The abstract of issues in Form III-A should be compared with the entries in register III 
and with column 10 of register I A. 

The statement of issues in Form IV-A should be checked in the manner indicated in the 
distillery officer’s certificate. 

As soon as the foregoing check has been effected^ and extract from the entries relating 
to it in the statement in Form IV- A will be forwarded to each State concerned, and a copy 
of the extract from register III relating to its warehouses will also be forwarded to each State 
concerned. 

One copy each of the extracts from registers I-A and II-A and of statements III-A and 
IV-A will be forwarded by the Cantonment Magistrate to the Excise Commissioner for 
Central India together with a certificate to the effect that the extracts and statements have 
been checked in the Cantonment Magistrate’s office in the manner required by rule 8. The 
sum due to the contractor on account of price of spirit will be paid to him, as promptly as 
possible, by the Cantonment Magistrate. 

9. Register VI. — This register is intended to obviate the use of the loose scraps of paper 
for the reconl of gauges and proofs made by the distillery oflicer in the course of his duties. 
It should be carried in his pocket and not left in the office. It will faidlitate the verification 
at any time of the quantities and strengths of spirits recorded in his various accounts. The 
date should be written across the j)age, and whenever any gauge or proof is taken the parti- 
culars relating thereto should at once he recorded. All spirits must be gauged and provetl by 
the distillery officer personally before any entry is made in this register. Where vats havq 
not been gauged, or where spirit is kept, under sjiecial permission, in barrels that cannot be 
gauged, the ijuantity in gallons as ascertained by measurement, should he shown in column 2 
instead of the dip. 

10. Register Til. — The entries in columns 1 — 3 of this register will be posted up daily 
from register No. IV. One or more pages will be reserved for each shop. 

Separate portions of the register will he allotted to Bj-itish shops and to State shops 
supplied from the warehouse. At the end of the entries for caclf group will bo left a 
sufficient number of pages to admit of the preparation of a series of monthly abstracts 
showing for each month the total issues to each shop. The entries for each shop 
will be totalled at the end of the month and the entry in column 4< obtained by calculating 
the equivalent in proof gallons of the quantities shown in columns 2 and S of spirit of the 
nominal issue strengths of 25 U. P. and (iO U. P. The total for each shop will then he entered 
in the monthly abstract (the name of the shop instead of the date being entered in column 1). 
The shops will bo arranged in the abstract in the same order as in the register, and the figures 
for each group totalled. An extract giving the total figures for each group will bejjscntl to the 
Cantonment Magistrate by the lOth of the month, together with one spare copy of the iwrtion 
of the extract relating to issues to each Native State served by the warehouse. One copy of 
the extract W'ill he retained by the Cantonment Magistrate who will forward to the Darbar the 
copy of the portion relating to issues to each State. The figures giv('u in columns 2-3 of 
these extracts should he checked with those given in the abstract in Form IV-A and in case 
of any discrepancy the figures must again be carefully examined and the discrepancy recon- 
ciled. 

11. Register VII I, — The arrangement of shops In this register, which will be written 
up monthly, will be the same as in register VII, a single page being allotted to each shop, 
and the entries in columns 8,7,10 and 1 1 being made at the commencement of the year. 

This register will be maintained for British shops only. 

12. Register IX. — A separate page will be allotted to . each receptacle presented for 

gauging under rule 15 of the warehouse* rules, the serial number being allotted to each in the 
order in which it was gauged. Any transfer of ownership i*eportcd should lie recorded in 
columns 2-3 of the register, and any change in capacity in columns 5-0. The name of the 
distillery and the number and capacity of the receptacle should he carved, branded or painted 
on it. ^ 

13. Register X . — The ivgist(.*r, prescribed by rule 10 of the ilistillery rules, of hogsheads 
used for the despatch of spirit to warehouses in bond will be in Form X, a separate page 
being allotted to each hogshead. 

14. Register XI . — In this register a separate page will he allotted to each of the 
standard measures used for gauging sjurit for issue, and the results of the tests prescribed by 
rule 13 of the warehouse rules Avill be recorded in the appropriate columns. 

15. Register XU . — "Whenever an entry is made in this register, the contractor’s agent 
will be required to sign it, in token, in the case of names entered in the register, of the fact 
that their names wore entered at his request or with his concurrence, and, in the case of names 
removed from the register, of the fact that intimation of the removal has been received by 
him.

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16. I'he contractor and his agent shall be permitted to have free access to Registers I, II, 
III and IV and shall be required to initial all entries in Registers I and II. They are at liberty 
to refuse to initial any entry to which they object, presenting to the oHicer in charge of the dis- 
tillery within 2 1 hours a statement of their grounds for objection, which statement shall be for- 
warded by the officer in charge for the orders of the Cantonment Magistrate. They will not be 
allowed to question the accuracy of any entry that they have initialled, or in respect of which 
they have failed to state their grounds of objection within 21 hours. Erasures in all registers 
are forbidden, and the most serious notice will bo taken of any transgression, however trivial, 
of this rule. If any corrections are necessary they must be made in rod ink, and initialled and 
dated by the officer in charge ; and the contractor or his agent must, in the case of corrections 
in Registers I and II, be invited by immediate written notice to inspect and initial tliem, which 
be may refuse to do subject to the same conditions under which he may refuse to iuitial au 
original entry, 

17. The contractor shall maintain registers in Forms I and II, whicli shall be balanced 
and signed daily by him or by his authorized agent. The oHicer in (diargc siiould frequently 
compare this register with his own accounts, and should at once in writing draw the attention 
of the contractor to any discrepancies that he may discover. 

IS. The passes and applications for piyment of duty and juice of sprit ju-escribed by rules 
J 1 and 17 of the warehouse rules shall be iu Forms Xlli ainl XIV. 

Two separate books of passes will be set aside for issues — 

(rt) to Cantonment shops, 

(b) to shops in Native States. 

10. The distillery officer shall keep accounts iu Forms XV— XV'^Il of raw material, of 
fermentation, and of distillations.

{K) the provision and maintenance of public markets and slaughter-houses ; 

(t) the acquisition of immoveable property for cantonment purposes ; 

(y) the carrying out of a proper system of conservancy throughout the cantonment for 
all its inhabitants, other than classes of troops for whom conservancy is provided 
from public revenues other idian the cantonment fund, including — 

(i) the pay of the public conservancy establishment, 

(ii) the construction of public latrines and other conservancy works, and 

(iii) the purchase of all necessary conservancy carts, utensils, and other appliances ; 

(/t) the carrying out of a proper system *of water-supply and drainage and of other 
sanitary measures, including public vaccination and the prevention of the spread 
of: infectious or contagious disorders, and generally the maintenance of the 
cantonment in a thoroughly sanitary condition ; 

(^) the burial, burning, or other lawful disposal of the corpses of paupers and unknown 
persons ; 

(«) the abatement of nuisances ;

200 and uji to Rs. 1 0,000, should be entered in the budget estimate 
until its design and estimiite have been prepared and approved, as above 
required. For any original work costing over Its. 10,000 the project must tirst 
i»e submitted for sanction by the Committee accompanied by a rougli design 
and approximate estimate prepared l>y the Executive Engineer. After the 
sanction of the Resident provision may bi' miule in the budget estimate. A* 
detailcrd design and estimate will then be prepared by the Executive 
Engineer, in communication with the Committee, and submitted for the 
sanction of the Resident in the usual course. 

(iv) The Cantonment Committee may sanction estimates of original works up to 
Rs. 2,000 ; estimates over Rs. 2,000 will be sanctioned by the Resident. 

(v) The Cantoment Committee may sanction all estimates'of ordinary repairs, and 
of 8pe(!ial repaiis up to Hs. 2,000. Estimates of special rej)airB over Rs. 2,000 
will be sanctioned by the Resident. By special repairs is meant such repairs 
- as require some engineering skill for their proper execution. All estimates of 
repairs should be prepared bf the I'lxecutive Engineer, approved by the Can- 
tonment Committee and countersigned by the Secretary to the Committee. 

(vi) All original works and rcitairs will be carried out by the Executive Engineer in 
accordance with the Public Works Dejiartment rules. The Resident may, 
however, at his discretion order the execution of any original work or any 
special repair by any olficer other than the Executive Engineer.

be altered.

(2 1 Name of the shi]» as in the first column of tlie Official List of Wireless Tcle- 
gra[di Stations ; and, if intended to be transniitt^Ml through a coast station. 

(3) Name of the coast station as it appears in the Official List of Wireless Telegraph 
Stations. 

If desired, tlie name of the ship may, at the risk of the sender, be replaced by the particulars 
of its voyage. 

In the case of ra‘lio-t degrain' aece[»ted on boanl sliip for places on land, it is the duty 
of the operator to see tint Ih* offi :c of destination is written :is shown in the first column of 
the International List of Telegraph Offices. 

The name and perm incut address of the sender should be writte.n on the form for 
purposes of record.

5. On transmitting a radio-telegram from a ship Dver th'> ordinary telegraph' system

Undelivered Radio-telegrains from ships. 

10 W ben a radio-telegram from a ship at sea cannot be delivered to the addressee'on 
land, the coast-station should be informed bv the office of destination. The operator must then 
compare the address on the original form with that given in the advice of non-delivery and 
send a correcting service message if any tliscrepaney appears. In the absence of any discre- 
pancy, the information must be transmittcnl, if possible, to the ship of origin, if necessary, by 
way of another coast-station of tlie same <rountry or of a neighbouring country, cr another 
ship-station. The shipstation operator must, in his turn, compare tin* address on the notice 
with that on the foi’m handed in by the sender, and, if ])Ossible, correct any error by means 
of a service advice, transmitted by way of the original coast-station, another coast-station'of 
the same or a neighbouring country, or another ship-station. Should no error bo disclos^, 
the sender should be informed of the non-delivery of his message and the reason assigned for 
it. A sender desiring to alter or add to an address *jan only do so by means of a paid service 
advice. 

Undelivered Radio-telegrams addressed to ships. 

1 1. When a radio-telcgi-aiu reaching a ship at sea cannot be delivered, the office or ship- 
station of origin must be informed by service advice. In the <.*ase of radio-telegrams received 
through coast-stations this information should be sent, if iwssible, through the coast-station 
concerned ; but, if circumstances require, it may be sent through another coast-station of the 
same country, or of a neighbouring country, or through another ship-station. 

The sender of a radio-telegram to u sliip may indicate the maximum period for which he 
desires the message to be kept at the coast-station. If the ship/loes not communicate with the 
coast-station Jwithin that period it will be the duty of the operator at that station to send a 
service advice to the office of origin accordingly. 

If the sender docs not specify any jwriod, the ofiico of^origin should be informed by service 
advice on the morning of the ^th day after the de..«patch of the radio-telegram that it has not 
been possible to deliver the message to the ship of destination. The sender, who will be 
informed by the office of origin, may then, if he chooses, retiucst, by means of a paid service 
advice to the coast-station (the prepayment being at the rate for a message to the coast-station, 
without payment of the wireless rate either for the coast-station or for the ship) that the radio- 
telegram may he retained for a further i>eriod of 9 days, and so on. If no such request is 
received, the radio-telegram should be treated as undeliverable at the end of the 9th day, not 
including the day of handing in. ^ 

However, if the coast-station knows that the ship has passed beyond its range of trans- 
mission before the radio-telegram ccmld be transmitted to it, the office of origin should be 
informed accordingly by service advice without delay. The sender may, by paid service advice, 
request the coast-station to transmit the i-adio- telegram when the ship next passes.

Distress Signal. 

1*2. As^^n as a station lerceives the distress signal, it must suspend all cortespondeaoe 
and must not lesnme work until it has made sure that the communication consequent on the 
enll for assistance has been completed. 

Procedure when signals become doubtful. 

1 6. "When signals b«?comc dmibtful, it is im|M>rtant that recourse should had to all 
poirsihle means for effecting transmission. For this purpose, the radio-telegram is itjpeated, at 
the request of the receiving station, but not more than three times. If in spite of this triple 
transmission, the signals arc still unreadable the radio-telegram is cancelled. If an acknow- 
ledgment of receipt is not received, the transmitting station again calls the receiving station.

TormM on wliloli the Geventn&ent of India are prepared to oonaider offers for the 
eonstmotion by the Agency of private companies of branch 11 nes forming feeders 
either to State* lines worked by the State or o railways worked by companies. 


, Resolution. — In suiiersession of all previous orders on the subject, the following inform- 
ation is published detailing the conditions on which tin* Government of India will be pre- 
pared to receive applications for the grant of financial assistanc** to companies formed to provide 
capital for the construction of such hiunch railways as Government may be prepared to entrust 
to companies. The terms offeted have been made considerably more liberal in several resjiccts. 

2. No concession can be granted for the construction of a branch line until the line has 
been surveyed and detailed estimates of its cost and an adequate report on its traffic prospects 
have been prepared by an agency approved by the (iovornment of India. When promoters are 
desirous that such a survey should be made an application should be submitted to the Railway 
Board in the form prescribed in memorandum B, attached. 

3. The conditions on which concession.s for the construction of branch lines will be granted 
are as follows : — 

(*) The pro qiectus of the com^iany to be formed for the purjiose of jiroviding capital for 
the line must be submitted to, and approved by, the Government of India before 
issue. The (rapital of the company must he expressed in rupe ’s. and subscription 
must be invited only in India. The amount of capital ito be rai.'cd will be subject 
to the approval of the Government of India and the construction of the line 
will not be begun until the Government of India are satisHed that capital 
sufficient to meet t^ie estimated exiicnditure has been subscribed. 

(**) The railway shall be built according to plans and estimates approved by the Govern* 
ment of India, and must conform to the fixed and moving dimensions for the 
time being prescribed. The gauge of the line, the route followed, the situation 
of stations, and details of a similar character shall be subject to the approval of 
the Government. 

# 

(••«) All land in British Territory which is, in the opinion of the Government of India 
C required for the construction of the line, will be provided free of charge, includ- 
ing land pi'rmanently or temporarily required for quarrying ballast, for briokfields, 
and similar purposes. 

(tv) The results of existing surveys will be made available to persons applying 
for concessions under these rules. In cases where this is considered auvisable 
by the Railway Board, fresh surveys will bo mtidc at the request of promoters 
inquiring into the pro^ble prospects of any projected line on the understandinjg 
that no preferential claim to a concession for the construction of the line is 
thereby established. If permission be eventually given for the construction of 
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any line, the cost of all surveyB, whcither sjxjcial surveys or surveys previously 
madd at the cost of or with tlie apjiroval of (Jovcniaient, shall bo included in 
the capital cost of the railway- Tiie Govoruinoiit of India expressly disclaim 
all responsibility for the accuracy of any survey, plan, estimate, or other inform- 
ation supplied by them. 

(f?) Klectric telegraphs and tolegiupluc appliances will be* Hupj.diod and maintained by 
the Govenirncnt of India at the charges and on the conditions in force for the 
time being for similar service.^ on State railways. 

(vi) Itailway materials for the constru<?tioii of the biMiicli line will be carried over 
railways owned and workc<l by the State at thf‘ special rates charged for similar 
materials belonging to State railways. 

(lut) The Governuieiit of India will grant iinaneial assistance ajjjiroved companies 
eitlier in the shajic of a guarantee of interest, or of a ndiati to the branch line 
company from the net earnings of the main line from traffic interchanged with 
tln‘ branch. Assistance in the latter fr>rm can only be promls(.‘d where the main 
line is worked by the State: but the Goveniment of India will, in other cases, 
endeavour to arrange on behalf of the In'anch line coin})any a similar agreement 
with the cninpany working the jiareni line. A rc'liate and a guarantee of interest 
cannot be granted simultaneously in ntsjiecl; of the, same braiieh line. In cases 
where tlie laitire capital is iai'-‘t‘d l»y the is^n^.‘ of sharer^ the following terms will 
apjjy - 

(rt) a VLiifantec of intereal . — ^^Fhe Government of India will lie pivjKjved to guarantee

(1) when the net earnings do not suffice to pay interest at o per cent, (or 
suflice to pay only 5 per cent.) on the paid-up share capital of the com- 
pany, as part of the working expenses to be met out of the stipulated per- 
‘‘cntage of the earnings of the branch taken by the working agency : 

•bij when the net earninn exceed 5 per cent, on the paid-up share capital of 
the company, as a first charge on surplus profits before division ; provided 
that, if the surplus profits arc insufficient to meet the administration 
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charges, the balance will be paid by the working agency out of the stipu* 
latcd percenfcigo of the earnings of the braneh taken by it. 

(xvi) The rates and arrangeiwints in force on State i-ailways as regards services rendered 
to other departments of State shall apply to the br‘an(‘h line. The branch line 
company shall also be liable when called on to provide, at such stations as may 
be ordered by Government, buildings for post office and quarters for post office 
staff at a charge not evceeding 7 4 per cent, per annum on the capital cost of the 
said buildings and quarters. 

(j-vu) The Government of India, reserve the right to fix and vary from time to time the 
classilieation of goods for tariff purposes, and the maximum and minimum rates 
for each el iss of goods and for passengers. They also reserve a general right of 
control in resjieet of tlie number and timing of trains. 

(jfviti) During the lirst year after opening of the branch line^ or part thereof, the 
expenditure incurred on the maintenance of the line may be charged to capital. 

(xix) Notwithst;uiding anything in the preceding clauses, expenditure duG to extra* 

(U’dinary accidents and (Casualties, or to defects and their consequence in the 
construction of the line or in any part thereof, shall be met by the branch 
line company, in addition to the ])ercentage of earnings payable to the main line 
as working expenses, and shall be charged against the branch line net earnings, 
or against caj)ital, according to cireumstaneos, in accordance with the general 
usage on Indian railways. 

(xx) All agreements for lines constructed under these terms shall include a special

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on 
Thursday, the 27th November 1913, based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 

1. No rainfall of importance pecurred except in south Madras. A few falls were reported 
from liurma, Assam and Bengal,* and one or two thunderstorms occurred in the Bombay 
Deccan and the CctUral Provinces. 

2. Burma.^^OxAy a few scattered falls of rain occurred. 

North^ad hidia^ including Drum. — There were a few falls of rain, chiefly in Assam 
and south-east Bengal. 

Th^ United Vrovinceit^ Central India and the Central Provineee^ — Seoni had a light 
shoMTr on the 22nd. 

Horth-wed India. — Weather was dry. 

The Peninsula. — Fairly general rain occurred in south Madras on the 2lBt, 2r)th and 
2()tli. Showers were also rqiortcd from Bijapur, Belgaum, Gulbarga and Waltair.

]}ombay Dccfan an<l !M;il:ili:ir. li was within 20 j)er cent, of the normal in the Bay Islands, 
Bengal and Madras soutli-cast ; and was 20 pi r cent, or more in defect in all the remaining 
divisions, except the following where <lie absence of rainfall is a normal feature at this time of 
year Bihar, the United Provinces, the Punjab, Sind, Rajputana, Gujarat and the Konkan. 

The seasonal rainfall from the 2^1 3Iay to date is 20 p:'r cent, or more in excess in 
Bengal, Bihar, the Pun jah south-west, Sind, Oujarat and Madras south-east. It is 20 per 
cent or more in defect in the UniU'tl Provinces, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier Province, 
Baluchistan, Rajimtana, Uentral India east, the Central Provinces west, Hyderabad south, 
Mysore and thcMadiJis Deccan, and differs from the normal by less than 20 per cent, else- 
where.

Season and Crop Prospects for tlie week ending Saturday, 

22nd Novemkr 1913. 

Burma* — During the the rainfall was normal in Lower and Upper Durma but 

was somewhat irregularly di?triljntf*<L Agricultural o]»»*rations are ju'ogressing normally. 
Standing crops are generally In gt>od condition. Pasturage is suUicient and cattle are healthy 
but sporadic; cases of rinderpest and foot and mouth disease have been reportt.'d from a few 
districts. The price of unhusked rice is slightly above normal. 

Assam* — During the W(H*k light showers fell in most districts which have proved benefi- 
cial to the winter (;rops. Ploughing for and th(‘ sowing of mustard, liarvesting of winter 
rice, pressing sugarcane and tlu; manu fact lire of tea are in ]m)gress. In Sylhet tin; sowing of 
sjiring riee eontinues. The pros]H^cts of tea are g<K)d and those of transplanted winter rice fair. 
The average price of common rice has falleii slightly. Cattle disease is reported from four 
distriets. Podder is insuilicient in Sylliet and Ivainrup. 


Beng^al* — During the week liglit to moderate rain fell throughout the Province 
fa<dlitating the ])lougliing of the hnul for and the sowing of spring cro]>s. Prospects so far arc 
good. Harvesting of winter rit;e is ]»roce<'ding and the outturn is re])orted to he good. Slight 
damage has been done by rain to lipi* ]UHldy in .some ]»laces. Cattle dis(‘ase is rc]H)rted from six 
districts. The average pri(*(‘ of rice has fallen slightly as comjiarcd with that of the pn;vious 
\vcek. Agricultural loans were issued iu .Midnapore, lloughly and Ilowraji. 


Bihar and Orissa* During tin* week mf)derate rain fell in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. 
There was pra<*tically no rain in Jliliar except in the Sonthal IV‘rg.inas. The sowings of S}p*ing 
erojis are nearing coinjdetion. Harvesting of wdnier ])addy eontinues in Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur and has <‘omnn‘nced in Piliar. Standing emps are doing well. The recent rainfall has 
lieeii henellcial to the standing paddy and oil sei‘d erojis in Oi’is'^a. The ])rii‘e of coiumon rice 
has fallen as eoin]>ared witli that of the pn'vious week. The sn]>i)ly of fodder is sufficient 
exeejit In jiarts of Patna. The condition of t;attle is on the w^hole g(H)J. The prospects of 
standing crops in the Feudatory States of Ori^sa are good. 

United Provinces. — The week was rainless. More rain is urgently needed in all 
luit the south-eastern <listricts. Standing crops are suffering from dniught except in the 
South- Ivist. White ants and loeu'^ts have dam.\ged crops in a few districts. Karheka wells 
are l)(‘ing sunk w'ith the aid of tn/cuoi ad\ani*es. Irrigation and prepirutioii of land for 
spring crops, for sugarcane and for ]>oppy continue. Sowing of ]>o])py is in jn-ogress and 
tliat of spring crops is nearing comjdetion. C’altle disease is still report t‘d from some districts 
of the Provinces, Scarcity of fodder is increasing and water has run short iu the Uuudelkhand 
and Patehpur districts. Prices are high. 


Punjlib. — During the w^eek the w'^eather was dry except in the west and north- w*est. 
Kain is reijuired for iinirrigatcd sowdiigs of sjirlng crops which are g(‘ner:illy re-tneted. 
(Termination is on the wlmle saiisfactorv. Picking or#(.;i)tton and pressing of sugarcane 
continue throughout the Province and ln.rve4ing of other autumn (;rop^ has been completed 
e.xce])t in the districts north of tH ' IFms. Ouduras an» generally aver.ige to go.id e\ee])t 
in the unirrigated tracts of the soiitli-east wdicre they are below average. The (‘omlition of tlic 
standing sugarcane and cotton crop- is average to gi)od exi;ept in some of the south-eastern 
districts wdiere sugarcane on iiiiirrigated landi^is iu poor e<mditiori. Cattle are generally 
healthy hut fodder is getting scarce iu the south-east. Prices of wheat are generally close 
to novmu.1 and of otlier grains a little above normal. 


North-West Frontier Province. — The week was rainless and the w eather cold. 
The condition of standing croj)s is average. Harvesting of autumn crops is in progress and 
the outturn is ex]>ected to be normal. Pressing of sugarcane has commenced in Peshawar 
and sowing of si)ring crops is proceeding, d'he condition of cattle is good and the fodder 
and \vat(‘r-siipply are generally sullicionU Prices of food grains are high and tending to 
rise in some cases. 

Jammu* — No rain fell during ilu‘ W’eek. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells from 
10 to 15 and maiy.c from \'Z to •2’2 seers per ruji'^e. The condition of standing crops is fair. 
Cattle disease of a mild type prevails in the Jammu tahsil. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir* — No rain fell during the w^eek. Cattle disease is roi>ortcd in some viUag«'s 
of the Anantnag and Bararaula distri(;ts. Sowing of spring crops is in progress. The har- 
vesting of autumn crops is finished. Prices are normal. Water and fodder are sufficient. 
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lla<jpiltaina» — No rain fell daring the week. Tlie weather was clear and cool. Har- 
vesting o£ autumn ('roj>s has been oompletecl in most plauos. The estimated outturn i 
unfavourable in the eastern States oF CentiMl llajputana including Ajmer-Merwara, wher 
sowings of spring crop's are also generallv restricted and fodder is insuHicieiit. Cattle ar 
generally doing well. The supply of water is genoMlIy siiflicicnt. Prices are generall 
high and rising. Cattle emigration eoniinues in Ajiner-jMerwara and jNIarwar, Jaipur, Kishei: 
garh, Bharatpur and Karauli. 

Central India. —No rain fell during the week and the weather was occasional! 
cloudy and cool. .More rain is wsnited in parts of (iwalior, Baghclkhaiid, Bundclkhand and i 
the Rampura Bhanjaira and Alampur perganas of Indon?. Harvesting of autumn crops an 
sowings of spring ero]>s are in }»rogi*ess exce]>t in jmrfs of (jwalior, Baghelkhand an 
Bundelkhand and the Alamjiur pergaiui of Jndore where opeiations have been Htoj>pcd fc 
want of rain. Standing cro])S are bad in parts of (iwalior, and the Aiamjnir pergana of Indore 
indifferent in Ibigln lkhand and fair in Bhopal. Rain is badly needed in Bhopal and the Mehic] 
pur district of Indore. Autumn eroiis are withering In Bunilclklmnd. The crops have 
damaged for want of rain in the Alamjmr i>erganaof Indore, Bhopal, Baghelkhand and Bunde! 
khand. Cattle disease prevails in the northern districts <if (iwalior, in the Bhanpiira distrio 
of Indore, in Nagode and in jiarts of Rowa. The su]>ply of fodder is had in parts of Gwalio] 
indifferent in Baghelkhand and seart e in the A!am]>ur pergana of Indore and parts of Bunde; 
khand. Prices are rising in the (iwalior division, Bhopal aiul parts of Bundclkhand, are abov 
normal in Baglielkhaiul and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. — During the week the weather has l»een clear and oe(?asionall 
cloudy and Seoni, AVardlia and the districts of Chhatisgarli had a siwinkling of rain not exeeedin; 
5S cents. Spring (^rojis are suffering from w'ant of moisture in many ])la(*es. Roaj)ing an 
threshing of autumn erojis and ]deking of cotton <*ontimied. The 6ui>]>lv (d fodder and wate 
is adequate exee])t in parts of four districts. Cattle are faring well. Rice rose by seei 
j)er mpee in Seoni. 

Feudatorif Staten.- Rtiigarh, S:irangarh and Udaipur had light showers. Harvesting o 
autumn crops was in progress. New rice sells cheaper by seers ]>er ru])ee in Khairagarb 
Wheat, gram and rice fell in Udaipuv and rice rose in Jashpur by 2 seers. 

Bombay. — During the week slight rain fell in parts of Satara, tlie Karnatak aiu 
Kolhapur. Standing crops have l>een slightly damaged i)y rats in Karac hi, Thar and Parkai

Tlie sowing of sj)rmg oro]ii 
is progres'dng except in tlie Konkan and the Karnatuk. (’otton picking continues in parts o 
Sind, the Docean, Kathiawar and Baroda. The supply of fodder is sullleient excc]»t in jiart 
of Poona, Shol iiuir and Sitara. Agricultural stock i.s sulK<*iciit except in parts of Ahmc^naga 
and Poona and is in good condition except in Sholapur. Drinking water is adequate excep 
in yiarts of Shola])ur and Satara and \vat<*r for iirig;itIoii is detieient in parts of Ahmednagai 
Sholapur and Satara. Prices are liigh but generally steady. Stocks of grain are suflicienl 

Hyderstbaid. — There was no rain during the week. Harvesting (»f autumn crojis i 
nearing eom]>lctIon, but picking of cotton continues in most parts. The early rice crop i 
generally fair to good e\ce|>t in tlie parts mentioned in last . Weeks's report. Sowings o; 
spring crops eonlinue. Tlie ]dants are being weeded in places and show excellent growth 
Fodder scarcity I'levaiD in three, water scarcity la four, and cattle disease in two talukas 
There has been no variation in the pifces of grains. 

Mysore. —There w^as no rainfall during the week. The price of ragi has slightlj 
risen in Bangalore, Tuinkur and IIa<san and of rice in Kadur. The markets are w^ell sup- 
plied. Standing crops are in fair condition but rain is urgently ueedea. Harvesting con- 
tinues wuth outturn pon- to fair. The prospect*? of the season are fair to good. Cattle ar< 
generally lieilthy and water and fodder are availahle. 

during the week. Agricultural prosyxKjts are good. Picking 
of cardamoms and eolTe^* continues. Prices of food grains are high. The public health h 
fair. Water and fodder for eallle are sufficient. 

Madras. — Ourlng tlie week the rainfall u’as heavy in Ganjain, good in the Nilgiris, fai: 
in the Vizdgji])fitaTu ]itt(»nil, Tanjon* and Pudukkottai and light or nil elsewhere, 8tandinf3 
«TOj)S are fair to good but reipiire rain in some places. Harvesting of dry crops ami paddy it 
proceeding with (/utfurn biir to normal. Sowings of dry cro|js and paddy are proceeding 
normally for the most jmrt. The <*ondItIoTi of cattle is generally good. The supply of watei 
is insuffiefent for irrigation in some places. Fodder is generally sufficient. Prices arc 
stationary.

of Studies, Board of Accounts, Boji.ds of Kxaminers, and any Committees ap- 
pointed by the Senate, the Faculties, the Syndicate, or any of the Boards. 

(^) To .perform such other work as may be, froiri time to time, prescribed by the 
syndicate, and generally to render such assistance as may bo desired by the Vice- 
Chancellor in the performance of his official duties. 

It is competent to the Syndicate to grant to the Registrar, on fall pay, leave of absence 
for one month in a yeai-, or for an accumulated period not exceeding four months in five years.

Whereas Bhiimia Tej Nath Siiigli of Ilarmara and Tilornia has applied for a loan 
under this Eegulation, all persons having claims against the said Bhumia Tej Natli Singh or 
his immoveable property are called upon to submit a statement of the same in writing in Porm 
C below, to the Commissioner, Ajmer- Alerwara, within six months from the date of the publi- 
cation of this notice. 
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Every claim against the applicant or his immoveable property (other than a claim on the 
part of the Government) not submitted to the Commissioner in compliance with this notice, 
shall, save in the cases provided for by sections 6 and 18 of the Indian Limitation Act, 1008, 
be deemed for all purposes and on all occasions to have been duly discharged, unless in any 
suit or proceeding instituted by the claimant or by any person claiming under him in respect 
of any such claim, it is proved to the satisfaction of the Court that he was unable to comply 
with the directions contained in this notice. 

Every claim so admitted by the Court shall, notwithstanding any law, contract, decree 
or award to the contrary, cease to carry interest after the expiry of six months from the date of 
the publication of this notice. 

2. With efiPect from the date of the publication of this notice, tho oonseriuences prescribed 
in sections 7,8, 16,17,18 of the liegulation, a cop^^ of which is published herewith, shall 
also ensue.

7. W_itli effect from the date of the publication of a notice under section 6, sub-section

(J) all suits and proceedings in any Civil Court in respect of any claim against tho 
applicant shall be stayed, and no fresh suit or proceeding shall bo instituted 
in respect of any such claim in any Civil Court.

the Chief Commissioner may by order in writing declare such Talukdar to bo discpialificd from 
managing his own property and such Talukdar shall be deemed to be a landliolder who is 
Hisqualified to manage his own property vrithin the meaning of th^ Ajmer Govorninont 
Wards Regulations, 1^88, and the Court of Wards shall thereupon assume tlio superluton.l- 
ence of the proj)erty of such Talukdar, 

(2) The Court of Wards ^hall withdraw^ its sui)erintcndence from any property of 
which it has assumed superintenuonco under sub-.sootlon (1) as soon as all iastalmouts of tho 
loan have been repaid to Government with the interest thereon. 

18. In each of the following cases, namely 

(a) when a loan made under section 13 has been repaid to Government with the 
interest thereon, or 

when the amount so lent with interest has' boon recovered by tlio management of

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on 
Thursday, the 4th December 1913, based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 


1. Wcathor was foohly nn:=?ottle(l in north-wost Iiidiii owing- to the advance into that area 
from Persia of two disturliances of the cold w(*ather type; and lig-ht to moderate precipitation 
occurred in Haluchistan, Sind and the western half of Rajput ina while there were a few light 
falls in Kashmir, the Punjab, and the bill districts of the tJiiited Provinces. 

A stationary depn^ssion lay over Ceylon during the week and was the cause of moderate 
to heavy vain in the south of tlie Peninsula. 

Several dejiressions of extra-Indiiin origin have been recorded in the north during the past 
month, and it ap[)ears that winter conditions are setting in earlier than usual in northern 
India. 


2. liurnut, — Except for a light fall of rain at Victoria Point on the 27th dry weather 
prevailed throughout the week. 

NoHh-mfit India, including Oris.vt. — The only ralnfalliii the division consisted of two light 
falls at Cox^s Razar in tlie latter part of the week. 

The United l\*oninees^ Central India and the Central No raiu fell beyond 

light showers at CJluikrata and Mussooree on the oOth. 

North-west India. — Local precipitation was recorded in Baluchistan on the first three 
days of tlu* week and nearly general pre(*i|)itation on the 2nd. In Sind there was local rain 
on the 2nd and nearly general rain on the ‘ird. Several showers occurred in Rajputana but over 
the re?nainder of tlie division (inly S(;attered falls wi're reported. * 

The Peninsula, — Rainfall occurred eaidi day in the south-east of the division and on the 
3rd extended into .Malabar. There were local falls in the Madras Decean towards the^end of 
the week.

The week's rainfiil I w.js more than 20 per cent, in excess in the Punjab Southwest, 
Kashmir, Baluchistan, Sind, Raj])utana and the whole of Afadras : it was 20 per cent, or 
more in defect in the Bay Islands, Burma, Assam, Orissa, <Iie North-West Frontier Froviace, 

Central India West and ATysore, hut in all these areas with the exception of the Bay Islands 
little or no rain is received even under normal conditions. 

As a new rainfall period begins witn this week, the departures from normal of the 
seasonal rainfall are the same as tlioBO of the wflbk.

Season and Crop Prospects for tbe ml ending Saturday, 

29th NoTember 1913. 

Biirnuu— ‘During the week there was practically no rain in Lower Burma. In Upper 
Burma the rainfall was slight and irregularly distributeu. Agricultural operations are progress- 
ing normally. Standing crops are generally in good condition. Pasturage is sufficient and 
cattle are healthy but slight outbreaks of disease are reported from a few districts. Price of 
unhusked rice is slightly above normal. 

Assflilli* — During the week light showers fell in some parts of the province. The 
sowing of mustard is nearly finished. Harvesting of winter rice and pressing of sugarcane are 
in progress. The sowing of spring rice continues in Sylbet. The tea season has practically 
closed in Cachar and Nowgong. The outturn is on the whole good. Prosjiects of transplanted 
winter rice are fair. Some damage to crops by hail storms is reported from the western parts 
of the Brahmaputra Valley and Manipur. The average price of common rice is nearly tfhe 
same as it was last wec^k. Cattle disease is reported from five districts. Fodder is insufficient 
in parts of Sylhet, Kamrup and Darrang. 

Bengal. — During the week no rain fell throughout the Province except some slight 
showers in parts of Diiiajpur, Darjeeling and Chittagong. The sowing of spring crops 
continues. Prospects so far arc Harvesting of winter rice is in rapid progress and 

the outturn is rejwjrted to lx? good. The (joudition of the sugarcane crop is fairly good. 
Cattle diseas(^ is re])orted from eight districts. The average price of coufmon rice has fallen by 
about 1 -3 i>er cent, as compared with that of the previous week. Agricultural loans were 

issued in Uaiikura, ^Midnapore and Howrah and gratuitous relief was given in iMidnaiiore. 

• 

Bihstr a/lid Orissa. — There was no rain during the week and the weather was 
seasonabb^. Harvesting of winter rii‘e is going on and pressing t)f sugarcane has commenced. 
Sowing of spring <‘n)ps still rontiuncs in Bihar. The standing crops are doing well. The 
average priee oT common rice has remained almost stationary as (;ompared wnth that of the 
preceding w’eek. The su])[)ly oC fodder is insufficient in the flood iitfected areas of Patna. 
Cattlt' diseased is reported from ten districts. Prospeiits of standing cro}>s in the Feudatory , 

States of Orissa are go<Kl. 

United Provinces. — Tin* week was rainless. More vain is urgently needed in all but 
the south eastern distriids. Standing <^ro[»s are sufi'erlug from drought except in the e:ist of the 
Provinces, whilt* locusts and w'liit(* ants have damaged tlie trrops in ihe Bijnor, Budaun, Hardoi 
and J'atchinir tlistricts. 7\fl'(iri advances are being given for Kachcha wells, ropes^ bullocks and 
seed. Irrigation and i)rcparation ol* land for s igarcano and for poppy continue. Sowing of 
p<i]i])y is in progress whih* that of si>riiig- cro[)s is almost complete. Cattle disease Is still 
re])orlcd from some districts of the Prnviin es. Scarcity ol* fodder is increasing but Cxovern- 
inent bay is being distributed fret*ly for agricultural slCK^k which is in fairly good cwiditiou. 
AVater is running short in the Br.iubdkUaud and Lriiao districts. Prices are lluctuatiiig with 
an u])ward tciideuey. 

Punjab. — The sliglit rain which ft*U in j^arts of th^ Western and Central Punjab was 
insuflicient. Ariue is generally wanted for unirrigated sowings of spring crops which are 
restricted except in the west and novtii-west. Germination is generally satisfactory but un- 
irri^»*ated spr/iig ero])S are in ]»lac«*s sulT»*ring from drought Picking of cotton and pressing 
of sugarcane continue. Harvesting '»f other autumn crops has lK*en completed except in the 
west and north-west. Outturns are generally 'JKa'rage to giiod exc(*pt in the south-east where 
tliey arc below average in unirrigated lands. {Standing sugarcane and cotton crops are^ 
average to good exeejd in the south-«ast when* sugarcane on unirrigated land is in poor 
condition. Cattle are generally lu?althy but fodder is getting scarce in ihtf south-east. 

The price of wdieat is gi*nerally clos(* to normal and that of other grains a little above normal. 

North-West Frontier Province. — During the we^k slight showers fell in Hazara, 
Peshawar Kohat and Bannu, The weather was cold and at times cloudy. The condition of 
standing er(^ps is average. Pressing of sugarcane and harvesting of autumn crops arc in pro- 
gress and the outturn is expected to b(' normal. The sowings of si>ring crops are proceeding. 
Cattle are in good condition. The supply of fodder and water is generally sullieient. Prices 
of food grains are high and tending to rise in Bannu. Prices of wheat are also rising in 
Peshawar. 

Jammu. — There was slight rain during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat 
sells from 10 to 15 and maize from 18 to 21 seers per ruiK?e. The condition of standing crops 
is fair. Fodder is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — There was slight rain during the week. The sowings of spring cyops are 
in progress. Cattle disease is reix)rted in some villages of the Anantnag and Baramula 
. districts. Prices are normal. Fodder and water are sufficient. 
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Rajpntana. — During the week slight showers of rain fellin Jaisalmer. The weather 
was generally clear and cool. Harvesting of autumn crops is nearly completed. The esti- 
mated outturn is unfavourable in the Eastern States of Central llajputana including Ajmer- 
Merwara where sowings of spring crops are also restricted and fodder is insufficient. Cattle 
are doing well. The supply of water is generally sufficient. Prices are liigh in most 
places and stationary. Cattle' emigration continues in Ajmer-Mcrwara and Marwar, Jaipur, 
Kishengarh, Bharatpur and Karauli. Prosjiects are causing anxiety in Ajm^T-Merwara. Test 
works have been started in Merwara and forty -six persons are employed on them. 

Central India. — During the week the rainfall was 14 cents in Barwani. Elsewhere 
no rain fell. Tlie weatlier was clear and cool. More rain is badly wanted in parts of 
Gwalior, Bhopal, Baghelkliaud, Bundelkband and in Mehidpur, the lianipiira Bhaiii)ara and 
the Alainjmr jwgana of Indore. Harvesting of autumn ero])s *is completed in (iwalior and is in 
progTt'ss elsewhere. The sow ing of s]>ring crops is coinjdetcd in Indore, Bho]>al and ]m*ts 
of Bagludkhaiid aiul JMalwa and is in ]>rogress elsewhere. Operations have hcen stoi)ped in parts 
of Gwalior, Bagliclkhand, Bundelkband and the Alampiir ]tergana of Indore for want of rain. 
Standing crops arc had in ]iarts of (iwalior and the Alam])ur pcrgaiia of Indore, indifferent in 
Baghelkhand and fair in Bhopal. Autumn crops are withering in Binidelkhand. The croj)s 
have been damaged for want of rain in the Ahiinpur ]H»jfg:inji oC Indore, Blio])al, Baghelkhand 
and Bundelkband. Cattle disease yuwails in ]>arts of Gwalior, Indore, Baglielkliand and 
Bundelkband. The sup])ly of fodder is indifferent in Baghelkhand, seaivc in Gwalior, the 
Alampnr pergana of Indore ami in Bundolkluind. Prices arc rising in Gwalior, Bhopal and 
parts of Bundelkhand and are above normal In Bagiielkhaial and steady elsewhere. 

1 * Central Provinces. — The weather continues to he ch^ar and occasionally cloudy. 

The nights and morjiings are cold. Spring ero])s are deteriorating in some ])lacf‘S for want 
of moisture. Harvesting and tlueshing of .autumn erojis and picking of i-olton are well 
' advanced. Fodder and wattu* are r(‘poii;ed to h(‘ iiisullich^nt in ]>aits of livi‘ districts. Agri- 
cultural stock is in good condition. Variations in j»rices are iinim]»ortant but generally 
indicate an upward tendem y. 

Feudatory States. Only Jashpur had elghty-threi* cents of rain. Kcajang of iuitiumi 
crops continues. AVheat in Sarangarh and wheat and gram in Jaslii>ur fell by lour seers 
per rupee. Rice sells cheaper in Sarangarh and dearer in Udaipur by two seers per rupee. 

Bombay. — During the week rain fell in jiarts of the Thar and Parkar, Kaira, Bat- 
nagiri, ^tara, Bijapur, Savantvadi and Kolhajmr Districts. Standing (*roi)s liave licen 
slightly damaged *hy rats in Ahmodabad, Kaiia, Palanpur, and Bew’a Kantha and by grass- 
hopiKirs ill parts of Broaeli and S^^rat. They are withering in jairts of Ahmednugar, Poona 
and Sbolapur and are good elsewhere. Harvc‘sting and Ibreshing of autumn ero)>s gc'imrally 
continue. The sowing of spring crops is progressing exet']>t in the Konkan, the Dceeiin and 
the Karnatak. Cottem jaeking continues in jiarts of Thar and Parkar, Nawahshah, the 
Dcccan, Kathiawar and Baroda. The supply of fodder is suUieient except in j»arts of Poona, 
Sholapur, Satara and Bijai»ur. Agricultural stock is sufficient except in i»aits of Almn dnagar 
and Poona and is in good eondititm <'xecpt in Sliola])ur. Drinking water is adeiiuate except 
in parts of Sholapur and Satara and water for irrigation is dei‘nrient in parts c»f Ahmednugar, 
Sbolapur, Satara and Dharw'ar. Prices are high but generally .steady. Stf»cks of grain are 
sufficient. 

HyderRbad. — During the week light isolated showers fell in a few distriets. Autumn 
cotton is being picked. The harvesting of other autumn crops has been almost completed. 
The early rice crop is generally fair to good but has sulTerod in ])arls of the Gulharga, 
Mahbubnagar, Warangul and Karimnagar districts and in a few (dher isolat<‘d parts. I'he 
spring crops are being sowm and w coded. The croj) is fair to go(»d exi;ej»t in ])arts of the Warangal 
district. The wheat croj) has been damaged by insects in jiarts of the Bajura taluka of the 
Adilabad district. Lands arc being ^yuepared for late rice and sowings have commenced. 
Scarcity of fodder prevails in four and water scarcity in eleven district.^. Cattle disease 
prevails in one taluka. Variations in prices of grains are insignificant. The highest price 
in distriets is eight seers jier rupee in MaLbubnagar and Kariiniia^ar and the lowest, eighteen 
in Bidar. 

Mysore. — There was no rainfall durin4 the week. The price of rice has slightly 
•‘risen in Has.san and fallen in Cbitaldroog and that of rajyt has slight v risen in Kadur. 
The markers are xvell supy)lied. Standing crops are in fair condition except in parts of the 
state where they arc withering but want of rain is generally felt. Harvesting continues 
with outturn jx)or to fair. Cattle are generally healthy and water and fodder are available. 

Coorg*. — ^iVgricultural prospects are good. Picking of cardamoms is nearly completed 
and that of coffee continues. Prices of food grains arc high. The public health is faii\ 
Water and fodder for cattle are sufiicient. 

MadraiS. — The rainfall during the week was very heavy in Tanjore, heavy in Bainnad, 
fair to good in Trichinopoly, Travancore, the Karnatak exce 2 >t Ncllore and in the south except 
Tanjore and nil or light elsewhere. Standing crops are fair to good but require rain in some 
places. Harvesting of dry crops and paddy is proceeding with outturn fair to normal. 
Generally sowings of jiaddy are ending and those of dry crops are j)roceeding normally for 
moat part. The condition of cattle is generally good. The supjdy of water is insufficient for 
irrigation in many places. Fodder is insufficient in some ydaces. Prices arc stationary.

It is intended that the spirit shall be distributed from the Godhra Distillery and from Warehouses 
at Ahmedabad, Anand and Broach, but Government reserve to themselves the right to establish 
new warehouses at such other places wthin the contract area as they may deem suitable.

An agreement entered into this seventeenth day of November 1913, between the Secre- 
tary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of, State) on the one part 
and the Ramkrisna Mission, Kankbal Centro Sevasram home of service (registered under Act, 
XXI of 1860, on the other part. 

Whereas the aforesaid Ramkrisna Mission, Eankbal Centre Sevasram, has made an 
application to the Government of United Provinces of Agra and Oudh to at^quire under the 
Provisions of the Land Acquisition Act, ( I of 1894), land two bighas pucca in area and 
situate in the suburbs of Kankhal, pargana Jwalapur, Tehsil and Sub-Registry Rurki, 
District Saharanpur, for the purposes of extending buildings of Ramkrisna Mission, the 
details of land being described in the schedule hereto annexed, and for the sake of greater 
clearness, delineated or shown on the plan hereto annexed : 

And whcreiis the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied, that the said Ramkrisna Mission

No* 61-D. — The following treaty was concluded on tUo 26th November 1913 between 
the Ilritish Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore : — 

TREATY between the Hritish Government and His Highness Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja 
Wadiyai* Hahadur, the IV, (i.c.s.i., Maharaja of Mysore, and Ins successors, executed on the 
one part by the Honourable Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Hugh Daly, k.c.i.e., c.s.i., in virtue 
of the full powers vestefd in him by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the 
other part by His Highness Maharaja Kri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur aforesaid, in person, 
1913. 


WHEREAS the Rulers o/ the territories of Mysore have, since the re6tf)ration to them 
of the said territories in I^SJ, evinced their Zeal and attac^hmeut to the Crown, and whereas 
the administration of tlu^ Mysore State has been conducted during the past thirty-two years 
to the satisfaction of the British Government, and whereas, in order to mark the high esteem 
in which His Highness the Maharaja is held by the British Government, the Governor- 
General of India in Council is desirous of making certain changes in the conditions laid down 
at the time of su<‘h restoration, the following Articles are hereby agreed upon ; — 


Auticlk 1 . 

The Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur and those who succeed him iu manner 
hereinafter provided shall be entitled to hold possession of, and administer, the said territories 
perpetually, subject to the conditions hereinafter prescribed. 


Articlk 2. 

The succession to the administration of the said territories shall clevolve upon the lineal 
descendants of the said Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Bahadur, whether by blood or 
adoption, according to the rules and usages of his family, except in case of disqualilication 
through manifest unlitnoes to rule : 

Provided that no succession shall he valid until it has been recognised by the Governor- 
General in Council 

In the event of a falhin* of lineal descendants, hy blood and adoption, of the said 
Maliaraja Sri Krishnaraja AVadiyar Bahadur, it shall be within the discretion of the Governor- 
General in Council select as a successor any member of any collateral branch of the family 
whom ho thinks lit. 


AllTICLJfi 3. 

The Maharaja Sri Krishnaraja Wadiyar Ihihadur and his .siicc('ssors (hereinafter called 
the Maharaja of Mysore) shall at all times remain faithful in allcgiaiice and subordination 
to His Imperial Majesty the King Em|)cror of India, His Heirs, and Successors, and perform 
all the duties which iu virtue of such allegiance and subordination may be demanded of them. 


Autum.e 1. ^ 

The British GovcrniiKml fiaving undertaken to defend and j>rolect the said territories 
against all external enemies, and t(^ relieve tin? Maharaja of Mysore of the obligation to keej) 
troops ready to serve with the British Army wlieu retjuired, there shall, in consideration of 
such undertaking, continue to be ])aid from revenues of the said territories to the British 
Government an annual sum of Government Rupees thirty-live lakhs in two half-yearly instal- 
ments. 

Auticlk Ti. 

The British sovereif^uty in llio island o£ Seringapatam having ceased and determined, 
the said island shall continne part of the said territories and he held by the Maharaja upon 
the same conditions as those subject to which he hobls the ivst of the said territories. 


Auticle (!. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall not, without the previous assent of the Governor'General 
in Council, build any new fortresses or strongholds, or repair for military purposes the defenoos 
of any exiting fortresses or strongholds in the said territories. 
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Auticle 7. 

The Malianija. of Mysore shall not, without the permission of the Govornor-General in 
Council, iin[»ort, or permit to ho iinportoil, into the saiil territories, anus, ammunition or military 
stores, and shall prohibit the manufactiiiv of arms, • minunitioii and military stores throughout 
the said territories, or at any specilied place tin rein, whenev er required hy the Governor- 
General in Council to do s«». 


AiiTici.v: S. 

The ]\Iahanij;i of Mysore shall not object to the maintenance or OBtuhlishment of British 
cantoiinienis In the said territori(‘8 whenever and wherever the Governor- General in CN»uncil 
may consider such l antonments nect‘ssary. He shall o-rant fret; of all charge such land as may 
he required for siu‘h cantonments, and shall renouuci* all jurisdiction within the lands so grant- 
ed. He shall carry out in the lands adjoining British cantonments in the said t(MrItorieB smdi 
sanitary measures as the Governor-General in ('oimcil may <leclare to Im' necessary. He shall 
give every facility for the provision of supplies and artich's retjuired for the troops in such 
cantonments, and o?i go»Kls imported or purchased for that purpose no duties or taxes of any 
kind shall bo levied witlnuit the assent of the British Govenniient. 


Article U. 

The military hove employed in tlie Mysore State for 1 he maintenance of internal order 
and the l^Iaharaja's ]>crsonal dignity, and for any other purposes a])]u*i»v(*d hy the Governor- 
General in 0(mm‘il, shall not ext'ced the strength which the Governor-General in (Wncil may, 
from time to time, iix. The directioms of the (jovernor-General in Coumdl in respect to the 
enlistment, organisation, e<|uipineut and drill of troops shall at all tinu^s lie complied with. 


Article 10. 

The Maliaraja of Mysore shall abstain from inl(*rfcrence in the affairs of any other Stab* 
or Power, and shall have no communication or eiMT(*s]>ondf*nce with any other State or Power, 
or the Agents or Olficius of any othci* State or Power, exc(‘])t with the i>rcvious sanction ami 
through the medium <»f the (xovernor- General in Council. 


Article 11. 

The IMaliaraja of Myson* shall not employ in liis service any )n*T*son not a native of India 
without the previous assent of tlie Governor- General in Council, and shall, on being so required 
hy the Governor-General in Council, di'^miss from his service any person so ernjdoycHl, 


Article 12, 

The <'oinH (d the Government/ of India shall he a legal t(*nd(»r in the said torritories in the 
eases in which ])aynicni made in such coins would, under the law for the tiim^ being in force, 
be a legal temhr in British India; and all laws and rules for the time being applicable to 
coins current in Briti-li India shall apjdy to coins ( urrent in the said territories. The separate 
coinage of the Mysore State, wliich has long tjeen discontinued, shaM not he revived. 


Article 13. 

The Maharaja of M>.-orc shall grant free of all charge such land as may ho required for 
the construction and working of line> of telegraph in the said territories wherever the 
Governor-Gener.Tl in ('ouncil may require siicli land, and shall do liis utmost to facilitate the 
confitni(;tion and working of ^ucll line.s. All liims of telegraph in the said territories, whether 
constructed and maintained at the expense of the British Ciovermnent, or out of the revenues 
of the said tcrritoiics, shall form part of the British telegraph system and sliall, save in oases 
to be specially excepted, i>y agreement between the British Government and the Maharaja 
of Mysore, he worked by the Briiisii Telcgrajdi .Department ; and all laws and iniloB for tho 
time being in force in British India in respect to telegraphs shall apply to such Hues of tole-* 
graph when so worked. 
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Astiols 14. 

If the British Government at any time desires to construct or * work, by itself or other- 
wise, a railway in the said territories, the Maharaja of Mysore shall gi-ant such lands as may 
be miuired for that purpose, and shall transfer to the Governor-General in Council plenary 
jurisdiction within such land ; and no duty or tax whatever shall be levied on through traffic 
carried by such railway which may not break bulk in the said territories. 


Akticlb 15. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall cause to be arrested and surrendered to the proper officers 
of the British Government any person within the said territories accused of having committed 
an offence in British India, for whose arrest and surrender a demand may be made by the 
British Resident in Mysore, or some other officer authorised by him in this behalf ; and he 
shall afford every assistance for the trial of such persons by causing the attendance of wit- 
nesses required, and by such other means as may be necessary. 


Article 16. 

Plenary criminal jurisdiction over European British subjects in the said territories shall 
continue to be vested in the Governor-General in Council, and the Maharaja of Mysore shall 
exercise only such jurisdiction in respect to European British subjects as may from time to 
time Ite delegated to him by the Governor-f.4eneral in Council. 


Article 17. 

The Maharaja of Mysore shall comply with the wishes of the. Governor-General in 
Council in the matter of ])rohibiting or limiting the manufacture of salt and opium, and the 
cultivation of poppy, in Mys<)re ; also in the matter of giving effect to all such regulations as 
may be considered proper in resjiect to the exjtort and imjx)rt of salt, opium and pojipy-heads. 


Article 18. 

All laws and rule's having the force of law, which existed at the time of the r^toration of 
the said territories in 1881 anil arc shown in the schedule hereto annexed, shall, in so far as 
they are in fon-e at the date of this Treaty, be maintained and efficiently administered, and, 
execiit with tihe previous consent of the Governor-General in Council, the J\faharaja of Mysore 
shall not rejieal oi' modify such laws, or pass any laws or rules inconsistent therewith. 


Artici.e lU. 

No material change in the =ystem of administration now in force shall be made without 
the consent of the Governor-General in Council. 


Article 2(». 

All title-deeds granted and all settlements of land-revenue made during the administration 
of the said territories by the British Government, and in foi'ce at the time of the rendition 
of the said territories, shall he maintained in accordance with the resiiective terms thereof, 
except in so far as they jpay be rescinded or modifiedtfither by a comiieteut court of law, or 
with the consent of the Governor-General in Council. 


Artiote 21. 

While disclaiming any desire to interfere with the freedom of the Maharaja of Mysora 
in the internal administration of his State in matters not expressly provided for herein, the 
Governor-General in Council resorves to himself the power of exercising intervention, in case 
of necessity, by virtue of tbe general supremacy and paramount authority vested in him, and 
also the power of taking such precautionary or remedial action as circumstances may at any 
appear to render necessary to provide adequately for the gopd government of the people 
of Mysore or for the security of British rights and interests within that State. 


Article 22. 

This Treaty s hn^B supersede all other documents by which the position of the British 
Government with reference to the said territories has been formally recorded. And if any 
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question arise as to whether any of the above conditions has been Mthfoll^ir |perfonaed, or as 
to whether any person is entitled to succeed, or is fit to succeed, to the administration of the 
said territories, the decision thereon of the Govemor*General in Council shall be final. 

Signed, scaled and exchanged at Mysore on the twenty-sixth day of November in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and thirteen of the Christian era.

REGULATIONS FOR APPOINTMENT OF PROBATIONERS TO 
INDIAN FOREST SERVICE. 


Delhi, the 11th December 1913. 

The following; Eegulatioirs for tlie sislcction and training of probationers for 
the Indian Porcst Serv ice are published : — 


INDIAN imEST SEEVICE. 

Begulations as to the appointment of Drobationers, 19 H. 

1 Appointments. — The Secretary of State for India in Ooiimdl will, in 
the summer of loi li, make not less than five appointments of Pro- 
bationers for the Indian Forest Service, provided that so many candidales are 
considered to be in all le-spcc/ts (jualiticd. 

In making these appointments, he will act with the advice of a Selection 
Committee. 

2 Applications for Appointment. — Applications for a])pointmcnt niust be 
made on a printed form to be oblaiiied from the Secretary, llevenue Depart- 
ment, India Oiri<!e, Wluteball, London, S.W., and to lu' returned to him not 
later than IVednesday the 1st July 1914. Candidates must be pre- 
pared, if called upon, to attend at the India Olliee, at tlieir owii expense, for a 
jicrsonal iutei'view with the Selection Committee wilhin three vv'ceks from that 
date. 

3. Age Limit. — Candidates] must be not less than 19 but under 22 years of 
age on the 1st January 191 1. 

NOTE. —For the year 1011 only, candidates who have taken an honours course 
(or other course specified in paragraph 5) which, under the Regulations of the 
University, occupies four years, will bo subject to the age limits which have hither- 
to been in force, viz., 19 and 23 on the 1st July of the year in which selection is 
made. • 

4. NationaUlg, etc. — Every <;andidate must be a natural-born subject 
of His Maje.sty. lie must be prtipared lo give a\i uudertalxiiig, if selected, 
that he ivill not marry before In; reaches India If ho does so, he tvill forfeit 
bis appointment. He mu.st be of good ))bysique, and must produce evidence of 
character to satisfy tJie Sf^eretary of Stale for Iup»lui in Council tha^ lie is 
suited for the Indian Forest Service. 

5. Qualifications. — Candidates must liavc obtained a degree voilh Honours 
in some braiicli of Natural Seienee* in g. University of England, Wales, or 
Ireland, or have ])as.sedt]ic Final IJacbelor of Seieneo Escimination in Pure 
Science in one of the Universities of Scotland. f A degree in Applied Science 
will not be considered as fullilling these conditions. Candidates • will be 
required to produce evidence that they have a fair knowledge of cither German 
or French. 

Note. — A})jdications for apf)ointmcnt will he accei)ted from candidates 
who on the 1st J uly 191 1 have already sat at an examination for a degree as 
mentioned above, but have not learned the result of the examination. 

. * A Moduratorahip lii Nutunil Scifuoo or iu EKpijrimon'.al Scionco at.tliA Univorsity of Dublin will bo con 

aiderod aa fiiKillin^ tlioae oonditioiia. 

tdrftdutttea in Forestry at tin* Univoraity of Edinburj^li a'o regarded an satisfying tho roquiroments of ih 
pafagraph if they pass the Final Exam inul ion of that University in some one branch of Natural 8oien< 
ombraoed in tho dgree in Pure SScienev. 


B 
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6. Should* there be more candidates considered to bo qualified in every 
respect than vacancies to be filled, the Secretary of State reserveS the right 
to require them to pass a oomiwtitlvo examination conducted by the^ Cml 
Service Commissioners, on the results of whioli their final selection would 
depend. Particulars of this examination, which would be held ih August, 
will be found in Appendix I. 

7. Medical Examitmtion . — Selected candidates will bo required to undergo 
a strict oximinatioii by a Medical Board at the India Office, at which particular 
stress Avill be laid on good vision and heaving, and to satisfy the Secretary of 
State for India that tlicy are ])hysically fit for service in the Indian Forest 
Department {see Ai)peiidix Vf). 

Candidates who do not satisfy the Secretary of State for India that they 
are physically fit for appointment to the Indian I\)rest Service will not be 
admitted to tin; (competitive examination mentioned in Regulation 0. 

8. Period of Probation . — Before appointment to the Indian Forest De- 
partment, a probationer AvilBhe required : — 

(i) to have obtained, either before selection as ])robatio!ier, or Avithin 

« , , the period of two years* nro- 

* C aiiibriui'o, or Minbiirgli. la.* i ^ 

l)ation, Iho deprive or diploma 

in Forestry at one of the Universities named in the margin* ; 

(ii) to have undergone a spcHual course of instriud ion in Forestry, under 

the diniction and siii)ervision of the Dir(‘ctoi* of Indian' Forest 
Studies appointed by iho Secretary of Stale ior India in Council, 

• in su(di British and Continental localities as may he selected for 

the purpose ; 

(iii) to have i)ass(^d an examination in e.ortaiii special subjeets, namely, 

Systematic Botany of Indian trees, Indian (ieology, I'orest Law, 
Indian Working J’lans, and, if roejuired, an Indian vernacular 
language ; 

(iv) to have undergone 4 final compel iiive exaniiiiatioa in l-'orestry 

{See Aj)pendix Tl) ; 

(v) to have satisfied the Secretary of Stale, in such manner as may be 

determined, of bis ability to ride. 

The period of probation will in ordinary eases lx: two years. Tlie Director 
of Indian Forest Studies Avill instruct probationers in each ease as to the order 
and manner in Avhiidi theysliould fulfil these various najuirenicnis 

{). Cliaryes — TJie jmjbationers will he required to defray all expenses of 
lodging, hoard, tuition, and (*xeursion.s, Avhilo at the University, and on practi- 
cal instruction in Cniut Britain and on tJie Continent, widi tin* exee|)tion of 
fees payable to local forest officers in Gi(‘at Bi itain and on the Continent. 

10. Allowances . — The Secretary of Slate for India in Couiudl will make 
payments to each probationer at the rate of 120^. annually, not exceeding a 
total of 24 i 0 i, (besides tlie fees to local olfic(M*s montioiKvl above ) I’hesc pay- 
ments will ordinarily be made on the following dates in each year ; —

The cases of prohatiomn-s who.se probation d()o.s not extend over the full 
two years will be specially considered. 

The grant of the allowanco.s U subject to the following eondirions : — 

(a) that the progress of the probationer in his stu li( 5 s is satisfactory ; 

{b) that the probationer glvo.s security to refund tlie payments in rcs- 
jiect of this advance, as avoII as such payments, not exceeding 
00 /. in all, as may havii been incurred by the Secretary of State 
on the probationer’s behalf in respetd of lees to local forest 
officers,, in the event of his failing (o qualify for an appointment 
in the Indian Forest Service, or not signing the articles of agree- 
ment as specified in jiaragrayih 10, or failing to join the Indian 
Forest Service at the end of the period of probation. 
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11. Cowrfwc#.— rB'^ery Probationer wilL be ^ required to conduct himself 
during the period of .probation in a manner satisfactory to the Secretary of 
State, and to give evidence of satisfactory progress in his studies in such a 
manner as may be required, failing which, or in the event of serious miscon* 
duct, he will be ]ial)le to have lijs name removed from the list of Probationers. 

12. Appointment and Seniority. — Probationers Avho comply ndth the 
requirements of Regulation 8 within the sanctioned period of time, and also 
satisfy such other tests as may be prescribed, will be ap]iointed A8.sistant 
Conservators in the Indian Forest Department, provided they arc of sound 
constitution and free from physical defects Avhich would render them unsuit- 
able for omjdoyment in the Indian Forest Service. Their position in the 
provincial li'orest liisfs will be determined by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council on the report of the Director of Indian FOrest Studies ; but in 
making selections for the post of Consenator, officem joining the service in 
the same year arc reckoned as equal in seniority unless the Secretary of State 
for Didia in Council shall for special reason.s have directed otherwise in any 
particular ease or c.ases. 

Probationers will be allowed at the end of the period of ]>robation to state 
their iireference in ie.^p(‘ct to the Pi-ovii.ces to which tluiy desire to be allotted ; 
but tlie distribution will be made to tl o several Provinces according to the 
needs of tlic imblic service, at the discretion of the Secretary of Stale for 
India ill Council Ollicers are, however, at all times liable to be transferred 
from one Province to another at the pleasure of the Governmenl. of India. 

13. .irtioles of .iyreemeut . — A probalioner is required, on qualifying for 
appoijitmeiit as A.ssi.staiit Conservator, to .sign articles of agreement setting 
forth the terms and (umditions of his .appointment ; he must embark for 
India wJien reiiuircd to do so by the S(?cretary of St, ate, and must engage 
his own passage. Failure to embark at the stated time Avill, in the absence of 
satisfactory explanation, lead to forfeiture of a}>pointrnent. 

14 Taaaage nllotrancc. — An allowance on account of passage to India 
will be paid to each probationer on appointment to the Indian Ikirest Service, 
to the amount of .37/ 10s. for passage to Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, and 
43/. for ]):issage to Rangoon. 

A'o/e. — Idle above is the normal rate of passage allonanee. In con- 
sequence of the surtax of 10 ])er cent, at present cJiarged by shipping 
comjianies in respect of jiassages to India the above r.ates of passage 
allowance have heim raised to tl/. 5s. and 40/. 5s. respectively. Should thiis 
surtax be remo\ed, the.se rate> Avill be reduced to tho.se giA^on in paragraph 14<. 

15. Salary — An Assi.stant Conservator of Forests Avill draw pay at the 
rate of Rs. Oisd a month (cquiAalent to 301i/. a year, aaIicu the rupee is at 
1.9. A'd.) from the date of his reporting his arrival in India « 

10. Vromofion, Learc, Pension, and Promdent \Fnnd. — Promotion, leave 
and piension Avill ho governed by the Regulations laid dOAVn by the Govern- 
ment of India, .and ajijilicahle to Forest officers, such regulations being 
subject to any modifications or alterations Avhich may he made in them 
from time to time by the •Government of India, find their interpretation in 
case of any doubt .arising being loft to that Government. A copiy of the 
existing regulations can he seen on application at the India Office. 

Certain information regarding appointments in the upper controlling staff 
of the Indian Forest Service, the piay of AA'hich has been recently improved, 
Avill be found in Appendix III ; a •summary of information regarding Leave 
is contained in Ajiiicndix IV ; and regarding Pensions and the PrOAudent 
Fund in Appiondix V.

If at an earlier date he is com|)elle(l to retire from the 
service through ill-health, not occasioned by irregular or intcmijerato habits, he 
becomes eligible for an invalid pension or a gratuity according to the length of 
his service. 

The amount of j)ension or gratuity is regulated as follows : — 

After a service of less than 10 years, an invalid ' gratuity not exceeding 
one month’s emoluments for each completed year of service.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 bps. on 
Thursday, the 11th December 1913, based on the Indian 
Daily Weather Reports of the period. 


1. Ill the begiunhijy^ of tlu^ a winter depression gave moderate rainfall in Rajputana 
and tlio Central ProvineeSj and some light rain in Central India, the United Provinces and 
Uihar and Orissa. There was some local rain also in Assam and tlie adjacent districts on the 
Sth and {Hh. On the 10th a frc?h disturbance of the winter type appeared over north-west 
India and eaiisecl light local precii>itation in Ralucliistan^ the North-West Frontier Province, 
the Punjab and Kashmir. 

In Madras South-east local falls were recorded daily up to the 7th, but over the rest of 
the country the weather was dry throughout the week. 

3. liurma, — No rain fell beyond a few light showers towards the end of the week in 
Upper Burma. 

North-ead hidiii, including Oriasa, — Fairly general rain occurredju Assam on the Hth 
and t)tli and loi al rain in Bihar on the htli. Elsi^where there were only a few scattered falls. 

7%^ United Provincea^ Central India and the Central Provinces, — On the Ith and 5th 
iK^avIy general rain was recorded in Central Provinces, and fairly general rain in Central India.

Elsewhere the prospects of the 
spring harvest are fair to good, (battle are doing well. Fodder is insufficitmt in the Eastern 
States and Central Rajputana. The distribution of grass takavi is in nrogress in Merwara. 
The supply of water is generally stitficient. Prices are high and stationary. The numbers 
on the test works are as^fdllows : — Merwara 72. 

Central India. -During the week the rainfall was general In Bhopal, partial in 
Baghelkliand and slight in ])arts of Indore, Bundelkhand and Jlhopawar. Tlie weather was 
clear and cool. .More rain is badly wanted in ])arts of Gwalior, Bho]>al, Baghelkliand, 
Bundelkhand and in Mehidpur, the Ratnnura Bhanpura district and the Alampur pergana of 
Iiidon*. Harvesting of autumn cro])s has been completed in Gwalior and is in progress 
elsewhere. The sowing of spring crops has been (completed in Indore and parts of 
Baghelkliand and is in ])rogrf»ss elsewhere. Operations have been stojiped in jiarts of 
Gwalior, Baghelkliand, B:ind(‘lkhaiul and the Alampur pergana of Indore for want of rain. 
Standing crops are bad in parts of Gwalior and the Alampur jxjrgana of Indore, indifferent 
in Bagh(dk]ian<l and fair in Bhopal. Autumn cmjis are withering in Bundelkhand. The 
crops liave been da.niaged for want of rain in the Alampur perg.ana of Indore, Baghelkhand 
and Bundelkhand. Cattle disi'ase ])revails in parts of Gwalior, Indore, Bhopal and Baghel- 
khand. The supply of fo Ider is had in parts of Gwalior and iiioifiicieiit in the Alampur 
pergana of Indore, Baghelkliand and Bundelkhand. Prices an? rising in Gwalior, Bhopal 
and parts of Bundelkhand, are|helo\v normal in Baghelkliand and steady elsewhere. 

Central Provinces. — During the week the ^veather was cloudy and cool. Light to 
moderate rain IVll all over the Provinces nowhere exceeding 2.^ incdies. Rea])ing and threshing 
of aiitiiinn crops and plt king of c!oltou coiitinued. The rainfall has considerably imjiroved the 
condition of the s]iring crops. T^he supply of fodder and water is generally adequate 
except in parts of JLihbul])ore and the Vindhyan districts. Prices of food grains remained 
fairlv steady or fluctuated sliglitiv.

Season and Crop Prospects for tbe week ending Saturday, 

6tli December 1913. 

Barma* — During the week light rain fell in four districts. Reaping of winter rice 
has eoiniiKinocd. Prospocits are favourable. Standing crops are geuf^rally in good condition. 
Farin stock is healthy and pasturage is sufficient. The price of unhusked rice is still some- 
what above normal. 

Assailti. — -During the week thf‘ weather was generally soasonahle and favourable to the 
standing crops. Harvesting of winter rice and pressing of sugarcane an^ in progress. The 
sowing of mustard is nearing C()rii[)letion. The outturn of transplanted winter rice as well 
as the pros]X5cts of ininstard are fair. Tlic average price of c^ornintui rice has fallen slightly. 
Cattle disease is rejiorted from three districts. h\>dder is insufficitnit in Sylhet and 
Kamrup. 

— During tin* week no rain fell throughout the Province. The uiowing of s])ring 
-crops is nearing completion and the reajung of winter rice is going on In-iskly. The outturn is 
fairly good. Tlie conditi<m and pros]»ectS of standing winter crojis are good, (^ittbi disease is 
reported from seven districts, Gnituitous relief and agrii*ulLural loans wt»re given in 
Midnaporc only.

with that of the previous week.

Irrigation and .mowing of sugar- 
cane and of pojjpy continue. Cattle di.sease is still reported from some districts of the Provinces. 
One test work has been ojKiiied at Dara in the Allah ibad district and two in Ihinihi and one 
will be opened in Hamirpur on l*.lth Decemb n* l-M J. The nunil» ‘rs employed on lest works 
arc ; — Bara il7 and Banda -h)*.), total oSih Scarcity of fodder i.- increasing and ( iovernm-nit 
hay is being distributed freely for agricultural stoik wlilch is in fairly good condition. Water 
is running short in the Jiuudclkhaiid and Unao districts. Pric<*s are high and lluctuating. 

Punjaib. — During the week slight rain fell in the south-east the 1 rovince. More 
rain is generally wanted. Picking of cotton and pressing of sugarcane an‘ in progress with 
yield average to good ex<jept in parts of tln‘ south-east wIku’c outturn of e.otton is l)eIow 
average on unirrigated lainls. The sowings of 8j)ring c!roj)K (‘ontinue and an* normal on 
irrigstted lands but arc rcstri<*t<»d for want of rain on unirrig.ited birds (excejit in the we-;t 
and north-west). The condition of standing .spring crops is generally average to good but 
crops on unirrigated lands in the soutli-cast arc suffering from dro-jght. Harvesting of 
forta hu.s commenced in some distri<*t.s with average outturn. Cattle :ito generally healthy 
but fodder is getting scarce in the south-east. J’Vices of wheat are generally close to normal 
and of other grains a little above normal. 

North- Wiest Frontier Province. — The week was rainless and tho weather cold 
and at times cloudy. The condition of standing cro])S is average. Pressing of sugarcane and 
harvesting of autumn crojis are proceeding and the outturn is f*xpccted to Ix^ normal. Tho 
iOwiug» of spring crops continue. The condition of (jattle is good. Tho i^upidy of fodder and 
water is generally sufficient. Prices of food grains are higli and still tending to rise in 
liannu tehsil. The price of maize is also rising in Peshawar. 

Ja»xlliliU. — ^There was no rain during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat sells 
from 10 to 1.^ and maize from 14 to 27 seers per ruj)e(J. The condition of standing crops is 
fair. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in Rarnpiir tehsil. Fodder Is sufficient. 

Kashmir. — During the week slight rain fell. The sowing of spring crops is in progress 
Cattle disease is abating. Water and fodder are sufficient. Prices are normal.

Afore rain is nrgei)lly»^ nc^eded in all but the Himalayan 
and Kastenrhisincts, Standing crojts aiv '-ing from drought i*\ccj)l in tlie cast of the 
Pi-ovinecs and damage from white ants is '•'•••otied from tin; Fatehjuir district. Gmunination is 
generally good. Harvesting of autumn is eomjdete. The sowing, irrigation, pressing 

and ploughing of land for sugarcane are in ju’ogrcss. CJattlc disease is still reiKirtcd from some 
districts of the Provinces. The scarcity of fodder is incri'asing but Government, hay is being 
freely distributed for agrieultural stork which is in fairly good ennditioii. Water and supplies 
arc suffieicni.

PuiiJrIi.— D uring the week light to inod’erate rain has been nearly general in tbe 
Province. More is still wanted. Picking of cotton (except in the south-east) and pressing of 
sugarcane are in progress with yield norma! to good e\ccj>t in a fiuv districts >vbere the picking 
of cotton is ujijx) tbe average. The sowings of s])ring crojis arc normal excojit in the sontb-east 
where they arc restricted owing to \\'ant of rain and the poor supply of canal water. Tbo 
condition of standing s])ring crojis is average to good oAutcjit in the south-east w here unirrigated 
cro}>s are suffering from drought. Toria is being harvestell wuth average yield. Cattle 
arc generally healthy but fodtler is scarce in parts of tla^ south-east when^ prices of wheat are 
generally close to normal and those of the other grains a little above normal. 

North-West frontier Province* — During the week rain fell throughout the Province 
except in Dera Ismail Khan. The weather is cold and cloudy. Tbe condition of standing 
crops is average. Pressing of sugarcane and harvesting of autumn cropw is in progr^s and 
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the outturn u expected to be normaj. The sowipes of spring crops are proceeding. Cattle 
are in good condition. The supply of fodder ana water is generally sufRcient. Prices of 
food grains are high and tending to rise. / 

* JamniPU — There was slight rain during the week. Prices are fluctuating. Wheat soils 
from 10 to 15 and maize from 1 Si to 25 seers per rupee. The condition of standing crops is 
fair. Cattle disease of mild type prevails in a few tahsils. Fodder is sufliclent 

Kashmil*. — The i-ainfall during th'.‘ week was fair in Anantnag and slight in Baramula. 
Cattle disease is reported in some parts and is in abatement in Anantnag. The*ROwings of 
spring crops are in progress. Prices are normal. Water and fodder arc suflicient. 


Rajputana. — During the week useful rain was rejjortejl in parts of Mewar, Kotah^ 
Jhalawai', Took and Jaipur and slight rain in the Eastern States and Ajmor-Merwara. The 
weather is generally cool and clear. The sowings of spring crops are in progress but are 
restricted in the Eastern States and in Central liajputana. Prospects have, however, somewhat 
improved in many parts of thcs(^ areas owing to the recent rain.

Prices of foo 
grafuB are high. Public health is fair. Water and fodder for cattle are sufiicient.
